HIS  FREEDOM 

Head  of  Franklin  "Get- 
Rich  Quicli"  Syndi- 
cate Released. 

Albany,  N.  Y..  Feb.  13.-Governor  Hlg- 
gin.s  commuted  the  sentence  of  William 
F.  Miller,  convicted  of  grand  larceny  in 
connection  with  the  "520  per  cent"  Frank- 
lin syndicate,  and  he  was  released  from 
Clinton  prison  today. 

The  commutation  was  granted  on  recom- 
mendation of  District  Attorney  Jerome  of 
New  York. 

Miller,  with  Edward  Schlesinger  and 
Louis  Powers,  organized  the  P^ranklin 
syndicate.  Thousands  invested  their 
money  with  them  en  the  promise  that  it 
would  yield  10  per  cent  a  week,  or  520  per 
cent   a   year.

Will  Not  Present  Them 

to    Countries  In 

Negotiation. 

Senate   Will    Insist   on 

Its  Treaty  Making 

Prerogatives. 


W^Tshington.  Feb.  13.— President 
Roosevelt  will  not  accept  the  arbitra- 
tion treaties  as  amended  by  the  senate 
to  the  countries  to  which  they  wero 
negotiated.  In  reply  to  numerous  in- 
quiries by  representatives  of  the  press, 
at  the  state  department  today.  Secre- 
tary Hay  made  in  substance  the  follow- 
uig  statemetit: 

'The  president  regards  the  matter 
of  the  general  arbitration  treaties  as 
concluded  by  the  action  of  the  senate 
on  Saturday.  He  recognizes  the  right 
cf  the  sena.te  to  reject  a  treaty,  either 
by  a  direct  vote  in  that  sense,  or  in- 
directly by  changes  which  are  incom- 
patible with  its  spirit  and  purpose.  Ha 
considers  that  with  the  senate  amend- 
ment the  trx^aties  not  only  ce-.se  to  be 
a  step  forward  in  the  cause  of  general 
arbitration,  but  are  really  a  step  back- 
ward, and  therefore  he  is  unable  to  ac- 
cept them  in  this  altered  form  to  the 
countries  with  which  we  have  been  in 
negotiations."' 

The  arbitration  treaties  which  were 
amended  and  ratilied  by  the  senate  jn 
Saturday,  were  sent  to  the  president 
today.  Each  treaty  was  accompanied 
by  the  usual  resolution  setting  forth, 
the  action  taken  by  the  senate 

The  vote  of  50  to  9  in  favor  of  the 
adoption  of  an  amendment  to  the 
treaties  does  not  give  the  full  strength 
of  the  senate  on  the  question  of  insist- 
ing urion  its  prerogatives  in  treaty 
m.iking.

Within  a  month  motiey  began  to  pour 
in  so  fast  that  an  enormous  force  of 
clerks  had  to  be  hired  to  liandio  it.  It  is 
estimated  that  when  the  syndiiate  was  at 
its  height  an  average  of  $1(kj.O(jO  a  day 
would  be  deposited  with  Miller  and  his 
clerks. 

On  Nov.  24.  1S99.  Miller  fled  to  Canada 
and  Schlesinger  to  Europe.  The  latter 
has  eluded  the  authorities  ever  since.  Mil- 
ler was  arrested  on  Dec.  4  and  brought 
back  to  New  York.  He  was  tried  in 
Brooklyn,  and  on  April  28,  1900.  was  sen- 
tenced to  serve  ten  years  in  prison.

Work  of  Educational  In- 
stitution Progressing 
Satisfactorily. 


Members  of  the  Kansan  Opisto,  the  so- 
ciety under  wliose  auspices  tlie  Finuisli 
National  rollege  and  theological  seminary 
at  Smlthville  is  conducted,  have  not  en- 
tirely given  up  the  idea  of  a  new  building 
for  the  educational  institution.  The  mon- 
ey for  such  work  was  not  forthcoming ■ 
last  year,  but  it  is  conlidently  believed 
by  the  directors  that  the  necessary  funds 
will  be  raised  before  the  end  of  the  pres- 
<nt  year.  It  Is  hoped  that  at  tlie  annual 
mt^eting  of  the  lioard  of  directors,  wnicli 
will  prol)ably  be  hi-ld  in  June,  arrange- 
ments will  bo  madi'  for  the  new  stru<tuie. 

The  affairs  of  the  seminary  are  in  the 
hands  of  a  board  of  directors  which  is 
conii)o.sfd  (jf  nine  members.  Tlie  Iwiard 
now  consist.s  of  P.  \V.  Wuori,  president; 
ilcv.  Karl  Wirkki,  vice  prfsideni;  Alex- 
ander Matala,  secretary;  Charles  Kauppi, 
treasurer;  Jacol)  Kattila,  Gustaf  Kivikan- 
gas.  J.  Erickson.  Rev.  E.  V.  MandL-lol  ar.d 
Alexander  lialonen.  Rev.  Wlrriki,  a  grad- 
uate  of  tli«  Finnish  university  at  Hel.^ing- 
fors.  has  immediate  charge  of  the  faculty 
of  the  school. 

The  college  building  as  it  now  stands  Is 
hardly  large  enough  to  accomodate  all 
comers,  and  as  an  increase  is  e.vpecti-d 
each  year  in  llie  attendance,  it  is  apparent 
that  preparation  must  In-  made,  and  liiat 
very  soon,  lo  provide  additional  room. 
The  school  has  now  been  in  existence 
something  over  a  year,  and  during  that 
short  time  it  has  become  immensely  pop- 
ular among  the  Finns  of  the  L'niled 
States,  amli  contributions  to  help  in  de- 
fraying the  expenses  of  the  institution 
have  been  received  from  various  Finnisli 
societies  througli  tlie  country.  Some  of 
the  pu|)lls  are  from  so  far  away  as  the 
Atlantic  states.  The  affairs  of  tin-  col- 
lege are  now  running  al<jng  in  a  .satis- 
factory manner.  Tiie  membership  rolls 
contains  neaily  seventy-li\e  names. 

The  aim  nf  th(>  institution  is  to  make 
good  citizens  of  the  young  Finns  of  the 
I'nited  Slates.  They  are  taught  thu  Eng- 
lisli  language  as  rapidly  after  their  ar- 
rival here  and  as  thoroughly  as  possible, 
and  It  is  also  souglil  to  make  them  ac- 
quainted witli  the  rules  and  laws  of  their 
new  country.  They  are  also  taught  re- 
garding Finland,  and  are  by  no  means 
expected  to  either  forget  their  native 
country  or  language.

par.  Mr.  Becker  savs  that  the  bank  will 
realize  only  about  i>  per  cent  on  Its  loans 
to  .\pppleyard. 

The  bank  had  on  April  30.  1904.  Jfi.OOO.OOQ 
in  deposits.  It  paid  4  per  cent  on  de- 
posits and  consequently  attracted  the 
savings  of  thousands  of  depositors. 

Mr.  Becker  reviews  the  criminal  pro- 
ceedings agjilnst  Mr.  Appleyard,  which 
are  based  on  a  grand  larceny  charge 
growing  out  of  a  loan  of  $5o,0tX)  on  May 
18,  1904.  on  securities,  the  value  of  which 
he  is  sahl  to  have  misrepresented.  Three 
of  the  directors  said  to  be  under  Apple- 
vnrd's  influence  oi-e  charged  with  wil- 
fully nUilng  to  perform  their  duties  as 
directors. 

Mr.  Becker  also  says  there  seem  to  be 
evidence  to  support  the  charge  that  offi- 
cers of  the  bank  prior  to  the  time  that 
Appleyard  acquired  control  of  It,  entered 
Into  agreements  whereby  they  received 
commissions  for  making  loans  from  the 
bank's  funds.

Overstreet  Bill  Provides 

Increased  Revenues  and 

Corrects  Evils.

To  Settle    Disputes  Bc- 
.  tween  Publishers  and 
the  Department. 


Washington,  Feb.  13. — Chairman 
Overstreet  of  the  house  comtniUce  en 
postoffices  and  post  roads  belieyes  the 
bill  he  has  introduced  relating  to  .sec- 
ond class  mail  matter  postage  wi:;,  if 
made  a  law,  result  in  a  substantial  in- 
crease in  the  postal  revenues  aud  at 
the  same  time  settle  the  disputes  be- 
tween the  publishers  and  the  depart- 
ment. A  tentative  understanding  lias 
been  reached  to  the  effect  that  iht 
numerous    injunction      suits       brought 

against  the  department  by  publi.Siicrg 
are  to  be  distnissed  if  the  proyuied 
legislation  i.s  enacted. 

It  seems  doubtful  if  the  bill  can  be 
passed  at  this  season.  Mr.  Overstreet 
.says  unless  an  agreement  can  be 
reached  that  the  bill  shall  not  be  con- 
tested he  will  not  bother  to  push  it.  Tne 
oommittee  on  po.-^toffices  and  post  roads 
had  a  linal  meeting  on  the  measure  tnis 
week. 

The  .second  -  class  xna.il  matter  con- 
troversy has  been  on  for  nearly  five 
yeai-s.  For  the  last  two  or  three  years 
It  has  been  acute.  In  a  general  way, 
Edwifi  C.  Madden,  third  assistant  posi- 
master  general,  who  started  in  to  make 
reforms  has  been  successful.  The 
legislation  proposed  by  Mr.  <.)verstreet 
really- doos  nothing  more  than  back  up 
the  rulings  of  the  third  assistant.  The 
five  principal  abu.ses  which  the  d?- 
partment.  through  Mr.  Madden,  started 
out  to  correct   were  these: 

First,  the  book  abuse;  second,  the 
news  agents'  return  privilege;  third 
the  abuse  of  the  sample  copy  privilege: 
fourth,  the  abuse  of  the  incorporated 
institutions  of  learning  privilege  ;nilh. 
the  abu.e  of  the  publications  designed 
for    advertising   purposes. 

The  department  had  no  sooner  en- 
tered on  its  campaign  of  reform  tha.i 
it  was  confro^nted  with  numerous  in- 
junction suits,  and  congress  for  the  ia.^t 

j  three  or  four  sessron.s  has  been  appro- 
priating $2r,.000  to  enable  the  atlori.ey 
general  for  the  postofflce  department  lO 

I  cary  on  the  flght  for  the  department  in 
the  courts. 

Last  year  the  department  won  its 
first  signal  victory  by  securing  from 
the  supreme  court  a  decision  upiiolding 
the  contention  of  the  department  that 
congress  In  creating  special  rates  for 
periodicals  "had  in  mind  the  recop,- 
nized  instrumentalities  commonly 
called  "by  that  name  and  not  anylhir.g 
which  by  the  device  of  a  serial  nan.e 
and  number  and  periodical  issuar.Cf 
from  the  press  might  be  given  the 
semblance  of  a  periodical." 

Since  the  supreme  court  announced 
that  decision  the  serial  librarlt-s,  com- 
posed for  the  large  part  of  novels,  has 
not  been  classed  as  second-class  mat- 
ter. 

What  is  known  as  the  "return  priv. 
lege"  abuse  was  reformed  without  anj- 
injunction  suits  following  the  action. 
The  news  agencies  did  file  formal  pro- 
tests but  In  the  end  they  accepted  Ll.e 
ruling  and  are  now  abiding  by  It.  As 
the  result  of  holding  the  news  agencie.s 
to  the  strict  letter  of  the  law,  the  gov- 
ernment is  now  receiving  in  postage 
on  return  publications  the  difference 
between  1  cent  a  pound  and  1  cent  Tor 
each   four  ounces. 

Suits  for  injunction  resulted  frin;  the 
department's  effort  to  enforce  its  rul- 
ing, or  its  interpretation  of  the  iaw„ 
relating  to  sample  copy  priyilcge.       At 

'  the  time  the  department  inaugur.ilsd 
its  reforms  the  sample  copy  privileg-; 
was    being    exercised    with  :ul     limit. 

'  To  quote  the  words  of  the  third  as- 
sistant postmaster  general:  ".Sample 
copies  came  to  be  in  very  many  cases 
no  longer  sample  copies  at  all  but  liic 
bulk  of  the  circulation.  Publishers  with 
a  few  hundred  real  subscribers  would 
regularly  circulate,  ostensibly  for  the 
purpose   of  securing  new     subscribers, 

'  thousands,  or  in  many  cases  tens^  •:( 
thousands  of  copies  as  a  part  oi*  a 
general  advertising  scheme."  The  tul- 
mg  of  the  department  was  that 
sample  copies  should  be  held  down  to 
the  limit  of  100  per  cent  of  the  li3t  of 
subscribers.  The  theory  of  the  de- 
partment was  that  a  publication  which 
regularly  distributed  more  free  copies 
than  paid  copies  is  designed  for  free 
distribution,  and,  therefore,  is  not  en- 
titled to  the  seoond-class  rate  of  post- 

affe. 
i  Institutions  of  learning  and  various 
religious  and  scientific  institutions  pro- 
•  tested  against  the  order  which  deprived 
i  them  of  the  second-class  privilege,  but 
I  the  courts  within  the  last  year  sus- 
tained the  department. 

Educational  institutions  wantcu  to 
circulate  their  annual  or  quarterly 
catalogues,  and  various  church  organ- 
izations desired  to  .secure  the  low  rate 
on  leaflets  and  other  pubbcations  .3e- 
signed  Cor  free  distribution  or  .soiu  at 
a  nominal  price.  One  case  is  still  pend- 
ing in  the  supreme  court  Involving  the 
ruling  of  the  department. 

The  fifth  abuse  has  caused  the  de- 
partment more  annoyance  than  all   the 


others  combined.  These  ca.ses,  as  the 
third  as.sistant  pastmaster  generui  ex- 
plains, bring  in  question  the  power  of 
the  dei>artment  to  restrict  the  un- 
limited distribution  of  samples,,  and  to 
prevent  premium  giving  being  used  to 
make  subscriptions  nominally  free. 

"Specifically  challenged,"  says  ihe 
third  a.ssistant,  "lis  the  power  of  tr.e 
dei)arlment  in  endeavoring  to  deter- 
mine whether  or  iiDt  a  publication  ia 
designed  primarily  for  advertising  pur- 
poses, to  look  into  the  publication,  and 
through  the  <l!sguise  by  which  its  real 
character  is  concealed." 

The  chief  thing  the  departm«^nt  ha-s 
tried  to  stop,  or  ratht-r  the  lea<ling  fact 
on  which  it  has  excluded  publications 
from  the  second-class  privilege,  is  the 
offer  by  publishers  of  the  premiums 
equal  or  greater  in  value  than  the  price 
of  the  subscription. 

This  is  the  way  Mr.  Madden  puts  it: 
"If  a  combination  advertising  circular 
can  l)e  masked  under  a  covering  of 
clipped  niaiter  and  state  reprinted  fic- 
tion with  such  success  as  to  make  It 
pa.ss  as  a  newspaper,  or  periodical,  and 
thus  get  the  rate  provided  by  law  for 
the  periodical  agencies  of  public  prog- 
ress and  enlightenment,  then  the  pro- 
hibition against  publications  designed 
primarily  for  advertising  purposes  be- 
comes a  nullity  and  should  be  re- 
pealed." 

The  amendatory  legislation  propo.sej 
by  the  Overstreet  bill  does  not  touik 
the  book  abuse  as  it  ex'isted  prior  to 
the  decision  by  the  supreme  court  last 
year.  As  said  above,  the  publishers  of 
the  periodical  novels  have  accepted  the 
decision  of  the  court  as  final,  and 
neither  the  department  nor  the  chair- 
man of  the  postofflce  commiclco 
deemed  additional  legislation  neces- 
sary. 

As  there  is  no  longer  any  friction  to 
speak  of  over  the  ruling  relating  to  ihe 
return  privilege,  the  pmpo.sed  legis- 
lation does  not  affect  that  feature  of 
the  business.  The  bill  attempts  to  de- 
fine clearly  the  class  of  publications 
entitled  to  the  1-cent  a  pound  rate, 
namely:  "Publications  of  the  se4?ond 
class,  when  sent  by  the  publi.sher 
thereof  from  the  office  of  publicaticn 
to  actual  subscribers,  or  when  sent 
from  a  news  agency  to  actual  sub* 
scribers,  or  to  other  news  agents,  f.ir 
the  purpose  of  sale."  -  ^ 

The  bill  is  designed  to  regulate  the 
sample  copy  abuse  by  increasing  the 
postage  rate  on  samfde  copies  from  I 
cent  a  pound  to  3  cents  a  paund.  The 
riimber  of  sample  copies  sent  out  wi'.h 
any  issue  is  not  to  exceed  the  ntimber 
of  actual  subscribers.  The  theory  on 
which  this  provision  is  made  is  that 
publishers  will  either  hold  down  the 
number  of  sample  copies,  or  will  add 
materially  to  the  revenues  of  the  de- 
partment by  the  payment  of  the  addi- 
tional two  cents  a  pound. 

The  other  provisiim  of  the  bill  un- 
dertakes to  lay  down  a  definition  «1f 
what  an  actual  subscription  to  a  news- 
paper or  periodical  is. 

This  is  the  definition:  "An  actual 
subscription  .shall  be  one  that  is  jiaid 
for  by  the  subscriber  at  the  adver- 
tised price  of  ^ale  of  the  publication, 
without  any  reduction  therefrom  by 
reason  of  any  gift  or  premium  given  to 
the  subscriber  to  induce  the  subscrip- 
tion." 

It  is  not  the  thought  of  the  committer 
on  postoffices  that  this  provision  shall 
be  made  applicable  to  newspapers  of 
established  reputation  which  occasion- 
ally offer  premiums  of  small  value  with 
subscriptions.  The  idea  is  to  reach  th-.* 
class  of  publications  that  habitually  in- 
dulges in  premium  giving  to  such  an 
extent  that  subscriptions  are  nominal, 
or  free. 

As  was  said  at  the  outset,  the  ob- 
ject of  the  Overstreet  bill  is  to  put  «he 
department  on  an  agreeable  working 
basis  with  the  reputable  publishers  of 
the  country,  and  at  the  same  time  en- 
able it  to  keep  after  the  "snide"  pub- 
lications that  are  constantly  springing 
up,  mushroom-like,  in  a  niglit. 

The  department  has  never  been  dis- 
posed to  make  any  warfare  on  legiti- 
mate publications.  It  is  the  adventur- 
ers, the  fakers,  it  is  trying  to  reach. 
Every  peison  who  has  made  even  a 
ca.sual  study  of  the  abuses  of  the 
second-class  privilege  must  be  con- 
vinced that  the  rj^form  ought  to  go  on. 

In  time  the  revenue  f:om  postage 
ought  to  be  materially  increased  by  the 
rigid  enforcement  of  the  department's 
regulations.  Last  year  second-cla-ss 
matter  mailed  at  the  cent  a  pound  rate 
constituted  approximately  67  per  cent 
of  the  bulk  weight  of  all  the  mails  on 
which  postage  was  paid,  while  the  re- 
venue from  this  source  was  only  $5,- 
6a7.189,  or  about  one-twentieth  of  ihe 
whole  income  from  postage. 

If  congress  does  take  on  a  reform 
mood,  it  ought  to  check  the  franking 
privilege.  Last  year  more  than  one- 
thirtieth  of  the  first-class  nviJl  carried 
went  free.  The  actual  figures  are  as 
follows: 
First-class  nmtter.  ^^''^ jJo'-sT?^ 

Free   163,694.i5i> 

Of  course,  a  great  deal  of  this  free 
mail  represented  official  business,  but 
the  amount  which  should  have  paid 
postage  was  enormous;  and  the  figures 
do  not  cover  the  last  national  cam- 
paign. ,  ,. 
If  congress,  in  its  wl.sdom,  should 
pass  a  law  requiring  every  piece  of 
mail  carried  to  bear  postage,  the  re- 
ceipts would  be  swelled  in  a  surprising 
manner.  There  seems  to  be  no  good 
reason  why  officials  of  the  government 
of  every  "description  should  not  pay 
postage  on  official  mail  and  charge  It 
up  as  expenses.  Under  such  a  law 
there  would  be  no  loophole  for  evas- 
ions.

COLD  DELAYS  TRAINS. 


Cars  Are  Scarce  Because  Tied 
Up  By  Weather. 

The  continued  severe  cold  weather  has 
again  given  the  frelglit  and  passenger 
business  in  the  Northwest  a  setback. 
Scarcely  a  morning  train  reached  Duluth 

on  time  today,  some  being  from  two  to 
four  hours  late.  It  is  claimed  by  the 
officials  that  the  cold,  frosty  weathtr 
made  It  difficult  for  tiie  locomollveB  to 
make  steam.  Greater  c.iution  was  exer- 
cised, also,  in  running  on  frosty  rails. 

There  Is  a  strong  demand  for  cars  here 
in  Duluth  at  the  present  time  tbat  cannot 
be  filled,  not  by  one  road  alone,  but  by 
nearly  all  of  them.  This  failure  to  supply 
cars  does  not  result  from  a  general  car 
shortage,  but  from  the  fact  that  the 
trains  have  been  running  light  and  be- 
cause cars  are  tied  up  along  the  lines 
waiting  for  the  weather  to  moderate  be- 
fore they  can  be  moved.  Shippers  are 
kicking  because  they  cannot  get  Just  the 
sort  or  cars  they  want,  and  the  best  the 
freight  men  can  do  is  to  promise  them 
the  proper  cars  just  a.';  soon  a*  they  can 
be  moved  here.

A.  H.  Powers,  the  defendant,  who 
was  in  St.  Paul  when  the  case  was 
taken  up  last  week,  was  In  court  tliis 
morning.  He  is  a  short  man  of  mt- 
dium  build,  apparently  about  45  yeai-s 
of  age.  Hv  is  simooth  shaven  and  his 
hair  almost  of  k  sandy  color.  Is  ihin 
almost  to  bQlfinfss  on  the  top  of  lii.s 
head.  His  reat,Uros.  set  off  with  un- 
usually heavy  and  pronounced  eye- 
brows, are  of  rather  a  detei-mlned 
stamp. 

Attorney  Hollinter.  for  the  plaintiff, 
in  his  line  of  fiuestionlng  at  the  open- 
ing of  court,  brought  up  the  names  of 
the  young  men  mentioned  in  the  crosa- 
examinatlon  .of  Mrs.  McC'utcht'on  by 
Attorney  Baldwin  as  having  had  im- 
proper relations  twlth  the  witness.  She 
said  she  had  never  been  anything  more 
than  friendly  with  Isaac  Green,  Bur- 
chert.  Herman  Williams,  J.  J.  Lane. 
Paul  Markie  or  any  of  the  others 
who  were  named.  She  admitted  having 
visited  the  ofll.e  of  Mr.  Burchert,  but 
said  that  nothing  of  an  improper  na- 
ture had  occurred  between  them.  Some 
of  the  visits  had  been  paid  in  the  dusk 
of  summer   evenings,   she   said. 

Asked  concorning  communications 
passing  between  her  and  Mr.  Powers 
while  she  was  at  the  Superior  hos- 
pital.   Miss    Mc'utcheon    said: 

"I  am  sure  that  Mr.  Powers  got  the 
telegram  I  sent  telling  him  of  the 
need  for  a  second  operation,  for  he 
afterwards  toM  me  that  he  did,  when 
he  called  upon  me  at  the  hospital.  It 
was  addressed  to  J.  C.  Scott  as  he  had 
instructed  me  to  send  letters  to  him 
under  that  name.  When  they  told 
me  that  the  message  could  not  be  de- 
livered becaust-  no  such  man  lived  In 
nibbing,  I  lokl  them  to  deliver  it  to 
Mr.    Powers." 

"Did  you  write  to  him  ?ifler  that? 

•Yes.  I  wroto  hlrn  a  letter  asking  nini 
to   take   me   home-." 

"Did  you   receive  an    answer?" 

"No.  sir,  he  afterwards  told^  me  that 
he    never    received   the    letter." 

She  said  that  ."he  had  finally  been 
taken  home  by  Mr.  Burchert.  but  testi- 
fied that  he  was  not  aware  of  the  true 
reason   fe-r  her  being  in   the  hospital. 

"I  told  him  that  1  was  ill  with  pneu- 
monia,'"  she   said. 

••What  was  the  extent  of  your  ac- 
quaintance with  Mr.  Burchert  after 
your  return   to   Hlbbing?""    was  asked. 

"He  came  to  the  store  quite  frequenl-

Miss  McCutcheon,  continuing  her 
testimony,  told  how  Powers  had  assist- 
e<l  in  paying  the  store's  debts  by  con- 
tributing $30  a  month  for  several 
months, 

•    «    • 

Attorney  C.  O.  Baldwin  l>egan  his 
cross-examination  of  the  witness  by 
asking  her  regarding  the  events  of  her 
early  lif<'  and  of  her  work  at  Hibblng. 
•Why  did  you  discontinue  working  at 
the  Hibblng  i>ostoffice.'"  was  asked. 

••Because  my  brother-in-law  quit.  I 
left  becau.se  he  did  when  there  was  a 
change  of  postmasters." 

••Did  not  both  of  you  quit  because  of 
a  shortage  of  $T()0  or  $800  in  the  post- 
office  accounts?"' 

The  girl  said  she  knew  the  books 
showed  a  shortage.  Here  her  attorney 
objected  to  this  line  of  questioning  as 
not  applying  to  the  matter  in  hand,  and 
Judge  Morris  sustaine<l  the  objection. 

Asked  concerning  her  early  relations 
with  Powers,  Miss  McCutcheon  was 
very  indermite  In  her  answers.  She 
said  .she  had  no  idea  when  it  was  that 
she  first  went  out  riding  with  him.  but 
agreed  that  it  might  have  been  about 
Jan.  1,  1903.  She  said  she  had  been 
driving  so  many  times  that  she  could 
not  rtMnember  the  time  of  her  early 
rides  with  Powers,  and  did  not  know 
whether  a  buggy  or  cutter  was  used 
the  first  time.  Mr.  Baldwin  referred  to 
his  notes  of  the  girl's  former  testimony 
and  showed  that  she  had  then  said  she 
occupied  a  cutter  when  riding  with 
Powers  the  first  time.  She  admitted 
that  it  might  have  been  a  cutter.  There 
was  nothing  to  fix  those  drives  in  her 
mmd,  she  testified,  and  so  she  could  not 
well  remember  them,  but  believed  she 
had  been  driving  with  Powers  probably 
a  dozen  times  during  the  winter  and 
spring  of  1903. 

•Did  vou  know  at  the  time  of  your 
first  drive  with  him  that  Mr.  Powers 
was  married?"  was  a.sked. 

'Yes,  .sir,  but  I  had  never  seen  his 
wife." 

"You  said  that  on  the  occasion  of 
your  first  drive  with  him  he  Hried  to 
kiss  you."  ^^      _     . 

"I  am  not  sure  that  it  was  the  first 
time.  It  was  probably  the  first  or  second 
tlme.'^ 

••And   when    he   asked   you   to   go  riding 

with   him  again  you   went,   did  you   not'r" 

••Yes.    sir.     He    had    begged    my    pardon 

for   trvlng   to   kiss    me.   and   it   was   done 

in  a  joking  way,  anyhow." 

She  stated  that  whenever  .she  mentioned 
to  Powers  the  fact  of  his  being  married 
he  said  lie  regarded  her  more  as  a  daugh- 
ter than  anything  else,  and  wished  to 
treat  her  as  such. 

•And  did  you  regard  him  as. you  might 
a  father ?•• 
'I  did."" 

'What  reason  did  you  have  for  meeting 
him  on  dark  nights  at  out  of  tho  way 
places   to  go  out   witli  him?"' 

••He  could  not  very  well  go  in  the  day 
time,  usually,  and  besides  I  was  always 
busy  in  the  store  until  night. •' 

•You    said    he    used    to    come    into    the 
store  and  whi.sper  to  you.   did  you  not?" 
She  answered   that   she   had  said  some- 
thing to  that  effect. 

"But   we   wore  not   father  and  daughter 
then,"   continued  the  girl,    'we   were  lov- 
ers." 
••How  old  were  you  at  that   time?" 
••Ninteen  or  20." 

•You  have  testified  that  you  are  a  high 
school  graduate.  At  the  age  of  19  or  2^^ 
did  you  not  know  that  it  was  wrong,  a 
girl  of  your  intelligence  and  education,  to 
play  lover  with  another  w^onian^s  hus- 
biuid?""

She  said  that  all  the  letters  received  up 
to  tho  time  Powers  went  to  Ore-^gon  had 
been  destroyed,  as  had  bee-n  testified 
on  previous  occasions  Asked  regarding 
her  reasons  for  keeping  the  two  loiters 
written  while  the  defendant  was  on  hi.s 
Western  trip  the  sirl  .said  that  wirile  .she 
had  been  reading  Hum.  in  eacli  instan.-e 
sjmeone  Jiad  entered  tlie  room  and  she 
had  dropped  them  into  a  drawer,  wliere 
they  remained  until  lirougtit  fot^h  to 
play  a  imrt  in  the  present  damage  suit. 
She  said  tliat  befere  thai  she  liad  been 
actuslomed  to  destroy  his  letters  im- 
mediately after  reading  them. 

Attorney  B.ddwin  asl^ed  numerous  ques- 
tions regarding  her  alleged  meeting  with 
Powers  at  Duluth  on  Oct»»ber  30,  19o;i.  and 
of    llielr    subse^iuent    actions.        Slie    liad 


ever  on  coming   to   Duluth  to  m«et      the 
man. 

•'You  say  you  had  quite  a  struggle  with 
Mr.    Powers,    In    the    room    at    the    Mer- 
chants   hotel.    Did    you   scream?" 
••1  told  him  I  would." 
"But  did  you?" 

'•No,  1  couldn't,  for  he  held  me  in  such 
a  way  that  I  could  scarcely  utter  a 
word." 

She  said  she  had  refused  to  more  than 
taste  of  a  bottle  of  beer  whleh  Powers 
ordered  sent  up  to  the  room  and  testified 
that  It  was  the  first  time  she  had  ever 
tasted  beer.  As  before,  she  said  she  had 
staved  in  the  room  with  Mr.  Powers  until 
11  o'clock  that  night,  when  he  left,  spying 
that  he  had  to  catch  the  train  for  St. 
Paul.  She  said  she  went  home  the  next 
aay.  but  It  was  with  a  deep  feding  of 
shame  that  she  faced  her  mother,  who 
asked  if  the  piano  matter  had  been  ad- 
justed all  right.  ^  ,  , 
••1  told  her  It  had."  continued  the  girl. 
"I  tliink  that  was  the  first  lie  I  ever  told 
mamma." 

••Did  you  talk  of  the  piano  at  all  while 
in  Dulutli  with  Mr.  Powers?"  asked  Mr. 
Kaldwin. 

•'I  think  we  did  at  the  restaurant,  but 
not    afterwards." 

••That  is  not  the  way  you  told  it  Fri- 
day, is  it?  Dldnt  you  say  then  that  the 
matter  didn't  enter  cither  of  your  heads 
at  any  time  while  you  were  In  Duluth  on 
that   occasion?" 

The  memory  of  the  witness  did  not  ap- 
pear to  lie  perfectly  clear  on  tliat  point. 

"You  say  you  were  surprised  when  Mr. 
Powers  entered  your  room  at  the  hejiolJ^' 

••Yes,  a  man  had  never  before  trle»d  to 
enter  my  bedroom." 

"You  went  Into  the  hotel  and  up  to  the 
room  with  him?  " 
"Yes    .sir." 

Mlss'McCutehoon  testified  that  she  did 
not  rememl)er  exactly  how  long  it  was 
aft«r  this  lh.it  she  saw  Powers. 

At  this  point  court  adjourned  for  the 
noon    recess.

SOUTH  DAKOTA. 
Huron— C.  J.  Vandeigriff.  formerly  of 
Huron,  'is  operating  a  saloon  in  Alpena, 
and  was  arrested  on  a  cnarge  of  sealing 
liquor  to  minors.  He  waived  examina- 
tion and  was  litMd  for  trial  at  tiie  ap- 
proaching term  erf  circuit  court.  Later 
the  prosecuting  witness  was  induced  to 
sign  a  sworn  statement  to  the  effect  that 
ho  had  been  bribed  lo  enter  tlie  complaint 
against  Vandergriff  and  received  an  over- 
coat for  so  doing,  one  of  the  persons 
impllc.ited  being  Rev.  Mr.  Bunt  in  charge 
of  the  Methodist  church  at  Alpena  and  a 
former  resident  of  Huron.

WASMINQTON  BURBUA. 

Washington.  PVb.  13.-(Special  to  The 
Herald.)— Last  week  was  railroad  week 
in  congress.  Both  houses  have  given 
more  time  and  attention  to  railroad 
affairs  than  t»  any  other  subject.  The 
senate  through  Its  committee  devoted 
many  hours  to  hearings  upon  the  subject 
of  private  fruit  car  lines.  First  there  ap- 
peared a  gentleman  from  Duluth  who 
told  the  committee  that  during  the  past 
vear  the  average  dally  net  earnings  of 
"these  lines  was  JTS.OOU,  or,  in  other  words, 
the  yearly  earnings  were  about  three 
limes  the  cost  of  the  entire  line.  He  held 
that  the  private  refrigerator  lines  should 
be  abolished  and  the  railroads  should 
provide   the   refrigerator   cars. 

Then  appeared  more  than  a  hundred 
growers  ot  fruits  to  protest  against  the 
willing  out  of  the  lines,  which  they  claim 
have  placed  the  industry  upon  a  payLpg 
basis.  These  fruit  growers  came  from 
Florida,  Georgia.  California,  Colorado  and 
.Michigan,  and  they  assert  that  without 
refrigerator  cars  none  of  the  cltle.«  o£  the 
North  and  East  can  hope  to  enjoy  what 
they  now  have  in  the  way  of  cheap  fruits, 
because  they  insist  that  none  of  their 
local  roads  can  afford  to  buy  sufficient 
cars  to  care  for  the  fruits  an*  vegetables 
which  are  sent  to  market  through  a  per- 
iod of  a  few  weeks  only  from  each  state. 

But  the  real  event  of  the  week  was  the 
passage  in  the  house  <  n  Thursday  of  the 
so-called  Esch-Townscnd  bill,  which  in- 
creases the  number  of  interstate  com- 
merce commissioners  to  seven  and  in- 
creases their  powers  by  giving  them  con- 
trol of  freight  rates,  even  to  the  extent  of 
fixing  those  rates.  Ch.-.lrman  Hepburn  of 
the  commerce  committee  of  the  house, 
rising  to  a  (luestion  of  personal  privilege, 
during  the  last  hour,  explained  that  he 
had  prepared  a  bill,  after  consultation 
with  the  president  and  the  attorney  gen- 
eral and  that  he  had  abandoned  his 
measure  in  the  interest  of  the  general 
welfare. 

In  response  to  charges  that  he  and 
the  committee  had  failed  to  follow  the 
president's  Ideas  in  th<  matter  of  private 
cars  and  private  terminals,  he  pointed 
out  that  the  president  simply  called  at- 
tention, in  his  message,  to  the  necessity 
for  the  enforcement  of  the  law.  and  that 
he  does  not  ask  for  any  further  legisla- 
tion. 

The   bill   as   reported   from     the    house 
committee  passed   the  hou.se,  but  its  fate 
in  the  .senate  is  extremely  problematical.

A  WELCOME  DECISION. 

Hamilton  (Ont.)  Spectator:  The  privy 
council  of  Great  Britain  has  decided  that 
the  American  crooks  and  refugees,  Gaynor 
and  Green,  must  be  extradited  from  Que- 
bec province  to  the  United  States,  there 
to  stand  trial— a  decision  that  all  good 
Canadians  will  welcome  with  high  ai>- 
proval.  This  case  was  handled  by  the 
Quebec  authorities  in  the  most  un-Brltish 
and  unsatisfactory  manner.  The  culprits 
should  have  been  tuvnod  over  al  once 
to  the  tender  mercies  of  tiie  laws  of 
their  own  country,  and  it  has  been  a 
.«iource  of  much  regret  to  the  people  of 
Canada  th.at  the  extradition  law  was 
so  handled  in  Quebec  as  to  delay  tlie 
extradition  until  the  highest  court  in  the 
empire  wa.s  reaeiiod.  The  good  faith  of 
Canada  in  the  extradition  arrangements 
has  not  been  sliowii  in  the  Canadian  man- 
agement of  the  case,  and  although,  as  a 
rule,  Canadian  law  officers  have  been 
very  jirompt  in  acting  under  tliose  ar- 
rangements, they  h:ivo,  in  the  Gaynor 
and  Green  case,  given  the  Americana 
great  reason  to  susjject  that  the  British 
courts,  as  run  in  some  portion.s  of  Can- 
ada, are  not  the  prompt  and  just  legal 
machines  wliich  they  have  been  claimed  to 
be. 

It  is  to  be  hoped  that  the  outcome  ot 
this  case  will  have  the  effect  of  entirely 
dLscouraging  similar  evasion  of  the  law 
in  future.

Before  an  lmmen.se  audience  which 
packed  all  the  available  space  In  the 
new  building,  the  .school  and  churcn 
of  yt.  Jean  Baptiste  at  Twenty-fifth 
avenue  M'est  and  Third  street,  wer? 
dedicated  yesterday  afternoon  by  the 
Right  Reverend  Archbishop  Langevin 
of  St.  Boniface,  Manitoba,  with  all  the 
Impressive  ceremonies  of  the  Catholic 
religion. 

Dr.  Trudel,  D.  D.,  secretary  to  the 
archbishop,  was  the  master  of  cere- 
monies and  his  assistants  were  Rev. 
Father  Majnen.  provincial  of  the  Ob- 
late Fathers  for  Canada,  and  Father 
h'roka  of  the  East  End,  The  Right  Rev- 
erend M.  F.  Fallon  of  Buffalo,  provin- 
cial of  the  Oblate  Fathers  for  the  Unit- 
ed States,  preached  the  dedicatory  ser- 
mon. 

The  different  Catholic  societies  of  the 
city  Wirt'  represented  at  the  ceremonls. 
They  assembled  In  the  school  on  the 
lower  tloor  of  the  building,  and  march- 
ed up  the  stairs  in  a  body,  taking  seats 
reserved  for  them  in  the  central  part 
of  the  church.  The  societies  present 
were:  St.  Stanislaus,  Holy  < 'rcas.  St. 
Caslmlr,  Progress.  .St.  Joseph.  A.  O.  H. 
division  No.  1,  Franco-Camidlen  union 
from  Superior  and  the  Cathedral,  St. 
Clements.  St.  LjuIs  and  St.  James 
courts  of  the  Catholic  Order  of  Forest- 
ers. The  St.  Jean  Baptiste  union,  the 
parish  society,  was  also  well  repres- 
ented. 

After  the  church  had  been  blessed 
and  dedicated  by  the  archbishop  with 
the  impressive  ceremony  of  the  church 
the  a.ssembled  clergy  descended  and 
led  Bishop  McGolrick  Into  the  church, 
which  is  within  his  bishopric. 

Bishop  McColrick  made  a  brief  ad- 
dre.ss.  congratulating  the  members  of 
the  church  on  erecting  such  a  magni- 
ficent edifice. 

"I  rtjolre  with  you,"  he  said,  "th>it 
such  a  beautiful  building  has  been 
added  to  God's  <hurch  and  your  santi- 
fnation.  I  would  be  content  to  have  a 
poor  church  in  a  parish  If  It  had  a 
good  schotil.  The  church  must  look  to 
the  future.

Archbishop  Langevin 'followed  Bishop 
McGolrick  with  a  short  address.  He 
spoke  In  the  French  language,  and 
dwelt  upon  the  importance  of  the  work 
of  the  parish  schools. 

Father  Fallon  of  Buffalo  followed  the 
archbishop  and  delivered  the  principal 
address  of  the  afternoon.  He  is  a  very 
forceful  and  eloquent  speaker  and  made 
a  deep  impression  on  the  audience.  He 
cho.se  lor  his  text  the  first  sentence  of 
the  Aixjstles'  creed.  'I  believe  in  the 
Holy  Ghost  and  the  Holy  Catholic 
church." 

"What  Is  It?"  he  asked,  "that  makes 
the  grandeur  of  the  Catholic  church.  In 
spite  of  the  bitter  oi>positlon  from 
without  and  deplorable  .scandals  from 
withiiC  Is  it  the  piety  of  the  lay  mem- 
bers or  the  zeal  of  the  clergy?  By  no 
means.  These  would  make  up  a  purely 
human  church,  and  an  erring  church. 
But  the  Catholic  church  is  Divine  and 
Infallible. 

"The  strength  of  the  Catholic  church 
Is  the  Holy  Ghost.  The  words  'Holy 
Ghost'  and  "Holy  Catholic  church'  are 
not  linked  together  In  the  creed  by  ac- 
cident. They  are  In.separnbly  united. 
It  is  the  sustriining  power  of  the  Holy 
Ghost  that  has  made  the  church  stand 
through  the  centuries  while  kingdoms 
have  risen  and  fallen." 

The  speaker  then  gave  a  sketch  of  the 
history  of  the  bitter  opposition  to  the  i 
church  through  the  early  centuri'^s,  j 
and  of  the  Internal  dissensions  cau.sed 
by  Luther.  Calvin  and  Knox,  and 
showed  how  the  church  had  remained 
Intact  and  Is  stronger  today  than  ever 
before.  In  this  connection  he  quoted 
the  words  of  Macauley.  the  historian, 
where  he  states  that  even  as  the  church 
had  stood  throughout  history,  it  might 
still  remain  untju<;h'-d  by  harm  when 
an  .nrcheologist  from  New  Zealand 
stand  upon  the  brok.m  arch  of  London

ON  LINCOLN 


Presiding   Elder  Speal(s 

of  Great   Man's 

Character. 

Presiding  Elder  E.  C.  Clemens  of  this 
district  occupied  the  pulpit  of  the  Les- 
ter  Park     M.    E.     church     last     night,  j 
speaking  on  the  topic,   "Abraham   Lin-  j 

coin. He  being  dead,  yet  sleei>eth,'  ; 

could  not  be  taken  as  a  text,  but  rather  I 
as  an  mtroductory,"  said  Mr.  Clemens.  ! 
'•Heredity  had  nothing  whatever  lo  do 
with  the  greatness  of  Lincoln.  Thomas 
Lincoln,  the  father  of  the  president, 
was  one  of  the  pioneers  of  this  country, 
not  overly  fond  of  work,  and  with  that 
restless  spirit  which  characterized  the 
early  pioneers,  that  just  as  soon  as 
civilization  approached,  they  were 
ready  to  move  into  the  desert  again. 
Lincoln's  mother  was  a  good  Christian 
woman,  devoted  to  her  husband  and 
family.  Abraham  Lincoln  was  born  in 
a  year  of  four  of  the  greatest  men  the 
world  iias  ever  seen:  Gladstone,  Dar- 
win, Tennyson  and  the  Great  Emanci- 
pator." 

Sketching  the  life  of  the  martyred 
president  at  some  length,  Mr.  Clemens 
said  that  all  the  schooling  the  young 
man  received  was  one  year  at  a  coun- 
try school,  not  like  the  splendidly 
equipped  public  schools  of  our  city,  but 
simply  a  rude  log  house.  His  library 
consisted  of  four  books— Waynes  'Life 
of  Washington."  "Aesop's  Fables." 
••pilgrim's  Progress"  and  the  Bible. 

Although  born  in  a  slave  state,  his 
first  visit  to  a  slave  market  was  In 
New  f»rleans,  where  human  beings 
were  bartered  likei  merchandi.se.  and 
the  pitiful  sight  so  impres.sed  him  with 
the  wickedness  of  the  transaction  that, 
lo  a  friend  who  was  with  him,  he  said 
that  if  he  ever  had  the  opiJortunity  he 
would  hit  slavery  hard. 

T'ne  large-heartedness  of  Lincoln's 
life  waij  pointed  out  in  a  pathetic  story 
of  Bill  Scott,  who  watched  beside  the 
bedside  of  a  wounded  comrade,  who 
tramped  through  the  wilderness  for  two 
days,  was  found  sleeping  while  on 
seiitry  duty  and  condemned  to  death. 
Lincoln  pardoned  him  and  Scott  paid 
his  debt  of  gratitude  by  giving  his  life 
for  his  country. 

'Unhappy  In  his  frienshlps,  unhappy 
in  his  marriage,  he  was  like  the  lonely 
Nazarene — a  man  of  sorrows  and  ac- 
quainted  with   grief." 

The  humorous  side  of  Lincoln's  life 
was  also  touched  upon.  When  asked 
how  long  a  man's  logs  ought  to  be,  he 
replied  that  they  should  at  lea.st  be  as 
long  from  his  body  as  to  reach  the 
ground.  Asked  his  opinion  of  a  cer- 
tain book,  he  said:  "For  those  who  like

Evidence  of  Terrible  Suffer- 
ing: Is  Revealed. 

Paris,  Feb.  13.— A  terrible  case  of 
premature  burial  is  reported  from  Ric- 
aniarle,  a  town  of  8,000  inhabitants, 
near  St.  Etienne, 

A  lad  named  Choveaux,  aged  18,  was 
subject  to  epileptic  fits.  On  Jan.  3  he 
was  taken  with  a  seizure  and  lay  ap- 
parently lifeless  on  the  floor.  Eventu- 
ally the  family  sent  lor  the  parish  doc- 
tor, who,  after  a  cursory  examination, 
gave  the  necessary  permit  for  the  lad's 
burial. 

When  the  body  was  placed  in  the 
coffin  one  of  those  present  called  atten- 
tion to  the  fa(^t  that  the  limbs  were  still 
of  a  bright  red  hue,  but  no  notice  was 
taken  of  it,  and  the  burial  took  place  on 
Jan.  5. 

Eleven  days  after  the  burial  a  story 
that  .sounds  had  been  heard  issuing 
from  the  grave  came  to  the  ears  of  the 
mayor  of  the  town.  Accompanied  by 
gendarme.s.  he  proceeded  to  the  ceme- 
tery, and  ordered  the  grave  to  be 
opened. 

When  the  coffin  was  brought  to  the 
surface  and  the  lid  was  removed,  the 
body  was  found  to  have  turned  over, 
and  there  was  evidence  to  show  that 
the  youth  had  survived  his  Interment 
for  some  days.

He  had 
gone  only  a  short  distance,  however, 
when  Mr.  Jones,  who  was  in  a  nearby 
restaurant,  ran  after  him.  overtook  him 


and  indignantly  demanded  to  know 
what  Mr.  Hoskins  was  doing  with  his 
team.

Killed  In  Fight  With  Men  and 
Dos:s. 

Brackett,  Texas,  Feb.  13.— Jimnile 
Balantyne.  Frank  Matthews  and  Clar- 
ence Martin,  three  young  men,  had 
rojal  sport  after  a  bunch  of  javelins  oa 
the  T.  C.  Frost  ranch  last  week.  There 
were  sixteen  javelins  in  the  bunch  and 
the  boys  succeeded  in  killing  threw, 
after  which  the  others  ran  Into  a  larg* 
cave.  Two  of  the  boys  and  two  dog3 
followed  in  after  the  unlucky  thirteen, 
and  for  the  next  fifteen  minutes  there 
was  enough  sport  Inside  to  satisfy  a 
President  Roosevelt,  but  the  boys  and 
dogs  won  the  victory  and  ..killed  out 
the   whole  herd.     One  of  the  dogs  wa.s 

cut  severely  across  the  .shoulder,  but 
not  killed.  The  boys  had  great  sport  In 
roping  one  javelin  which  was  on  tha 
outside. 

A  few  days  before  thi.s.  in  the  samo 
pasture,  the  boys  were  chasing  a  herd 
of  javelins  with  a  dog.  In  the  brush 
the  animals  turned  and  cut  the  dog,  a 
very  valuable  animal,  to  pieces. 

The  javelins  have  long  curved  tusks, 
several  inches  in  length,  which  thejr 
keep  sharp  as  a  keen  knife  by  fretjuent 
snapping  and  grinding  tooth  again.9t 
tooth.  They  are  very  dangerous 
enemies  if  cornered  or  pushed  too 
closely,  but  ordinarily  they  will  not 
chase  a  person.  The  wound  they  make 
is  not  like  the  bite  of  a  dOK.  hut  Is  a 
long  ga.sh  like  the  cut  left  by  the  slash 
of  a  razor. 

Javelins  are  plentiful  in  the  hills  a 
few  miles  north  of  Brackett.  Deer 
hunters  frequently  find  herds,  but 
rarely  shoot  at  thein.  fearing  frigthen- 
ing  deer  away  by  .shooting.  The  jave- 
lin lives  in  dark,  brushy  canyons,  and 
sleeps  usually  In  caves.  They  do  not 
need  to  go  to  watering  places  as  they 
get  moisture  by  chewing  uji  roots  which 
they  get  out  of  the  ground.

Washington,  Feb.  13.— Immediately  after 
the  house  convened  today,  Mr.  Sullivan, 
(Mass)  in  pursuance  of  notice  given  by 
him  last  Friday,  addressed  the  house  in 
reply  to  certain  statements  regarding 
himself,  alleged  to  have  been  printed  in 
the  New  York  American.  Mr.  Sullivan's 
remarks  were  the  outcome  of  last  week's 
debate  on  the  railroad  rate  tiuestion,  in 
the  course  of  which  he  Inquired  of  Mr. 
Lamar  (Fla)  why  Mr.W.  R.  Hearst  (Is.  \.) 
was   not    present    to   explain   his  own   bill. 

Mr.  Sullivan  at  llie  outset  stated  that  lie 
h  id  given  his  notice  early,  in  order  thai 
Mr.  Hearst  might  be  present.  He  had  in- 
terrupted Mr.  Lamar,  he  said,  because  he 
thouglit  Mr.  Lamar  was  criticising  loo 
harshly  bis  democratic  colleagues  for  llieii 
failure  to  support  the  so-calk-d  Heai>t 
bill,  and  he  felt  liiat  Mr.  Hearst  himselt 
might  produce  the  (leslred  effect.  Ordi- 
narily lie  said  public  men  expect  fair 
criticism  of  their  official  acts,  but  where 
the  proprietor  of  a  paper  Is  a  member 
of  congress,  he  owes  a  doulile  di.ly  to  his 
colleagues  to  be  fair  and  impartial  in  his 
criticisms  of  them.  He  read  the  article 
in  the  New  York  American  of  Feb.  f*.  In 
ciitlcism  of  himself  which  he  said  had 
been  called  forth  by  an  infraction  of  Mr. 
Hearst's  monarchial  dignity  and  thcreoy 
had  been  consigned  to  the  political  assas- 
sination of  Mr.  Hearst's  paper. 

'rhe  article,  in  nuestion,  Mr.  Sullivan 
said,  louened  his  representative  capacity 
"and  is  a  deliberate  insult  to  one  member 
by  another.  "  He  was  Interrupted  by  Mr. 
Robinson  (Ind)  wiio  raised  the  point  that 
Mr.  Sullivan  was  not  in  order.  Immedi- 
ately there  went  up  a  howi  of  "no,"  "no." 
"no."  The  speaker  ruled  that  Mr.  Sul- 
livan was  proceeding  by  unanimous  con- 
sent. 

Continuing.    Mr.    Sullivan   said: 

"The  wrltjr  raises  the  query  whether 
any  Ignorance  of  pending  measures  wa3 
due  to  congenial  incap.icily  or  indifle.- 
ence  to  the  people's  right.  Congenial  iii- 
capacity  is  a  serious  charge,  ye'.,  obviously 
one  which  a  person  accused  would  not 
care  to  discuss.  If  the  charge  is  true,  he 
is  not  guilty,  but  unfortunate,  and  it  is 
suiely  grievous  misfortune  not  to  be 
able  to  appreciate  the  value  of  the  le?ls- 
latlve  services  of  the  gentleman  from 
New  York.  But  congenital  intapacity  to 
understand  it  Is  a  term  that  covers  a  wile 
range  of  mental  deficiency.  It  covers 
the  case  of  the  moral  degenerate,  the 
unclean,  unproductive,  shiftless  meml-ers 
of  society;  and  it  Includes  the  man  who, 
totally  bereft  of  the  sense  of  propiiety, 
raises  his  profaning  eyes  toward  the 
splendid  temple  of  the  people's  hUliest 
gift— the  presidency  ot  the  I'niled  States 
—blissfully  unconscious  of  the  woefil 
contrast  between  the  qualiiicitlans  requi- 
site for  that  high  office  and  his  own 
contemptible    and    moral    e(iuipment." 

Mr.  Sullivan  again  was  Interrupted  by 
Mr.  Robinson,  but  the  speaker  i  ultd  that 
Jlr.  Sidlivan  was  in  order. 

Mr.  Sullivan  then  was  permitted  to  pro- 
ceed, commenting  on  the  non-atttndanc? 
and  lack  of  record  on  roll  call  "exhibited 
bv   some   members." 

Mr.  Sullivan  referred  to  Mr.  Hearst, 
the  "unknown  man  or  political  n  >v  ce. 
whose  only  recommendation  is  his  inher- 
ited  wealth." 

The  scheme  of  political  assassination, 
he  said,  had  been  mapped  out  evi  lentiy 
with  the  idea  of  destroying  the  respect- 
able elements  of  the  Democratic  party. 
He  commended  Mr.  Williams,  the  min- 
ority leader,  for  refusing  to  endorse  the 
Hearst  rate  bill  also  "a  refusal  of  that 
leader  to  stop  to  a  controversy  wltli  a 
contemptible   opponent." 

As  soon  as  Mr.  Sullivan  concluded  Mr. 
Hearst  rose  to  reply.  He  denied  that  he 
eitliT  inspired  or  suggested  the  publica- 
tion referred  to  bu;  said  he  assumed  all 
lesponsibllily   for   It. 

Replying  to  Mr.  Sullivan's  criticism  that 
Mr.  tieajst  had  b'^en  guilty  of  laeii  of 
action  in  the  house,  Mr.  Heai-st  said  he 
was  prf»ceedlng  in  the  way  he  thought 
most  effective  to  his  constituents.  He 
did  not  kno'w  any  way  by  Which  a  man 
could  be  less  effe.-tlve  for  his  'onsiiiuents 
"than  in  emitting  chewed  wind  on  the 
floor  of  the  house." 

Mr.  Hearst  then  began  a  review  of  the 
attack  upon  him  by  Representative  Grove 
Johnson  of  Califoniia,  when  he  was  in- 
terrupted by  Mr.  Payne  (N.  Y.i  who  al- 
leged the  remarks  were  unjiarliamentar.v. 

"I  ask  for  fair  play,"  demanded  Mr. 
Griggs  (Ga. )  Mr.  Payne  withdrew  his 
point    and    Mr.    Hearst    procecd<d. 

He  declared  that  he  had  no  desire  to 
criticise  Mr.  Sullivan,  because  if  he  had 
he  would  have  done  it  in  so  puerile  a 
manner.  He  then  sprang  a  sensation 
whicii  threw  the  house  in  an  uproar.  He 
charged  that  John  A.  Sullivan  was  one 
of  two  brothers  wi:o  had  kept  a  saloon 
in  Boston  where  a  murdi-r  was  committed 
and  that  the  two  Sullivans  were  indicted 
lor  manslaughter. 

"I  would  like  to  ask  the  gentleman 
from  Massachusetts."  calmly  imiuired  Mr. 
Hearst.  "What  he  knows  about  tluit  in- 
cident. ' 

Mr.  Sullivan  arose  and  facing  Mr. 
Hearst,  said:  "If  the  gentlem.aji  Is  ask- 
ing that  question  of  me  I  will  be  very 
glad  to  answer  It." 

Mr.  Hearst  Ignored  the  remark,  how- 
ever. 

"This  is  not  a  wash  shop."  shouted 
Mr.  Eutler  (Pa.)  wiio  appealed  to  the 
speaker  to  know  if  there  was  any  power 
to  prevent  a  continuance  of  the  discus- 
sion. 

Tlie  speaker  ruled  that  Mr.  Hearst  was 
proceedhig  by  unanimous  consent  and  be- 
sides he  was  not  sure  that  Mr.  Hearst 
was  specifically  referring  to  Mr.  Sul- 
livan, not  being  familiar  with  his  given 
name. 

"But.  Mr.  Speaker."  said  Mr.  Butler, 
"he  has  Inferentlally  charged  the  gentle- 
man with  murder.  " 

Mr.  Butler  was  thoroughly  enr.aged  and 
as  he  walked  across  the  aisle,  he  exclaim- 
ed:    "This  Is  not  fair  to  the  country." 

After  the  excitement  had  subsided.  Mr. 
Hearst,  resuming,  said  he  recognized  the 
justice  of  the  remarks  of  Mr.  Butler  about 
tlie  turn  of  affairs,  and  that  he  greatly  re- 
gretted it,  but  he  added,  he  was  com- 
pelled in  defense  of  himself,  "to  lefine  the 
character  of  men  who  have  made  their  at- 
tacks upon  me."  It  was.  he  said,  the 
duty  of  a  newspaper,  when  such  men 
were  In  public  life,  to  refer  to  their  past 
and  their  character. 

At  this  juncture  Speaker  Canonn.  not- 
ing the  eflfect  on  the  house  of  Mr.  Hearst's 
charge,  interrupted  and  declared  that 
"an  accusation  of  homicide  against  a 
member  seems  to  fall  within  the  parlia- 
mi-ntary  prohibition,  calculated  to  pro- 
voke disturbance  and  disorder  and  to 
bring  the  body  itself  into  contempt  and 
criticism." 

The  speaker's  admonition  caused  Mr. 
Hearst  to  cut  short  his  remarks  with  a 
statement  that  he  was  proud  of  the  hos- 
tility  of   such   men    as    Mr.    Sullivan,    and

Washington.  Feb.  13.— When  the  senate 
convened  today  Mr.  Kean  had  read  a 
memori.a.1  from  the  Export  Association  ot 
New  York,  against  the  Es«.ii -Town  send 
rate  bill  and  Mr.  Clapp  a  memorial  from 
the  Minnesota  legislature  praying  for  th« 
enactment  of  tlie  law  for  regulation  of 
railroad  rates.  The  New  York  protest 
presenied  the  vieiw  that  the  house  tiad 
acted  hastily  and  that  the  bill  passed 
Imperfect.

ADMITS 

He  Was  Found  Guilty  of 

Killing    Man    In 

Massachusetts. 


PETITION  TWO 
MILES  LONG 

Presented    to    Governor 

Pennypackcr  In  Behalf 

of  Mrs.  Edwards. 

Harrlsburg.  Pa.,  F.>b.  11.— A  monster 
petition  urging  Governor  Pennypjicker  to 
commute  to  life  Imprl.sonment  the  death 
sentence  of  Mrs.  Kate  Edwards.  w:is  pre- 
sented to  the  governor  this  afternoon  by 
three  women  from  Cleland,  Ohio.  The 
petition  contains  the  signatures  of  275.'WO 
men  and  women  of  Ohio.  The  governor 
told  the  women  that  the  matter  was 
entirely  out  of  his  hands  but  promised 
to  refer  tlielr  paper  to  the  board  of  par- 
dons. The  committee  consisted  of  F.  L. 
Boall,  Mrs.  Katiierlne  Pantland.  Mrs. 
Anna  Finch  and  Mrs.  Rudolph  Keiper. 
The  petition  is  two  miles  long  and 
weighs  fifty  pounds.  The  deleg£iti-)n 
argued  that  Mrs.  Edwards'  sentence 
ought  to  be  commuted  liecanse  she  was 
not  responsible  for  her  crime  and  that 
she  killed  her  husband  In  self-defense. 


Was   Merely  a  Techni- 
cality— Neither  Fined 
Nor  Imprisoned. 


Washington.  Feb.  14. — The  Sulli- 
van-Hearst episode  had  another  airing 
in  the  house  toda^  when  Mr.  Sullivan 
again  rising  to  a  question  of  personal 
privilege,  declared  that  on  yesterday 
Mr.  Hearst  had  ijrnored  his  oflfer  to 
make  a  stateitient, concerning  his  con- 
nection   with    the   homicide    to    which 

Mr.  Hearst  alluded.  Mr.  Sullivan  ad- 
mitted it  to  be  true  that  on  Nov.  24. 
1885.  his  father  Eugene  J.  Sullivan 
and  himself  w-re  convicted  of  man- 
slaughter in  the  superior  court  of 
Middlesex  couiUy.  Ma.ss, 

Mr.  Sullivan  explained  that  while 
ills  father  was  conducting  a  licensed 
hotel  in  Bo.ston,  he  was  attacked  by 
a  drunken  man  He  (Sullivan)  then 
17  years  old.  went  to  the  rescue  of  his 
father.  The  man  was  knocked  down 
and  struck  his  head  against  the  curb- 
stone, became  uficonscious  and  never 
recovered.  H4s  tather  was  sentenced 
to  three  years  Imprisonment.  Sulli- 
van was  held  to  be  only  technically 
guilty,  and  was  neither  imprisoned 
nor  fined.  His  fatlier  was  pardoned 
after  serving  a  year  and  a  half, 

Mr,  Sullivan  declared  that  the  most 
that  could  ever  be  alleged  against 
him.  was  that  he  was  technically 
guilty  of  the  otYense  charged,  the  dis- 
trict attorney  having  admitted  that 
he  was  not  even  morally  guilty.  "I  am 
constrained  to  say,  however,"  said  Mr. 
Sullivan,  "that  if  my  father  were  now 
alive  and  he  were  to  be  attacked  in 
my  presence  I  would  come  again  to 
his  defetise."  All  the  facts,  he  said, 
were  fully  published  in  all  the  news- 
papers in  the  city  of  Boston  at  the 
time,  and  were  before  his  constituents 
when  he  was  eieuted  to  the  Massa- 
chusetts senate  in  1900  and  1901,  and 
to  the  congress  of  the  United  States 
in  1902  and  1JhI)4,  "and  it  was  not,"  he 
.said  in  conclusion,  "until  twenty  years 
after  the  alleged  offense  that  any  In- 
dividual was  found  who  felt  that  it 
was  necessary  or  proper  to  allude  to 
the  circumstances  of  the  case." 

Mr.  Sullivan  received  loud  applause 
from  both  sides  of  the  chamber  when 
he  declared  that  he  walked  out  of 
court  a  free  man  and  had  not  been 
imprisoned  a  day  nor  fined  a  cent. 
The  applause  broke  afresh  when  he 
declared  J^hat  under  similar  circum- 
stances If  his  father  were  alive  he 
would  go  to  his  defense.  He  took  his 
seat  amid  renewed  applause,  several 
members  going  to  his  seat  and  shak- 
ing hands  with  him,      .^ 

After  the  personal  explanation  of 
Mr.  Sullivan,  the  naval  appropriations 
bill  was  taken  up.

IN  THE  SENATE. 
Washington.  Feb.  14. — Immediately 
after  the  senate  convened  today  the 
agricultural  appropriation  bill  was 
taken  up.  the  Hansbrough  amend- 
ment. Intended  to  be  a  legislative  In- 
terpretation of  the  p<»rtlon  of  the 
Dingley  law  retatlng  to  the  duty  on 
wheat,  being  first  considered.  It  de- 
clares that  paragraph  234  of  that  act, 
which  Impo.ses  a  specific  duty  on 
wheat  shall  not  be  held  to  be  affected 
by  the  provlsrtons  of  Section  30  of  the 
.same  act,  which  provides  for  a 
drawback  on  imported  articles  used  in 
domestic   manufacture. 

Mr,  Hansbrough  spoke  in  support 
of  the  amendment,  going  minutely  In- 
to the  legislation  and  the  decision  of 
the  attorney  general,  which,  in  his 
view,  made  necessary  the  amendment 

He  contended  that  the  decision  allowing 
a  drawback  on  imported  wlieat  was  wrftng 
because  the  portion  '>f  flour  made  from 
such  wheat  could  not  be  distinguished 
from  that  made  of  the  domestic  product, 
as  he  argued  was  necessary  under  the 
drawback  provisions.  He  said  the  opinion 
winjld  be  far  reaching,  extending  to  all 
articles  used  in  manufacture.  "We  hear 
much  about  the  tariff  revision. •'  M»  Han.s. 
borough  remarke<J.  "but  if  the  practice  of 
the  treasury  departmonl  in  accordance 
with  tills  decision  is  to  go  on.  such  re- 
vision will  be  neces.'Aary.  because  the  trade 
will  make  its  own  revision."

J.  Horace  Harding,  Henry  C.  Butler, 
Jay  Cooke  the  third,  and  C.  B.  Coxe, 
representing  the  banking  house  of 
Charles  B.  Barney  &  Co.  of  New  York 
and  Philadelphia,  the  Jay  Cooke  bank; 
Richard  Saltonstall,  Chauncy  Eldridge, 
Thomas  Pettigrew  and  Howard  St.  C. 
Eldridge,  representing  the  banking 
house  of  Tucker,  Anthony  &  Co.  of  Bos- 
ton; and  Capt.  McDougall,  T.  F.  Cole. 
C.  C.  Cokefair,  F.  A.  Cokefair.  A.  M. 
Marshall,  C.  A.  Duncan  and  F.  A.  Pat- 
rick of  Duluth. 

The  following  oflilcers  were  also 
chosen:  President,  C.  A.  Duncan  of 
Duluth;  vice  i^resident,  J.  Horace  Hard- 
ing of  New  York;  treasurer,  W.  A. 
Tucker  of  Boston;  secretary,  Oscar 
Mitchell  of  Washburn,  Bailey  &  Mit- 
chell, attorneys,  Duluth;  executive 
committee,  Capt.  Alexander  McDougall, 
C.  A.  Duncan  and  A.  M,  Marshall. 

The  work  of  constructing  the  big 
plant  will  be  under  the  supervision  of 
F.  A.  Cokefair,  chief  engineer  of  the 
Power  company,  associated  with 
Thomas  Pettigrew.  chief  engineer  of 
the  National  Railway  Construction 
toQjpany  of  Boston  and  F,  O,  Black- 
well,  chief  consulting  engineer  of  New 
York,  these  three  constituting  a  com- 
mittee for  determining  the  character  of 
the  work,  the  letting  of  contracts,  se- 
lection and  purchase  of  equipment,  etc. 
W.  A.  Bracken  ridge  of  Niagara  Falls 
will  also  be  retained  on  the  staff  of 
special  consulting  engineers.  The 
former  eWcient  force  of  assistant  local 
engineers  associated  with  the  company 
during  the  period  of  preliminary  work 
will  be  retained.  Other  capable  engin- 
eers and  foremen  have  also  been  ad- 
ded to  this  force.  All  dejiartnicnts  are 
now  well  organized  and  the  work  of 
construction  is  progressing  as  rapidly 
as  possible  at  this  season  of  the  year. 

The  old  timber  dam  upon  the  St. 
Louis  river  at  Thomson  has  been  bio  \  n 
out  and  coffer  dams  erected  pre- 
paratory to  laying  the  foundation  for 
the  new  concrete  dam  across  the  rA  cr 
at    that    point. 

This  new  dam  will  be  some  600  feel  in 
length  by  40  feet  In  height.  Sulla.ble 
buildings  are  new  being  erected  and 
the  necessary  equipment  assembled  for 
rushing  work  upon  the  dam  as  s<.on 
as  the  weather  conditions  will  porniil 
and  a  large  force  of  men  will  be  em- 
ployed upon  this  special  work  during 
the    next    nine    months. 

Bids  are  coming  in  from  several  large 
firms  of  contractors  for  the  CKcava- 
tion  of  the  canal  bctwaen  Thomson  and 
the  forebay,  and  the  contract  will 
sh'JTtly  be  awarded.  This  will  be  iXii 
unusually  large  undertaking  and  sev- 
eral hundred  men  will  be  required  on 
this  work  for  a  period  of  some  ten  or 
twelve   months. 

The  railroad  spur  extending  from 
Fond  du  Lac  to  the  powerhouse  site 
on  the  St.  Louis  river,  a  distance  of 
some  three  miles,  has  been  let  and 
construction  work  on  this  will  begin 
with  the  opening  of  spring;  also  the 
grading  of  the  pipe  line  from  the  fore- 
bay  to  the  main  generating  station  of 
the  river;  also  .several  small  retalniag 
dams  upon  the  Thomson  reservoir;  aloo 
the  Rice  lake  dam  will  be  construcltd 
during  the  spring  and  summer 
months. 

The  main  generating  station  on  the 
river,  the  distributing  station  in  Di- 
luth,  the  fourteen-mile  transmission 
line  connecting  the  two  staticns  and 
other  work  will  also  go  forward  slmu.- 
tuneously  with  the  construction  of  lae 
dams,  canal,  hea4-g-ates,  etc. 

Upwards  of  1.000  men  will  be  tm- 
ployed  on  different  parts  of  the  con- 
struction. Meantime  the  hydraulic 
and  electric  equipment  will  be  built  al 
the  shops  in  the  East  and  shipped  nere 
ready  to  set  in  place  upon  the  com- 
pletion of  the  various  buildings  eailv 
next  year.  It  Is  confidently  claimt-ii 
by  the  engineers  that  the  fli^t  30,000 
electric  horsepower  will  be  installed 
and  power  delivered  to  consumers  not 
later  than  July  1.  1906.  Other  install- 
ations will  follow  as  fast  as  the  de- 
mand for  power  will  warrant,  liiC 
available  supply  being  upwards  of 
200,0t>0  electric   horsepower. 

C.  C.  Cokefair.  who  with  his  son, 
Francis  A.  Cokefair,  as  chief  engineer, 
originally  incorporated  the  power 
company  and  under  whose  successful 
management  during  the  past  five  years 
it  has  developed  into  one  of  so  much 
importance,  now  that  It  has  been  suc- 
cessfully financed  and  the  various  de- 
partments of  work  fully  organized,  as- 
suring Its  complete  success,  will  here- 
after devote  much  attention  to  the  es- 
tablishment of  other  important  indus- 
tries here.  Some  of  these,  it  is  con- 
templated, will  take  large  blocks  of 
power  from  the  power  company  and  In- 
cidentally largely  increase  the  present 
number  of  manufacturing  plants  about 
the  Head  of  the  Lakes,  For  this  pur- 
pose a  convenient  suite  of  oflftcos  has 
been  engaged  by  him  from  May  1  in 
the  Providence  building  immediately 
adjoining  those  of  the  power  company, 
enabling  him  as  a  director  to  keep  in 
close  touch  with  the  progress  of  the 
power  company's  affairs  without  de- 
voting so  much  valuable  time  to  the 
details  of  Its  general  management  p,s 
heretofore.  Preliminary  work  is  al- 
ready well  advanced  on  two  or  three 
of  these  new  undertakingrs  and  their 
announcement  in  due  course  will  be  a 
matter  of  no  small  interest  and  their 
value  to  the  community  will  be  second 
only  to  the  power  proposition  "kself.

A  BLOODY  FESTIVAL. 

Stran§:esi   of  Festival  Rites 
Observed  in  Persia. 

He  sat  next  me  at  the  polygot  table 
in  the  German  pension.  Rue  Kabristan. 
Constantinople.  He  was  a  Pcrsi  m  mer- 
cha.nt  from  Tabriz,  black  bio  ved  and 
bearded,  with  heavy  fringed  eyes,  suave 
yet  dignilied.  wearing  wliat  struck  a  plain 
American  as  an  overplusage  of  unuLiue 
rings  on  his  Index  finger,  writes  a  Brook- 
lyti  Eagles  correspondent.  He  sp  .ke  no 
word  of  English.  I  neither  Turk.sh  nor 
Per.>-ian,  so  we  struggled  In  hybrid  Fiench 
to  pass  the  time  of  day  as  well  as  the 
composite  dishes,  Intended  to  suit  the 
var.Vlng  national  tastes  of  the  Greeks, 
Russians,  Hung;irians,  Austiians.  Oer- 
mans.  Levantines,  Italia.ns.  Persians  an<I 
two  lone  Americans,  all  fellow  diners  at 
the  table  d'hote. 

It  was  late  English  May,  but  on  Turk- 
ish calends  Muharren,  the  first  lunar 
month  of  the  Mohammedan  year.  Owing 
to  the  vagaries  of  Turkish  chron  ilcgv^ 
this  comes  each  year  eleven  day..;  eatlier 
than  the  preceding,  until  in  thirty  years 
it  has  made  the  entire  circuit  of  the  sea- 
son. 

On.  the  tenth  of  Muharren,  whatever 
English  month  of  the  twelve  that  may  be, 
occurs  the  great  Persian  religious  cle- 
bration,  a  ceremony  at  once  touching  and 
horrible  and  one  that  counts  as  a  most 
characleri.-?tic    feature   hi   Oriental  life. 

Every  visitor  in  Persia,  or  the  Turkish 
capital  shudders  over  the  description  of 
this  aw/ul  and  g re wsome  revel  of  blood  | 
as  detailed  by  eye  witnesse.-*,  yet  feels 
that  to  miss  seeing  It  should  the  oppor- 
tuidty  offer,  would  be  fiylng  in  the  lace  i 
of   Providence. 

So  when  our  Persian  friend  kindly  in- 
vited us  to  become  his  guests  In  the  gal- 
lery of  the  Persian  embassy  we  lelt  that 
fate  had  indeed  been  vei-.v  kind  to  us  and 
hastened   to  accept    with   alacrity. 

The  most  Important  part  of  the  cere- 
mony which  commemorates  the  mariyr- 
dom  of  two  grandchildren  of  the  Prophet 
Mohammed,  Hassan  and  Husselti.  take< 
place  in  the  court  of  the  Valkleh  Klian. 
a  huge  building  of  gray  stone  close  by 
the  Great  Bazar,  and  which  irom  with- 
out resembles  a  medieval  fortres.^.  It  is 
built  around  an  open  square  In  the  center 
of  which  is  a  small  mosque  where  Its  in- 
mates attend  religious  worship.  Built 
originally  for  traveling  merchants  and 
their  wares,  it  is  now  inhabited  chiefly  bj- 
five  or  six  thousand  Persians,  the  mijori- 
ty  of  whom  are  in  the  mere  ;4itl!e  Uu*i- 
ness.  ,sellirig  carpets,  embroidered  studs, 
astrakhan,  tea,  tobacco  for  narghilehs, 
arms  and  choicely  wrought  metal  plates 
and  vases.  Double  rows  of  gall'ries 
lighted  by  oglval  arcade.-  lead  to  rows  ot 
little  cells  and  rooms  variously  u  td  as 
offices,  shops  ov  private  apartments.  In 
the  corridors  cooking  is  done  for  members 
of  the  colony,  and  cafejis  stand  ready  at 
all  points  to  serve  customeis.  During 
fires  or  insurrections  the  Iron  gates  of 
the  khan  can  be  closed,  affording  com- 
plete security  to  the  merchants  and  their 
goods. 

As  the  shades  of  evening  deepened, 
great  bonfires  and  braziers  set  at  intervals 
all  around  the  court,  C(  iitaining  pine 
wood  steeped  In  petroleum  an-  liglitel, 
before  whose  evil  ftimes  the  de'.lcat  ixlor 
of  roses  and  wisteria  f.ides  completely 
away.  The  fiames  leap  fitfully  in  the  wind. 
and  from  afar  the  strident  wail  of  cym- 
bals Is  heard.  It  is  the  funeral  c  >riegj 
amjroaching.

PIPES 

Complaints   About  Jack 

Frost  Reach  Water 

Department. 

The  Electrical  Thawing 

Machine  Cailcd  Out 

Four  Times. 


WlthJn  the  past  week  there  have  been 
numerous  complaints  of  frozen  water 
pipes.  The  conditions  are  not  nearly  so 
bad  though,  as  a  year  ago  this  month 
when  tJiere  was  a  regular  epidemic  of 
frozen  pipes  and  the  local  plumbers  were 
kept  busy  with  all  their  available  men 
attending  to  that  britnch  of  the  service 
alone. 

Although  there  hnvt  l>een  some  periods 
I  of  low  temperature  these  have  been 
■  shorter  th;m  the  cold  weather  spells  of 
I  last  winter  during  January  and  February 
land  the  experience  of  tlie  piu«t  has  led 
I  many  owners  to  take  extra  precaution 
for  the  better  protection  of  their  pipes 
I  Ibis  winter. 

1  Since  the  latter  part  of  last  week,  when 
'  the  temperature  has  continued  low.  there 
has  lieen  a  notable  increase  in  the  com- 
plaints tif  pipes  out  of  urder  by  leason 
of  the  frost  and  It  is  expi  cted  at  the 
city  water  department  that  the  com- 
plaints will  come  In  more  frequently  from 
now  on  until  spring.  Most  of  the  freezing 
til  us  fai  this  wirjter  ha.«  been  inside  the 
house  walls  where  the  services  of  a 
plumber  have  l>een  required.  The  elec- 
trical thawing  maclnne  which  the  water 
and  light  department  Imnght  kust  April 
for  thawing  out  frozen  service  pipe,  has 
only  been  called  out  alout  four  times  this 
winter,  suid  that  just  recently.  Its  fifth 
call  Is  expected  tomorruw.  Just  before 
the  machlnj  was  purchased  last  April 
there  were  something  between  150  and  LttO 
service  plj)es  frozen  over  the  city  and 
complaints  were  coming  to  the  depart- 
ment thick  and  fast,  every  day. 

On  everv  Job  that  the  electrical  machine 
has  been  "api>lled  this  winter  the  thawing 
out  process  occupied  hut  a  very  few 
minutes  and  the  cost  to  the  owner  was 
nominal  as  compared  to  what  it  would 
have  been  to  have  dug  up  the  pipe. 

One  peculiar  feature  about  the  water 
pipe  freezing  process  that  many  people 
do  not,  likely,  realize,  is  that  trouble 
from  Jack  »  rost  occurs  more  frequently 
during  the  spring  months  than  in  mid- 
winter. This  Is  explained  by  the  fact 
that  after  the  snow  goes  off  and  the 
sun  begins  to  warm  the  surface  of  the 
ground,  the  frost  Is  driven  deeper,  and. 
unless  It  meets  with  enough  heat  from 
below,  it  stilkes  the  pipis  and  a  freeze 
results.  There  Is  one  instance  on  record 
in  the  local  department  where  a  water 
main  froze  In  the  month  of  June  by 
reason  of  the  frost  being  driven  down- 
ward until  It  hit  iiie  iron  pipe. 

It  is  claimed  that  frozen  water  pipes 
are  more  often  heard  of  in  this  latitude 
in  April  and  May  than  in  January.

Sioux  Falls- After  making  an  investiga- 
tion of  the  mysterious  death  of  Lars 
Olson,  a  farmer,  whose  body  was  found 
near  his  wife,  wlio  was  in  a  critical  cop- 
dltlon,  the  coroner's  jury  has  returned  a 
verdict  that  Olson's  death  was  cau.sed  by 
hemorrhages,  induced  by  asphyxiation  by 
soft  coal  gas.  The  indications,  when 
neighbors,  alarmed  by  the  unusual  (luiet 
and  deserted  appearance  of  the  Olson 
home,  broke  into  the  house  and  found 
the  dead  body  of  Olson  near  a  bed.  upon 
which  Mrs.  Olson  was  lying  in  an  un- 
con.siclous  and  half-frozen  condition,  ap- 
peared to  point  to  an  attempted  murder 
and  a  suicide.  The  windows  of  the  dwell- 
ing had  lieen  nailed  from  the  inside  so 
they  could  not  be  opened,  and  the  door 
was  securely  fastened  from  the  Inside. 

Exposed  to  the  flements  until  his  eyes 
were  from  shut,  and  bewildered  while  on 
the  open  prairie,  with  a  fierce  northwest 
wind  blowing,  and  the  temperature  far 
below  zero  was  the  experience  of  a  Span- 
ish actor  who  has  been  In  the  smaller 
towns  of  the  state.  The  actor  performed 
at  the  Epiphany  opera  house,  bui  the 
proceeds  were  not  sufficient  to  pay  his 
way  on  the  cars  to  the  next  town,  so  he 
set  out  on  foot,  notwithstanding  that  the 
dav  was  one  of  the  coldest  of  the  winter. 
He  wore  a  slouch  hat,  had  no  overcoat 
and  nO  covering  for  his  hands  but  a  very 
light  pair  of  mittens,  and  carried  a  .sat- 
chel. Some  hours  after  his  departure  An- 
ton and  John  Krempges,  while  driving 
home  along  the  road,  saw  at  some  dis- 
tance near  a  slough  a  man  who  was  run- 
ning around  In  a  circle.  Attracted  by  the 
peculiar  actions  of  the  stranger,  they  went 
to  the  spot,  a  glance-  telling  them  that  the 
man  was  freezing  and  that  he  was  en- 
tirely out  of  his  mind.  The  cold  wind 
made  the  tears  run  from  the  Spaniard's 
eves  and  caused  them  to  freeze  shut.  As 
he  could  not  see,  he  lost  the  road  and  was 
wandering  helplessly  about  when  dis- 
covered. The  two  farmers  bundled  him 
Into  their  wagon  and  took  him  to  their 
home,  where  they  finally  succeeded  in 
thawing  him  out.

Police  Inspector  Schmidtberger,  who  is  in  charge  of 
the  precfhct.  is  reported  to  have  said:  "My  men  will 
swarm  inside  and  outside  of  Little  Hungary.  Two 
blocks  on  each  side  of  the  restaurant  will  be  absolutely 
cut  off  by  strong  cordons  of  police.  Not  a  soul  resid- 
ing within  that  district  will  be  allowed  to  either  leave 
their  homes  or  to  pass  through  the  police  lines  to  reach 
them.  Cabmen  with  guests  will  be  provided  with  tickets, 
which  they  must  show  before  they  can  pass  the  dead- 
line. Every  man  in  each  coach  will  be  compelled  to  show 
his  invitation  ticket." 

And  all  this  to  protect  the  sacred  person  of  the  pres- 
ident of  the  leading  and  most  enlightened  republic  of  the 
world!  What  a  travesty  on  free  government  and  per- 
sonal liberty! 

Possibly  this  police  inspector  is  one  of  those  humor- 
ous fellows  who  enjoy  a  little  fun  at  the  expense  of  the 
reporters.  But  if  he  speaks  in  seriousness,  he  certainly 
reveals  a  peculiar  cf^)ndition  of  affairs  in  the  nation's  me- 
tropolis, where  men  may  be  denied  their  personal  rights 
and  forbidden  to  either  leave  or  enter  their  own  homes 
in  order  to  protect  he  president  from  possible  injury.  It 
is  against  just  such  conditions  as  these  that  the  people 
of  Russia  are  now  in  rebellion. 

In  the  first  place,  if  this  district  is  considered  as 
dangerous  as  these  police  pracautions  would  signify,  the 
president  has  no  business  accepting  an  invitation  to  visit 
that  quarter,  and  in  the  second  place,  no  police  inspector 
in  the  United  States  should  have  authority  to  restrict  the 
personal  hberties  of  any  part  of  the  people  in  his  efforts 
to  provide  protection  even  to  the  president. 
I  If  the  police  inspector  is  acting  in  this  autocratic  man- 
ner with  the  sanction  of  the  city  authorities,  it  i.s  a  shame 
and  a  disgrace  upon  the  name  of  New  York,  and  any  of- 
ficial who  will  sanction  such  proceedings  ought  to  be 
relegated  to  private  life  at  the  earliest  opportunity.  The 
people  of  this  country  want  no  methods  of  European 
monarchies  and  autocracies  transplanted  to  the  soil  of 
the  United  States.  It  is  to  be  hoped  that  the  inspector 
was  only  joking.  It  is  right  and  proper  that  due  precau- 
tions be  taken  to  protect  the  president  from  possible 
harm,  but  it  is  not  necessary,  in  order  to  do  so.  to  deny 
the  right  of  law-abiding  people  to  enter  or  leave  their 
homes. 


ANTI-CIGARETTE  LAWS. 

The  legislature  of  Arkansas  has  just  pa-^scd  a  law  pro- 
hibiting the  sale  of  cigarettes  and  a  similar  measure  is 

now  before  the  Minnesota  lawmaking  body.*  There  is 
small  reason  to  expect  that  this  latter  will  ever  see  day- 
light, but  a  few  remarks  .jn  the  topic  and  sumptuary 
legislation  in  general  will  not  be  out  of  place  at  this 
time. 

There  is  no  doubt  that  the  use  of  tobacco  to  excess  is 
harmful  and  most  u.-^ers  go  to  e.xcess  to  a  greater  or  less 
extent.  Cigarette  smoking,  where  the  smoke  is  inhaled, 
which  is  usually  done,  is  hurtful  to  any  person  and  par- 
ticularly injurious  to  youths.  It  has  a  directly  harmful 
effect  upon  the  brain  and  nervous  system  and  is  probably 
responsible  for  as  many  physical  wrecks  as  liquor.  No- 
body has  warned  and  preached  against  this  practice  of 
smoking  cigarettes  more  insistenty  than  The  Herald. 
It  should  be  shunned  by  every  young  man,  and  every  old 
one.  too,  for  that  matter. 

But  a  prohibitory  law  will  not  stop  it.  There  is  noth- 
ing immoral  in  smoking  a  cigarette,  nor  does  the  act 
contain  any  element  inimical  to  the  life,  liberty  or  pro- 
perty of  others  than  the  smoker.  No  man  can  be  pre- 
vented by  law  from  injuring  himself  and  any  law  that 
seeks  to  do  so  is  an  infringement  of  individual  liberty. 

There  are  men  who  do  not  inhale  the  smoke  of  cigar- 
ettes, but  who  prefer  them  to  a  pipe  or  a  cigar.  Are  these 
to  be  prohibited  from  choosing  the  sort  of  tobaccg  prep- 
aration they  will  smoke?  As  well  say  that  the  sale  of 
opium  or  any  other  poison  shall  be  abolutely  prohibited 
because  some  people  use  it  to  kill  themselves. 

There  is  natural  resentment  in  the  breasts  of  most 
iTien  against  legislation  intended  to  interfere,  with  their 
personal  liberies  and  especially  against  legislation  which 
makes  criminal  offenses  of  acts  in  no  way  immoral.  The 
result  is  a  constant  warfare  against  them  and  the  con- 
tempt that  comes  from  constant  and  general  violation. 

No  law  ought  to  be  on  the  statute  books  that  cannot 
be  enforced  because  contrary  to  public  sentiment.  The 
sale  of  cigarettes  could  not  be  prohibited  by  law  any 
more  than  the  sale  of  liquor.  As  long  as  men  want  either 
of  these  things  they  will  have  them,  law  or  no  law,  be- 
cause they  believe  rightly  that  there  is  nothing  wrong  in 
using  them  in  moderation. 

The  cure  of  the  cigarette  evil  lays  with  the  individ- 
ual, especially  with  parents,  educators  and  the  press.  The 
prohibitory  statute  simply  creates  a  disrespect  for  all 
law  and  aggravates  the  evil  it  is  intended  to  cure.

Yet  indirectly 
this  attitude  of  tlie  pulpit  toward  religion 
Is  a  confession  of  the  doctrine  of  evolu- 
tion. Right  and  wrong  are  not  inter- 
changeable. In  the  Psalms  of  David  W9 
read:  'The  statutes  of  the  Ljird  are 
right,"  and  this  means  that  the  divlna 
law  is  not  subject  to  moditications  to 
meet  the  views  of  succeeding  generation.^. 
It  Is  man's  conception  of  the  statute  that 
changes  from  time  to  time.  Sometimes  re- 
ligionists of  every  type  pause  and  ask 
themselves  if  these  changed  conceptions 
are  always  on  the  safe  and  progressive 
side  of  the  law. 

It  Is  re;issuring  lo  doubters  to  hear  the 
doctrine  of  change  sanctioned  from  the 
pulpit,  ill  almost  the  same  language,  by 
the  liberal  Israelite  and  the  liberal  Chris- 
tian. That  same  .sermon  might  have 
been  delivered  from  cither  one  of  at  leo-sl 
four  Christian  pulpits  in  Detroit,  and  it 
would  have  been  equally  acceptable  to 
the  respective  congregations.

A  JEW  ON  RELIGION. 

Detroit  News:  "A  fixed  statute  must 
perish  sooner  or  later  of  inanition.  There- 
fore orthodox  creeds,  which  are  un- 
changeable, shall  have  to  give  way  to 
newer  forms  of  faith.  The  future  is  in 
the  hands  of  the  reformer.  His  faith 
is  consistent  both  with  his  own  past  and 
with   the   world's  eternal   future. 

Thus  concludes  a  paragraph  in  Rabbi 
Franklin's  sermon  before  the  congrega- 
tion nt  Beth  El.  Before  laying  down  this 
doctrine  of  constant  modification,  the 
rabbi  slated  that  certain  principles  in 
Judaism  are  eternal.  They  have  come 
down  through  the  ages  unimpaired,  and 
must  be  transmiiled  to  posterity  without 
change,  but  their  outward  express'on 
must  change  according  to  the  moral  and 
mental  status  of  each  generation. 

It  may  be  amdllted  as  a  general  propo- 
sition that  most  of  the  progress  of  re- 
ligion li;is  be.'ii  the  result  of  reforms, 
which  did  not  lose  sight  of  the  funda- 
mental and  eternal  principles  of  right  and 
wrong.  Most  of  the  reforms  which  have 
caused  divisions  in  long-established  re- 
ligious sects  have  given  a  new  incentive 


RECIPROCITY  WITH  CANADA. 

Review  of  Reviews:  No.liaig  could  !>o 
more  ridiculous  than  the  efforts  of  th  >se 
who  sit  down  with  a  pencil  and  the  staiis- 
tics  of  former  reciprocal  relations  be- 
tween this  country  and  Canada  ajid  til- 
tempt  to  prove  that  reciprocity  i.s  harm- 
ful to  us  because  the  so-calleJ  "bahuica 
of  trade  "  figures  out  one  way  or  anotrer. 
Since  it  would  be  eminently  advaiitageoua 
for  our  people  to  buy  lumler  predicts 
of  Canada,  while  it  woiiM  be  obvlousiy 
benefieial  for  the  Canadi  :ns  to  sell  their 
lumber  products  In  this  niarkei,  it  would 
be  just  as  absurd  to  attempt  to  figuie  out 
which  country  was  most  benefited  as  it 
would  be  to  trv  to  find  out  whether  th^ 
slate  of  New  York  or  the  state  of  Penn- 
svlvanla  gains  most  by  the  exlstins  froe- 
dom  of  trade  which  they  enj.;y  under  the 
beneficent  mandate  of  the  federal  eonstl- 
tulion.  Nor  would  It  harm  the  pe^jple  of 
the  United  Slates  If  the  wheat  and  other 
agricultural  products  of  Canada  could 
bo  hauled  to  our  market  over  our  rail- 
roads and  freely  utilied  in  our  milla.  It 
is  true  that  the  great  fiour-millers  of 
Minneapolis  and  the  Northwest  are  now 
permitted  to  bring  in  th«^  spring  wheat 
of  Manitoba  under  b.ind  and  re.luce  it  to 
flour  as  an  Incident  of  their  exporting  It 
to  foreign  countries.  But  ihev  must  not 
grade  it  in  such  a  way  as  to  retain  any 
portion  of  it  for  s  il"  in  the  United  States, 
unless  thev  are  willing  to  pay  the  import 
duty  on  wheat.  Under  .nis  arrangement 
there  Is  not  a  penny  of  benefit  lo  the  Am- 
erican farmer.  The  Canadian  wheat  this 
last  season  was  of  belter  quality— decid- 
edly richer  In  glute-n  and  nuiricious  ele- 
ments—than  the  wheat  grown  In  our 
Slates.  The  tariff  arrangement  merely 
deprived  our  own  people  of  the  bei.eftt 
of  buying  flour  made  of  the  Iv^st  wheat, 
while  also  depriving  the  millers  of  the 
advantage  of  so  blending  varieties  and 
grades  as  to  produce  the  best  results  in 
flour  that  they  find  best  adapte.l  to  th« 
demands  of  the  market.  It  i.s  hard  to 
see  how  in  anv  broad  vi-w  ot  the  sul>- 
jecl  we  should  not  be  benefited  rather 
than  harmed  in  mis  country  by  the  ad- 
mission of  agricultural  prcjducts  from 
Ca.nada,  provided  that  Canadians  were 
willing  on  their  part  to  admit  reciprocally 
the  varied  supplies  thai  the  farmers  of 
Manitoba  and  the  North  we  u  coun  ry 
would  naturally  want  to  buy  with  the 
money  thev  obtain  from  the  sale  <if  their 
wheat,    cattle  and  other  products.

In  the  belief  that  the  city  has  too 
many  elections,  and  that  the  constant 
political  turmoil  Is  having  a  bad  effect 
on  the  business  conditions,  in  addition 
to  involving  a  heavy  expense  to  the 
city.  Alderman  Haven  last  evening  in- 
troduced a  resolution  in  the  council, 
requesting  the  charter  commission  to 
submit  an  amendment  to  the  people, 
lengthening  the  term  of  the  mayor,  the 
aldermen,  treasurer,  comptroller  and 
all  officers  appointed  by  the  maj^^r,  ex- 
cept those  on  the  municipal  boards,  to 
four  years,  mstead  of  two,  and  the  city 
clerk  and  sealer  of  weights  and  mea- 
sures to  two  years  in  place  of  one. 

The  amendment  would  not  be  retro- 
active, and  all  officers  elected  before 
its  t»assage  would  not  be  affected  by  it. 
The  motion  also  recommended  the  ex- 
tension of  the  teiTiis  i>{  the  municipal 
judge  .and  the  sptN-ial  judge  to  four 
years,  to  correspond  with  the  biennial 
election  plan. 

The  biennial  election  could  be  held 
in  the  even  numbered  years,  together 
with  the  state  and  county  elections, 
and  all  state,  county  and  city  officers 
could  be  voted  on  at  one  time. 

In  a  prellmlnarj'  statement  which  ac- 
companied the  resolution.  President 
Haven  stated  that  the  election  expenses 
of  the  city  are  excessive.  During  1904 
they  were  over  $10,000.  In  1903  they 
atnounted  to  $4,354.06,  and  in  1902.  $13.- 
1»L'3.  A  good  start  toward  he.avy  expen- 
ses in  IWn  has  already  been  made,  the 
council  having  passed  an  election  pay- 
roll amounting  to  nearly  $4,000  last  eve- 
ning. 

Many  of  the  aldermen  appear  to 
favor  the  plan  recommended  by  the 
city  clerk  of  reducing  the  number  of 
election  precincts  and  if  this  were  also  i 
done  the  election  expen.ses  could  be 
more  than  cut  In  half. 

President  Haven  will  submit  his  plan 
to  tha  Commercial  club,  and  It  will 
be  taken  up  at  the  council  meeting 
next    Monday    night.

After  a  heated  discussion  lasting 
nearly  half  an  hour  the  council  author- 
ized the  board  of  public  works  to  ad- 
vertise for  bids  for  a  tar  macadam 
mixing  plant  with  the  understanding 
that  Contractor  McDonnell  would  sub- 
mit a  bid  for  $9,25»). 

'Everybody  is  familiar  with  this 
matter."  .said  Alderman  Moore,  whJ 
has  led  the  fight  for  the  mixer  for  the 
last  six  months.  "It  has  been  thor- 
oughly discussed  here.  Mr.  McDonnell's 
offer  to  sell  expires  March  1  and  aome- 
thing  has  to  be  done  tonight." 

"We  have  been  paying  for  building 
lines  for  the  East  end  aj:\d  now  they 
want  us  to  buy  a  macadam  plant  for 
them."  said  .\lderman  Sang.  "It  will 
be  on  the  scrap  heap  In  a  year  or 
two." 

"This  is  not  a  question  between  the 
wards."  said  Alderman  Mooro.  "It  is 
the  c-nly  way  I  sve  to  get  cheap 
streets.  The  First  ward  is  able  to 
get  the  kind  of  pavement  it  wanU*.

At  the  request  of  Alderman  McEwen. 
the  city  attorney  submitted  a  draft  of 
a  bill  to  be  Introduced  at  the  legis- 
lature which  will  empower  cities  of 
50,000  population  or  over,  to  sell  bonds 
for  the  purpose  of  building  or  buying 
an  electric  lighting  plant. 

"Xext  year  our  contract  with  the 
electric  company  expires."  said  .\lder- 
man  McEwen.  "and  we  should  at  lea^t 
have  the  right  to  Issue  bonds.  It  Is  not 
necessarily  the  intention  to  do  so.  but 
we  should  have  the  power  to  u.se  as  n 
lever  and  force  a  just  price  from  the 
electric  company.  If  we  diil  not  have 
the  power  to  Is-iue  such  bonds  we  would 
be  at  the  mercy  of  the  company.  This 
Is  a  matter  that  should  be  takPn  ur« 
seriously,  and  both  political  parties 
should  urge  the  members  of  the  legis- 
lature to  push 'this  measure."

Lots    and    lots   of   lovers   express   their 

feelings  unrestrainedly  at  every  meeting, 

but   to   the   majority    there  remains  only 

one  day  in  the  year  outside  of  a  possible 
honeymoon,  on  which  they  can  with  popu- 
lar approval,  administer  endearments 
without  reserve.  Tltat  day  Is  St.  Valen- 
tine's day  and  it's  here.  Therefore  "im- 
prove each  shining  hour." 

Is  there  a  swain  within  the  city  limits 
who  has  not  sent  to  his  heart's  desire 
some  fluffy,  gaudy,  giddy  halo  of  paper 
lace  and  flowers,  a  sorry  substitute  for 
himself,  to  breathe  the  tend<'r  nothings  or 
the  potent  somethings  that  sweethearts 
like  to  hear?  He  would  Indeed  be  negli- 
gent were  he  to  overlook  this  day  of  all 
days  set  apart  especially  for  the  benefit 
of  timid  lovers  who  wish  to  tenderly  tell 
of  their  lover's  sighs  and  breaking  hearts 
t'hrough  the  medium  of  the  postman.

Tons  of  valentines  are  sold  In  Duluth 
every  year,  and  this  year  dealers  have 
ordered  a  much  larger  quantity  than 
usual— maybe  feeling  that  after  leap  year 
the  demand  will  be  greater  because  of 
possible  encouragement  to  lovers  accord- 
ed by  the  maids  of  the  city.

Some  of  Thomas  Moore's  souI-sighlng 
poems  were  very  popular,  and  this  line 
in  particular  was  overworked  along  about 
St.   Valentine's  time: 

"The  heart  that  once  truly  loves  never 
forgets." 

And  another  of  Moore's  that  was  given 
the  mark  of  popular  approval  by  con- 
stant usage  was  the  verse  beginning 
'Believe  me,  if  all  those  endearing  young 
charms." 

The  poems  of  Heine  came  in  for  atten- 
tion from  the  better  read  sentimentalists. 
Heine  has  written  some  of  the  most  nro- 
nounced  love  poems  that  have  ever  Ijeen 
laid  upon  Cupid's  shrine.  One  poem  that 
a  good  many  have  used  in  their  callow 
youth  is  that  which  was  recently  set  to 
mu.-^lc  and  promiscuously  murdered  under 
the  name   of   "Violets." 

It   may   b<  a   shock   to   lovers   to   learn 
tliat    St.    Valentines    day    i.-;    improperly 
named,  and  that  St.  Valentine   himself  Is 
not    the    patron    saint    of    love-lorn    men 
and  maids,  but  of  epileptics.

In  the  "Privy  Pur-se  Expenses  of  the 
Princess  Marv"— afterward  called  by  the 
dreadful  name.  "Bloody  Mary"— Is  found 
this   entry    in    February.    1537: 

"Item,  given  to  George  Montejoy.  draw- 
ing my  lady's  grace  to  his  Valentine." 

Amorous  swains  were  wont  to  express 
them.selves  thus:

Sub  -  Committee     Makes 

Many  Clianges  From 

HoUs^e  Measure. 

"VN'ashington.  Feb.  14.— The  sub-commlt- 
tee  of  the  senate  committee  on  Indian 
affairs  ha.s  completed  the  Indian  appro- 
priation bill,  and  it  will  be  submitted  to 
the  .  full  senaite  committee  on  Indian 
affairs*  The  biH  as  passed  by  the  house 
Is  materially  amended  by  the  sub-com- 
mittee, which  inserted  a  large  number  of 
appropriations,  many  of  wliich  have  been 
in  former  Indian  bills  are  reported,  but 
have  not  passed  both  houses.  Among 
these  are  the  following: 

For  the  removal  of  intruders  and  plac- 
ing allottees  in  the  five  civilized  tribes  in 
undisputed  possession  of  their  allotments, 
$25.<:n».  It  is  provided  also  that  all  unsold 
lots,  disposition  of  which  is  now  required 
at  public  auction,  shall  be  offered  for  sale 
and  disposed  of  by  the  secretary  of  the 

interior  for  the  best  obtainable  price,  and 
.so  as  to  serve  the  best  Interests  of  the 
several   tribes. 

The  bill  as  passed  by  the  house  provided 
for  the  removal  of  all  restrictions  upon 
the  alienation  of  lands  of  all  allottees  of 
any  of  the  five  civilized  tribes,  except 
as  to  minors,  and  as  to  homesteads.  The 
senate  sub-committee  has  stricken  out 
this  j)rovision  and  substituted  one  which 
declares  that  the  homestead  of  tlie  allot- 
tee shall  remain  alienable  and  that  other 
lands  of  tlie  allottee  shall  remain  alien- 
able for  a  period  of  twenty-one  years 
after  the  date  of  the  deeds  fi<r  such 
lands. 

The  secretary  of  the  interior  is  required, 
within  six  months  from  the  passage  of  the 
bill,  to  appraise  the  lands  of  tlie  allottees. 
When  this  is  done,  the  lands  will  be  sub- 
jected to  purchase  in  tracts  not  exceeding 
eightj:  acres  to  any  one  purchaser,  who 
shall  live  on  the  lands  continuously  for 
five  years  and  make  the  usual  improve- 
ment required  under  such  conditions. 

All  mineral  lands  within  the  lioundarles 
of  Indian  reservations  are  declared  to  be 
open  for  location  and  development  hi  lb© 
same  manner  as  other  mineral  lands  of 
the  I'nited  States,  wiiere  entry  may  be 
enforced  without  infringing  on  the  vested 
rights  of  any  Indian  tribe  or  any  individ- 
ual Indians. 

The  requirements  that  actions  against 
Indians  who.se  affairs  are  under  the  su- 
pervision of  Indian  agents  or  !>onded 
superintendents  should  be  brought  in  the 
district  court  of  the  county  in  which  the 
Indian  resides  is  stricken  out.

also  wisdom  and  self-restraint  In  the  ex- 
hibition of  that  devotion,  we  shall  defer 
the  time  for  its  realization  gtlll  further. 
In  striving  to  attain  to  so  much  of  it 
as  concerns  dealing  with  men  of  differ- 
ent colors,  we  must  remember  two  things. 
In  the  first  place,  it  Is  true  of  the  col- 
ored man.  as  It  is  true  of  the  white  man, 
that  in  the  long  run  his  fate  must  depend 
far  more  upon  his  own  effort  than  ui)on 
the  efforts  of  any  outside  friend.  Every 
vicious,  venal,  or  ignorant  colored  man 
is  an  even  greater  foe  to  his  own  race 
than  to  the  community  as  a  whole.  The 
colored  man's  self-respect  entitles  him 
to  do  that  share  in  the  political  work  of 
the  country  which  Is  warranted  by  his 
individual  ability  and  integrity  and  the 
position  he  has  won  for  himself.  But  the 
prime  reiiuisite  of  the  race  is  moral  and 
Industrial    uplifting. 


Laziness  and  shiftlcssness, 
these,  and  above  all,  vice  and 
criminality  of  every  kind,  are 
more  potent  for  harm  to  the  Vjlack 
race  than  all  acts  of  oppression 
of  white   men  put  together. 


"There's  One  Thing"  about 
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crease  in  lynchings  in  the  last  three 
months,  the  president  said:  "These  are 
striking  figures  and  I  take  a  certain 
satisfaction  In  them,  in  view  of  gome 
of  the  gloomy  forebodings  of  last  sum- 
mer." 

Another  side  remark  which  caught 
the  president's  hearers  was: 

"There  is  not  one  of  us  that  does  not 
sometimes  stumble,  and  shame  be  to  us 
if  we  do  not  help  him  up,  but  if  he  lies 
down  there  is  no  use  in  trying  to  carry 
him.     It  will  hurt  both." 

Following    the    president,    Senator    Dol- 
liver    of    Iowa    responded     to     tlie      toast 
"Abraham    Lincoln;  "    Ge<irge 
of  California  spoke   on    "The 
party.  "   and  James  M.    Beck, 
siistant    attomev    general    of    the    I'nitet 
States,   on    "The  Unity   of  the  Republic' 

The  pre.«ident  was  intrf>duce<l  by  Louis 
Stern.  presid»'nt  of  iht-  Republican  club, 
who  referred  to  Mr.  Roosev»-!t  as  having 
earned  the  right  "by  the  ((uality  of  his 
julminlstratjon  to  be  called  the  successor 
of  Abraham  Lincoln."  The  sentiment 
evoked  a  dem<mstration  lasting  many 
moments.  There  was  prolonged!  hand- 
clai)i>ing  and  the  ladies  In  the  galleries 
waveil  th«ir  handkerchiefs.  A  mention 
(f  .Mr.  McKinley  also  caused  a  demonstra- 
tion. 

As  President  Roosevelt  rose  to  reply  the 
bani|ueters  in  the  adjoining  nM»ms  crowd- 
ed Into  the  main  hall  and  gallery  until 
the  iDirm  was  packitl.  Bowing  to  Mr. 
St,eni  and  th u  to  the  ladies  in  the  gal- 
lery, the  president  said: 

In  his  second  inaugiiral,  in  a  sptech 
which  will  be  read  its  long  a«  the  mem- 
orj-  of  this  nation  endures,  Abraham  IJn- 
coln    clostd    b.v    saying: 

"With  malice  toward  none;  with  charity 
for  all;  with  firmness  in  the  right,  as 
God  gives  us  to  see  the  right,  let  us  strive 
on  to  finish  the  work  we  are  In;  •  *  * 
to  do  all  which  may  achieve  and  cherish 
a  Just  and  lasting  peace  among  ourselves 
and  with  all  natums.  " 

Immediately  after  his  re-election  he  had 
already   spoken    thus: 

"The  strife  of  the  election  is  but  human 
nature  practically  applied  to  the  facts 
of  ti'.e  case.  What  has  i-ccurred  in  this 
case  must  ever  recur  in  similar  cases. 
Human  nature  will  not  change.  In  any 
future  great  national  trial,  compared  with 
the  men  of  this,  we  shall  have  as  weak 
and  as  strong,  as  silly  and  as  wise,  as 
bad  and  as  good.  Let  us.  theri-fore.  study 
the  incidents  <>f  this  as  philosophy  to 
learn  wisdom  from,  and  none  of  them  as 
wrongs  to  be  revenged.  •  •  •  May 
not  all  having  a  tommon  Interest  reuriite 
In  a  common  effort  to  (servei  our  com- 
mon country?  For  my  own  part,  I  have 
striven  and  shall  strive  to  avoid  placing 
any  obstacle  In  the  way.  So  long  as  I 
have  been  here  I  have  not  willingly  plant- 
ed a  thorn  In  any  man's  bosonv  While 
1  am  deeply  sensible  to  the  high  com- 
pliment of  a  re-election,  and  duly  grate- 
ful, as  I  trust,  to  Almighty  God  fflr 
having  directed  my  countrymen  to  a  right 
conclusion,  as  I  think,  for  their  own  good. 
It  adds  nothing  to  my  satisfaction  that 
any  other  man  may  be  disappointed  or 
painc-d   by    the    result. 

"May  i  ask  those  who  have  not  dif- 
fered with  me  to  Join  with  me  In  this 
same   spirit    toward   those   who   have?" 

This  is  the  spirit  in  which  mighty  Lin- 
coln sought  to  bind  up  the  nation's 
W(.unds  when  Its  soul  was  yet  seething 
with  fierce  hatreds,  with  wrath,  with 
rancor,  with  all  the  evil  and  dreadful 
passions    provoked    by    civil    war.

Lincoln,     himself    a    man    of   Southern 
birth,    did    not    hesitate   to   appeal    to    the 
sword   when   he   became  satisfied    that   in 
no  other  way   coidd   the   I'nion   be  saved, 
for  high  though  he  put  peace  he  put  right- 
eousness still  higher.     He  warred  for  the 
I'nion:   he  warred  to  free  the  slave;  and 
when    he    warred    he    warred    in    earnest, 
for  it   is  a  sign  of  wefkkntss   to   be  half- 
,  hearted  when  blows  must  be  struck.    But 
j  he   felt   only   love,    a  love  as   deep   as   the 
i  tenderntss    of   his    great    and    sad    heart, 
for  .'ill  his  countrymen  alike  In  the  Xorth 
and   111    the    South,    and    he    longed    above 
i  everything  for  the  day  when  they  should 
I  once    more    to    knit    together    in    the    un- 
breakable bonds  of  eternal   friendship. 

We  of  today.  In  dealing  with  ;ill  our  fel- 
low-citizens, white  or  colored.  North  or 
South,  should  strive  to  show  Just  tht 
qualities  that  Lincoln  showed:  Hl<  stead- 
fast.ness  In  striviiig  after  the  light,  and 
his  Infinite  patience  and  forbeirance  with 
those  who  saw  that  right  less  clearly 
than  he  did;  his  earnest  ende  ivor  to  do 
what  was  best,  and  yet  his  readiness  to 
accept  the  best  that  was  piactidble  when 
the  ideal  best  was  unattainitblt ;  l)l<  un- 
ceas'Mg  effort  to  cure  what  was  evil, 
coupled  with  his  refusal  to  make  a  bad 
."Situation  worse  by  any  lU-judgel  or  iU- 
tlmed  effort  tj>  make  it  better. 

The  great  Civil  war  in  which  Lincoln 
towered  as  the  loftiest  figure  left  us  not 
only  a  reunited  country,  but  a  country 
which  has  the  proud  right  to  claim  as 
Us  own  the  glory  won  alike  by  thos-"  who 
wore  the  blue  and  by  thosi'  who  wore  the 
gray,  by  th<i>"e  who  folUiw  d  Gr.mt  and 
by  thf:se  who  followed  Lee.  for  both 
fought  with  equal  bravery  and  with  equal 
sincerity   of  conviction,  each  striving  for 


the  light  as  It  was  given  him  to  see  the 
light;  though  It  Is  now  clear  to  all  that 
the  triumph  of  the  <-ause  of  freedom  and 
of  the  L'aion  was  essential  to  the  welfare 
of  mankind.

All  good  Americans  who  dwell  In  the 
North  must,  bec;iuse  they  are  go  d  Amer- 
icans, feel  the  most  earnt  st  friendship  for 
their  fellow-countrymen  who  dwell  in  the 
South,  a  friendsjiip  all  the  gieiter  because 
it  is  i:i  the  South  tlial  we  find  in  its  m-jst 
acute  phase  one  of  the  gravest  proMe.ns 
before  our  people;  the  problem  <if  so  d  al- 
ing  with  the  man  of  one  color  as  to  secure 
him  the  rights  that  nti  one  would  gruJg-' 
him  if  he  were  of  another  color.  To  s  -Ke 
this  pi'oblem  it  i.<,  of  course,  necessaiy  ^'> 
educate  him  to  perform  the  duties,  a  f.ill- 
ure  to  perform  which  will  render  him  a 
curse  to  himself  and  to  all  around  hi;n. 

Most  certainly  all  char-sighted  and 
gc-nerous  mtn  In  the  North  appreciate  the 
difficulty  and  perplexity  of  this  problem, 
sympathize  with  the  South  in  the  embar- 
rassment of  conditions  for  which  she  Is 
not  alone  responsible,  feel  an  honest  wish 
to  help  her  win  re  help  is  practicable, 
and  have  the  heartiest  respect  for  th  >se 
brave  and  eanust  men  of  tne  South  who, 
in  the  face  of  fearful  difflrullies,  are  du- 
Ing  all  that  men  can  do  for  the  bette;- 
ment  alike  af  white  and  of  black.  The 
attitude  of  the  North  toward  the  negro 
is  far  from  what  it  should  be  and  there- 
is  need  that  the  North  also  .--h  m  d  act  in 
good  faith  upon  the  principle  of  givl:ig 
to  each  man  what  is  justly  due  him.  of 
treating  him  on  his  worth  as  a  man, 
granting  him  no  si>eciil  favors,  but  deny- 
ing him  no  prf>pi  r  opportunity  for  l.ibor 
and  the  reward  of  lalior.  But  the  pecul- 
iar circumstance.*;  of  the  Stuth  render  the 
problem  there  for  greater  and  far  more 
acute. 

Neither  I  nor  any  other  man  can  say 
that  any  given  way  of  approaching  that 
problem  will  present  in  our  time  even  an 
approximately  perfect  solution,  but  we 
can  safely  .«ay  that  there  can  never  be 
such  solution  at  all  unless  we  approach 
It  with  the  effort  to  do  fair  and  equal 
Justice  among  all  mm;  and  to  demand 
from  tlum  in  return  Just  and  fair  treat- 
ment for  othtrs. 


Our  effort  should  be  to  secure 
to  each  man.  whatever  his  color, 
equality  of  opijortunlty.  equality 
of  treatment  before   the  law. 


As  a  people  striving  to  shape  our  actions 
in  accordance  with  the  great  law  of 
righteousness,  we  can  not  afford  to  take 
part  in  or  tie  indifferent  to  the  oppression 
or  maltreatment  of  any  man  who.  against 
crushing  disadvantages,  has  by  his  own 
industry,  energy,  self-respect  and  per- 
severance, struggled  upward  to  a  position 
which  would  entitle  him  to  the  respeit  of 
his  fellows,  if  only  his  skin  were  of  a 
different  hue. 

Every  generous  impulse  in  us  revolts 
at  the  thought  of  thrusting  down  instead 
of  helping  up  such  a  man.  To  deny  any 
man  the  fair  treatment  granted  to  others 
no  better  than  he  is  to  commit  a  wrong 
upon  him— a  wrong  sure  to  react  In  the 
long  run  up<m  those  guilty  of  such  denial. 
The  only  safe  principle  upon  which  Amer- 
icans can  act  is  that  of  "all  men  up."  not 
that  of  "some  men  down,"  If  In  any 
community  the  level  of  Intelligence,  mo- 
rality and  thrift  among  the  colored  men 
can  be  raised,  it  is,  liumanly  speaking, 
sure  that  the  same  level  among  the  wiiltes 
will  be  raised  to  an  even  higher  degree; 
and  it  is  no  less  sure  that  the  debase- 
ment of  the  blacks  will  in  the  end  carry 
with  it  an  attendant  debasement  of  the 
whites. 

The  problem  is  so  to  adjust  the  rela- 
tions between  two  races  of  different 
ethnic  type  that  the  rights  of  neither  be 
abridged  nor  jeoparded;  that  the  hack- 
ward  race  be  trained  so  that  it  may  enter 
Into  ^e  possession  of  true  freedom, 
while  the  forward  race  is  enabled  to  pre- 
serve unharmed  the  high  civilization 
wrought  out  by  its  forefathers.  The 
working  out  of  this  prolilem  must  neces- 
sarily be  slow;  it  is  not  possible  in  off- 
hand fashion  to  obtain  or  to  confer  the 
priceless  boons  of  freedom.  Industrial 
efficiency,  political  capacity  and  domestic 
morality. 


Nor  is  it  only  necessary  to  train 
the  colored  man:  It  is  quite  as 
necessary  to  train  the  white  man, 
for  on  his  shoulders  rests  a  well- 
nigh  unparalleled  sociological  re- 
sponsibility. 


It  is  a  problem  demanding  the  best 
thought,  the  utmost  patience,  the  most 
earnest  effort,  the  broadest  charity  of 
the  statesman,  the  student,  the  philan- 
thropist;  cf  the  leaders  of  thought  In 
every  department  of  our  national  life. 
The  "church  can  be  a  most  important  fac- 
tor In  solving  It  aright.  But  above  all 
else  we  need  for  its  successful  solution 
the  sober,  kindly,  steadfast,  unselfish  per- 
formance of  diitv  by  the  average  plain 
citizen  In  his  everyday  dealings  with  his 
feilowo. 

The  ideal  of  elemental  justice  meted  out 
to  every  man  is  the  ideal  we  should  keep 
ever  before  us.  It  will  be  many  a  long 
day  before  we  attain  to  it,  and  unless 
we    show    not    onlv    devotion    to    It,    but

The  colored  man  who  fails  to  condemn 
crime  in  anf>ther  colored  man,  who  fails 
to  co-operate  in  all  lawful  ways  in 
ing  colored  criminals  to  Justice, 
worst  enem.y  of  his  own  people,  as  well 
as  an  enemy  to  all  the  people.  Law- 
abiding  black  men  s-hould,  for  the  sake 
of  their  race,  be  foremost  In  relentless 
and  unceasing  warfare  against  law-break- 
ing black  men.  If  the  standards  of  pri- 
vate morality  and  industrial  efficiency 
can  be  raised  high  c-nough  among  the 
black  race,  then  its  future  on  this  cf)n- 
tlnent  is  secure.  The  stability  and  purity 
of  the  home  is  vital  to  the  welfare  of 
the  black  race,  as  it  is  to  the  welfare 
of  every  race. 

In  the  liext  place  the  white  man,  who. 
if  only  he  is  willing,  can  help  the  colored 
man  more  than  all  other  white  men  put 
together,  is  the  white  man  \vho  is  his 
neighbor.  North  or  South.  Each  of  us 
must  do  his  whole  duty  without  flinch- 
ing, and  if  that  duty  is  national  it  must 
be  done  in  accordance  with  the  principles 
above  laid  d<4.wn.  But  in  endeavoring 
each  to  be  his  lirother's  keeper  it  is  wise 
to  remember  that  each  can  normally  do 
most  for  the  lirfither  who  is  his  immedi- 
ate neighbor.  If  we  are  sincere  friends 
of  the  negro  let  us  each  in  his  own  lo- 
cality show  It  by  his  action  therein,  and 
let  irs  each  show  it  also  by  upholding  the 
hands  of  the  wiiite  man,  in  whatever 
locality,  who  is  striving  to  do  Justice  to 
the  poor  and  the  helpless,  to  be  a  shield 
to  those  whose  need  for  such  a,  shield  is 
great. 

The  heartiest  acknowledgements  are  due 
to  the  minsters,  the  Judges  and  law  offi- 
cers, the  grand  Juries,  the  public  men, 
and  the  great  dally  newspapers  in  tht 
South,  who  have  recently  done  such  ef- 
fective work  In  leading  the  cntsadc 
against  lynching  in  the  South;  and  I  am 
glad  to  .say  that  during  the  last  three 
months  the  returns,  as  far  as  they  can  be 
gathered,  show  a  smaller  number  of 
lynchings  than  for  any  other  two  months 
during  the  last  twenty  years.

SPEAKS  AGAIN 


Let  us  uphold  In  every  way  the 
hands  of  the  men  wiio  have  led  in 
this  work,  who  are  striving  to  do 
all  their  work  In  this  spirit. 


I  am -about  to  quote  from  the  address 
of  the  Right  Reverend  Robert  Strange, 
Bishop  Coadjutor  of  North  Carolina,  as 
given  in  the  Southern  Churchman  of  Oc- 
tober S.  mn: 

The  bishop  first  enters  an  emphatic  plea 
against  any  social  Itrtermingling  of  the 
races;  a  iiuestiorr  which  must,  of  course, 
be  left  to  the  people  of  each  community  to 
settle  for  themselves,  as  in  such  a  matter 
no  one  community— and  irrdeed  no  one  in- 
dividual—can dictate  to  any  other;  always 
f>rovlded  tlrat  In  each  locality  men  keep 
n  mind  the  fact  that  there  must  lie  rro 
confusirrg  of  civil  privileges  with  social 
intercourse.  Civil  law  can  not  regulate 
social  iiractices.  Society,  as  such,  Is  a  law 
unto  itself,  and  will  always  regulate  its 
own  practices  and  habits.  Full  recogni- 
tion of  the  fundamental  fact  that  all  nierr 
should  stand  otr  an  equal  footing,  as  re- 
gards civil  privileges,  in  no  way  intere- 
feres  with  recognitif)n  of  the  further  fact 
that  all  rellecting  men  of  both  races  are 
united  In  feeling  that  race  purity  must  be 
maintained.     The  bishop  continues: 

"What  shoitld  the  white  meir  of  the 
South  do  for  the  negro?  They  must  give 
him  a  free  hand,  a  fair  field,  and  a  cor- 
dial godspeed,  the  two  races  working  to- 
gether for  their  mutual  benefit  attd  for 
the  development  of  our  common  country. 
He  must  have  liberty,  e<iunl  opportunity 
to  make  his  living,  to  earn  his  bread,  to 
build  his  home.  He  must  have  justice, 
equal  rights,  and  protection  before  the 
law.  He  must  have  the  same  political 
privileges:  the  suffrage  should  be  based 
on  character  and  Intelligence  for  wiiite 
and  black  alike.  He  must  have  the  same 
public  advantages  of  education;  the  pub- 
lic schools  ar'e  for  all  the  people,  wiiat- 
ever  their  color  or  condition.  The  wiilte 
men  of  the  South  should  give  hearty  and 
respectful  consideration  to  the  exceptional 
men  of  the  negro  race,  to  those  who  have 
the  character,  the  ablity  and  the  desire 
to  be  lawyers,  physicians,  teachers, 
preachers,  leaders  of  thoitght  and  conduct 
among  their  own  men  and  women.  We 
should  give  them  cheer  and  opportunity 
to  gratify  every  laudable  ambilioir,  and  to  , 
seek  every  innocent  satisfaction  among  ]  nations,  of  all 
their  own  people.  Finally,  the  best  white  !  <H*^'t'urteously 
men  of  the  South  should  have  fre(;u<iil 
conferences  with  the  best  color-ed  men, 
where.  In  frank,  earnest,  and  sympathetic 
dlsciisslon  they  might  understand  each 
other  better,  smooth  difficulties,  and  so 
guide  and  encourage  the  wealcer  race.  ' 

Surely  we  can  all  of  us  join  in  express- 
ing our  substatrtial  agreement  with  the 
principles  thus  laid  down  by  this  Nortn 
Carolina  bisliop,  this  representative  of  the 
Christian  thought  of  the  South. 

I  am  s| leaking  on  the  occasion  of  the 
celebration  of  the  birthday  of  Abraham 
Lincoln,  and  to  men  who  count  it  their 
peculiar  privilege  that  they  have  the 
right  to  hold  Lincoln's  memory  dear,  and 
the  duty  to  strive  to  work  along  the 
lines  that  he  laid  down.  We  can  pay  most 
fitting  homage  to  his  memory  by  doing 
the  tasks  allotted  1^  us  in  the  spirit  in 
wiilch  he  divl  the  Infiniti  ly  greater  and 
more  terribble  tasks  allotted  to  him.

Falconio  papal 
delegate  to  the  United  States.  Letters 
of  regret  were  received  from  the  Russian 
ambassador.  Count  Ca-ssini,  and  Senator 
Depew.  Baron  Von  Sttniberg  Monsignor 
Falconio  and  D.  Ciidy  Her  rick  were 
among   th-j    speakers. 

President  Roos?velt  arrivetl  at  the  Hotel 
A.stor  about  12:15  and  was  introduced  a 
fe^w  minu'es  later.  His  entrance  to  the 
banquet  room  was  the  signal  for  an 
outburst  of  enthusia.«m.  followed  by  a 
se<?ond  demonstration  when  he  was  in- 
troduced. It  was  aboUT  ll':36  when  he 
finished  and  an  infor-mal  reception  fol- 
lowed. 

President  Rorsevelt  sud  In  pai: 
"As  my  friend  Congre-sm:in  Suler.  will 
tell  you.  in  ^\  ashington  and  generally 
elsewhere,  in  politics,  about  95  per  ce-nt 
of  the  really  important  wcrk  has  notning 
in  it.  That  95  per  cent  includes  an  im- 
mense amount  of  worrying  problems  of 
how  to  get  middling  d<cent  government;

burs;  that  we  not  only  do  not  intend  to 
do  them  any  material  damage,  to  disre- 
gard their  nghts,  but  that  we  also  intend 
to  have  due  and  proper  respect  for  their 
feelings.  And  let  me  point  out  one  thing 
right  here.  You  remember  that  Abraham 
Lincoln  said  that  there  is  a  deal  of  hu- 
rnan  nature  in  mankind.  Now,  other  na- 
tr'ons  are  very  humane  al.so,  and  some  of 
their  public  men  or  the  public  news- 
papers will  occasionally  speak  unpleas- 
antly of  us.  In  such  case  it  does  no 
earthly  good  to  answer  back.  Not  the 
least.  Apply  it  in  private  life  ag-ain.  If 
one  man  says  something  to  another,  the 
stronger  the  other  man  the  less  lie  finds 
it  necessary  to  answer  back.

Now,  just  so  with 
the  nations.  Do  not  speak  ill  of  otiitr  na- 
tions. If  they  speak  ill  of  us.  keep  on 
not  speaking  ill  of  them.  In  the  first 
place,  it  will  Irritate  them  mor*-  than 
anything  else  would  to  pay  no  heed  to 
their  comment.  In  the  next  place,  it 
won't  lielp.  if  they  ha\e  made  errors,  for 
us  to  make  errors  ttio.  Behave  courteous- 
ly, with  consideration;  do  no  wring  to 
any  other  ptiwer,  and  at  the  same  time 
keep  yourselves  in  such  a  state  of  pre- 
paredness that  it  mav  be  evident  that 
we  are  scrupulous  not  to  wrong  others 
because  we  believe  it  right  to  adopt  such 
an  attitude  and  not  because  we  are  afraid 
of  adopting  any  other  attitude."

BULKELEY 
WINS 

Senate  Scat  After  a  Can- 
vass   That  Lasted 
Twenty  Years. 


The  Crowbar  Governor  of 
Connecticut  to  Suc- 
ceed Hawley. 


Hartford.  Conn.,  Fob.  14,— Morgnii 
tJardtur  Bulkeley  of  this  city,  tUo 
"Crowbar  governoi^'  of  Connecticu'., 
who  has  just  been  elected  to  succeed 
Gen.  Joseph  R,  Hawley  as  L'niicJ 
States  senator  from  the  Nutmeg  State, 
has  occupied  a  unique  place  in  Con- 
necticut politics  for  twenty-five  years. 
For  one  thing,  though  he  served  for  two 
years  as  governor  of  the  state,  he  was 
never  elected  to  the  office  directly  by 
the  people.  The  first  time  he  got  pos- 
session of  the  office  through  the  gen- 
eral assembly  and  the  second  he  re- 
tained it  by  an  appeal  to  the  supreme 
court. 

Early  tradition  along  the  Connecticut 
river  near  where  Senator  Bulkeley  was 
born,  has  it  that  the  first  word  ho  was 
heard  to  lisp  was  "senate,"  and  tliaL 
at  his  first  glance  at  a  geography  ii^ 
pointed  his  childish  finger  at  Washing- 
ton and  then  smilingly  looked  at  his 
nurse.  Certainly  for  the  last  twerty 
years  he  has  hail  his  eyes  li.K>  d  in  tni; 
direction  of  the  nations  capital,  and 
for  the  past  twelve.  ye:irs  he  has  openly 
declared  himself  a  candidate  for  tiio 
first    vacant   seat    In    the   senate. 

Hia  political  preparation  for  the  of- 
fice began  just  thirty  years  ago,  whtii 
he  won  out  In  a  \vard  light  fur  a  seat 
in  the  city's  common  council.  P'roni 
there  he  entered  the  aldennanic  cliam- 
ber. 

Then  for  eight  yeara.  beginning  with 
ISJiO,  he  was  the  liead  of  the  city  gov- 
ernment here  and  as  mayor  introduced 
such  financial  reforms  that  HartfOid 
became  a  model.  It  was  only  a  shot  t 
step  from  the  city  hall  here  to  tiio 
capitol  on  the  hill  and  Mayor  Bulkel.y 
made  it  in  lSi»l».  thanks  to  the  legi:i- 
lature.  He  did  no*,  receive  the  ma- 
jority of  votes  required  in  Connecticut 
to  elect  a  governor,  but  as  the  leglo- 
lature  wa-s  Republican  it  gave  him  tnc 
office  and  he  took  his  seat  in  January 
of  that  year. 

Then  came  at  the  next  election  the 
deadlocked  assembly  which  carried 
Governor  Bulkeley  ever  another  term. 
It  was  during  this  session  that  he  won 
his  title  of  "Crowbar  Governor." 

Xone  of  the  candidates  for  governor 
had  a  majority  of  the  votes  and  the 
legislature  could  not  elect  because  the 
senate  was  Democratic  by  a  majority 
of  five,  while  the  Republicans  held  the 
house  by  fifteen.  In  the  deadlock 
that  resulted  Governor  Bulkeley  held 
over. 

The  comptroller.  Nicholas  Staub  of 
New  Milford  was  the  only  Dt-mocraLic 
state  official  in  power.  He  had  charge 
of  the  capitol  and  took  the  position 
that  Governor  Bulkeley  was  an  in- 
truder after  the  close  of  his  first  term 
and  had  no  official  rights  \vhat*>ever 
in   the    capitol. 

The  governor  was  In  the  habit  of 
walking  from  his  executive  chambe;:* 
into  the  senate  hall  when  he  felt  like 
it.  One  day  the  Democratic  senatois 
wanted  to  hold  a  secret  meeting  and  at 
their  request  Comptroller  Staub  locked 
the  governor  out  of  the  senate  cham- 
ber. Mr.  Bulkeley  pro^mptly  got  a 
crowbar  and  broke  his  way  in.  The 
next  week  all  the  Republican  legis- 
lators wore  miniature  crowbars  on  ta^ir 
watch  chains  as  souvenirs  of  the 
victory  and  the  name  that  has  siuck 
to  Senator  Bulkeley  ever  since  was 
conferred  on  him. 

Senator  Bulkeley  has  the  distinction 
of  being  the  only  governor,  so  far  as 
known  in  this  country,  who  paid 
out  of  his  own  pocket  all  the  statt  ex- 
penses during  his  two  years  in  ofiice. 
The  deadlock  in  the  legislature  pre- 
vented the  passage  of  any  appropri- 
ation bill  to  pay  running  expenses. 
When  the  qutstion  of  borrowltig  t;>e 
necessary  funds  came  up  Governor 
Bulkeley  came  forward  with  $4ao.OtMj, 
which  he  put  at  the  disposal  of  the 
state,  relying  on  the  next  general  as- 
sembly to  reimburse  him.  The  first  a^t 
of  the  legislature  of  1893  was  to  accept 
the  accounts  of  the  formei^  governor 
and    pay    him    without    question. 

When  the  question  came  up  of  an 
appropriation  for  Connecticut's  repre- 
sentation af  the  world's  fair  at  <'cl- 
cago.  Senator  Bulkeley  saw  that  the 
legislature  would  make  no  appropri- 
ation for  the  purpose  and  called  a 
meeting  of  manufacturers  and  others 
and  collected  by  private  subscription 
a  larger  fund  than  would  have  been 
asked  from   the  state  treasury. 

At  the  dedication  of  ihe  world's  fair 
in  October.  19o2.  Gov.  Bulkeley  refuse.! 
to  parade  until  he  was  allowed  to  be 
escorted  by  the  foot  guards  of  the 
state  whom  he  t'lok  with  him  for  the 
purpose.  There  was  a  wrangle  be- 
tween Connfcticnfs  representative  and 
those  in  charge  of  the  parade,  the  fat- 
ter urging  that  it  was  a  civic  affau- 
and  that  th-^  Nutmeg  state  was  the  only 
one  demanding  a  military  display. 

"The  foot  guards  are  as  much  my 
escort  as  my  staff,"  replied  Gov.  Bulk- 
eley. "Where  I  go  they  will  go.  I 
brought  them  here  for  that  purpose." 
And  they  went. 

Since  stepidng  down  from  the  capitol 
Senator  Bulkeley  has  been  the  adviser- 
in-chief  of  the  managers  of  the  Repub- 
lican party  in  (Connecticut,  always  with 
the  understanding  that  Washington 
was  still  on  the  map.  Whenever  the 
wheels  of  the  party  machine 
luberlcaiing  the  campaign 
have  always  relied  on  the 
ernor  to  furnish  the  oU, 

His  reputation  for  generosity  ha? 
made  him  a  chain  of  friends  that  ex- 
tends across  Connecticut.  His  popu 
larity  among  the  Grand  Army  men 
been  demonstrated  frequently  at 
tl  mal  encampments. 

His    pluck   and    per.severance    in 
pursuit  of  whatever  he  sets  out  to 
cumplish    not    only   landed    him    in 
United  States  senat 
him  a  wife,  accordi 
here.

to  substitute  the  more  vague  terms 
"former  governors"  and  "farmer  pub- 
lic examiners,"  after  which  the  report 
was  adopted,  and  it  was  to  he  present- 
ed today.

The  house  binding  twine  committee 
had  a  session  yesterday  afternoon  upon 
the  bill  by  H.  C.  Block  of  Stearns 
county,  providing  that  hereafter  bind- 
ing twine  made  at  the  state  prlsi'^n 
shall  be  sold  at  cost.  Mr.  Block  went 
up  against  a  hard  proposition  in  the 
shape  of  J.  F.  Jacobson.  of  the  board 
of  control,  the  formidable  "Jacobson  of 
Lac  Qui  Parle"  of  former  sessions  of 
the  legislature. 

Jacobson  was  firmly  opposed  to  the 
bill,  and  did  not  hesitate  to  say  .^t 
and  to  tell  Just  why  he  took  that  view 
of  it. 

The  bill  is  due  to  the  fact  that  the 
farmers  feel  a  proprietory  interest  in 
the  binding  twine  plant,  and  as  they 
think  they  pay  for  It  by  buying  the 
twine,  they  o»)ject  to  the  bill  setting 
aside  half  the  net  earnings  for  the  next 
two  years  to  go  toward  building  a  new 
state  prisoji.  So  they  had  the  Block 
bill  introduced  to  prevent  this  loss. 

Before  the  committee  Warden  Henry 
Wolfer,  of  the  Stillwater  penitentiary, 
told  about  other  prison  binding  twine 
factories  that  are  losing  miney,  and 
said  that  the  only  one  that  is  making 
money,  that  in  North  Dakota,  is 
charging  higher  prices  than  Minnesota 
charges.  He  said  that  the  Minnesota 
twine  is  selling  for  3  cents  below  what 
it  can  be  bought  for  on  the  open  mar- 
ket, and  at  that  th.;  prison  has  cleaned 
up  $530,000  in  fourteen  years.  This 
earning  is  a  revolving  fund,  kept  for 
the  capital  necessary  to  carry  on  the 
business. 

Block,  the  author  of  the  bill,  said  the 
farmers  objected  to  their  money  being 
used  to  build  a  prison  for  the  whole 
state,  especially  as  the  cities  and  not 
the  country  furnished   the  prisoners. 

Warden  Wolfer  said  the  binding 
twine  plant  was  class  legislation  pure 
and  simple,  from  the  start.  If  anybody 
reaped  any  substantial  benefit  from  it 
it  was  the  farmer.  , 

"We  can  figure  that  as  well  as  you. 
said  Mr.   Block.     "I  have  been  able  to 
buy  twine  as  cheap  on  the  market  as 
from  the  prison." 

"I  don't  want  to  contradict  the  gen- 
tleman," said  Mr.  Wolfer.  'but  I  know- 
that  prison  twine  has  never  been  with- 
in :.'  cents  of  outside'twine.  The  farm- 
ers are  a  large  part  of  the  population, 
but  there  are  others  that  have  rights." 

Mr  Jacobson  then  said  he  had  al- 
ways? worked  for  the  binding  twine 
plant  when  he  was  in  the  legislature, 
and  no  farmer  could  say  he  iiad  not 
worked  for  their  interests.  The  pass- 
age of  the  Block  bill,  however,  meant 
the  curtailment  of  the  binding  twine 
plant.  If  the  twine  was  sold  at  cost, 
and  there  were  no  profits  to  go  into  the 
revolving  fund,  the  plant  would  fall 
back,  or  else  the  farmers  would  have 
to  ask  the  state  to  appropriate  money 
for  their  particular  benefit. 

"And  let  me  tell  you  further,"  said 
Mr.  Jacobson.  "that  it  is  only  the  rich 
farmers  that  profit  by  It.  The  poorer 
farmers  and  renters  cannot  afford  to 
buy  large  quantities  and  buy  in  ad- 
vance so  there  is  no  state  twine  for 
them.'  and  they  have  to  pay  regular 
prices  to  the  dealers.  If  you  pass  this 
bill  vou  will  have  to  ask  the  state 
at  large  to  pay  $.'>00,000  for  the  benefit 
of  the  richer  farmers,  at  the  expense  of 
the  general  public,  including  the  smal- 
ler farmers." 

The  matter  went  over  until  a  week 
from  this  afternoon,  when  the  Block 
bill  will  be  acted  upon. 

Similar  bills  have  been  introduced  be- 
fore, and  the  custom  is  to  kill  them.

The  mcmber.<i  of  the  Duluth  delega-_^ 
tion  have  all  received  letters  from* 
Sheriff  Bates,  enclosing  copies  of  the 
proposed  bill  to  empower  tlie  county 
board  to  make  a  contract  with  him  to 
board  prisoners  at  10  cents  per  meal 
per  prisoner.  The  letter  states  that  the 
bill  is  simply  intended  to  cover  th? 
period  between  now  and  the  time  the 
new  code  goes  into  effect.  In  the 
amendments  that  County  Auditor  Hal- 
d.*n  and  Associate  County  Attorney 
<:'rosby  are  preparing,  says  Mr.  Bates, 
to  fix  the  new  code  so  it  will  be  satis- 
factory to  St.  Louis^  county,  there  is 
one  that  will  fix  the  boarding  of 
prisoners  in  that  county  also. 

The  bill  permits  the  county  board  to 
let  a  contract  to  the  lowest  bidder,  not 
to  exceed  a  rate  of  10  cents  per  meal 
per  pri-soner.  for  a  period  not  to  exceed 
one  year.  The  same  paragraph  pro- 
vides that  so  long  as  the  sheriff  uses 
the  residence  in  the  jail,  he  is  to  have 
the  duty  of  boarding  the  prisoners  at  10 
cents  per  meal.  The  bill  practically 
fixes  the  contract  between  the  county 
and  the  sheriff,  so  long  as  the  sheriff 
has  the  jail  residence,  or  until  the  law 
is  repealed. 

The  matter  will  be  taken  up  at  this 
afternoon's  meeting  of   the    delegation, 
and  so  will  the  other  matters  thatliave 
been  brought  before  the  delegation.

Washington,  Feb.  14.— When  Charles  E, 
Liltlefield,  representative  In  congress 
from  the  Second  district  of  Maine,  con- 
cluded his  argument  in  the  house  on  Jan. 
13  against  the  adoption  of  the  articles  of 
impeachment  against  Judge  Swayne  he 
had  spoken  four  hours  and  thirty-five 
minutes,  and  had  thereby  made  one  of  the 
longest  speeches  delivered  in  that  body  in 
many  years. 

It  was  intrerrupted  many  times,  by 
Bourke  Cockran,  by  Mr,  liamer  of  Flor- 
ida, by  Mr.  Palmer  of  Pennsylvania,  and 
of  course  by  that  automatic  interrupter  of 
all  house  debates,  Mr,  Giiines  of  Tennes- 
see, as  well  as  by  other  members.  In 
every  case  he  had  replied  to  the  ques- 
tion asked  with  clearness  anel  verbal 
cayenne  pepper,  also  with  argumentative 
horseradish  and  tabasco  sauce.  Mr.  Little- 
field  Is  a  lawyer,  trained  in  the  most  mer- 
ciless bar  association  of  all  New  England, 
and  his  answers  are  not  of  the  cushioned 
sort   that    turn    away    wrath. 

But  through  all  the  questioning  he  had 
kept  rushing  along  the  clear  stream  of  his 
lucid  argument.  He  talked  just  as  he 
would  talk  to  a  jury,  that  is  to  stij-.  he 
talked  in  a  conversational  way.  Every 
person  in  the  galleries  could  hear  e.-icii 
word  he  uttered,  so  powerful  wets  his 
ringing  voice. 

One  of  the  remarkable  things  about  his 
long  speech  was  the  rapidity  of  his  utter- 
ance. But  within  half  an  hour  after  he 
had  finished  the  official  reporters  de- 
livered to  him  the  typewritten  manuscript 
of  his  remarks,  and  he  read  it  In  time  to 
revise  and  have  it  printed  in  the  Record 
on  the  following  morning. 

The  printetl  report  shows  that  he  spoke 
an  average  of  192  words  a.  minute  for  the 
entire  four  hours  and  thirty-five  minutes. 
There  were  minutes  in  whicli,  when  he 
was  looking  for  (luolalions,  etc.,  his  speed 
dropped  considerably.  There  were  other 
minutes  in  which,  when  engaged  in  vocal 
tilting  matches  with  Mr.  Cockran  and  Mr. 
Palmer,  Ire  spoke  more  than  200  words  a 
minute. 

The  entire  piece  of  work  made  probably 
a  record  case  of  speed  in  speaking  and 
reporting  for  so  great  a  length  of  time. 
Few  reiiorti^rs  in  the  country,  besides  the 
higlily  specialized  house  corps,  which  ctjn- 
lains  some  of  the  best  stenographers  In 
the  world,  couid  have  made  a  clean  ver- 
batim report  of  this  speech. 

In  violent  contrast  with  the  work- 
manyike  manner  In  wliich  Mr. 
Liltlefield  was  reported  was  the 
butche^ry  to  which  Judge  Swayne 
was  subjecteel  when  he  appeared 
for  the  first  time  in  his  own  behalf  before 
the  sub-committee  of  the  judiciary  com- 
mittee of  the  house  which  investigated 
the  charges  made  against   him. 

There  are  about  six  grades  of  steno- 
graphic skill  among  those  wiio  make  their 
living  by  writing  shorthand.  The  lowest 
grade  is  made  up  of  .stenographers  to 
whom  one  has  to  dictate  in  measured 
tones  and  spell  all  the  hard  words. 

Even  among  stenographers  who  can 
honestly  keep  pace  with  a  speaker  with- 
out omitting  anything,  tiicre  is  great  dif- 
ference of  skill.  Some  stenographers  are 
able  to  take  verbatim  the  narratives  of 
witnesses  who  dcscrli»e  a  street  car  acii- 
dent,  but  fail  utterly  with  tiie-  medical 
experts  or  on  a  closely  reasoned,  abstruse 
legal  argument.  Several  of  the  house  re- 
porters, lil-re  Mr,  Small,  Mr.  Cochrane 
and  Mr.  Irland,  are  finely  educated  law- 
yers, and  the  last  named  has  had  large 
experience  in  active  newspaper  work. 

But  not  all  members  of  congress  appre- 
ciate the  difference  in  ste-nographic  at- 
tainments. And  it  is  a  curious  fact  that 
the  impeachment  of  Judge  Swayne  was 
postponed  nearly  a  year  because  his 
statement  before  the  house  committee 
was  horriblv  garbled  by  the  stenographer 
who  first  went  through  the  motions  of 
reporting  him. 

Years  ago  a  New  England  senitor  pro- 
cured the  creation,  throuch  a  deticiency 
bill,  of  a  small  plnre  on  the  hous-  corps 
of  emjiloves  for  a  colored  m.m  who  p  s ^d 
as  a  shorthand  writer.  Whedly  lacking  in 
reportinK  .=kill.  this  man  manased  to  kcp 
his  incompetence  out  of  public  notice. 
For  some  vears  he  was  an  a-si.siant  c'erk 
In  the  room  of  the  committee  on  the  ju- 
diciary. .  ,    ,        ... 

But  one  luckless  day  Judge  Swayne. 
the  most  important  witness  who  has  Ic^n 
examin' d  in  the  house  in  many  years, 
appeared  in  the  committee  rogm  ard  d'- 
sired  to  be  heard  in  his  own  vindication. 
The  regular  committee  repDrters  were  all 
busv;  and  the  guileless  gentlemen  who 
wculd  impeach  Judge  Swayne.  blievin^t 
that  their  coltired  clerk  would  do,  lurne] 
him  loose  to  make  th<^  record  of  what  the 
accused    judge    had    to   s:iy. 

AVhen  the  typewritten  report  was 
evolved  some  days  later  It  was  like  an 
Episcopal  congregation— it  did  Iho-e  things 
It  ought  not  to  have  done  an'l  hft  un- 
done those  things  it  ought  to  have  don-, 
and  there  was  no  sense  In  It.  Judge 
Swavne  had  gone  home.  It  was  near 
the  close  of  the  long  session  of  c  >ngre-s. 
and  the  case  simply  had  to  he  put  over 
until  this  winter  to  find  out  what  .fudge 
Swayne   rcallv  would  say   for  hims^-lf. 

Ncibodv  will  ever  know  what  he  said 
last  veaV.  because  the  stenogr.ipher  who 
tried  to  report  liim  couldn't  report.  Mr, 
Liltlefield  made  this  refere:ice  to  the  mat- 
ter in  his  argument  the  other  day.  He 
said:  .  ,  ^, 

"Next  let  me  call  the  attention  of  the 
house  to  the  charge  in  relation  to  non- 
residence,  and  here  I  wish  to  sty  tint 
the  record  does  not  disclose  all  the  evi- 
dence that  is  given  in  this  ca-e.  Judge 
Swavne  testified  before  this  sub-commit- 
tee, as  I  understand,  something  like  two 
hours,  and  his  testimony  would  includf 
something  like  nine  or  ten  thousand 
words.  T  am  stating  thi^  nrproximately 
onlv.  T  notice  that  this  record  publishes 
abo"ut  3..VKI  words.  Now.  in  that  tnnscrlpt 
there  is  onlv  aiiout  one-third  of  it.  a.^ 
I  understand,  printed.  I  do  not  know 
where  the  balance  is.

STATE  HAS 


NO  RIGHT 


To  Tax   the   Franchise 

of  a  Telegraph 

Company. 

St.  Paul,  Feb.  14.— (Special  to  The 
Herald.)— Judge  Bunn,  in  district  court 
lodya,  decided  that  the  state  of  Minne- 
sot.a  has  not  the  right  to  tax  the  fran- 
chise of  a  telegraph  company.  The  de- 
cision was  the  result  of  a  suit  brought 
by  the  state  against  the  Western 
LTnion  Telegraph  company  to  recover 
118,370,  wliich  the  state  claimed  as  a 
balance  due  on  the  unpaid  taxes  for  the 
years  1899  and  1900. 

Judge  Bunn  finds  in  his  conclusions 
that  the  state  may  have  judgment  for 
not  more  than  51,499.70  on  account  of 
the  taxes  for  the  year  1900. 

A  very  important  element  in  this 
litigation  was  the  right  of  the  state  to 
tax  the  franchise  of  the  telegraph  com- 
pany. 

The  court  holds  that  the  state  has 
no  such  right.  Telegraph  companies  in 
Minnesota  are  taxed  under  a  specific 
law  applying  to  telegraph  companies, 
and  in  that  law  there  is  found  no  pro- 
vision for  taxing  their  franchise.

Dating  everything  from  the  Civil  war. 
whR-h  he  apparently  thinks  took  place 
•but  a  short  lime  ago,  James  Quirk,  a 
man  74  years  of  age,  was  arrested  yes- 
terday by  the  police  for  begging  on  the 
streets  and  arraigned  before  Judge 
Windom  In  the  muniiipal  court  this 
morning.

"Could  you  go  to  Plattsville  all  right 
if  we  sent  you  down  there?"  asked  the 
court. 

"Oh.  yes.  I've  been  back  and  fortti 
between  there  and  Duluth." 

"How  long  since  you  were  there  last 
time?" 

"1  was  down  there  after  the  Civil 
war."  said  the  prisoner. 

It  developed  that  the  old  man  had  not 
heard  from  his  brothers  directly  since 
the  Civil  war.  but  knew  that  they  were 
still  living  from  word  which  had  been 
brought  him  by  friends  who  had  seen 
them.  He  cannot  read  or  write,  and 
communication  by  letter  is  therefore 
impo.ssibie.  He  stated  that  he  had  lived 
in  Mlnne.sota  and  Upper  Michigan  for 
thirty-four  year.s.  during  most  of  which 
time  he  has  been  employed  as  a  miner. 
He  has  no  relatives  in  Duluth  or  the 
vicinity,  his  wife  liaving  died  several 
years  ago. 

Judge  Windom  gave  him  a  suspended 

sentence    on    the   begging   charge,    and, 

telephoning  to     the     Bethel,   made     ar- 

I  rangements    for    his    food    and    lodging 

for  a  week. 

In  the  meantime  an  attempt  will  be 
made  to  procure  transportation  to 
Plattsvllip  for  the  old  man.  His  broth- 
ers are  said  to  be  In  good  circumstan- 
ces there  and  he  will  be  assured  of  a 
comfortable  home  for  the  remainder  of 
his  life  If  he  reaches  there.

T.  P.'a  Weekly:  One  of  the  little  re- 
marks whicli  caught  my  eye  in  tiie  many 
miles  of  copy  written  after  the  surrender 
of  Port  Arthur  was  a  statement  that  there 
were  no  fewer  than  S.fWO  Poles  among  the 
garrison  there;  and  It  was  added  that  the 
men  had  not  proved  very  satisfactory 
fighters.  I  could  "well  believe  that,  con- 
sidering how  their  country  Is  treated.  But 
here  Is  another  and  even  ghastlier  expla- 
nation txith  of  the  presence  of  the  Poles 
In  Port  Arthur  and  of  their  attitude  dur- 
ing the  siege.  Our  ('onservatlve  sp«^aker 
tells  us  that  Plehve  wanted  to  get  rid  of 
his  political  opponents. 

The  first  men  who  were  sent  to  Asia 
were  the  Poles,  the  Jews  and  the  Ar- 
menians. Among  th«  troops  the  Poles 
were  five  times  as  largely  represented 
and  the  Jews  even  more  so  than  they 
should  have  been,  according  lo  their  cen- 
sus number.  And  you  must  search  to  dis- 
cover a  Christian  among  the  reserve  sur- 
geons. Why  Is  this  th*  case?  To  get  rid 
of  the  most  Important  elements  of  the 
inalcontentB  for  years,  or  pcrliapg  forever.

Record   of    Causes   as 

Sliown  By  Vital 

Statistics. 


Number  In  County  148 
Agajnst  160  tlie  Pre- 
vious Year. 


Deputy  Clerk  of  Court  Hamilton  is  just 
now  engaged  in  getting  ready  the  annual 
report  of  vital  statistics  in  the  county  for 
1904,  and  that  part  x-eferrlng  to  unnatural 
deaths  has  been  completed.  It  shows  that 
148  people  liave  been  killed  accidentally, 
committed  suicide  or  died  from  alcoholism 
during  the  past  year.  The  year  previous 
ItJO  met  accidental  deaths.  Of  148  In  19<)4, 
sixty-six  of  the  accidents  occurred  in  Du- 
luth.    It  is  noteworthy  in  this  connection 

that  while  twenty-one  people  died  from 
alcoholism  on  the  rangres,  that  none  died 
of  tills  cause  in  this  city. 

There  were  eleven  suicides  in  the  county 
during  the  year,  six  being  in  the  city  and 
five  outside.  Nineteen  people  were  drown- 
ed in  Duluth  and  two  outside  of  Duluth. 
Duluth  had  three  deaths  by  railroad  ac- 
cidents, and  outside  of  the  city  there  were 
twenty-tliree  deaths  in  railroad  and  min- 
ing accidents. 

The  cau.se  of  deaths  in  Duluth  are  listed 
as  follows:  Accidents.  Ifi;  accidental 
shooting,  4;  accidental  drowning.  19;  acci- 
dental drowning,  clteking,  1;  street  rail- 
way accident,  1;  railway  accidents,  3;  run 
over  by  wagon  1;  electrocution,  1;  expos- 
ure, 8;  loss  of  blood,  tongue  cut  by  teeth, 
1;  suicide  by  carbolic  add  route,  2;  suicide 
by  cutting  throat,  1;  suicide  by  hanging, 
1;  suicide  by  shooting,  2;  Injured  head  by 
fall.  5.

HEALTH  FIRST. 


Welfare  of  a  Nation  Depends 
Upon  Its  Cooks. 

To  have  a  healthy  mind  there  must 
be  first  a  healthy  body.  Small  success 
would  attend  any  farmer  who  gave  all 
his  attention  to  buying  the  best  and 
most  costlj^  seeds  without  regard  to  the 
soil  in  which  they  were  to  be  sown. 
The  farmer  knows  only  too  well  that 
the  soil  must  be  the  first  consideration, 
and  cannot  afford  to  neglect  giving  it 
the  necessarj'  ploughing,  manuring 
and  possibly  steam  cultivating,  if  good 
crops  are  to  reward  his  labor,  for  he 
knows  that  unprepared  land  cannot 
grow  good  crops.  And  the  best  results 
of  any  educational  system  cannot  be 
seen,  writes  Marj^  A.  Davies  in  the 
Contemporary  Review,  until  we  have 
healthy  children  to  educate,  with 
brains  capable  of  receiving  and  re- 
taining the  instruction  given  to  them. 

Undoubtedly  the  first  thing  to  be 
taught  In  any  school  is  the  science  of 
health,  the  value  of  healthy  homes,  of 
pure  air  and  water,  proper  clothing, 
physical  exercise,  and.  above  all.  what 
foods  are  necessary  for  a  healthy  ex- 
istence, and  the  right  means  of  cook- 
ing them. 

Now,  if  the  health  of  the  children  is 
lo  be  the  first  consideration,  the  teach- 
ing of  cookery  must  be  of  more  im- 
portance than  that  of  the  three  R's, 
for  the  reason  that  it  has  to  do  direct- 
ly with  the  preservation  of  health,  the 
comfort  of  home  life  and  the  preven- 
tion of  that  curse  of  civilization, 
drunkenness. 

The  man  whose  wife  can  prepare  him 
savory  and  wholesome  meals  is  less 
Ikely  to  spend  his  time  and  money  in 
a  public  house  than  he  whose  wife's 
culinary  efforts  result  In  nothing  bet- 
ter than  a  bit  of  meat  fried  to  leather 
in  a  frying-pan  and  potatoes  with 
bones  in  their  middles."  A  poor 
woman  who  has  an  elementary,  but 
sound  knowledge  of  the  properties  of 
different  foods,  and  knows  how  best 
to  prepare  them,  is  less  likely  to  have 
rickety  and  anaemic  children  than 
her  more  prosperous  neighbors,  if 
they  have  not  this  useful  knowledge 

"The  fate  of  nations,"  says  Brillat- 
Savarin.  "depends  on  how  they  are 
fed." 

The  teaching  of  cookery  should  not 
be  confined  to  the  elementary  schools; 
it  ought  to  form  part  of  every  girFs  ed- 
ucation. If  It  Is  not  necessary  for  her 
actually  to  cook  her  own  food,  if  she 
marries,  and  often  If  she  does  not.  she 
win  have  to  direct  her  servants,  to 
point  out  their  mstakes  and  show 
them  how  to  correct  them.  There  Is  a 
great  outcry  about  the  Incompetency 
of  cooks  and  other  servants,  but  few 
seem  to  realize  that  the  position  is 
caused  by  incompetent  mistres-ses.  But 
unfortunately  the  education  of  the 
average  girl  is  not  as  a  rule  conducted 
with  any  view  to  her  future  duties. 
During  her  school  life  her  time  is  oc- 
cupied by  her  studies,  and  frequently 
In  cramming  for  examinations,  any 
leisure  being  generally  devoted  to 
hockey  or  other  games.  When  she 
leaves  school  she  is  brought  out  and 
her  life  for  some  time  Is  a  round  of 
amusements. 

"She  win  only  be  young  once,"  say 
her  indulgent  parents.  Then  she  mar- 
ries and  finds  herself  at  the  head  of  a 
household,  not  understanding  a  single 
detail  of  its  management     At  what  a 


cost  does  she  gain  her  experience,  and 
at  what  a  cost  to  her  husband! 

I  once  heard  two  brides  of  a  twelve- 
month discussing  their  domestic  er- 
perience.s.  They  seemed  to  have  lived  in 
a  state  of  chronic  muddle  from  the  time 
they  returned  from  their  honeymoons; 
and  one  could  only  hope  that  their 
husbands  w<'re  men  of  saint-like  pa- 
tience when  one  heard  of  the  un- 
punctual  breakfa.sts,  cold  coffee,  un- 
eatable dinners,   etc. 

One  said  she  had  had  nine  cooks  in 

the  year.  What  wonder  if  the  hus- 
bands of  such  women  find  marriage 
somewhat    of   a   'handicap I" 

"How  often  does  one  see  a  so-callert 

highly  educated  girl  sink  into  a  fret- 
ful and  peevish  woman,  with  no  time 
for  continuing  any  studies,  no  time  to 
give  to  music,  art.  or  even  ordinary 
reading,  because  her  time  is  spent  in 
combating  diflficulties  created  by  her 
ignorance  of  all  that  pertains  to  the 
management  of  a  home! 

On  the  other  hand,  a  mistress  who 
understands  thoroughly  the  manage- 
ment of  a  home,  by  wisely  training  her 
j  servants,  by  teaching  them  what  they 
do  not  know  and  have  had  no  oppor- 
tunity of  learning  about  the  laws  of 
health,  must  be  indirectly  a  blessing  to 
many  homes.  Many  of  the  wives  of 
workingmen  have  been  ser\-ants.  and 
what  they  learn  in  their  situations  and 
the  habits  they  acquire  there  they  taka 
for  good  or  evil  Into  their  own  homes.

Raisinger  was  not  offi- 
cially pronounced  dead  until  ten  min- 
utes later.  When  the  rope  separated, 
Con.stable  Tuiny  and  others  quickly 
caught  the  cord  and  lifted  the  body 
clear  of  the  ground,  but  a  quick  exami- 
nation by  Dr.  .^tites  revealed  the  fact 
that  the  neck  was  broken  and  it  was 
therefore  not  necessary  to  raise  the 
body  again  to  the  scaffold.

John  Ranta  and  Mrs.  Kate  Makl, 
connected  with  the  Finnish  bath  house 
at  Hlbbmg.  were  the  first  witnesses  for 
the  'defense.  They  testified  to  having 
seen  Miss  McCutcheon  and  an  un- 
known young  man  at  the  bath  house  on 
several  occasions,  and  said  the  two  had 
entered  the  dressing  room  together  on 
each  occasion  and  that  they  had  left  at 
the  .same  time. 

Before  calling  any  witnesses.  Attor- 
ney Baldwin  made  a  brief  statement  to 
the  jury  of  what  the  defense  would 
attempt  to  prove  relative  to  the  case. 
He  reviewed  the  statements  made  by 
Mr.  Powers  on  the  witness  stand,  yes- 
terday afternoon,  denying  that  he  had 
ever  had  anv  relations  of  any  nature 
whatever  with  the  girl,  that  the  letters 
produced  in  court  as  having  been  writ- 
ten by  him  were  not  his.  that  lie  had 
never  been  out  riding  with  Miss  Mc- 
Cv.tcheon.  and  that  he  had  never  had 
imroper  relations  with  her. 

Summing  up  the  statement.  Mr. 
Baldwin  said  it  would  be  proved  that 
A.  H.  Powers  did  not  meet  Mi.ss  Flos- 
sie McCutcheon  at  the  Merchants  ho- 
tel In  Duluth  a«i  alleged  in  the  com- 
plaint and  by  the  girl  on  the  witness 
stand;  that  he  was  in  Hlbbing  on  both 
Oct.  30  and  31,  litO.'i.  when  the  alleged 
ruination  of  the  girl  is  claimed  to  have 
been  accomplished  in  Dulutli,  Oct.  31; 
that  is  was  not  raining  on  Friday.  Oct. 
31.  l'J03.  according  to  records  at  the 
weather  bureau  in  Duiuth,  and  that  It 
was  raining  in  Duluth  on  the  preced- 
ing day.  Thursday,  so  that  if  Miss  Mc- 
Cutcheon got  her  feet  wet  by  walking 
along  the  .street  during  a  rain  about 
that  time.  It  must  have  been  on 
Thursday,  Oct.  3">:  that  Powers  was 
not  in  Duluth  with  Miss  McCutcheon 
on  Dec.  26  or  2  7.  1903.  when  It  is 
claimed  he  went  from  here  to  Supe- 
rior with  her  to  see  a  doctor,  and  that 
he  didn't  g©  \n  Superior  in  January, 
1904.  as  all^geiV 

Mr.  Baldf^ih  '  said  the.se  were  the 
three  dates  the  prosecution  had  at- 
tempted to  prove  with  any  degree  of 
certainty,  aixl  gtated  that  the  where- 
abouts of  Mr.  p.jAvers  on  those  days 
would  be  provep  conclusively,  and  that 
such  proof  would  show  that  he  was

"Can  you  understand  what  that  attor- 
ney is  saving  to  you.  without  lielp  from 
Mr.    Christopher?"    asked    the    court. 

The  witness  appeared  to  understand  tiie 
judge's  question  all  rieht,  and  said  he 
could  understand  some  English,  but  not 
much.  Afterwards  ho  answered  a  few 
ingestions  without  the  Hsslstance  of  Mr.

EXPLAINS 

Morp 

Aid.  McEwcn  Discusses 
Bill  Regarding  Muni- 
cipal Lighting  Bonds. 

Says  It  Is  to  Prevent  Elec- 
tric Company  Having 
Monopoly. 


"It  does  not  follow  that  because  we 
want  the  power  to  issue  bonds  for  a 
municipal  lighting  plant,  that  the 
bonded  indebtedness  of  the  city  is  to  be 
increased,"  said  Alderman  McEvvcn  to- 
day in  explaining  the  resolution  of  the 
council  last  Monday  evening  which 
urged  the  Duluth  representatives  to 
push  the  bill  giving  cities  with  a  popu- 
lation of  over  50,000  the  right  to  issue 
bonds  to  erect  a  municipal  ekclric 
lighting  plant. 

"The  situation  in  a  nutshell  is  this: 
Next  August  our  contract  for  street 
lighting  with  the  General  Ekclric 
company  expires.  At  present  we  are 
paying  $55  a  year  for  the  street  lighLs, 
which  is  a  very  reasonable  figure  co.n- 
pared  with  that  paid  by  other  citks. 
But  the  city  has  already  issued  bonds 
up  to  the  full  amount  allowed  by  the 
law.  Therefore  ujdess  it  has  poAer 
to  Issue  special  bonds  for  an  electric 
plant,  it  will  be  at  the  mercy  of  the 
electric  company  when  the  time  co.nes 
to  renew  the  contract  next  August. 
The  company  will  have  the  right  to 
fix  the  price  at  any  figure  it  chooses, 
having  a  complete  monopoly  asiue 
from  the  competition  furnished  by  the 
eas. 

"When    the    old    contract    was    made 
with  the  electric  company  the  city  had 
the  power   to  issue  bonds  for  an  elec- 
tric plant  and  this  was  used  as  a  lever 
j  to   force   the   company   to   quote   a   low 
'  price.       But  since  then  we  have  issued 
I  more   Vjonds    until    we    no   longer   have 
the  povvor. 

•All  we  want  from  the  legislature  Is 
the  right  to  issue  special  bonds  for  the 
purchase  or  erection  of  a  municlt>al 
lighting  plant.  Whether  or  not  toe 
power  will  ever  have  to  be  used  re- 
mains to  be  seen,  and  the  people  wdl 
have  the  right  to  vote  on  the  question 
when  it  comes  up.  But  that  power 
will  be  a  great  aid  to  the  city  in  mak- 
ing a  new  contract  for  the  street 
lighting. 

"Even  If  we  did  have  to  use  the 
power  given  us.  it  would  not  increas3 
the  taxes,  as  the  lighting  plant  would 
pay  its  own  interest  as  the  water  plant 
is  "doing,  although,  of  course,  the  city 
would  have   to  back  up   the  bonds. 

"I  do  not  say  that  the  electric  com- 
pany will  be  unreasonable  in  its  de- 
mand.''. It  has  treated  the  city  fairly 
and  will  probably  do  so  again,  but  it  is 
simply  a  business  proposition  to  use 
every  means  in  our  power  to  compel 
the  company  to  give  us  fair  treatment 
should  a  determined  attitude 
necessary."

Reaches  Washington  and 

Will  Be  Transmitted 

to  the  Senate. 

Washington,  Feb.  15.— The  protocol 
or  treaty  between  the  United  States 
and  San  Domingo,  drawn  up  by  Min- 
ister Dawson  and  Mr.  Sanchez,  the 
foreign  minister  for  President  Morale's 
government,  reached  Washington  to- 
day, and  was  taken  by  Secretary  Hay 
to  the  White  House.  It  was  nece.s.sary 
to  read  the  document  carefully  to 
make  sure  that  it  agreed  precisely  with 
the  outline  of  its  provisions,  received 
by  cable,  and  with  the  amendatory  in- 
sti-uctioris  of  the  department  of  state. 
So  the  president  and  Secretary  Hay 
went  over  the  treaty  very  carefully 
and  found  that  it  was  in  good  shape 
for  immediate  transmittal  to  the  sen- 
ate. Briefly  stated,  it  provides  that  the 
United  States  shall  collect  the  customs 
revenues  of  San  Domingo  and  turn 
over  to  President  Morales'  government 
a  specified  percentage  necessary  to 
meet  the  expense  of  administration, 
and  disburse  the  remainder  among 
foreign  claimants.  The  United  States 
undertakes  to  respect  the  Integrity  of 
"San  Domingo,  and  the  protocol  or 
treaty  must  be  approved  by  the  United 
.States   and    the   Dominican   congress. 

In  anticipation  of  the  arrival  of  this 
convention  a  letter  has  been  prepared, 
at  the  president's  direction,  to  accom- 
pany the  document,  which  goes  to  the 
•senate.  This  is  something  more  than 
a  letter  of  transmittal,  but  it  does  not 
undertake  to  discuss   broadlj'  the  con- 


stitutional questions  involved  in  the 
conflicting  claipis  of  the  executive  and 
the  senate  as  to  treaty  making  powers 
which  have  grown  out  of  the  treatment 
of  the  arbitration  treaties. 

It  is  devoted  entirely  to  a  statement 
of  reasons  which  led  the  president  to 
enter  into  negotiations  with  the  gov- 
ernment of  San  Domingo,  as  a  basis 
for  the  proposed  treaty.  The  history 
of  the  United  State's  attempts  hereto- 
fore to  secure  an  agreement  are  set  out, 
and  particular  stress  is  laid  on  the 
status  of  foreign  claims,  the  conn'-ction 
of  whicn  might  cause  a  clash  with  the 
government.  Final  details  are  de- 
scribed and  tlie  reasons  for  thorn  told.

All  of  the  other  se- 
curities are  somewhere  hidden  by  the 
ma.ster  mind  of  the  band  of  e.\i)crt 
bank  robbers,  who  made  the  greatest 
clean-up  in  the  aimals  of  crimen  of 
this    character.

Byrnes,    a   former    inspector    of   police. 

He.    as    does     no    other     living     man, 

knows    the   facts  connected   with  it   to

"Will  more  of  the  bonds  come  to 
light'?"  he  rei>eated,  in  answer  to  a 
question.  "I  believe  they  will.  in 
every  large  city  there  are  many  fakers 
who  are  boi'dering  on  the  grave  or  a 
jail.  Through  them  from  time  to  time 
efforts  will  be  made  to  float  the  bonus 
by  using  them  as  collateral  for  loans. 
When  and  where  they  will  be  brought 
to  light  no  man  can  say.  The  one  man 
w  ho.  I  am  pertain,  has  guarded  them 
all  these  y^ut^.  knows  that  they  aie 
more  dang;^-ou$  to  handle  than  the 
most  delicate  expl'jsive.  It  is  most 
Improbble  t)tat  his  hand  will  ever  be 
shown;  he  knows  too  well  the  risk  in- 
volved in  bringing  them  from  their 
hiding  place.  When  at  rare  intervals 
they  appear  it  will  be  in  the  ha:ids 
of  a  man  who  is  not  deceived  as  to 
the  character  of  the  paper,  but  who  is 
ab.solutely  Ignorant  of  the  source  of  the 
securities  which  it  is  to  his  immense 
advantage  lo  di.spose  of." 

Inspector  Brynes  for  the  first  time 
told  m  detail  the  story  of  the  rob- 
bery, the  magnitude  of  which  shocked 
the  entire  world. 

"No  storj'  in  the  'Arabian  Nights'  is 
one-half,  so  wonderful  ud  this  great 
bank   robbery,"    he   .said. 

"It  was  back  In  1S7S,  but  all  of  the 
facts  to  the  last  detail  are  as  fresn 
in  my  memory  as  If  they  had  occurred 
but  yesterday.  When  the  news  of  the 
robbery  of  more  than  two  and  one- 
half  millions  of  money  and  securities 
from  the  Manhattan  bank  was  a;.- 
nounced  in  the  papers  one  Monday 
morning,  the  whole  llnancial  world,  as 
well  as  this  comnmnity,  received  a  tre- 
mendous  shock. 

•Owned  and  controlled  by  the  Schell 
family,  the  bank  was  one  of  the  oldcjt 
and  strongest  institutions  for  banking 
In    this   country. 

"We  shadowed  hundreds  of  3U3pi- 
cious  characters  in  vain  until  one 
night  we  had  a  stroke  of  good  fortune. 
A  few  doors  above  Bleecker  street,  in 
Broadway,  a  man  named  Grady  kept 
a  place  under  suspicious  circumstances. 
We  knew  that  he  was  a  go-between 
for  thieves,  and  for  many  other  'j' bs.' 
He  was  well  known  to  us.  Well  no. 
among  others,  was  shadowed,  and  oiie 
night  the  detective  who  had  him  under 
surveillance  saw  him  meet  Patrick 
.•^hevlln. 

•Finally  we  came  to  know  Shevlin 
pretty  well,  and  at  last  .stumbled  on 
the  fact  that  he  had  been  empli^ytJ 
as  a  sort  of  extra  night  watchman  at 
the  bank,  taking  the  place  of  the  regu- 
lar man  on  special  occasions.  He  had 
been  worked  on  for  months  by  the 
members  of  th*  band.  They  had  pli-.d 
him  with  drinks,  and  by  Inllamlng  his 
imagination  and  arousing  his  cupidity 
by  their  ta\es  of  the  fabulcrus  weaitli 
he  could  have  If  he  aided  them,  the> 
finally  induced  him  to  ]oin  them.  It 
was  through  hlai  that  they  gained  en- 
trance to  the  bank,  and  after  that  the 
rest  of  their  work  was  comparaliv,:ly 
easy. 

Shevlln,  we  found,  after  weeks,  and 
I  may  say  momhs  of  careful  investi- 
gation and  of  tollowing  him  night  and 
day.  was  connecting  at  intervals  with 
one  of  the  men  wo  suspected,  and 
seemed  to  be  on  familiar  terms  with 
several  of  the  men  we  were  confident 
were  in  on   the   'job.' 

"I  finally  det^M•mined  to  arrest  him 
and  take  the  forlorn  hope  of  trying 
to  get  him  by  some  device  to  talk. 
When  he  was  brought  to  headquarters 
he  looked  like  a  bum.  and  was  as 
dirty  a  devil  as  I  have  ever  had  to  deal 

"For  five  days  he  remained  opdurate. 
On  the  sixth  day  I  went  at  him  again. 
I  thought  he  probably  had  got  the 
worst  of  it  when  th"  plunder  wa.«  di- 
vided, and  took  a  chance  along  that 
line.  After  I  had  talked  with  him  f-n- 
a  long  time  trying  to  gain  his  confi- 
dence.   I   plumped  thi.s   at   him: 

••  'Shevlln  don't  vou  know  that  they 
made  a  sucker  of  you?  Now  you  know- 
that  you  didn't  get  more  than  $20,000 
or  $30,0(0  out  of  the  haul,  while  they 
have  hundreds  of  thousands.' 

•It  was  a  most  dramatic  moment  for 
me  when  he  blurted  out.  'So  help  me, 
Inspector,    I  got  only  $400!' 

•Then  the  fellow  broke  down  and 
told  m-  the  whole  story  of  how  thev 
had  worked  on  him  by  slow  degrees, 
and  finally  had  brought  him  around  to 
join  In  their  scheme.  He  gave  me  the 
whole  story  of  how  he  let  them  into 
the  bank,  and  how  they  bound  and 
gagged  the  regular  night  watchman, 
and  then  proceeded  to  crack  the  great 
vault  at  their  leisure.  On  the  strength 
of  Shevlin's  exWence  we  arrested 
Kelly.  He  was  tried  before  Judge 
i'harles -Daniels,  and  on  omviction  was 
sentenced   to  ten   yens'   imprisonment. 

-Alarmed  by  this  turn  of  events 
in  our  favor  the  others  had  fled,  and 
were  scattered  In  all  parts  of  the  couri- 
try  I  followed  them  as  best  I  coutd. 
but  the  ca.se  remained  dormant  so  far 
as  actual  results  were  concerned  un'al 
Jack  Cannon,  a  thief  close  to  the  ban  i 
that  robbed  the  bank,  but  not  con- 
cerned In  the  actual  burglary,  tried  to 
regotiate  bonds  for  $20,000  in  Phila- 
delphia. The  altemtion  of  the  payee 
was  discovered  just  as  It  was  m  the 
rase  of  the  bond  offered  as  collateral 
here  the  other  day,  and  we  were  no- 

-Edward  ^chell.  the  president  of  the 
bank;  Walter  Hut  chins,  hi.s  cousin,  and 
I  went  to  Philadelphia  and  made  the 
rase  against  Cannon.  He.  too,  was  con- 
victed and  was  given  a  fifteen-year 
sentence.  Th^t  iv^as  the  only  instance 
when  a  bond  was  offered  for  .sale,  a-s 
far  as  I  know,  until  the  attempted  deal 
of  a  few  days  ago. 

'•Then  came  another  lull,  until  after 
a  while  Coakley  and  E:merson  were  ar- 
rested in  Ph»*adelphia.  We  went  over 
after  them  and.  strangely  enoucU.   we

'"How  did  the  robbers  expect  to  re- 
alize on  the  enormous  amount  of  se- 
curities they  took,  when  it  has  been 
slown  to  be  practically  impossible  to 
dispose  of  them?"  was  a^ked  the  in- 
spector.

Schells,  however,  were  not  made  of 
that  sort  of  stuff.  They  determined 
to  tight.  Mr.  Schell,  with  Mr.  Hutchins, 
who  was  a  prominent  Republican 
leader  at  that  time,  while  the  president 
of  the  bank  was  himself  a  powe'-  in

not  a  tremendous  loser.  It  opened 
doors  again,  with  the  promise  to 
everything  possible  to  trace  the  can- 
celed securities  and  get  them  out  of 
circulation,  but  nothing  ever  came  of 
the  search  for  them.  They  ;ire  abso- 
lutely worthless  today,  as  they  have 
been  ever  since  they  were  duplicated, 
and  the  only  hope  of  turning  them  into 
mcncy  is  by  making  alterations  in 
them,  with  the  greatest  skill,  and  from 
time  to  time  placing  them  as  coUateraJ 
security  for  loans.  How  far  such  a 
plan  as  this  will  be  successful  the  fut- 
ure alone  can  tell."

In  the  death  of  D.  A.  Duncan,  Duluth  loses  one  of  its 
!»est  and  most  substantial  citizens,  a  man  of  kindly  heart, 
sympathetic  nature  and  large  ability.  Mr.  Duncan  was 
)ne  of  few  men  who  are  able  to  retain  democratic  mau- 
lers after  tasting  the  pleasures  of  wealth  and  power.  He 
las  done  much  to  assist  in  the  upbuilding  of  Duluth, 
uid  one  great  monument  to  his  credit  will  be  the  final 
mprovemcnt  of  the  St.  Louis  river  water  power,  which 
le  did  so  much  to  promote  in  the  face  of  many  dithcul- 
ies. 

Many  of  the  older  settlers  of  Duluth  are  rapidly  near- 
ng  the  great  divide  which  separates  this  world  from 
•ternity.  and  others  have  already  passed  to  the  great  be- 
,ond.  Many  of  them  are  greatly  beloved  by  the  citizens, 
)ut  none  will  be  remembered  more  kindly  when  they  are 
.{one  than  D.  .\.  Duncan. 
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THAT  PROPOSED  INVESTIGATION. 

Chairman  Dowlmg  of  the  house  committee  on  expen- 
ditures and  accounts  wants  authority  from  the  legis-

In  making  comment  The 
Herald  at  that*  time  said  that  while  investigation  and 
jfficial  exposure  of  Mr,  Dunn's  record  was  important 
and  proper,  if  justified  by  the  facts,  it  was  of  more  im- 
portance to  the  people  of  Minnesota  to  know  if  the 
*ame  lax  methods  and  questionable  practices  were  still 
being  cont'iiuted. 

In  his  final  report  Examiner  Johnson  asserts  that 
Auditor  Iverson  was  equally  guilty  with  Dunn.  It  is 
but  proper,  therefore,  that  a  full  and  fair  investigation 
should  be  made  so  that  the  people  may  know  the  exacJ 
facts  and  all  of  them.  Representative  Dowhng  promises 
that  if  his  committee  is  given-  authority  there  will  be 
no  whitewash.  The  legislature  should  assure  itself  iliat 
such  will  be  the  outcome.  Mr.  Dowling's  effort  to  have 
the  legislature  censure  former  governors  and  f>rmer 
examiners  for  failure  to  report  these  delrelictions  and

Ail 
througli  the  West  there  are  a  number  of 
towns  which  are  excellent  one-niglil 
stands  fi>r  a  company  that  is  making  big 
Jumps,  but  their  idea"  of  a  good  orchestra 
is  simply  awful.  The  trouble  with  those 
places  is  that  they  have  not  enough  do- 
ing to  malntnin  a  steady  orchestra,  and 
the  players  are  usually  men  who  are  en- 
gaged In  oilier  vocations  ar.d  who  are 
picked  up  now  and  then  to  make  up  an 
orchestra  when  a  traveling  op<:ra  com- 
pany comes  along.

I  havi-  known  In- 
stances where,  after  going  through  a  re- 
hearsal In  the  afternoon,  1  have  told  the 
boys  to  simply  go  ahead  that  evening  and 
hit  all  the  nole.s  they  could  while  I  dlu 
the  strenuous  act,  and  compelled  the 
piano  to  fill  up  all  the  gaps.  To  a  real 
music  lover  tlie  effect  irust  have  been 
far  from  pleasing,  but  tho  patrons  in 
those  localities  have  become  so  used  to 
their  home  orchestra  that  they  •  tliought 
they  were  getting  something  pretty  good, 
anyway  they  did  not  seem  to  be  in  a 
criticising  mood.

SOME  ADVICE  TO  TEACHERS 

Dr.  W.  N.  Hailman,  professor  of  peda- 
gogy at  the  Chicago  Normal  school,  de- 
livered a  lecture  before  the  teachers  of 
the  St  Paul  high  scliools  on  Saturday. 
whi-^h  contains  some  excellent  thoughts. 
Among   other   things    the   professor   said: 

"You  all  have  lots  of  common  .senae, 
but  you  allow  It  to  be  submerged  by 
prejudice,  authority,  antiquated  fads,  an-i 
system.  Education  Is  to  help  the  chi  d 
to  grow  toward  efficiency,  and  siiouW 
make  him  physically  sound  and  mentally 
alert.  Instead  of  stuiting  him  wiln  the 
three  'R's.'  rwu^t 

"It  is  not  what  a  man  knows,  but  what 
he  l.s.  that  counts.  We  should  study 
reading,  writing  and  antlimetic  not  tor 
their  own  sake,  but  as  tools  to  a  pur- 
pose. In  promoting  a  child  from  one 
CTade  to  another  we  do  not  ask  in  which 
irade  his  cheerfulness  and  courape  will 
be  be.-;t  developed,  but  how  much  he 
knows  of  aritmetic.  The  system  holds 
a  child  in  the  same  grade  for  years,  when 
he  would  develop  better  in  another  grade. 

"When  w<-  hire  a  teacher  we  do  not 
;isk  them  if  they  love  the  children  and 
are  able  to  sympathize  with  them,  but 
if  they  ciin  answer  certain  questions. 
And  when  we  promote  to  higher  posi- 
tions and  salaries  we  do  not  ask  how 
well  they  have  succeeded,  but  how  many 
school  journals  they  have  read.  In  our 
courses  we  should  recognize  the  unity  be- 
tween  he^rt,  head  and  hand. 

•The  wiseacre  who  fashions  the  course.* 
does  not  often  know  the  children,  nor 
does  he  care,  but  he  gets  a  general  aver- 
age from  hearsy.  They  should  give  re- 
gard to  the  diff'irent  budding  essentials 
of  soul  of  the  two  sexes.  The  schools  de- 
velop neither  manhood  nor  womanhood, 
but  make  a  .sort  of  mixture  of  the  two. 

•We  often  create  false  ideals  in  the 
children.  The  child  will  model  after 
those  who  are  successful,  and  if  we  tell 
the  story  of  the  raven  and  the  fox.  the 
child  will  emulate  the  example  of  the 
siv  fox.  We  need  more  social  teaching. 
When  we  put  fifty  children  just  alike  in 
one  room  and  separate  them  from  all 
others  we  are  not  training  them  for  the 
conditions  which  they  will  find  m  life. 

"The  child  learns  more  from  lire  than 
from  books,  and  as  a  rule  the  text  book 
Is  in  the  way  of  true  development. 
-Teaching  by  having  manual  training  in 
all  grades,  from  the  kindergarten  and  up, 
is  a  great  improvement/^

RAILROAD  MEN 
ARE  ALARMED 

By  Contest  Between  the 

President  and  the 

Senate. 

New  York.  Feb.  13.— The  Herald's  Wash- 
ington correspondent  sends  the  following 
dispatch: 

Railroad  presidents  are  regarding  the 
struggle  between  President  Roosevelt 
and  tho  senate  with  111-dlsgul.sed  concern. 
Tliey  have  only  to  maintain  their  pre.^ent 
position  and  nothing  will  be  done  by 
tlie  senate  on  the  .subject  of  giving  the 
interstate  commerce  commission  power  to 
make  rates,  further  than  to  postpone 
action. 

The  railroads,  however,  are  not  sure 
thl3  would  be  n  safe  proceeding  in  view 
of  the  changed  relations  which  are  now 
apparent.  On  the  contrary,  under  certain 
conditions,  they  may  favor  action  at 
once. 

Some  of  the  mo.st  Important  railroad 
men  in  the  country  have  been  asking 
Wa-ihlngton  what  will  be  the  effect  of 
the  contest  upon  the  president  in  regard 
to  an  extra  session.  They  fear  if  llie 
contest  goes  on— and  there  are  indica- 
tions Roosevelt  Is  ready  to  try  conclu- 
sions with  the  senate  Immediately— th»» 
president  will  call  an  extra  session  in 
tho  spring. 

If  that  should  happen  the  railroad.^  will 
not  be  in  good  shap«  to  meet  a  demand 
from  Roosevelt  that  congress  pass  eith<'r 
the    Ksch-Townseiid     bill    or    an    equally 


radical  mea?«ure.  The  new  house  will 
contain  about  hW  Republicans  who  have 
never  sat  in  congress  before,  and  who 
were  elected  on  the  Roosevelt  tidal  wave. 
These  might  carry  through  the  house  an 
even  more  radical  bill  than  that  which 
pa.ssd  with  such  an  overwhelming  ma- 
jority  l!i.st    week. 

The  next  senate,  too.  will  be  far  differ- 
ent from  that  which  is  now  sitting.  There 
are  a  dozen  new  members,  and  the  rail- 
roads do  not  know  whether  they  agreo 
with  the  president  or  the  transportation 
lines.

Let  us 
l)rlet1y  .sk»-t<h  the  history  yf  this  mar- 
velous d">\cIopmcnt.  Let  us  transport 
ourselves  in  .si)irlt  to  the  dawn  of  the 
Christian  era.  aiiri  k-i  us  stand  In  imag- 
nation  on  one  of  Rome's  S»-ven  Hills.  W«- 
s.v  at  our  feet  that  immense  city  teem- 
ing with  a  population  of  about  three  mil- 
lions of  hdiabitants.  Wo  observe  that 
m.nropolls  dotted  here  and  there  with 
idolatrous  temples,  and  niches  to  false 
god.s  erected  in  the  corners  of  the  streets. 
The.^e  people  are  given  up  to  every  species 
of  Idolatry.  They  worship  the  sim  nnd 
moon  and  stars  .>f  heaven.  The  seas  and 
rivers,  mountains  and  groves,  have  their 
tutelary  divinities.  They  worship  every 
striking  object  in  nature.  They  worship 
every  Iteing  except  God  alone,  to  whom 
alone  divine  homage  Is  due.  In  the  words 
of  the  apostle  of  the  Gentiles:  •'They 
changed  the  glory  of  the  Incorruptible 
God  into  the  Image  and  likeness  of  cor- 
ruptible men,  and  of  birds  and  beiusts  and 
creeping  things.  They  worshiped  the 
creature  Instead  of  the  Creator,  who  la 
hl.-ssed    forevermore." 

Rome  w;is  the  focus  of  the  idolatry  of 
the  empire.  Kvorv  divinity  that  "was 
adi.red  throughout  the  vast  dominions  of 
Rome  had  his  temple  or  shrine  in  the  Im- 
p.-rlal  city. 

What  I  say  of  Rome  I  might  affirm  of 
the  Roman  empire,  jind  wli:it  I  say  <>f  the 
Roman  empire  I  could  a.ssert  of  the  civl- 
Uz-.l  world,  for  Rome  was  mistress  of  the 
world.  Her  emnire  exteniled  into  Europe 
as  fur  as  the  river  Danube.  It  extended 
Into  .\3la  as  far  as  the  Tigris  and  Ru- 
phratt-s.  and  into  Africa  as  f.ir  as  Mauri- 
tania. Th"^  whole  world,  with  the  ex.^ep- 
tion  of  Palestine,  was  burled  in  ld<ilatry. 

Such  was  the  condition  of  society  wnen 
our  Lord  appeared  In  the  theater  of  pub- 
lic life.  He  called  around  Him  twelve 
poor.  Insignificant  men— men  without 
wealth  or  human  learning,  m.-n  without 
the  prestige  of  fame,  men  without  polit- 
ical or  social  or  f.amlly  Influence,  men 
wlthcut  any  of  those  elements  which  are 
cfinsldered  essential  for  the  success  of  any 
great  enterprise.  He  commands  them  to 
uproot  ld«»latry  fnun  the  f.ice  of  the 
enrth.  and  to  establish  in  Hs  stead  tiie 
W'irship  of  th^  one  true  and  living  God. 
He  commands  them  to  eradicate  the 
most  darling  and  inveterate  passions  from 
th'*  hearts  of  men.  and  t.)  plant  In  their 
stead  the  peaceful  reign  of  Jesus  Christ. 

Well  might  the  gospel  which  thes«»  men 
went  forth  to  preach  be  compared  to  the 
llttW  grain  of  mustard  seed,  small  anfl 
Imp.-rceptihie  In  the  beginning,  but  ex- 
panding  Into   a   luxuriant    ttee   spreading 
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its  branches  far  and  wide,  so  that  the 
nations  of  the  earth  might  be  sheltered 
beneath  its  ample  foliage  and  nourished 
by  its  perennial  fruit.  The  apostles  had 
implicit  faith  in  their  divine  Master,  when 
He  commanded  them  to  preach  the  gos- 
pel to  all  nations.  They  knew  that  He 
was  God.  They  knew  tliat  His  word  was 
truth,  that  His  word  was  power  and 
omnipotence.  They  had  been  witnesses  of 
His  miracles.  They  knew  that  He  who 
.said  In  the  beginning:  "Let  there  be 
light,  and  there  was  light;  let  the  earth 
bring  forth  fruit,  and  It  came  forth;  they 
knew  tliat  He  would  now  through  their 
Instrumentality  cause  the  light  of  faith 
to  shine  In  the  darkened  intellects  of  men. 
and  the  fruits  of  sanctlflcatlon  to  grow 
abundantly  In  their  he:irts.  And  there- 
fore, they  go  forth  nothing  hesitating, 
resolved  to  communicate  the  saving 
knowledge  of  Jesus  Christ  to  every  por- 
tion of  the  Roman  dominions. 

They  parcel  wt  the  Roman  tTmpIre 
among  theinficlves.  Their  only  weaion 
Is  the  cross,  their  only  credential  is  th«- 
gospel  of  Christ.  St.  Peter  o.>mmences 
Kls  apostolic  ministry  in  Jerusalem, 
where  the  first  sermon  is  followed  by  the 
conversion  of  3.0<!0  souls,  some  of  who-n 
had  no  doubt  wltnes.sed  the  crucillxlnn  of 
our  Savior,  and  pwrliaps  even  a  hand  in 
His  death.  He  afterwards  establishes  hl^ 
see  In  Antioch,  and  linally  suffers  mar- 
tvrdom   In   Rome. 

St.  Paul,  the  Indefiitlgable  tea<-her  of 
the  Geffitlles.  traverses  various  parts  of 
Burope  and  Asia,  everywhere  tearing 
the   torch  of  faith. 

St.  Andrew  preaches  In  Syria  and 
Greece.  St.  John  evangelizes  Kphesus 
and  A.sia  Minor,  and  so  of  the  other  ai  os- 
tles.

Falling  headlong  from  the  fifth  story 
of  the  Lonsdale  building,  Claude  S. 
Snively.  a  young  attorney  employed  in 
Washburn,  Bailey  &  Mitcholl's  office, 
was  instantly  killed,  shortly  after  8 
o'clock  this  morning. 

Little  is  known  concerning  the  man- 
ner in  which  he  came  to  fall  from  the 
window,  but  the  supposition  of  Oscar 
Mitchell,  one  of  the  members  of  the 
firm,  is  that  the  young  man  leaned  out 
of  the  window  to  see  the  time  from 
the  high  .school  clock. 

"Mr.  .Snively  had  come  down  early  to 
prepare  some  legal  papers  for  me," 
said  Mr.  Mitchell.  "I  was  intending  to 
leave  on  an  early  morning  train  and 
Mr.  Snively  was  getting  the  papers 
ready  fcrf  me  on  the  typewriter.  He 
was  all  alone  in  the  office  at  the  time, 
and  nobody  knows  how  the  accident 
happened,  but  when  the  people  reached 
the  office  after  he  fell,  one  window  in 
my  room  was  found  open.  The  docu- 
ment he  was  preparing  was  still  in  the 
typewriter,  and  the  carriage  had  jusi 
been  thrown  up  as  if  he  wanted  to 
glance  over  what  he  had  written.  It 
is  my  belief  that  he  was  hurrying  to 
get  the  work  done  in  time,  and  that  he 
stepped  to  the  window  to  see  if  his 
watch  was  correct,  and  in  some  manner 
lost  his  balance. 

"Mr.  Snively  had  been  admitted  to 
the  bai-  and  was  a  practicing  attor- 
ney." 

Friends  of  the  young  man  state  that 
ho  had  not  been  in  good  health  during 
the  last  few  days  and  it  is  their  ouin- 
lon  that  he  was  overcome  with  a  sud- 
den lit  of  dizziness  and  had  opened  the 
window  to  get  the  benefit  of  the  fresii 
air.  j 

William  Mackey,  a  messenger  boy, 
saw  the  young  man  fall.  I 

"I  didn't  see  him  when  he  lirst  came  i 
out  of  the  w  indow,"  said  the  boy.  "I  ; 
saw  him  come  falling  through  the  air. 
He  was  turning  over  and  over  and  Irv- 
ing to  grab  something  with  his  hands. 
Just  before  he  touched  the  ground  hid 
head  struck  on  the  bottom  Ijar  of  that 
iron  railing  that  goes  around  the  steps 
leading  down  to  the  ba.sement,  and 
his  body  came  down  with  a  thud  on 
the  sidewalk.  I  guess  he  was  dead  by 
the  time  his  body  struck,  for  he  hit  his 
head  an  awful  blow.  He  never  moved 
after  he  struck  the  sidewalk." 

A  crowd  quickly  gatheied  about  the 
body  of  tho  young  man.  But  little 
blood  flowed  from  the  wounds,  but  the 
features  were  drawn  almost  beyond 
recognition.  An  officer  covered  the 
body  with  a  robe  and  telephoned  for 
Coroner  McCuen  and  Durkan  &  Craw- 
ford's wagon. 

Meanwhile  Mr.  Bailey  and  Mr.  Mit- 
chell of  the  firm  which  employed  him, 
appeared.  They  were  unable  to  posi- 
tively identify  him  owing  to  the  man- 
ner in  which  his  features  were  distoi  t- 
ed,  but  they  were  both  of  the  opinion 
that  it  was  their  office  assistant.

and  boarded  with  Miss  Leland  at  326 
West  Second  street.  ,S.  F.  Snively, 
biother  of  the  unfortunate  young  man, 
roomed  and  boarded  at  the  first-named 
id.ace.  While  the  latter  was  at  break- 
fast this  morning  a  telephone  call  was 
received  for  him,  and  on  answering 
the  call,  he  was  told  to  go  down  to  the 
Lonsdale  building  at  once  for  "some- 
thing terrible  has  happened  Claude." 
Mr.  Snively  rushed  away  to  see  tho 
sight  that  has  now  almost  prostrated 
him. 

Miss  Leland  said  this  morning  that 
Claude  had  always  been  of  a  cheerful 
disposition,  but  sin.-e  his  return  Sunday 
from  a  two  days'  absence  he  has  been 
very  silent  and  seemingly  despondent 
over  something.  Usually  he  has  beeix 
quite  talkative  while  at  the  table  with 
the  otiier  boarders,  but  for  the  last  few 
days  has  had  little  or  nothing  to  say. 
Last  night,  however,  he  seemed  to  be 
in  better  spirits  than  he  has  been  for 
several  days. 

Cn  Tuesday  evening  Mr.  Snively  wast 
out    to   a    valentine   party,    given   by   a 
young   lady   acquaintance,   and   seemed 
I  verj'    much    depres.scd    over   something.

THE  CONTROL  OF 
$400,000,000 

Is  the  Crucial  Point  In 
Contest  of    Insur- 
ance Men. 

New  York,  Feb.  16.— The  crucial 
point  in  a  contest  Involving  the  con- 
trol of  $400,000,000  will  be  reached  this 
afternoon    when    the    directors    of    the 

Equitable  Life  Assurance  society  meet 
to  consider  the  question  of  changing 
the  association  from  a  stock  to  a  mu- 
tual company.  On  one  side  is  James 
H.  Hyde,  vice  president  and  the  holder 
of  a  majority  of  the  societ.v's  capital 
stock,  while  arrayed  against  him  is 
President  James  W.  Alexander  of  l/ie 
as.sociation,  together  with  thirty-cighi 
other  officers  of  the   society. 

President  Alexander  and  his  support- 
ers have  proposed  a  plan  to  change 
the  afc.sociation  from  a  stock  to  a  mu- 
tual company.  Their  proposition,  if 
agreed  to,  Mr.  Hyde's  friends  declare, 
would  practically  eliminate  Mr.  Hyde 
from  tho  management  of  the  co.ii- 
pany,  even  though  his  majority  hold- 
ings of  the  stock  of  the  company  was 
retained.  It  was  said  that  the  reor- 
ganization contemplated  the  retire- 
ment of  Mr.   Hyde  as   vice  president. 

Both  Mr.  Hyde  and  President 
Alexand*  r  had  given  out  stateineius 
prior  to  today's  meetings  dehniag 
their  respective  positions,  and  it  was 
apparent  from  those  that  the  positioas 
cf  the  opposing  interests  were  widely 
.separated.  Mr.  Hyde  had  declared 
that  while  he  favored  the  mutual  plan 
to  a  certain  extent,  he  had  no  intentian 
whatever  of  giving  up  his  control  of 
the  company.  President  Alexander's 
statement  declared  that  Mr.  Hyde's  ic- 
tirement  was  a  matter  of  first  Impoi  l- 
ance  to  all  of  those  interested  in  th- 
as.sociation. 

Directors  who  arc  affiliated  with  both 
sides  attempted  yesterday  and  early 
today  to  bring  about  an  agreement. 
So  far  as  known,  however,  no  com- 
promise has  been  affected. 

It  is  said  that  at  the  meeting  of  the 
directors  a  week  ago  Mr.  Hyde  offereu 
to  place  510  shares  which  he  controls 
in  the  hands  of  the  directorate  for  five 
years.

When  a  persfm  drinks  a 
Virew  of  the  leaves  or  seeds  fif  the  plant 
he  feels  nn  impulse  to  run.  and  will  run 
until  he  drops  dead  or  exhausted  to  such 
an  extent  that  he  will  die  in  a  few  min- 
utes. It  is  of  no  use  to  either  tie  the 
Ugs  of  a  person  who  has  drank  the  bev- 
erage or  to  lock  him  in  a  room,  he  will 
move  or  struggle  all  he  can  until  he  is 
as  exhausted  as  if  he  had  run  miks  and 
miles.

"I  saw  some  dt.sabled  Russian  .ships  at 
Shanghai,"  said  Capt.  George  C.  Thorpe 
of  the  United  States  marines,  who  has 
Just  returned  from  a  cruise  through  the 
East  on  the  U.  S.  S.  San  Francisco. 

Tin  his  return  from  the  East  he  was 
transferred  to  the  recruiting  service, 
and  arrived  in  Duluth  yesterday  morn- 
ing to  swear  In  a  number  of  recruits 
who  have  been  secured  by  the  local  re- 
cruiting office. 

"The  Ascald  ran  into  Shanghai  in  a 
disabled  condition.  She  was  followed 
by  some  Japanese  ships  and  could  not 
leave  the  port  for  fear  of  being  blown 
out  of  the  water.  The  Japanese  could 
not  attack  her  as  long  as  she  remained 
in  a  neutral  port,  but  she  could  not 
remain  there  as  long  as  she  kept  her 
aimament.  So  the  t'hinese  ina«le  her 
dismantle  all  of  her  guns,  and  the  Jap- 
anese ve.ssels  finally  had  to  sail  away 
balked  of  their  prey. 

"I  also  saw  the  Russian  ship  Czare- 
vitch, which  was  stranded  on  the  beach 
north  of  Shanghai. 

"I  did  not  -see  any  of  the  actual  fight- 
ing on  this  trip,  although  I  was  in  the 
East  during  the  Chinese-Japanese  war 
and  saw  a  number  of  engagements 
then.  The  marines  were  on  .shore  much 
of  the  time  during  that  war,  and  we 
saw  considerable  lighting." 

Capt.  Thorpe  has  bten  in  the  navy 
ten  years,  having  entered  from  Ann- 
apolis In  18;*.'.. 

"The  chances  for  promotion  in  the 
navy  were  never  better  than  they  are 
now."  he  said.  "I  do  not  say  that  lie- 
cause  1  am  the  recruiting  officer.  We 
don't  need  men  badly  enough  to  lie 
about  It.  Our  llgures  show  that  only  a 
very  small  percentage  of  the  appli- 
cants are  accepted.  Rut  with  the  rapid 
increase  in  the  navy  the  chances  for 
the  recruit  were  never  as  good  as  they 
are  at  the  present  time.  A  young  man 
who  enters  the  navy  now  may  go  Just 
as  far  as  he  Is  worthy  to  go.  It  all 
depends  upon  himself  after  he  enters. 
I  swore  In  a  young  man  from  Shat- 
tuck  military  academy  not  lon.g  a.go. 
He  was  a  graduate  of  that  .school  and 
chose  to  enter  the  navy  as  a  recruit. 

"All  that  is  neces.sary  for  promotion 
is  for  a  young  man  to  be  recommended 
for  examination  by  his  commanding 
officer.  It  then  depends  upon  himst»lf. 
If  he  pa.ssess  that  examination  he 
ranks  as  a  second  lieutenant,  and  he 
can  then  go  right  up  the  line  If  he 
shows  himself  capable."

L  nder  the 
name  of  William  Myers,  ho  is  now  in  the 
Joliet.  III.,  penitentiary  serving  a  life 
sentence  fur  the  muider  of  the  mayor  of 
Mount    Carroll. 

Kyan'.s  record,  as  the  police  now  hav? 
it,  begins  with  the  murder  of  Sheiiff  Har- 
ris of  St.  Croix  county.  Wis.  He  was  es- 
caplnij  after  the  commission  of  a  robixay 
when  the  sheriff  tried  to  arrest  him.  Ryan 
got  the  drop  on  the  officer,  killed  him  aiid 
got    away. 

Soon  afterward  he  came  to  St.  Louis 
and  took  a  room  at  J.'iVi  Olive  street.  Near 
bv  was  a  restaurant,  which  he  frequently 
patronized.  Miss  Ella  Adams  was  a  wait- 
re.s.s  at  this  restaurant,  and  Ryan  tried 
to  force  hl.s  attentions  upon  her.  He  gave 
her  candy  and  fiowers  frequently. 

The  night  of  Aug.  lo  ho  tried  to  rob 
the  Dewdrop  saloon  at  :iS;'.0  Olive  street, 
owned  by  Charles  Glas.scock,  wliero  pre- 
vlouslv  he  had  exchanged  an  umbn-lla 
with  Robert  Oard  for  a  panania  hat.  Spe- 
cial Officer  James  W.  Lynch  attempted  to 
arrest  him  and  wa.«  shot.  Private  Watch- 
man Moiir  hufried  to  the  policeman's  as- 
sistance and  was  killed.  The  robber  and 
murderer.  In  the  tight,  dropped  his  pau- 
ama  hat  and  escaped. 

Rv.in  went  to  Fontana's  saloon  at  Jef- 
fer.son  avenue  and  Olive  street.

Massachusetts    For 
First  Time  In  Its 
History. 

Boston.  Feb.  10.— Senior  Vice  Depart- 
ment Commander  James  H.  Wolff,  a 
negro,  was  elected  department  com- 
mander     of     the     Ma.ssachusetts      Grand 

.\rmy  of  the  Republlt'  at  the  thirty-ninth 
encampment  lield  In  Faneull  hall.  This 
is  the  first  time  in  the  history  of  the 
organiailion  that  a  colored  man  has  been 
chosen    lo   such   a    high    office. 

The  election  of  Wolff  was  practically 
unanimous,  but  w'as  made  .so  through  a 
peculiar  chain  of  circumstances.  Last 
year  Wolff's  n.ame  was  placed  in  nomi- 
nation and  It  created  a  sensation.  The 
fact  tiiat  the  national  encamiunent  was 
to  be  held  in  Boston  made  the  Ma.ssa- 
chusetts department  the  host  and  it  was 
not  a  very  palatable  morsel  for  prominent 
G.  A.  R.  men  to  digest— having  a  colored 
man  at  their  head— especially  when  so 
many  southerners  were  to  be  In  the 
state.  For  this  reason  ^Volff  was  de- 
feated. 

This  year  the  men  who  were  so  bit- 
terly against  Wolff  at  the  last  state  en- 
•  ampment  sat  back  and  let  his  election 
go  through.  After  it  was  all  over  they 
>iinted  at  some  very  embarr:ussing  coin- 
plli-ations  wlien  the  national  encamp- 
ment meets  in  Denver  next  year. 

As  the  national  commander.  Gen.  W. 
W.  lilackmore.  as  a  Mas.sachusetts  man. 
the  Massachusetts  department  will,  of 
course,  have  the  right  of  line,  and  there 
is  already  much  speculation  .a.s  to  how 
nianv    L5av    State    veterans    will    go    west. 

There  is  no  doubt  that  Wolff  is  pop- 
ular anioiij?  a  large  number  of  the  O. 
A.  R.  He  has  held  the  position  of 
senior  and  Junior  vice  depnrtmfnt  com- 
mander and  was  also  elected  some  >-ears 
ago  judge  advocate  of  the  department. 
.V  year  Inter  he  was  made  judge  ad- 
voi-ate   general   of  the   national   bod.v. 

Wollf  is  a  graduate  of  Dartmouth  col- 
lege and  the  Harvard  law  schi>ol.  and 
h.os  practiced  law  in  Boston  for  some 
years.

W.  H.  Guinnep  Located  In  the 
Oregon  Penitentiary. 

The  Grand  Marais  Herald  says:  W. 
H.  Guinnep,  late  of  Grand  Marais,  Is 
now  serving  a  fifteen  yeare'  tenn  in 
the  Oregon  penitentiary  for  the  crime 
of  arson.  This  news  comes  to  L.  U. 
C.  Titus  from  an  Oregon  attorney,  with 
whom  Mr.  Titus  corresponded  concern- 
ing the  whereabouts,  etc.  of  this  man 
Guinnep.  Guinnep  disappeared  from 
Grand  Marais  about  a  year  ago  under 
circumstances  that  would  have  landed 
him  in  the  penitentiary  could  he  hav3 
been  brought  back  to  this  state  for 
trial.  Coming  to  Grand  Marais  from 
Pennsylvania,  he  engaged  in  the  taihir- 
ing  business  here  on  a  small  scale. 
Last  winter  he  went  to  the  Johnson 
camps  on  the  reservation  to  solicit  or- 
ders for  suits  and  was  liberally  patron- 
ized. He  collected  over  a  hundred  dol- 
lars in  advance  payments  on  the  or- 
ders received  and  returned  to  the  vil- 
lage. Under  tlie  pretense  of  going  to 
order  goods  for  the  work  on  hand  h-j 
left  for  Duluth,  and  nothing  deflni'.e 
wa.s  heard  of  him  until,  as  stated,  ho 
was  located  in  the  Oregon  peniten- 
tiary. 

Going  West  and  passing  under  the 
assumed  name  of  W.  H.  Watson,  ho 
located  in  the  little  town  of  Glendale, 
Or.,  and  started  a  tailor  shop.  The 
climax  of  it  all  is  told  in  a  letter  dated 
Jan.  30,  to  Mr.  Titusin  which  the 
writer  says  that  at  about  the  time  he 
got  Guinnep.  alias  Watson,  located  he 
was  arrested  for  arson.  Having  his 
little  tailoring  establishment  heavily 
insured  he  set  it  afire  and  destroyed  a 
good  portion  of  the  town.  He  was  con- 
victed of  the  crime  and  was  sentenced 
to  fifteen  years  in  the  iienitentiary,  and 
is  now  serving  his  sentence.

The  answer  is  that  in  order  to  manufacture  and  sell 
ice  cream,  a  man  requires  no  franchise  from  the  people, 
and  when  he  enters  tipon  such  a  business  he  acquires  no 
privilege  of  condemning  and  confiscating  private  prop- 
erty to  his  own  use. 

The  railroad  corporation  is  granted   authority  to  do 

In!>iness  by  the  state  and  is  delegated  certain  powers  of 

government  so  that  it  is  able  to  acquire  the  necessary 

right-of-way.     Therefore  a  railroad  is  a  part  of  the  ma- 

j  chinery  of  government  and  should  be  as  much  under  the 

control  of  the  government  as  any  public  highway. 

I        If  a  county  grants  to  a  corporation  or  an  individual 

right  to  take  toll  as  a  reward  for  building  a  wagon 

load  it  has  an  undoubted  right  to  say  what  the  maximum 

amount  of  that  toll  shall  be,  and  it   has  an  equal   right 

to  say  how  much  shall  be  taken  as  toll  by  the  builders  of 

a  railroad.     The  principle  is  exactly  the  same. 

The  proprietary  right  to  all  railroads  remains  in  the 

j;  >vernnicnt   just    as    does    the    proprietary    right    of    the 

■  tgon  road.    The  government  simply  leases  to  the  rail- 

;  >  il     jmpany  a  certain  portion  of  the  public  domain  that 

:t  may  be  able  to  do  business.     It  is  not  a  natural  right  of 

;iny  citizen  to  absolutely  own  and  control  a  public  high- 

1  way.    Therefore  those  who  operate  and  control  railroads 

are  always  public  agents,  who  have  been  granted  a  priv- 

i  ilege  of  taking  toll  to  recoup   themselves   for  their  ex- 

'  :ici;ditures  in  building  and  equipping  public  highways. 

It  is  for  these  reasons  that  the  government  has  an

But  the  other  day  a  fire  occurred  in  this  theater  which 

proved  conclusively  that  if  an  audience  had  been  present 

at  the  time,  the  scene  at  the  Iroquois  theater  in  Chicago 

would  have  been  duplicated.    A  rehearsal  was  in  progress 

'..en  the  fire  broke  out  and  the  actors  barely  escaped 

th  their  lives,  some  of  them  being  injured  in  jutnping 

,  ii  nn   windows. 

Chief  Beggin  of  the  bureau  of  combustibles  in  his 
report  on  the  occurrence  said;  'In  any  fire  of  sufficient 
magnitude  to  destroy  the  supports,  the  people  in  the  gal- 
lery would  either  be  out  or  beyond  hope  before  the  sup- 
ports gave  way.  If  we  had  ordered  all  the  changes  neces- 
iry  in  the  theaters  in  the  city,  about  75  per  cent  of  the 
playhouses  would  have  to  be  rebuilt." 

If  this  report  is  true.  Chief  Beggin  indicts  himself 
.Tiid  all  the  responsible  officials  in  New  York  of  criminal 
-  4ard  of  duty.  Because  75  per  cent  of  the  playhouses 
would  have  to  be  rebuilt  to  insure  their  safety,  these 
fire-traps  are  allov.'ed  to  remain.

They  are  takeii 
from  the  last  general  statistical  period 
of  twelve  months,  covering  life  hiss  by 
this  cause  throughout  the  entire  country. 
During  the  last  census  year  death.s  re- 
sulting from  fire  reached  the  unprecedent- 
ed total  of  'W72.  or  over  50)  lives  sacrificed 
each  and  every  month  to  the  de.«troying 
element.  The  proportion  of  lire  loss 
averages,  during  the  period,  about  evenly. 
a  little  under  3  per  100,000.  but  showing  an 
increase  from  5.5  in  LSW  to  that  of  VS  in 
1900  per  100,000  of  population.

for  only  six  months  before  destroying 
them.  He  stated  thut  he  could  fli.d  no 
copy  of  the  telegram  which  is  claimed 
to    have   been    sent   by    Miss   McCutcheon 

to  Powers  in  January.  19*>4,  the  presump- 
tion being  that  it  had  been  destroyed  at 
the  end  of  a  period  of  six  months  after 
being   filed. 

Mr.  Burress,  agent  for  the  Northern 
Pacific  at  Nettleton  Avenue  station,  who 
testified  yesterday  that  he  remembered 
th«  oi^caslon  on  which  he  was  handed  a 
telngram  by  Mrs.  J.  R.  Webb,  was  re- 
cilled.  He  said  the  telegram  was  ad- 
dreased  to  a  man  at  Hil>bing.  He  thought 
the  name  was  Powers.  He  had  telephoned 
the  message  to  Maloy  at  the  Omalia,  de- 
pot. 

Mrs.  Wcfcb  was  recalled.  She  testified 
as  to  having  received  the  me.-isage  from 
Miss  McCutcheon,  and  to  taking  it  to 
the  Northern  Pacific  depot.  She  said  she 
flld  not  know  to  whrnn  it  was  addressed 
until  she  heard  Mr.  Burress  call  up  the 
Omah.a  depot  by  teieplione  and  give  them 
the  message.  Siio  a.'is'.rted  that  the  ivd- 
dress  given  at  lliat  time  was  either  Al- 
bert H.  Powers  or  A.  H.  Power.s,  Hib- 
bing. It  was  further  shown  that  only 
the   one    ttlegram    was    sent    to    Hil)bing. 

While  on  the  stand  during  the  earlier 
portion  of  the  trial  Miss  MeCutcheon  had 
stated  that  the  telegram  she  claimed  to 
have  sent  Power.s  from  the  Superior  hos- 
pital bore  the  name  of  J.  C.  Scott,  be- 
cause he  had  told  her  to  send  communica- 
tions to  him  under  that  name,  and  fur- 
ther testified  that  the  telegram  was  not 
delivered  until  the  address  had  been 
changed  to  read  A.  H.  Powers,  owing  to 
the  far-t  that  the  operator  at  Hibliing  had 
wired  bai-k  that  no  such  man  as  J.  C. 
Seott  could   bo  found. 

Miss  McCutcheon  was  recalled  to  the 
witness  stand  this  morning.  She  testifiefl 
that  the  telegram,  when  she  gave  it  to 
her  cousin.

■■l>ld  you  try  to  got  In  communication 
with  Miss  McCutcheon  after  your  arrival 
In  Duluth?" 

"Not  to  my  knowldge." 

"You  don't  remember  having  written 
Miss  MK-'utcheon  within  the  last  few 
months?  ' 

The  witne.ss  stated  that  he  had  not 
written  to  the  girl,  as  intimated  by  At- 
torney Hollister,  and  a  letter  was  in- 
tr'xluced  In  evidence.  It  bore  an  early 
November  date  and  was  shown  to  have 
bt'en  written  at  Newbury  on  New  York 
Life  Insurance  com|)any  paper.  Camp- 
bell Identified  the  letter  as  having  been 
written   by  him.    It  read 

"Miss  Flossie  McCut.'heon:    I  am  want- 
ed   in    Duluth    In    a   case    which    I    think 
concerns  you  a  great  deal.      Ple.-vse  advise 
me  in  this   matter.       Very   truly   yours. 
William  J.  Campbell." 

'•Uliat  did  you  write  that  letter  for?" 
a.sked    Attorney   Hollister. 

••It  was  never  a^ldressed  to  Miss  Mc- 
Cutcheon." 

'•Who  was  It  addressed  to?" 

"Mrs.   Jrihn    Kerr." 

"You  mean  tlie  envelope  was  addressed 
to  Mrs.  John  Kerr?" 

•'Yes.   sir." 

The  witness  said  he  had  writtPn  the 
letter   to   find   O'fk  what    the  trouble   was. 

•'Didn't  you  know  wliat  the  trobule 
was?" 

"Not   exactly." 

Attorney  Hollister  also  asked  that  Lsaao 
Green,  wlio  testir"i<='d  yesterday  relative 
to  the  alleged  Immorality  of  the  girl, 
be  recalled.  Green  was  nowhere  to  be 
found.  It  was  explained  that  he  had 
probably  gone  home,  believing  that  the 
attorneys  were  through  with  him.  Mr. 
Hollister  explained  that  he  h.id  learn'd 
of  additional  facts  since  the  closing  of 
court  yesterday  afternoon  and  desired  to 
question  Green  regardiii'g  them.  The 
court  ordered  that  Green  bo  produced, 
even  thougli  it  wus  necessary  to  get  out 
another   subpoena   for   him. 

At  thl.s  point  the  defense  again  took 
up  its  sld-  of  tlie  case. 

John   A.    MoComber   was   called    to    the 
st.md.      He  said   that  he  had   resided  at 
Hibbing   for    several    ye.ars   and    that    he 
had  known  Miss  Flossie  McCutclieon   for 
about    fhe    years    -or    more.       He    stated 
that  he  had   "kept  company  with  her"  in  j 
1SH9    and    IW").       He    testified    concerning 
The  «."lub,  .a  building  which  has  be^n  men-  j 
tloned  at  different  times  during  the  trial,  j 
.saying  it  was  a  building  at  Hibbing  used  ' 
as    a    bowling    alloy,     billiard    hall    and  ' 
rooming  iiouse. 

The  witness  testified  that  in  August. 
19")2,  Miss  McCutclieon  occupied  a  room 
for  a  week  at  the  club  at  his  expense. 
He  said  he  was  thjre  with  her  for  three 
nights  of  that  week,  remaining  in  her 
room  until  2  or  3  o'clock  ii^.  th-^  morning 
when  he  went  iiome.  He  said  he  had 
never  had  iinpr>p-»r  relations  with  her 
after  that  time. 

•  vvhat  month  was  It  you  said  you  were 
vith  Miss'McCutcheon  at  the  club?"  ask-  \ 
•^d    Attorney    Hollister    In    cross-examing 
the  wltnc-^s.  ' 

"I  said  awhile  ago  that  it  was  In  August,  1 
but  it  wasn't;  It  was  in  October." 

"How  did  you  get  the  two  months  mix- 
ed?" 

"They  sound  a  good  deal  alike.  " 

"Any  other  statements  >ou  want  t> 
correct  before  going  further?" 

"No.  sir." 

MoComber  said  he  remembered  the 
month  as  October,  because  of  th«i  cold 
weath>-r.  but  he  could  not  say  whether  or 
not  thei-.'  wa.^  snow  i(r.  the  ground  at  il.  ■ 
lime.  In  answer  to  a  question  he  said  he 
was  23  years  old. 

"Was  that  your  first  experience  of  the 
kind    with   a  woman?" 

"No.    sir.^'  I 

•'When  was  your  first  experience  of  this 
nature?" 

"I  do  not  know.  I  can't  remember  th-^  1 
first    time." 

•"You  can  swear  to  that  positively?"

He  said  he  was   told  he  > 
would  have  to  appear  in  court  if  he  sign-  \ 
ed  the  paper. 

He  denied  that  Powers  had  told  him  the 
affidavit  was  to  be  used  In  bluffing  the 
attorneys  for  the  plaintiff  In  the  present 
action  to  drop   the  matter.     He  also   de- 


nied   that    he   wan   a    "rounder"    and    fre- 
I  quenter   of  hou.se3   of   Ill-fame.     He   said 
he  had  visited  such  houses  six  times  dur- 
ing the  last  six  years,  for  the  purpose  of 
seeing    Violet    Lovejoy.      He    claimed    to 
I  have  done  nothing  improper   while  there. 
"I   went   there   for   fun."    he  said  in   au- 
1  swer  to  a  question  put  by  Mr.  Hollister. 
I     'Did   you    have   any?" 
;     'I  thought  so  at  that  time." 
I     William    A.    Bailey    was   placed    on    the 
I  witness   stand.     He  said   he   was   residing 
in   Duluth,    and   that   he   was   In   the  em- 
I  ploy  of  a  railway  company.     He   testified 
that    he    knew    Flos.sie   McCutcheon    when 
j  she  lived   in  Michigan,   and   testified   that 
,  In    the    fall   of   1897    he    had   improper   re- 
lations with  her,  at  her  suggestion. 

"We  went  to  church  first,  for  It  was 
Sunday,  and  then  I  went  up  to  her  hou.se 
—the  folks  were  away,  and  I  remained  all 
night  with  her." 

Miss  McCutcheon  was  H  years  old  at 
that  time.  The  witness  said  he  is  now  Zi 
years  old.  and  tiiat  he  was  married. 

The  witness  was  asked  by  Mr.  Hollister 
how  he  came  to  be  brought  into  court. 
He  answered  to  the  effect  that  he  had 
seen  an  account  of  the  suit  brought 
against  Mr.  Powers  by  Mrs.  McCutcheon 
and  had  volunteered  his  services  as  a 
witne.ss,  writing  to  the  defendant  In  the 
action  and  explaining  that  he  was  anxious 
to  heli>  him  out  of  the  scrape. 

Prior  to  this  the  young  man  had  testi- 
fied that  on  the  occasion  when  he  claimed 
to  have  stayed  over  night  at  the  Mc- 
Cutcheon home  at  Dollarville.  Mich.,  he 
had  told  his  parents  that  he  was  going 
to  stay  over  night  with  a  boy. 

"You  volunteered   your  services   to   Mr. 
Powers,   then,   from  a  high   sen.se  of  hon- 
or?"  said   Mr    Hollister. 
"Yes.    sir.'- 

"But    you    say    you    lied    to    your    folks 
down  in  Michigan   that  time." 
"I  lied  to   my  mother;   yes,   sir." 
"You  are  a  man  with  a  very  high  sense 
of  honor?" 
"Yes,   sir." 

"All  right,  we  will  let  you  go." 
George  Pitt  testified  to  having  been  in 
charge  of  the  car  starter's  station  at  the 
corner  of  Third  avenue  west  and  Superior 
Street.  He  said  that  at  different  times 
Miss  McCutcheon  had  met  .voung  men  at 
the  place  after  nightfall,  and  that  on  one 
occasion  she  introduced  a  Mr.  Webb  as 
being  her  husband. 

William  Sommers.  a  waiter  In  a  restau- 
rant at  Hiblung.  said  that  .ihout  Septem- 
ber, 19<)3,  he  -saw  Miss  McCutcheon  with 
Mr.  and  Mrs.  J.  J.  Lane  in  a  booth  in  the 
restaurant  where  he  was  employed.  He 
said  he  d'^Iivered  a  tray  of  Manhattan 
cocktails  to  the  booth.  He  also  asserted 
that  he  had  seen  the  girl  drink  beer  on 
another  occasion. 

Before  the  noon  recess  was  taken  the 
court  admonished  the  people  to  be  carefuf 
about  speaking  relative  to  the  case  In 
the  hearing  of  the  jurors  during  the  re- 
cesses or  before  or  after  court.

Ju(l?e  Clemenls  Making 

Inquiry  In  Pittsburg 

District. 

Pittsburg,  Feb.  16.— Judge  Judson  C 
Clements  of  Georgia,  on  behalf  of  the 
interstate  com.merce  commission,  began 
an  inquiry  here  today  into  the  alleged 
practice  of  charging  excessive  rales  oti 
terminal  or  industrial  railroads  in  the 
Pittsburg  district  on  tonnage  received 
or  shipped  for  transportation  over  vari- 
ous trunk  Hues.  The  investigation  la 
directly  the  result  of  a  complaint 
against  the  West  .Side  Belt  railway  of 
the  Wabash-Pittsburg  terminal  rail- 
road, but  traffic  representatives  from 
the  four  important  roads  ia  the  Pitts- 
burg disrict  and  the  traffic  manager  ot 
the  Pittsburg  Coal  cotnpany  have  been 
subpoenaed. 

The  inquiry  opens  an  important  ques- 
tion, involving  the  reasonableness  of 
terminal  or  rebate  charges  on  the  vari- 
ous spurs  and  terminal  road.s,  owned 
hy  large  manufacturers  of  the  Pitts- 
burg district,  and  Is  especially  Import- 
ant to  Pittsburgers.  Inasmuch  as  the 
tonnage  of  this  district  is  the  greatest 
in  the  world,  and  the  practice  of  main- 
taining spurs  and  industrial  terminals 
to  reduce  the  freight  rates  is  more 
widespread  than  in  any  other  city  or 
district.

THREE  CENT  FARES 

Cause  Heavy  Loss  to  Cleve- 
land Street  Railway. 

Cleveland,  Feb.  16.— President  Horace 
E.  Andrews  of  the  Cleveland  Electric 
Railway  company  last  night  gave  out  a 
long  statement,  addressed  to  the  city 
council,  covering  the  recent  low  street 
car  fare  exjieriments  in  this  city.  The 
Cleveland  Electric  Railway  company 
operates  all  the  traction  lines  in  Cleve- 
land. The  two  vkreeks'  triaJ  of  a  3-cent 
fare,  within  a  two-mile  limit,  showed  a 
loss  per  dav  of  $764  in  the  company's 
earnings,  and  this  loss  was  sustained 
on  only  18^/^  per  cent  of  the  company's 
total  fares,  and  for  thirteen  out  of 
twenty-four  of  the  days,  from  6  a.  m.

Berlin,  Feb.  1*>.— A  few  days  ago  the 
first  of  the  court  balls  was  held  at  the 
royal  castle.  Such  entertalnments>  at 
the  Berlin  court  are  divided  Into  Lwo 
categories— "large"  and  "small."  It  is. 
of  course,  a  great  distinction  to  be 
invited  t'>  the  former  and  more  ex- 
clusive, as  the  li.st  of  guests  on  tao^e 
occasions  are  carefully  revised  by  tne 
emperor  and  empress. 

The  word  "small"  is,  however,  rela- 
tive, for  to  these  balls  as  many  a.s  400 
people  are  invited,  while  for  th^ 
"large"  entertainment  from  1.200  to 
1,.jOO  invitations  are  sent  out.  Soon 
after  his  acession  the  empt*ror  de- 
voted special  attention  to  the  "dance 
discitdine"  at  his  court.  It  was  made 
known  lo  the  various  regiments  of  the 
guards  that  the  emperor  desired  the 
presence  of  only  such  officers  as  were 
good  and  correct  dancers.  It  has  even 
happened  that  the  emperor  himself 
has  ordered  young  lieutenants,  who&e 
ideas  regarding  the  difference  between 
a  polka  and  a  waltz  seemed  some»vnat 
hazy,   olf  tlie   tloor. 

The  result  of  this  was  a  revival  of 
the  custom  of  the  guards  regiments 
that  the  junior  lieutenants  shouid 
practice  dancing  at  the  regimental 
casino  before  making  tiietr  appearance 
in  public.  They  received  front  their 
elder  comrades  regular  dancing  lessoac 
and  were  initiated  Into  all  the  in- 
tricacies of  Pru.ssian  court  eti>iuelte. 
These   are   numerous. 

Thus,  for  instance,  at  the  court  balis 
the  waltz  proper  is  never  danced,  uat 
a  gallop  in  two-step  time  danced  to 
ualtz  music.  If  a  princess  of  the 
royal  house  dances,  all  the  other  danc- 
ers must  cease.  The  signal  fir  this  is 
glvfu  by  the  master  of  ccremonie.s  and 
the  chamberlains  striking  the  tt-xtr  will^ 
their  wands  of  office. 

The  C.erman  court  balls  are  opened 
by  a  "vortan/er."  who  dances  with  one 
of  the  dames  of  the  imperial  house- 
hold. There  are  two  "vortanzer,"  oul 
of  whom  is  generally  a  lieutenant  in 
the  gardes  du  corps,  and  the  other  a 
lieutenant  of  the  First  regiment  of  tho 
foot  guards.  They  have  no  sinecure, 
and  though  they  are,  during  the  whole 
time  they  hold  their  office,  relieved  of 
their  military  duties,  their  service  at 
court   is  a  very  severe  one. 

For  not  only  do  they  lead  all  thi' 
dances  that  the  court  attend.s— at  tne 
ministries  and  the  embassies  for  in- 
stance— but  they  are  also  expected  to 
daiue  at  the  residences  of  the  leadii.g 
mt-mbeis  of  court  .society,  so  that  l.u- 
weeks  at  a  time  they  must  abandon  all 
idea  of  nightly  rest  and  return  to  lots- 
dam  by  the  early  morning  train  from 
Berlin. 

It  is  also  the  duty  of  the  "vortan/er" 
to  see  that  too  many  couplees  do  iiol 
dance  at  once.  He  allows  them  to  tancc 
the  rloor  and  Indicates  how  many  turns 
of  the  ballroom  they  shall  make.  H-- 
must  further  see  that  all  the  women 
who  desire  to  dance  find  partners— 
•'wall  rtowt-rs"  are  not  popular  at  the 
Berlin  court— and  if  necessary  he  must 
himself   invite   them. 

The  princes  themselves  invite  their 
partners  to  dance.  The  princesses,  on 
the  other  hand,  "command"  their  part- 
ners. A  chamberlain  is  sent  to  tl:« 
man  with  whom  they  desire  to  dance 
to  Inform  him  of  the  fact. 

The  orown  prince  and  Prince  E.tcl 
Fritz  are  excellent  and  m.;st  enliiu- 
slastic  dancers.  In  spite  of  the  ell- 
quette  and  the  ceremony  the  balls  it 
the  roval  castle  are  as  bright  and 
amusing  as  any  given  in  private' 
houses.  They  finish,  however,  at  a 
somewhat  early  hour,  generally  not 
later  than   1  o'clock. 

The  last  dance  is  always  a  polonaise 
tied  by  the  •vortanzer").  tn  the  course 
of  which  each  couple  of  dancers  passes 
in  front  of  the  emperor  and  empress 
and  makes  obeisance  as  an  expression 
of  their  thanks  for  the  royal  hospital- 
ity. The  emperor  and  the  empress  and 
the  principal  members  of  the  court  then 
leave  the  white  hall,  the  music  ceases 
and  the  guests  make  their  way  home- 
ward.

Feb.  bJ.— Hiram  Y^akla 
of  n-'^ar  Si^mund,  Lehigh  county,  died  on 
his  S'.rd  birthday  with  his  coffin  beside 
his  bed.  Fearing  that  ho  might  noi  be 
buried  in  accordance  with  his  views,  he 
hid  a  pap'^r  drawn  up  by  H.  J.  Smith 
of  Pcnnsburg  ten  years  ago  In  which  he 
lire.'ti'd  Peter  ticry.  a  carpenter  of  Sig- 
miind.  and  Mr.  Rosenb'^rger  of  Pi>wdfr 
V.illev.  to  m.ike  a  onlfin  for  him  and  to 
iak<  citarge  af  his  funeral  after  his  death.

The  lilde  Is  prepared  in  a  similar  man- 
ner as  a  buckskin,  and  on  the  one  .side  13 
shown  the  Sioux  approaching  on  horse- 
back. The  attack  Is  being  ma<le  in  the 
night  .and  the  new  moon  and  stars  are 
shown  in  the  scene.  A  startled  buffalo 
is  nl.so  near  the  camp  of  the  Nez  Perces. 
whhdi.  according  to  Indian  tradition, 
warned  the  sleepers  of  the  approach  of 
the  hostile  Indians,  as  the  picket  guard 
had  been  killed  by  the  enemy.  A  Sioux 
brave  is  seen  dismounted  from  his  horse 
and  in  the  act  of  sc.ilping  the  fallen  N'ez 
Perce,  while  the  Nez  Peroes  are  seen 
leaving  their  tepees  on  foot  to  go  to  the 
defense  of  their  camp.

WASHINGTON  BUREAU. 

Washington.  Feb.  16.— (Special  to  The 
Herald.)— The  naval  militia  of  Minne- 
sota may  have  the  L^nlted  States  ship 
Fern  for  use  as  a  training  ship  for  its 
militia,  provided  the  state  of  Minne- 
sota will  make  an  appropriation  to  put 
the  vessel  in  condition  to  make  the 
voyage  from  Norfolk,  ^'a.,  where  she  is 
uow  berthed,  to  Duluth.  This  informa- 
tion was  given  to  Kepresentalivo  J. 
Adam  Bede  this  morning  by  Assistant 
Secretary  Darling,  who  has  before  him 
a  report  of  the  board  of  inspection, 
composed  of  naval  officers,  who  say 
that  the  hull  of  the  vessel  is  in  prime 
condition,  but  that,  in  order  so  she  can 
be  made  perfectly  seaworthy  to  make 
the  Journey  from  Norfolk  to  Duluth, 
about  $3,500  will  be  necessary  to  place 
her  boilers  in  condition,  and  some 
minor  repairs  must  be  made  to  her 
machinery.  The  Fern  will  be  loaned  to 
the  state  of  Minnesota  if  the  state  sees 
tit  to  take  her  and  make  an  appropri- 
atioii   to  cover  the  necessary  repairs. 

The  sum  of  $3,500  will  put  the  ship 
in  condition  to  go  around  to  Duluth, 
but  as  Mr.  Bede  expres.sed  It,  in  or- 
der to  put  her  in  "Jim  Dandy"  shape, 
increasing  her  life  of  u.sefulness  al- 
most Indefnltely,  probably  ten  or 
twelve  thousfind  dollars  will  be  neces- 
sary. Mr.  Bede  beiiev^'s  that  once  the 
ship  Is  In  Duluth  waters  the  subse- 
quent repairs,  in  order  to  fit  her  out 
properly  for  the  use  of  the  militia, 
can  be  accomplished  more  cheaply 
and  satisfactorily  at  Duluth  than  at 
Norf<dk.  However,  the  sum  of  $3,500 
must  be  raised  to  make  repairs  to  the 
boat  for  its  Journe.v  up  the  Atlantic 
coa.st  and  through  the  lakes  to  Duluth. 

The  Fern  is  .schooner  rigged,  160 
feet  from  perpendiculars,  28  feet  beam 
and  draws  11  feet  9^  Inches.  Her 
draught  is  not  so  great  that  she  can 
go  through  the  VVelland  canal  without 
ditliculty.  Her  engines  register  300 
horse  power  and  she  makes  a  maxi- 
mum of  9  knots.  Her  c<nil  capacity  is 
800  tons.  Her  necessary  complement 
IS*  five    olFlcers  and    4  5    men. 

Tlie  Fern  is  a  vesel  of  considerable 
history.  It  was  upon  this  vessel  that 
the  commission  went  to  Havana  to  in- 
vestigate and  take  testimony  as  to  the 
causes  which  caused  the  destruction  of 
the  United  States  battleship  Maine  in 
Havanna  harbor.  Feb.  18,  1898.  For 
some  years  she  has  been  assigned  as  a 
practice  ship  for  the  naval  militia  of 
the  District  of  Columbia  with  head- 
quarters at  Washington. 

Representative  Bede  said  today  that 
he  expected  Guy  Katon  here  to  attend 
expected  tnoln  etaoin  etaoi  nshrdlu  u 
the  Inaugual  ceremonies  and  that  very 
probably  he,  with  Mr.  Eaton  and  others 
would  go  to  Norfolk  al  that  time,  to 
look  over  the  Fern.

Tlie 
policeman,  mystitied,  shook  his   head. 

"Strange."  said  the  tourist  to  ids  wife, 
as  they  retired  apart  to  talk  It  over, 
"here's  a  man  doesn't  understand  his 
own  language." 

"Perhaps  you  haven't  got  the  proper  ac- 
cent,  my  dear."  she  sweetly  insinuated.

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An  American's  Experience  in 
Speaking  Dutch. 

Approaching  Holland  lor  th»'  first  t^me 
on  one  uf  the  steamers  j)lylng  between 
Harwich  and  Hutlerdam,  you  will  prob- 
ably get  up  early  to  feast  your  eager 
eyes  on  the  noveltlea  of  the  landscaoe, 
says  the  Brooklyn  Eagle.  Like  as  not 
you  will  have  been  saying  to  yourself  in 
the  watches  of  a  wakeful  night  when  the 
vibration  uf  the  whirling  screw  made 
slumber  coy:  "'Now  I  shall  see  some- 
thing really  different,  canals,  dikes,  wind- 
mills, wooden  clogs,  baggy  trousers,  white 
caps,  genuine  D«lft  plates  and  the  real 
thing  m  schnapps."  So  you  tumble  from 
your  bunk  at  say  6  a.  in.,  scramble  into 
your  clothes  and  ru.sli  out  upon  deck 
about  tho  time  the  boat  is  crawling  up 
the  Maas  midway  between  tlie  Hook  ot 
Holland    and    Rotterdam. 

.Veres  of  level  grass  land  a  foot  above 
the  tide,  a  distant  village,  a  more  distant 
town,  a  row  of  poplars  i.ai  the  horizon,  a 
tug  puffing  up  stretm  witli  a  coal  barge 
in  tow.

You 
shed  tears,  or  otight  to.  You  are  re- 
minded of  your  home  beyond  the  ocean. 
The  re.semblance  to  Haekensack,  N.  J.,  Is 
lomplete. 

1  suppose  there  are  other  ways  of  get- 
ting into  Holland  than  by  going  up  the 
Maas.  and  some  of  them  at  least  must 
l»e  still  unadorned  by  the  billboind  ad- 
vertiser, although  his  mark  is  visible  too 
frequently  tliroughout  the  country  of 
windmills,  barns  and  canal  bridges;  but 
the  Maas  route  Is  convenient  and  cheap, 
and  besidis  the  sign  in  question  really 
does  reduce  that  feeling  of  homesickness 
which  Is  apt  to  overtake  an  American  in 
crossing  the  North  sea  on  a  rough  night. 
In  spite  of  Its  rather  commonplace  In- 
sistance  upon  obvious  virtue,  it  makes 
yon  aware  of  American  enterprise,  makes 
.Veil  feel  that  you  are  among  friends,  that 
porridge,  like  i)lood.  is  thicker  than  water. 
And  this  sense  of  nelghborllness  In- 
creases as  soon  as  you  set  foot  in  Rotter- 
<lam.  English  is  commonly  spoken.  S<i 
tot.  are  most  other  languages.  Even  the 
car  conductors  are  accomplished  poly- 
glots. I  heard  one  of  these  cultured 
gentlemen  conversing  fluently  In  French 
with  one  passenger  who  had  landed  with 
us  from  the  Harwich  lioat;  then  he  t.ilked 
German  to  another,  and  the  next  minute 
answered  In  good  English  a  question  we 
asked  on  paying  our  car  fare.  The  car 
conductors  in  Holland  are  not  only  for 
the  most  part  well  educatwl.  hut  they 
have  a  conception  of  their  duty  to  pas- 
sengers which  strikes  an  American  as 
intensely  amusing  and  old-fashioned. 
When  a  woman  picks  her  way  along  a 
muddy  crossing  to  the  steps  of  the  car. 
they  wait  with  patience  for  her  arrival, 
never  making  pointed  rf>marl<s  about  the 
slowness  of  some  people,  never  inquiring 
if  she  expects  the  car  to  remain  there  all 
night,  never  using  the  Dutch  equivalent 
for  "step  lively,  please."  If  a  passenger 
gives  them  a  Ryksdaaldcr  In  payment  of 
his  fare,  they  do  not  menaclnglv  inquire 
•"Got  nothin'  smaller?"  nor  do  they  threat- 
en to  keep  his  change  till  they  get  to  the 
end  of  tlK'  route  and  Uien  forget  all 
about  it.  No.  Indeed.  They  smile  politely 
and  proceed  to  load  him  down  with 
enough  small  silver  to  ballast  a  yacht. 
Their  bland  courtesy  precludes  Irritation 
on  the  part  of  the  passenger,  and  the 
possession  of  the  small  silver  makes  him 
more  considerate  In  the  future.  .'Vnd. 
like  street  car  employes  elsewhere  on  the 
I  continent,   the   Dutch  conductors   are   In-

I  must  conceal  these  two  New  York 
lawyers  behind  fictitious  names,  because 
the  two  stories  I  am  going  to  tell  about 
them  are  true,  says  a  writer  in  toe  Brook- 
lyn Eagle. 

Meadows,  then,  is  a  man  who  strongly 
objects  to  all  forms  of  gaml)ling,  wliile 
Bagley,  whose  office  adjoins  that  of 
Meadows,  Is  much  given  to  plunging  on 
everything  from  a  game  of  chance  to  a 
horse  race  in  which  there  is  no  chance.

Tuesday  he  sent  a  draft  for  Sl.SOO  to 
M<-adows.  asking  him  to  depo.slt  it  for 
him.  Wednesday  he  sent  another  for 
$2J^Y>.  Both  these  amounts  were  winning.^ 
over  and  above  expenses  and  money  in- 
vented. In  tlie  letter  accompanying  the 
latter  draft  Bagley  facetiously  said  that 
Meadows  ought  not  to  fo<d  away  his  time 
and  talents  practicing  law  when  there 
were  so  many  good  things  lying  around 
the  race  tracks.  . 

Fridav  morning  Bagley  came  into  Mea- 
dow's office,  looking  a.s  if  he  hadn't  .slept

""Meadows."  said  he,  "lend  me  a  dollar, 
will  you?  I  haven't  had  a  thing  to  eat 
since"  last   night."  . 

He  had  lost  all  his  winnings  and  his 
original  capital  on  a  "dead  straight  tip.  ' 
and  had  ridden  all  night  in  a  day 
coach. 

That   is   the  other  story.

Washington,  Feb.  16.— The  house  to- 
day convened  at  11  o'clock.  In  the  ab- 
sence of  Speaker  Cannon,  the  house, 
under  the  rule,  was  called  to  ordu  by 
Clerk  McDowell.  On  motion  of  Mr. 
Payne  (.N.  Y.)  the  majority  leader. 
Mr.  Dalzell  (Pa.)  was  appoini-Ld 
speaker  pro  tern.  At  the  conclusion 
of  the  prayer  by  Rabbi  Abram  Simon, 
the  speaker  appeared  in  the  chambei 
and  received  the  gavel  from  Mr. 
Dalzell. 

Following  the  adoption  of  the  confer- 
ence report  on  the  omnibus  cla'ms  bill, 
tho  h'Use  resumed  consideration  of 
the  bill  to'  provide  a  government  for 
the  Panama  canal  zone.  All  the  com- 
mittee amendments  were  agreed  to 
and  the  bill  was  passed. 

Rising  to  a  question  of  privilege,* Mi. 
Paine  (N.  Y.)  offered  a  resoluti  ii  re- 
garding the  action  of  the  senate  In 
adopting  an  amendment  interpreting 
til*  Diugley  act  with  reference  to 
tho  drawback  on  w  heat.  The  resolu- 
tion   was    as    follq^vs: 

•"Resolved,  that  the  amendment  ",^08, 
added  b.v  the  house  to  house  bill  18,o2;>, 
in  the  opinion  of  the  house,  contra- 
venes the  tii-st  clause  of  the  seveutn 
section  of  the  tlrst  article  of  the  Con- 
stitution of  the  United  States  and  is 
an  infringement  of  the  privileges  of 
the  house  and  that  the  said  bill,  with 
the  amendmeuts,  be  respectfully  to- 
turned  to  the  senate  with  a  me.si.age 
commuuiciiting   this    r-..\solutio'n." 

In  explaining  the  senate's  action.  Mr. 
Payne  said  the  amendment  aholish._-d 
the  drawback  clau.se  in  the  Dingley  bill 
on  wheat  Imported  into  the  Unite  1 
states  and  afterwards  manuf  icturei 
into  flour  and  exported.  He  said  he 
did  not  intend  to  discuss  the  nitiritd  of 
the  amendment,  whether  it  is  wise  or 
unwi.«e.  He  asserted  that  the  main 
question  was  "Whether  that  clause  in 
the  constitution  which  declares  that  all 
bills  so  raising  revenue,  shall  originate 
in  the  house  of  tho  representatives." 

The  question,  he  said,  also  was 
"Whether  we  will  resent  any  infringe- 
ment from  any  source  of  that  claus'^  of 
the  constitution.  Mr.  Payne  called  at- 
tention to  the  fact  that  the  house  uni- 
formly had  insisted  on  its  rights  as 
guaranteed  by  the  constitution  and 
read  a  number  of  precedents  In  proof 
of  his  assertion. 

Mr.  Payne;  said  that  the  right  to  orig- 
inate revenue  legislation  was  a  sacred 
one  of  the  house.  He  declared  that 
"None  could  be  originated,  none  should 
be,"  and,  he  added,  "None  will  be  orig- 
inated In  the  other  Ixjdy  If  the  house 
stands  by  its  rights  and  privileges  as 
guaranteed  by  the  constitution." 

Mr.  W^illlams  iMiss.).  the  minority 
leader,  alluded  to  the  action  of  the 
senate  "in  engaging  in  a  strenuous  ef- 
fort to  prevent  a  real  or  supDosed  at- 
tack by  the  executive,  a  usurpation  iu 
the  opinion  of  the  senate,  upon  its  func- 
tion and  dignity"  and  said  it  was  a  pe- 
culiarly inappropriate  lime  for  the  sen- 
ate to  attempt  to  make  a  plain,  »»al- 
pable,  obvious  and  aggressive  attack 
upon  the  dignity  of  the  hou.se." 

The  Payne  resolution  sending  the 
agricultural  appropriation  bill  b.ick  to 
the  senate  because  it  contained  ori- 
ginal legislation  affecting  the  revenuos, 
was  adopted  on  a  roll  call,  261  to  5. 

THE  SENATE. 
Washington.  Feb.  16.— The  senate 
today  received  a  formal  invitation  lo 
attend  the  openir.g  of  the  Lewis  anl 
Clark  exposition  at  Portland,  Or.,  ou 
June  1  next.  The  letter  conveying  tlic 
invitation  was  read  at  the  beginniiig 
L>f  the  day's  sitting,  but  no  action  was 
taken   on   it.

RUSSIANS  DEFEATED 


BY  JAPS'  CAVALRY 


Surround  a  Detachment  and  Wipe 
Out  Many  of  the  Czar's  Men. 


St.  Petersburg,  Feb.  17.— A  dispatch  from 
Saehetun,  Manchuria,  says  that  11.000  Jap- 
anese troops  and  Chinese  bandits  are  re- 
ported to  be  in  Southeast  Manchuria  in 
the  neighborhood  of  Chalbashobon,  forty- 
five  miles  northwest  of  Gunshu  pass, 
whence  they  Intend  to  operate  against 
the  railroad.       A  detachment   of  Russian 

frontier  guards  with  two  guns  encounter- 
ed the  Japanese  Feb.  14.  and  defeated 
thfm.  The  detachment,  however,  while 
advancing  w;us  surrounded  by  two  regi- 
ments of  Japanese  cavalry,  four  compan- 
ies of  inf.intry  and  a  large  band  of  Chi- 
nese bandits,  about  fifteen  miles  north- 
west of  Gunshu  pass  and  lost  heavily. 
One  gun  was  lost  and  nearly  all  the  gun 
horses  and  a  number  of  gunners  were 
killed.

St  Petersburg,  Feb.  17. — The  Asso- 
ciated Press  has  received  a  dispatch 
from  Moscow  stating  that  the  Grand 
Duke  Sergius,  while  driving  to  the 
Kremlin  at  Moscow  today,  was  assas- 
sinated by  a  bomb  which  was  thrown 
beneath  his  carriage.  The  carriago 
was  blown  to  pieces.  The  assassins 
were  arrested.  One  of  them  was 
dangerously  wounded.  Several  stu- 
dents who  were  in  the  vicinity  wero 
taken  into  custody. 

London,  Feb.  17. — A  dispatch  to 
Reuter's  Telegram  company  from  St. 
Petersburg  says  a  telephone  message 
from  Moscow  states  that  the  Grand 
Duke  Sergius  was  assassinated  when 
driving  towards  the  Kremlin  and  near 
the  court  of  justice.  His  carriage  was 
followed  by  another  vehicle  contain- 
ing two  men.  A  bomb  was  thrown 
beneath  the  grand  duke's  carriage, 
there  was  a  violent  explosion,  the  car- 
riage was  shattered  and  the  grand 
duke  was  killed.  The  assassins  were 
arrested.  One  of  them  was  wounded 
dangerously.  Several  students  have 
been  taken  into  custody. 

St.  Petersburg,  Feb.  17.— Grand  Duka 
Sergius,  while  on  his  way  to  the  Kreni- 
lim  at  Moscow,  this  morning,  was  as- 
sassinated by  a  bomb  thrown  under  hia 
carriage.     The  assassins  were  arrested. 

The  Grand  Duke  Sergius,  uncle  of 
the  r{u!;sian  emperor,  and  formerly 
governor  greneral  of  Moscow,  is  un- 
derstood to  have  been  condemned  to 
death  by  the  revolutionary  party  In 
December  last.  The  governor  general- 
ship of  Moscow  was  aoollshed  early  in 
the  year  and  the  grand  duke,  accord- 
ing to  dispatches  from  Moscow  Jan.  4, 
kept  closely  to  the  well  g-uarded  Nlc- 
kcu.ski  palace  on  the  outskirts  of 
Moscow,  retaining  his  position  of 
commander-in-chief  of  the  milltaiy 
district.  Later  in  January,  however, 
it  was  announced  that  the  grand  ciuke 
had  sought  refuge  in  one  of  the  pui- 
aces  of  the  Kremlin.  He  has  been 
clas.sed  as  the  most  reactionary  mem- 
ber of  the  imperial  family,  as  the  head 
of  what  is  referred  to  as  the  war 
party,  and  has  been  stigmatized  by  the 
Liberals  as  Russia's  evil  genius. 

Grand  Duke  Sergius  was  born  in  18r>7 
and  was  married  in  1884  to  Princess 
Elizabeth  of  Hesse-Darmstadt.  They 
have  no  children.

ST.   PAUL   BUREAU. 

St.  Paul,  Feb.  17.— (Special  to  The  Her- 
ald.)-If  an  amendment  to  the  revised 
statutfs  proposed  by  the  Ramsey  county 
delegation  to  the  house  judiciary  com- 
mittee is  embodied  In  the  code  the  county 
commlsioners  of  St.  Louis  county  will 
suffer  a  reduction  in  thoir  salaries  from 
?T50   per    annum    to    $G00    per   annum. 

As  liie  code  stands.  It  raises  the  com- 
missioners from  $750  to  $!X>0  per  year,  and 
there  have  been  rumors  down  here  that 
the  commissioners  would  not  object  if 
their  salaiies  were  raised  to  ILl-W  per 
year. 

Ramsey  county,  however,  it  appears, 
does  not  want  its  commissioners  to  make 
.'io  much  money  and  the  Ramsey  county 
delegation  has  submitted  an  amendment 
t'l  the  code,  providing  tliat  in  counties 
whose  assessed  valuation  Is  less  than 
j;ilM.'.uOO,000  the  salaries  of  county  commis- 
sioners shall  be  $600  per  year  Instead  of 
the  $2,100  proposed  by  the  code. 


The  house  judiciary  committee  adopted 
tliLs  amendment  and  if  things  keep  on 
the  way  they  are  going  the  St.  Louis 
county  commissioners  will  lose  money. 

The  St.  Louis  county  delegation  was 
not  asked  for  its  opinion  on  the  matter 
until  after  the  judiciary  committee  had 
acted  upon  the  request  of  the  Ramsey 
county  delegation. 

Yesterday  afternoon  N.  F.  Hugo  and 
Capt.  Roy  T.  Lewis  of  the  Duluth  dele- 
gation ap|)eared  before  the  judiciary  com- 
mittee and  secured  the  consent  of  the 
committee  to  amendments  to  the  code 
that  will  place  all  salaries  except  those 
of  county  commissioners  where  they  are 
at  present.  When  It  came  to  the  salar- 
ies of  county  commissioners,  the  Duluth 
men  discovered  that  the  arrangement 
above-mentioned  had  already  been  made, 
and  It  was  suggested  that  if  St.  I^ouis 
county  does  not  want  to  change  It  should 
get  together  with  the  Ramsey  county 
legislators  and  agree  upon  some  satis- 
fai  tor.v  amendment. 

The  judlci  iry  committee  agreed  to 
make  all  the  other  changes  nf^cessary 
to    preserve    salary    arrangements   in    St.

St.  Petersburg,  Feb.  17,  4:50  p.  m.— 
The  news  of  the  trag-edy  in  which. 
Grand  Duke  Sergius  was  blown  up 
created  a  tremendous  sensation  in  St. 
Petersburg  where  the  announcement 
by  telephone  from  Moscow  arrived 
during  the  afternoon.  Owing  to  the 
intense  excitement  prevailing  at  Mos- 
cow few  particulars  are  ascertainable. 
The  tragedy  in  reality  was  no  great 
surprise  as  it  was  known  that  the  ter- 
rorists had  already  condemned  the 
grand  duke  to  death  and  ever  since 
the  a.fair  of  January  22  the  inaugur- 
ation of  a  bomb  throwing  campaign 
had  been  anticipated.  Grand  Duke 
Sergius,  who  was  a  brother-in-law  as 
well  as  uncle  of  the  emperor  and  who 
had  exercised  immense  influence  at 
court,  was  regarded  as  the  most  re- 
actionary of  the  grand  dukes.  As  gov- 
ernor general  of  Moscow  he  was  in- 
tensely unpopular.  His  advent  as 
governor  general  of  Moscow  was  fol- 
lowed by  expulsion  of  the  Jews  from 
the  central  provinces  and  thix^ughout 
his  administration  his  rigorous  and 
harsh  measures  aroused  the  greatest 
hostility  especially  among  the  students^ 
Two  years  ago  after  the  student  riots 
in  which  many  were  killed  and 
wounded,  several  hundred  expulsions 
to  Siberia  followed  under  the  order.s 
of  Sergius  and  Gen.  Trepoff,  now  gov- 
ernor general  of  St.  Petersburg,  but 
who  was  then  chief  of  police  of  Mos- 
cow. As  there  were  many  threats 
made  against  his  life  the  grand  Juke 
was  obliged  to  flee  to  his  summer  resi- 
dence twenty  miles  from  the  city.  Dur- 
ing the  recent  strike  disturbances  the 
grand  duke  left  the  Disloutopny  pal- 
ace on  the  outskirts  of  the  city  where 
he  had  been  living  and  took  refugre  in- 
side the  ramparts  of  the  Kremlin, 
where  he  has  lived  in  what  is  known 
as  the  little  palace,  opposite  the  fanaous 
statue  of  Alexander  II.  The  trip  to 
the  Kremlin  on  that  occasion  v/aa 
made  at  night  between  solid  lines  or 
troops. 

Grand  Duke  Sergius  was  the  wealth- 
iest member  of  the  imperial  family. 
He  was  tall,  handsome  and  cordial  In 
manner,  in  spite  of  the  ruthless  fashion 
in  which  he  exercised  his  authority  as 
governor  general.  He  was  childless  but 
had  adopted  two  children  of  his  brother 
Paul,  who  was  banished  on  account  of 
a  morganatic  alliance.  .Sergius'  record 
as  a  soldier  was  not  br'lllant.  He  suf- 
fered a  disastrous  defeat  at  the  hands 
of  General  Kuropatkin  during  the  fam- 
ous Koursk  maneuvers.

"Prevention  Better  Than  Punish- 
ment" will  be  the  .subject  of  four  free 
lectures  which  will  be  delivered  by 
Judge  Tuthill  of  the  juvenile  court  of 
Chicago,  in  Duluth  and  three  of  the 
range  towns  next  week. 

Judge  Tuthill  was  the  first  judge  of 
the  fust  juvenile  court  in  America,  and 
he  is  still  serving  on  the  bench  in  Chi- 
cago. He  has  made  a  study  of  the 
problem  of  juvenile  criminals  and  their 
treatment,  and  the  lectures  which  he 
will  deliver  here  next  week  will  contain 
the  results  of  his  long  experience  wilh 
youthful  offenders. 

The  lectures  are  being  given  under 
the  auspices  of  the  Duluth  Humane  so- 
clt'ly,  and  the  expenses  are  being  borne 
by  the  society  and  several  philan- 
thropic people  in  the  city.  The  Duluth 
branch  of  the  Fraternal  Order  of 
Eagles  contributed  the  sum  of  $25  to- 
ward the  expenses  of  Judge  Tuthill's 
visit  out  of  the  society's  treasury. 

The  dates  for  the  four  lectures  are  as 
follows:  Eveleth,  Wednesday,  Feb.  22;

THE  AFTEKN(>)N  .SESSION. 

Eight  more  wiines.S'^s  fur  the  defense 
were  placed  on  the  stand  yesterday  af- 
ternom.  Among:  thf  ''ight  were  T.  F. 
Brady,  judge  of  th-*  municipal  court  at 
Hibblng;  Stephen  H.  Kirby,  ca.shier  of 
the  First  National  i>ank  and  postmas- 
ter, James  Butchart.  former  marshal, 
and  Frank  H.  Dear,  a  prominent  con- 
tractor of  the  town.  .All  said  the  girl 
was  reputed  to  be  bad  before  October. 
1903.  when  it  is  claimed  her  ruin  was 
brought  about  by  Powers,  but  none 
could  say  that  he  \\x<^  any  pei-sonal 
knowledge  of  any  Improper  acts  on  h^r 
part.  It  was  common  talk,  they  said, 
that  Miss  Mc<'utcheon  was  a  girl  of 
bad  character  before  the  fall  of  1903. 

At  the  opening  of  court  Lsaac  Green 
was  recalled  to  the  stand  for  further 
cross-examination  by  Attorney  Hollis- 
ter. Green  testified  Wednesday  that  he 
had  started  Mls.s  McCutcheon  in  busi- 
ness when  she  went  in  to  the  confec- 
tionery store  at  Hibblng.  giving  her 
in  the  agregat<»  about  X'i'i^.  .She  had 
'pulled  his  leg"  for  that  amount,  he 
asserted. 

Mr.  Hollister  attempted  to  bring  out 
the  alleged  fact  that  he  was  amply 
secured  for  the  money  advanced  the 
girl,  and  that  he  was  mixed  up  in  an 
unlawful  scheme  to  defraud  other 
creditors  of  the  McCutcheons.  The 
witness  could  not  satisfactorily  explain 
himself  entirely  clear  of  this  last 
charge.  The  fact  that  he  was  sued  for 
breach  of  promise  by  a  woman  a  few 
years  ago  was  brought  out.  The  court 
excu.sed  him  from  answering  the  fjues- 
tlou  as  to  whether  he  had  later  entered 
Into  a  compact  with  the  woman  In  the 
case  to  beat  the  attorneys  out  of  their 
fees,  cross-examination  along  this  line 
havinp'  been  objected  to. 

Herbert  Tetzla  testified  for  the  de- 
fense that  his  house  was  one  lot  dis- 
tant from  the  cottage  <>ocup!ed  by  Miss 
McCutcheon  at  Hibbing.  He  said  he 
had  seen  some  suspicious  circum- 
stances in  connection  with  calls  paid 
the  girl  by  j^uiig  men.  but  could  not 
actually  say  anything  out  of  the  way 
had  Ijeen  dofie. 

L,  F.  Swain,  wtio  testified  to  having 
a  logging  contract  with  the  Pi>wers- 
Simpson  company,  said  that  he  saw 
Miss  McCutcheon  and  a  man  at  the 
side  of  a  well-traveled  road  near  Hib- 
blng late  in  the  summer  of  \W1.  He 
thought  their  actions  strange,  and  -Jaid 
the  girl  had  asked  him  to  keep  the 
matter  quiet.  He  was  driving  a  team 
at  the  time  and  both  Miss  McCutcheon 


and  th'^  man  with  her  rode  into  town 
with  Mr.  .Swain. 

Oscar  Lilliwale  .said  he  had  seen  Miss 
McCutcheon  at  the  Hibbing  race  track 
a  number  of  times  v.ith  Allie  Wooster,  I 
a  race  horse  man.     He  testified  to  hav-  j 
ing  seen  th  girl  enter  WoOdter's  sleep-  j 
ing  tent  on  two  occasions,  once  when  it 
was  raining  and  again  in  the  dusk  of  aj 
sumnn-i's  evening.     He   could   not  aay  ; 
what  occurred  inside  the  tent.  i 

J.    L.    Phillips,    undertaker    and    em-  ( 
balmer.    employed     across     the     street  j 
from  the  building  formerly  occupied  by 
the    McCutcheons'    store,    according  to; 
the    testimony,    said    the   reputation   of 
Mi.ss  McCutcheon  while  she  was  In  the 
store    was    Ijad.      He    asserted    that    on 
four  or  five  occasions  he  liad  seen  men 
about  her  store  very  late  at  night,  and  1 
that  she  went  In  and  out  at  all  hours. 
.Sometimes  along  about   10  or  11  o'lock  I 
the   store    would    be     locked,     although 
brilliantly   lighted.      He   could    not   say 
that    she    had    had    Improper    relations 
with    men.    other    than    what    he    had 
heard.  „ 

Attorney  Hollister,  as  Mr.  Phillips 
loft  the  stand,  asked  the  court  to  limit 
the  number  of  witnesses  testifying 
merely  as  to  the  reputation  of  the  girl 
to  six  on  a  side.  He  said  he  could  get 
any  number  of  people  of  high  standin.? 
to  testify  as  to  the  good  character  of 
the  girl,  "but  explained  that  money  was 
lacking.  The  court  limited  the  number 
of  repetitions  on  character  to  ten  on  a 
side.  • 

Frank  H.  Dear  of  the  contracting 
firm  of  Winston  Bros.  &  Dear  testified 
to  having  paid  $30  to  Miss  McCutcheon. 
Jan.  5.  1904.  on  an  order,  in  letter  form, 
signed  with  the  name  of  Isa<ac  Green. 
He  said  he  paid  her  the  money  but  did 
not  take  the  order.  The  stub  of  the 
check  drawn  on  that  day  was  produced 
in  court. 

•'She  told  me  she  wanted  the  money 
to  pay  her  rent  and  that  she  would  re- 
turn it  in  a  few  days."  said  the  witness. 
"Mr.  Green  was  in  our  employ." 

S.  R.  Kirby  said  that  he  was  cashier 
of  the  Hibbing  First  National  bank 
and  postmaster.  He  was  appointed 
postmaster  in  July.  1902.  Miss  McCut- 
cheon had  been  working  in  the  office 
for  his  predecessor,  but  he  denied  hav- 
ing asked  her  to  remain  in  the  office 
when  he  Ijecame  its  head.  He  first 
heard  .something  bad  about  the  girl  in 
1902.  he  stated,  but  could  name  no  per- 
son other  than  his  wife  who  had  Had 
anything  to  say  against  her. 

The  testimony  showed  that  whi'.e  Mr. 
Powers  keei>3  his  personal  account  at 
the  bank  where  Kirby  is  employed,  the 
account  of  the  Powers-Simpson  com- 
pany is  kept  at  a  Minneapolis  institu- 
tion.

NORTH  DAKOTA. 

Fargo— Dr.  Ramsay,  chief  cattle  Ui- 
spector  of  the  government  for  the  Da- 
kotas  and  Montana,  has  completed  his 
report  of  shipments  for  the  past  year, 
which  shows  that  Montana  alone  shipped 
l.OOO.ftOO  sheej..  South  Dakota  led  in  cattle 
shipments,  with  L'80,0(Ki;  Montana  sent  out 
].'i<>.(KX)  and  North  Dakota  140.('(»0.  North 
Dakota  shipped  187,000  sheep  and  South 
Dakota  ISii.iKK).  October  was  the  banner 
month  for  shipments.

at  Chisholm  Now  Well 

Opened. 

Capt.  J.  H.  LanyoTi,  of  the  Monroe 
&  Tenner  mine,  at  Chisholm,  accom- 
panied by  his  daughter.  Miss  Eva  and 
Mi.ss  Govett,  are  spending  the  day  In 
the  city. 

Capt.  Lanyon  says  things  have  been 
very  active  about  the  mine  ever  since 
the  property  was  opened  a  year  ago 
last    July. 

Three  shafts  are  down  about  26C' 
feet  and  ore  is  being  hoisted  out  of  all 
three  on  an  avei-age  of  about  400  tons 
per  day.  Three  shifts,  comprising  150 
or  more  men,  have  been  employed  all 
the   winter  season. 

The  Monroe  &  Tenner  mine  is  one  of 
the  Oliver  Mining  company's  proper- 
ties and  it  will  go  in  the  shipping  list 
this  coming  spring  as  soon  as  naviga- 
tion opens.  Spur  tracks  are  being  con- 
structed to  the  mine  from  lK)th  the 
Great  Northern  and  Missabe  roads  and 
these  will  be  completed  by  the  tln.e 
the   shipping   season   opens. 

The  sinking. of  the  shafts  at  the 
mine  was  attended  with  a  great  deal 
of  difficulty,  the  shafts  having  betn 
successfully  put  through  from  seventy- 
five   to  eighty  feet   of  quicksand. 

Capt.  Lanyon  says  that  there  has 
been  a  great  deal  of  general  activity  at 
the  mining  properties  at  Chisholm  and 
that  some  enormous  stockpiles  have 
been  accumulated.  These  are  larger 
by   far  than   the  piles  of  last  winter. 

The  stripping  work  on  the  Monro*  & 
Tenner  property  is  also  progressing 
favorably.  The  stripping  has  been  car- 
ried on  to  a  depth  of  about  sixty-live 
feet,  and  is  now  very  close  to  the  ere.

GOVERNMENT  SAFE. 

No  Prospect  of  Present  Disso- 
lution of  Parliament. 

London,  Feb.  17.— The  majority  of 
sixty-three  by  which  Mr.  Asqulth's 
amendment  to  the  reply  to  the  speecli 
from  the  throne  was  rejected  by  the 
house  of  commons  last  night  is  re- 
garded as  giving  the  government  the 
first  move  in  the  political  game  and  as 
finally  disposing  of  any  present  pros- 
pect of  dissolution  of  parliament. 

The  real  event  of  the  night's  debate 
was  the  brilliant  speech  delivered  by 
Lord  Hugh  Cecil,  which  is  admitted 
both  by  friends  and  opponents  to  have 
been  his  finest  oratorical  effort  and  one 
of  the  best  speeches  delivered  In  the 
iiouse  of  commons  since  the  Gladstone- 
Salisbury  period,  and  as  placing  Lord 
Hugh  Cecil  in  the  foremost  of  possible 
leaders  of  the  conservative  party. 
Lord  Hugh  Cecil  is  the  leader  of  the 
Conservative  free  traders  and  the  Lib- 
erals had  placed  their  hopes  in  him  to 
turn  out  the  government.  He  disillus- 
ioned them  by  contending  that  the  free 
trade  cause  would  gain  by  keeping  the 
present  government  In  office  still  long- 
er; and  whilst  he  mercilesly  pulled  to 
pieces  his  cousin  Balfour's  ambitious 
attitude  On  fiscal  questions,  he  de- 
clined to  vote  for  the  Asquith  amend- 
ment. The  majority  of  Con.servatlve 
free  traders  will  follow  Lord  Hugh 
Cecil's  lead  and  apart  from  the  possi- 
bllltj'  of  some  unexpected  snap  divis- 
ion, the  government's  position  is  con- 
sidered safe.

The  fli^t  time  Jay  Cooke  ever  visited 
'  Duluth   was   in   the   spring  of  1^68,   ac- 
cording to  U  A.  Marvin,  deputy  county 
'  auditor    who  has  lived   in  Duluth  ever 

.since    ^^61.     At    that    time   Mr.    Marvin 

was   going   to   school   in    St.    Paul,    but 

has  heard  a  great  deal  about  the  visit 

ol'    Jay    Cooke    that    spring.      In    tho.se 

davfe  the  only  means  of  iransrHjrtalion 

between  Duluth  and  St.  Paul  was  a 
,  stage  line,  and  the  journey  occupied 
.  three  days  each  way.     Mr.  Cooke  took 

the    trip,    and    while    here    v.as    enter- 
tained   by    Mr.    Marvin's    father.    Luke 

Marvin,    one   of  the   prominent   citizens

Luke  Marvin  of  Duluth.  On  receiving 
I  an  affirmative  answer,  the  great  finan- 
I  cier  said: 

I      "Well,    don't    you   ever   go    fishing   in 
Lesttr  river  with  your  father.

'  me    a    few    days    age    what    wonderful 
fishing    there    was    in    that    river,    and

Paul   &   Duluth   road   and   now  part   cf 
the    Northern    Pacific       system.        Mr. 
cnoke   was   financiering   this   road   and 
that  Is  what  attracted  him  to  this  part  i  comfertably 
of  the  country.  He  sper.t  about  a  week 
in    Duluth   on    that    visit    and     became 
well    actiuainted    with    all    of   its   deni- 
zens, becoming  at  that  time  deeply  in- 
terested   in    the    possibilities     of       the 
village   and    looking  eucr  It     and     the 
surrounding  country   quite   thorougaiy.

Mr.  Cooke  was  very  much  interested 
in  having  churches  established  here 
and  gave  fl.OfK)  to  have  the  First  Pres- 
byterian church  started  and  an  equal 
sum  for  St.  Paul's  Episcopal  church. 
The  first  pastors  of  these  churci-.es 
were  .secured  on  recommendation  of 
Mr.   Cooke.

It  was  not 
very  long  before  that  when  Mr.  Meker, 
the  founder  of  the  city  of  Meker,  o.i 
Puget  Sound,  went  out  as  a  boy  to 
blaze  the  way  for  a  settlement,  under 
the  survey  of  General  Steven-s  who 
was  really  the  pioneer  of  the  great 
Northwestern  routes.  When  1  last  saw 
Mr.  Meker  (v.ho  was  still  alive  some 
years  ago,  and  who  is  the  only  one  of 
that  great  advance  army  surviving  to  | 
i^nvember  it),  he  dropped  into  my  i 
office  to  consummate  a  deal  in  hops  I 
upon  which  his  profits  amounted  in  a  | 
few  days  to  $100,000.  Mr.  Meker,  who  i 
drc»ve  one  of  tiie  first  wagons  through  ! 
the  Northwest  and  pre-empted  under 
the  special  act  of  congress,  passed  to 
assist  in  pc>pulating  our  Northern 
frontier,  is  today  worth  $3,000,000." 

Mr.  Cooke  was  asked  a  few  years 
ago  for  a  story  of  the  inception  of  the 
Northern  Pacific  railroad  enterpris.-. 
"That  project,"  said  he,  "was  really 
the  outcome  of  the  dispute  betwten 
the  United  States  and  England  as  to 
our  Northern  boundaries.  Genera; 
_-  Stevens  was  with  an  engineering  party 
the  I  sent  out  to  survey  a  ]>nth  upon  which 
enterprise  American  citizens  might  set- 
tle and  form  a  loyal  barritr  against 
hostile  encroachment  from  Great  Brit- 
ain. It  waf  then  that  the  United 
States  government  made  the  extraor- 
dinary cemcession  for  settlers,  gi\ing 
them  640  acres,  that  led  Mr.  Meker's 
caravan  to  Puget  sound." 

Mr.  Cooke  was  alway  interested  when 
reminiscent  as  to  the  Northern  Pacific 
lailroad.  "A  rallre>ad  route  across  the 
continent,"  said  he,  "was  contempl.ited 
by  General  Stevens  long  before  the 
Union  Pacific  had  been  planned.  You 
will  find  in  General  Stevens'  report, 
which  is  a  part  of  the  archives  t^f  the 
government,  a  picture  of  500,000  buf- 
faloes within  a  compass  cf  50,000  acres, 
living  contentedly  upon  the  products 
of  the  soil  in  a  small  section  of  the  Red 
river  country.  This  picture  wa-s  made 
as  an  exhibition  of  the  wimderful  fer- 
tility of  the  Northwest.  The  enormous 
streU'hes  of  wheat  fields  in  that 
country,  where  the  buffalo  roamed  in 
herds    sometimes    of    millions.

In  1S58  he  retired  from  the  banking 
business  and  became  Interested  i.i 
large  railroad  enterprtsts,  come  ol 
them  in  the  western  part  of  Ptnnsyl- 
vania,  and  somt  of  them  in  the  great 
Northwest,  a  region  dear  to  his  mem- 
oiy.  and  destined  to  become  the  ihe- 
ater  of  the  mtj^t  fateful  event  of  his 
life— the  Inception  of  the  Northern  Pa- 
cific railroad.  During  this  perlnd  Mr. 
Cooke  negotiated  the  sale  of  the  Penn- 
sylvania State  canal  which  eventually 
led  to  the  ccmpletion  of  one  of  the 
greatest  railroad  system  of  the  world, 
if  not  the  greatest— the  Pennsylvania 
railroad. 

Speaking  of  his  relations  with  the 
Northern  Pacific  enterprise,  Mr.  Cuoke 
said  a   few  ytars  ago: 

"When  with  a  view  to  the  railroa;! 
enterprise.  1  fir.^t  looked  over  that 
great  Northwestern  section,  the  squir- 
lels  roamed  at  will  and  the  Indians 
sought  their  game  without  molestation 
from  anv  white  man.  Here  and  there 
were  patehes  of  white  settlements,  like 
spots  of  sunshine  through  the  deep 
foliage  of  the  forest;  that  was  nearly 
all.

As  it  was  the  failure  of  Mr.  Cooke's 
banking-house  to  meet  the  interest  on 
the  bonds  of  the  Northern  Pacific  rail- 
road company  thirty-one  years  ago 
that  led  to  the  panic  of  1873,  the  real 
story  of  the  Northern  Pacific,  told  by 
Mr.  Ccoke  himself,  cannot  fall  to  be 
Interesting.     Said   Mr.   Cooke: 

"Josiah  Purh;im  of  Maine  obtained  in 
lb.64  a  charter  from  congress  to  build  a 
railroad  from  Lake  Superior  to  Puget 
sound.  Mr.  Purham  had  a  unique  idea. 
He  proposed  to  build  a  railroad  without 
bonds  and  lo  obtain  the  capital  by 
selling  the  stock  in  small  lots  through- 
cut  the  country— to  make  a  sort  of 
national  'penny'  subscription  to  'ouild  a 
great-transcontinental  railroad.  Of 
course.  Mr.  Purhams  Utopian  scheme 
fell  through.  Years  after  that,  and 
after  our  house  had  completed  its  con- 
tract for  raising  war  revenues  for  the 
govei-nment.  I  wa.-;  asked  to  consider 
the  developinent  of  the  plan  originally 
contemplated  by  Mr.  Purham. 

"His  charter  had  fallen  into  the 
hands  e>f  the  following  gentlemen,  with 
a  capitalization  giving  to  each  of  the 
subscribers  one  of  twelve  shares: 
Judge  Kice  cf  the  Maine  railroad,  ono' 
share;  Governor  Smith  of  Vermont 
(who  subsequently  becfune  the  presi- 
dent of  the  Northern  Pacific  railroad}, 
two  shares  on  behalf  of  the  Vermont 
Central  railroad;  the  Chicago  &  North- 
western railroad,  one  share;  Thomas  A. 
Scott  J.  Edgar  Thompson  and  my 
partner  Mr.  Moorhead,  one  share;  the 
Fort  "\A'ayne  &  Chicago  railroad,  one 
share;  the  Erie  railway,  one  share: 
Judge  W.  Cass,  the  son  of  Gen.  Cass  of 
Michigan,  one  share;  James  Stinson  of 
Chicago  one  .share;  Frederick  Billings, 
one  share;  C.  B.  Wright,  one  share,  and 
a  syndicate  of  numerous  other  gentle- 
men, one  share.  All  dead  now,  added 
Mr   Cook  sentontiously. 

"At  this  time  I  was  too  much  engaged 
m  raising  revenue  for  the  government 
carry  on  the  war  to  con.sider  this 
f.nv  other  railroad  scheme:  in  fact, 
I  did  "not  know  that  my  patner,  Mr. 
Moorhead.  was  interested  in -this  plan. 
It  was  not  until  1S6S  that,  at  the  solici- 
tation of  Mr.  Scott  and  Mr.  Moorh<^ad, 
I  agreed  to  consider  the  Northein  Pa- 
cific scheme.  Having  then  completed 
in  effect  my  arrangements  with  the 
government.  I  was  induced  to  look  into 
the  Northern  Pacific  project,  for  which 
my  early  life  and  knowledge  of  the 
country  had  prepared  me." 

Mr  Cooke's  vast  enterprises  in 
ing  our  government  loans  had  natur- 
ally given  him  a  wide  ncciuamtance 
with  foreign  bankers.  After  «»  agree- 
ment with  twelve  original  stockholders 
cf  Mr.  Purham's  transferred  charter, 
bv  which  he  was  in  possession  of  a 
newlv  organized  company  with 
twentv-four  shares,  of  which  he  origin- 
ally controlled  twelve,  and  subsequent- 
ly "acquired  a  controlling  interest  by 
the  purchase  of  the  Chicago  &  North- 
western interest,  he  began  to  con.sider 
the  question  of  capital.  The  original 
charter  provided  for  no  bonds,  and  it 
became  necessary  to  have  a  special  act 
of  congress  passed  authorizing  the  is- 
suing of  a  bonded   indebtedness 

T'->  acompli.sh  tliis.  it  was  neces 
meet  the  tremendous  opposition 
Union  Pacific  railroad  syndicate;  accom- 
plished, however,  it  finally  wa.'s.  IMils 
done,  there  wa«  a  meeting  held  at  Og- 
ontz  Mr.  Cookes  Philadelphia  home,  at 
which  one  of  the  chief  figures  -was  Baron 
Geroli,  the  Germjin  minister  to  the  Uni- 
ted St.'ites,  and  accompanying  him  were 
a  number  of  the  greatest  bankers  of 
German V.  The  Northern  Pacific  scheme 
was  talked  over,  and  upon  that  e:-vening 
Mr.  C'Toke  was  given  an  exchange  on 
Amsterdam  for  ?5(id.0(KJ  in  gold  as  a  mere 
guarantee  for  an  agreement  that  these 
bankers  woidd  contribute  $5(»,C'O0.C'(K)  to 
build    the    Northrm    Pacific. 

Tlic  negotiations  went  en.  and  in  the 
!  meantime  the  hou.?-^  of  Jay  Cooke  &  Co. 
held  this  $5<t<1,ono  of  gold  in  its  vaults. 
I  T^vo  days  b'^-fore  the  outbreak  of  the 
Franco-Prussian  war.  Mr.  Cooke  received 
a  caible  that  the  $5O.C0a.()00  would  within 
forty-eight  hours  be  on  deposit  in  a  well- 
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known  banking  house  in  London.  Thus 
Ihe  inception  of  the  Northern  Pacific  rail- 
road on  tlie  bro.id  basis  plajined  by  Mr. 
Cooke  and  his  friends  appeared  to  be 
assured.  Within  two  days  war  -was  de- 
clared between  France  and  Prussia,  and 
the  guarantte  of  $50,tiOO.O(tO  fell  through. 

"What,  said  1  to  Mr.  Cooke,  "did  you 
do  with   that  JfKKi.O'X  in   gold"/" 

"V,hv."  said  ho,  "we  paid  it  back. 

But  Mr.  Cooke  and  his  friends  still  had 
not  lo.st  anv  faith  m  their  Nortliwestern 
enterprise.  A  pool  of  Jo.C*)0,(KX>  was  term- 
ed and  tlie  roiwl  was  built  for  :S(f  miles 
from  Duluth  to  the  Red  River,  on  the 
credit  of  Jay  Cooke  At  Co.  As  a  mere 
matter  of  detail  which  may  interest  per- 
sons of  .';mall  means  it  may  be  slatetl 
that  the  fiiTn  received  JW«J,(<)()  in  commis- 
sions in  this  transaction.  After  that  the 
road  was  finished  lo  Bismarck,  45(t  miles. 

In  the  meantime  another  one  ol  tlio.-c 
unlorsien  accidents  which  ajfpeared  to 
stumble  in  the  way  of  the  enterprise  is 
worth  recalling.  A  syndicate  had  been 
foi-med  in  London  to  furnisli  120,0 >(»,0e»0  lei 
continue  the  road.  The  money  was  ac- 
lually  deposited.  "But."  remarked  Mr. 
CLKike  with  a  sad  smile.  "ju.«t  then  the 
dispute  between  tl>e  Cnite^l  States  and 
Great    Britain    rt-aehed    a    critical    stage. 

War  or  someiliing  like  it.  seemed  in<vlt- 
able.  and  for  a  second  time,  tlie  whole 
brunt  (.f  the  enterprise  was  thrown  back 
upon  Mr.  Cooke's  house.  It  was  the.vc 
untoward  circumstances  which  put  the 
hou.'-e  of  Jav  Cooke  &  Co.  front  to  front 
with  the  crisis  of  lsi73.  '"Our  suspens.on, 
said  Mr.  Coolie,  .sadly,  "rvas  the  result  of 
such  misfortune  in  the  face  of  an  in- 
evitable stringency  in  th<!  money  market, 
the  result  of  the  unnatural  expansuin  of 
business  resulting  from  past  war  specula- 
lions." 

But  the  house  of  Jay  Cooko  &  Co.  will 
be  better  r(raembiied  from  its  connection 
with  the  work  H  accomi>li.-:hed  in  raising 
the  "sinews  of  war."  the  money  nece-.>;sary 
to  carry  on  the  operations  of  the  govern- 
ment in  the  great  rebellion.  Coleis.«al  as 
the  figures  may  appear,  it  is  a  fact  that  m 
one  year,  during  whi.  h  it  was  the  sole 
financial  agent  of  tlie  government,  the 
house  of  Jay  Cooke  <Sc  Co.  uan.sacted  a 
business  of  j:'.,(KH),OWI,tHK».  This  was  in  the 
year  in  whicli  the  great  7-30  government 
loans  were  floated. 

"We  must  have  foO.f-dO.fW  with  which  to 
put  down  the  rebellion.'  said  Mr.  Chase.

CONDUCT 

Of  Prisoners  Res:ulates  Color 
of  Their  Clothes. 

Anamosa,  Iowa,  Feb.  17.— Prisoners  in 
the  state  penitentiaries  are  very  sen- 
sitive to  the  color  of  the  clothing  tney 
wear  and  this  fact  is  shown  in  the  re- 
ports for  the  month  which  have  been 
received  by.  the  state  board  of  coniioi. 

When  a  prisoner  Is  admitted  he  is 
placed  In  the  second  grade  and  k 
dressed  in  a  suit  of  small  red  plaid. 
If  he  behaves  himself  for  sixty  days 
he  is  promoted  to  the  first  grade  where 
he  wears  a  suit  of  gray  of  a  solid 
color  and  which  is  not  unlike  the  gray 
garb  of  ordinary  citizens.  If  he  does 
not  behave  himself  he  .soon  goes  down 
to  the  third  grade,  where  his  suit  is 
the  regulation  black  and  white  prisuii 
bars. 

During  the  past  month  there  were 
fourteen  who  went  from  the  third  t^ 
the  second  grade  by  promotion  and 
only  two  from  the  second  to  the  third 
Eleven  were  pnrmoted  from  the  .second 
to  the  first  and  none  from  the  first 
down  to  the  second.

York,    Feb.    17.— Tests    and    ex- 
periments   conducted      at      Gouveiieur 
hospital    on    patients    sufferingg    ucm 
cerebra  spinal  meningitis  have  led   iha 
doctors  there  to  the  belief  that  a  nev 
and  successful   treatment  of  the  drt,ad 
disease   has    been   found.       The 
tality   of   meningitis    has   always    been 
high,    and    especially    among    children 
and  there  has  been  no  accepted  method 
of  treatment  amcng  medical   men. 

The  new  method  consists  of  the  in- 
jection of  anti-toxin  of  diphtheria.  Out 
of  eight  cases  five  have  been  ab.so- 
lutcly  cured  without  any  subse(iuenl 
complications  and  two  show  improve- 
ment. The  only  certain  case  is  thac 
of  a  girl  of  ten  who  was  at  the  hos- 
pital seventeen  days  before  she  was 
treated  with  the  anti-toxin. 

Particularly  interesting  were  the 
cases  of  three  brothers  fnmi  9  to  14 
[  years  old.  Another  brother  had  died  at 
I  home  after  an  illiieiss  of  two  days. 
Eight  thousand  units  of  anti-toxin 
were  given  to  each  boy  every  fony- 
eight  hours.  Two  of  them  are  now 
entirely  well  and  the  third  is  rapidly 
improving. 

MOINEY,  BUT  WO  WATER. 

Yachtsmen  Secure  Their  Sup- 
ply From  Passing  Steamer. 

San  Francisco.  Feb.  17.— Off  San  Jcse 
del  Cabo,  which  is  the  most  southerly 
point  of  the  Lower  California  penin- 
sula, the  yacht  Hainona  was  supplied 
with  fresh  water,  of  which  it  stood 
in  great  need,  by  the  steamer  Curacao, 
which  has  just  arrived  from  Mexican 
ports. 

The  yacht,  which  has  on  board  Col. 
John  Hradbuy,  Dr.  Smith  and  Dr. 
Hitchcock,  all  of  Los  Angeles,  was 
bound  to  Mezatlin  and  was  then  out 
fifteen  days.  The  distre.S3  signal  of 
the  yacht  was  seen  by  the  lookout  of 
the  Curacao,  and  the  course  of  the 
ves.sel  was  changed.  Capt.  Paulsen  was 
informed  that  the  water  supply  was 
alarmingly  low.  and,  in  fact,  what  was 
on  hand  was  unfit  to  drink. 


From  Texas  to  Winnipeg  and  from  New 
York  to  the  Rooky  mountains,  the  hens 
have  become  disgusted  with  the  conduct 
of  the  weather  man  and  have  gone  on  a 
strike.  The  result  is  practically  an  egg 
famine  In  every  state  in  the  Union,  and 
the  price  is  .soaring  into  unlieard-of 
realms. 

The  last  cold  snap  did  the  trick.  The 
hens  withstood  December's  and  Januarys 
cold  waves  fairly  well,  but  when  they 
were  just  commencing  to  lay  for  the 
spring,  it  was  adding  insult  to  injury  to 
let  loose  another  blizzard  which  swept 
down  a.s  far  as  the  gulf,  and  they  quit 
laying.  The  Minnesota  hen  is  behaving 
belter  than  the  others,  for  she  expects 
sucli  weather  in  February,  but  the  delit 
cate  hothouse  birds  of  Iowa,  Kansas,  Mis- 
souri. Texas  and  the  Southern  states  ex- 
pect better  things  of  the  weather  man. 
and  were  reared  to  count  on  mild  weather 
in  the  latter  part  of  February.  They  are 
tlierefore  the  ringleaders  in  the  strike, 
and  the  farmers  down  In  those  states  are 
lucky  to  get  an  egg  out  of  an  entire 
henery  in  these  times. 

The  price  of  fresh  eggs  on  Michigan 
street  ranges  from  t%  to  iS  and  even  30 
«euts.  while  the  retail  price  is  from  35 
cents  upward.  The  cold  storage  supply 
has  been  exhausted,  and  it  is  now  Im- 
possible to  Ijuy  any  cold  storage  eggs  in 
the  city.  This  has  made  the  market 
still  more  erratic,  as  the  cold  storage  eggs 
always  act  as  a  balance  wheel. 

"A  Chicago  firm  telegraphed  me  yester- 
day to  send  them  all  the  eggs  I  could  I 
find  at  i«  cents  a  dozen,  f.  o.  b.  Duluth,  " 
said  a  Michigan  street  dealer  in  speak- 
ing of  the  conditions  of  the  market. 
"They  were  willing  to  take  anything 
from  a  case  to  a  carload,  but  they  didn't 
get  either,  for  I  had  nothing  to  send.  I 
had  orders  right  here  in  Duluth  for  all  I 
could  lay  my  hands  on  at  29  cents,  and  1 
was  making  regul.ir  customers  angry 
because  1  couldn't  supply  them.  But  you 
can  imagine  what  the  Chicago  market 
must  be  like  when  they  send  all  the  way 
to  Duluth  and  offer  23  cents  for  them 
h>re. 

"The  great  trouble  with  the  market  is 
that  last  cold  wave  whiili  swept  so  far 
South.  It  simply  shut  off  the  Southern 
supply  for  a  week  or  ten  days.  Th-' 
farmers  di>wn  there  don't  make  provislop 
for  cold,  and  when  it  does  coni"-  it  plays 
havoc  with  their  hens.  Eggs  were  very 
scarce  before  that  last  cold  snap,  and  it 
just  put  the  finishing  touches  to  the  mar- 
ket. If  the  cold  continues  for  a  few- 
days  in  the  South,  the  man  who  has  eggs 
will  be  able  to  get  any  price  he  wants 
for  them."

CANNON  BALL 

Of  Strange  Pattern  Picked  Up 
In  Mexico. 

Whitewright.  Tex..  Feb.  17.— Kit  Cow- 
an of  Whitewright  has  in  his  posse-s- 
slon  a  peculiar  specimen  of  cannon 
ball  or  projectile,  which  he  found  im- 
bedded in  the  rocky  face  of  a  high 
clift"  15  or  20  miles  Southwest  of  Mont- 
erey, Mexico. 

The  battlefield  «f  Bishop's  Pilot 
Mound  lies  between  Monterey  ai:d  this 
cliff,  but  is  perhaps  10  miles  from 
where  th?  ball  was  found.  The  dis- 
tance and  the  position  of  the  imbedded 
projectile  when  found  are  such  as  to 
lead  to  the  impression  that  it  was  not 
fired  from  that  batTlefield.  Mr.  Cowan 
has  made  extensive  inquiries,  but  can 
find  no  one  v.ho  knows  of  any  nation 
that  has  ever  used  this  peculiar  kitid 
of  projectile. 

It  is  seven  inches  long  and  was  evi- 
dently llred  from  a  four-inch  gun.  The 
top  part  Is  of  the  hardest  steel,  and  Is 
fastened  to  a  body  of  iron  and  lo.ad. 
This  base  is  rified  and  h:is  slots  In 
v.hich  may  have  been  leaden  projecllies 
that  went  their  own  separate  ways  af- 
ter the  ball  had  passed  from  the  can- 
non. 

There  are  eight  of  these  slots,  all 
connecting  with  a  large  cavity  in  the 
center  of  the  base,  in  which,  no  doubt, 
explosives  were  placed.  After  t^e 
leaden  slugs  parted  from  the  main 
body  of  the  ball  the  cavities  left  by 
them  slant,  or  rlrto.  and  the  action 
of  the  wind  upon  them  would  maka 
the  ball  revolve  at  a  terrific  rate  of 
speed. 

Through  the  hardened  top,  fron* 
point  downward,  runs  a  large  screw, 
which  joins  the  top  and  base.

and  vital  things,  and  for  only  one  at 
a  tirre.  When  oi)positlon  comes,  as  it 
surely  will,  we  must  remember  that  if 
all  our  force  and  energy  is  directe-d  to 
the  one  point  at  issue,  we  can  undoubt- 
edly overcome  the  obstacles  raised 
against  us;  the  singleness  of  purpose 
and  Intelligent  effort  will  win  over  the 
most  skeptical.

•  iteally  this  "where-wlth-all  shall  we 
be  clothed'  question  is  getting  very 
serious.

"THE  THREE  CITIES." 

Mrs.  C.  L.  Alwood  Comments 

on  State's  Municipalities. 

Mrs.  Clarence  L.  Atwocd  of  St. 
Cloud  was  introduced  to  respond  to  the 
toast  'The  Three  Cities,"   and  said: 

"Coeval  with  creation,  in  the  estima- 
tion of  the  pious  Hindu,  is  his  sacred 
citv,  Benarez.  From  the  dim  past, 
where  history  melts  into  tradition, 
down  threeagh  every  century  of  his  ex- 
istence, it  has  been  the  holy  of  holies, 
whither  millions  of  the  devout  have 
made,  pilgiimages.  It  la  for  him  the 
soul-center  of  the  universe,  the  gate  of 
paradise.  In  our  modern  Occidental 
civilization  we  acknowledge  no  sanc- 
tissima  sanctorum.  Old  World  critics 
even  go  so  far  as  to  say  the  sincerest 
homage  an  American  can  pay  is  that 
the  fine  [  rendered  to  the  Almighty  Dollar,  If  it 
and  choice  :  be  true  that  mammon  is  our  God  and 
the  ix>mp  and  panoply  of  worldly  trap- 
pings but  votive  offerings  to  this  deity, 
then  assuredly  are  the  three  cities  our 
Benarez,  for  the^y  are  the  cash  center.s 
of  the  commonwealth.  In  display  of 
wealth,  what  part  of  the  state  can  vie 
with  them?  They  have  bigger  mills, 
finer  stores,  more  palatial  homes,  more 
I  elaborate  parks,  grander  boulevards, 
woman  |  handsomer  public  buildings,  more  ele- 
gantly attired  people,  ruling  over  more 
costly  establishments  in  a  more  lux- 
urious fashion. 

"Tai.-5  centralization  of  capital   is  due 
to  that  second  great  attribute,  in  which 
they     surpass     us,     commerce.       'Gremt 
nature   spoke — observant    man    obeyed.' 
St.  Paul  at  the  head  of  river  communl- 
i  catirn,      Minneapolis     at      St.    Anthony 
j  Falls,  with  its  superb  water  iHDwer,  and 
i  Duluth    (lueen  of  the  Great  Lakes— they 
I  were  by  virtue  of  their  geographical  po- 
sition destined  to  be  the  great  commer- 
1  cial   centers  of  the   Northwest.     Add  to 
;  this   the   centralization   of  all   lines     of 
i  railway   and    they   become    indeed     the 
,  gateways  of  all   trade  avenues.     Their 
;  immense  wholesale  and  jobbing  houses 
'  and  their  constantly  multiplying  man- 
!  ufacturing    plants    reveal    that    in    in- 
i  creasing    measure    are    they    becoming 
distributing   and     primary     centers,    in 
I  increasing   measure     do     they   produce 
I  the    commodities    to    feed,    clothe      and 
'  house    us.     On    the    other   hand,      what 
admirable  markets     have     they  become 
for    our    agricultural,    timber,    mineral 
and   dairy  products.     The  city  and  tne 
countrv— each,      'In     proportion     as     it 
bles.sc!--,  blest.'     Back  of  any  city  must 
lie   a  productive    country.     Thus,    in    so 
far  as  their  prosperity  reflects  the  fer- 
lilitv    and    the    resources    of    the    state, 
the  "indomitable    pluck    and    energy    of 
her  pioneers,  the  sagacity  and  integrity 
of  all  her  citizens,  it   is  a  subject     for 
mutual   pride  and   congratulation. 

"But  I  should  do  scant  Justice  to 
these  splendid  cities,  or  my  own  pene- 
tration, if  I  insinuated  that  they  had 
outstripped  us  only  in  the  point  of 
cornering  more  coin.  These  great  cen- 
ters of  human  activity  offfr  the  highest 
possibilities  of  opportunity  to  brain 
and  energy,  and  gmdually  draw  into 
their  maelstrom  an  overweening  pre- 
ponderance of  ability.  There  music, 
art  philosophy  and  science  are  mcst 
fully  developed.  There  the  refinement;^: 
and  graces  of  artistic  civilization  are 
most  evidenced.  They  have  an  aggre- 
gate of  Intellect  from  which  emanates 
a  force,  an  initiative  that  makes  them 
m  a  sense  culture  centers.  Our  dra- 
matic and  lecture  supply  must  neces- 
sarily depend  on  what  finds  favor  with 
them.  Our  city  ordinances  and  char- 
ters arc  largely  modeled  after  theirs, 
out*  business  methods  those  oblainin.; 
with  them,  our  social  custom.s  a  reflex 
of  theirs,  so  that  the  smaller  places  re- 
flect in  a  degree  the  standards  of  ex- 
cellence dominating  the  cities.  It  Is 
true  that  the  country  towns  have  then- 
efllcient  high  schools  and  public  li- 
braries, several  are  the  seats  of  fine 
d»  nomi'iiational  colleges,  academies  and 
private  schools,  others,  the  homes  of 
normal  schools,    but  more   educational 


factors  exist  in  the  cities  than  In  the 
state  at  large,  .and  the  crowning  glory 
of  our  educational  system,  our  noble 
university,  with  its  able  faculty  and 
4,000  students,  is  part  and  paro  1  of  the 
magic  territory  embraced  in  the  three 
cities.  But  let  us  leave  the  combine 
of  capital,  commerce  and  culture  and 
consider  in  severalty  their  merits. 

C  stands  fe>r  Capital  and  also  for 
charities  anel  we  are  proud  of  St.  Paul 
in  both  particulars.  Our  capital  city 
is  in  a  measure  the  exposition  of  our 
civic  achievement,  and  we  are  glad 
that  the  efficiency  of  her  charities  is 
world  renowned;  that  her  sanitary 
conditions  warrant  the  statement  that 
she  Is  the  healthiest  city  in  the  world; 
that  her  park  system  is  one  of  the 
noblest,  that  her  superb  Summit  ave- 
nue rivals  in  natural  and  artificial 
beauty  any  avenue  in  America,  and 
that  consqicuous  in  he-r  beautiful 
land.scapes  Is  the  graceful,  majestic 
Capitol  building — fair  blo.ssoms  for  a 
wilderness  to  yield  in  a  half  century, 

"With  St.  Paul  stabllshed  and  pos- 
sessed of  considerable  trade  and  pres- 
tige how  chimerical  it  would  have 
.seemed  flft.v  years  ago  to  have  predict- 
ed that  on  a  bit  of  land  Just  around 
the  bend  of  the  river,  then  an  Indian 
reservation,  would  arise.  Phoenix  like, 
another  city  that  should  first  rival, 
then  outstrip  it.  But  truth  is  often 
stranger  than  fiction  and  Minneapolis 
Is  today  our  metropolis,  numbering 
over  200,000.  C  stands  for  Cereal  and 
she  is  pre-eminently  the  Cereal  city  of 
the  world.  To  the  remote.st  port  that 
commerce  carries  breadstulTs  the 
name  Minneapolis,  In  Minnesota,  is 
known  and  is  a  guarantee  for  excel- 
lence of  flour.  Both  as  a  wheat  center 
and  In  the  manufacture  of  flour  she 
leads  the  world.  She  showed  that  our 
despised  low-priced  spring  wheat  was 
capable  of  making  the  finest  flour  on 
earth.  She  has  been  a  potent  factor 
in  our  winning  the  title  of  the  'Bread 
and  Butter'  State  of  the  nation. 

"C  stands  for  Conqueror,  and  such 
Is  Duluth.  She  sits  enthroned  at  the 
we.stern  extremity  of  Lake  Superior, 
that  magnificent  'un.«alted  sea,'  the 
first  of  that  wonderful  chain  of  lakes, 
unique  among  all  the  phenomena  of 
nature  in  their  wild  beauty,  their 
grandeur  and  their  utility.  For  cen- 
turies their  waters  were  the  scene  of 
romantic  lawless  adventure  and  Du- 
luth a  council  ground  f<ir  the  Indians 
round  about.  Today  these  waters  have 
become  the  highway  of  one  of  the 
largest  carrying  trades  known  to  civ- 
ilization and  Duluth  has  entered  upon 
an  era  of  commercial 
limit  none  dare  foretell.  It  thrills  one's 
very  puKses  to  read  that  Duluth  more 
than  a  thou.sand  miles  inland  is  fourth 
among  the  great  maritime  cities  of 
the  globe,  that  Duluth,  surrounded  by 
a  dreary  waste  supposedly  incapable 
of  supporting  a  population,  now  han- 
dles from  that  terra  Incognita,  at  her 
colossal  docks  the  second  largest  iron 
yield  of  the  world,  that  Duluth  by  of- 
fering the  shortest  rail  and  longest 
water  haul  has  revolutionized  the  | 
whole  trend  of  the  trade  of  the  North-  | 
west  and  has  become  a  great  milling, 
grain,  lumber  and  wholesale  center. 
Who  that  listened  to  Proctor  Knott's 
celebrated  speech  in  congress  in  1871 
in  which  he  .says,  while  he  searches 
the  map  with  a  magnifying  glass  for 
Duluth,  that  he  is  told  it  is  lying 
around  loose  at  the  Head  of  the  I.^kes 
in  a  prolific  region  of  sand  and  pine 
shrubbery,  would  venture  to  have  pre- 
ilicted  the  Duluth  of  1905? 

"With  all  these  superior  attainments 
upon  which  the  city  dweller  some- 
times in  moments  of  spiritual  depres- 
sion felicitates  herself,  with  Pharasai- 
cal  complacency  thankin.g  He-aven  she 
is  not  as  her  stolid,  ill-groomed  rural 
sister — but  which,  allow  me  in  sheer 
self-defense  to  say,  is,  like  other  ad- 
mirable possessions — as  goodness  or  a 
large   family— quite  uncoveted    by^the  j  mu^^^  ^^^^^  ^^ 


club  and  became  deeply  interested  in  the 
course  of  study  that  little  band  of  earnest 
women  was  piirsviing.  Afier  some  con- 
troversy as  to  the  desirability  of  such  a 
step,  this  little  club  was  induced  to  join 
the  state  federation.  It  took  much  delib- 
eration and  specnlatiem  as  to  the  good 
it  could  get  out  of  it,  before  this  decision 
was  reaclied.  but  It  did  finally  join,  and 
a  member  was  .<imU  to  represent  the  club 
at  a  midwinter  breakfast.  She  went  with 
lier  heart  in  her  mouth,  not  knowing  what 
to  expect,  because  she  was  very  ignorant 
of  club  life.  Of  course,  she  was  delighted 
and  uplifteel;  it  all  seemed  so  remarkable, 
so  progre.s.^ive,  so  altruistic.  She  felt 
great  pride  in  V>eing  a  .«mall  iniit  in  this 
great  Ijody  of  u;-efu!ness.  She  was  espe- 
cially struck  with  the  ease  and  grace  and 
clearness  of  the  speaker,  and  with  .ill 
the  splendid  work  that  was  being  done 
by  this  band  of  women,  so  charming,  so 
forceful,  so  earnest.  One  reiwirt  of  a  bi- 
ennial pleased  her  very  much,  the  per- 
sonality of  the  si>eaker  perhaps  as  much 
as  what  .-^he  said.  .\t  any  rate,  it  all 
seemed  wonderful  to  her.  But  the  most 
wonderful  thing  about  It  Is  that  the  rep- 
resentative of  that  little  club  is  before 
you  now.  and  the  speaker  who  made  such 
a  deep  impression  ujion  her  was  Miss 
Martha  Scott  Anderson,  who  will  now 
address  you  upon  the  growth  and  work 
of  the  Minnesota  Federation  of  Women's 
Clubs." 

Few  of  the  club  women  of  the  state  are 
so  well  able  to  .speak  on  this  subject  as 
Miss  Anderson,  as  she  w.is  one  of  the 
women  who  helped  organize  the  federa- 
tion ten  years  as:o  and  had  been  In  at- 
tendance at  every  meetins  since.  She 
said   in  part: 

"The  Minnesota  Federation  of  Women's 
Ch!l>s  was  organized  ten  years  ago  In 
April,  and  it  sf-ems  most  fitting  thai  this 
little  historv  of  the  federation  should  >»e 
given  at  DiiUith.  The  federation  was  or- 
ganized at  Minneapolis,  the  first  mid- 
I  winter    luncheon    was    held    at    St.    Paul, 


and  this  meeting,  which  will  come  near- 
est of  any  at  which  we  will  gather  of 
being  an  anniversary  of  the  organization 
of  the  federation,  is  fittingly  held  in  Du- 
luth, the  home  of  many  of  the  women 
who  have  taken  an  intelligent  interest 
and  active  part  in  the  work  of  the  feder- 
ation since  its  organization.  Some  of  the 
strongest  workers  In  our  endeavors  have 
come  from  this  city.  Mrs.  W.  S.  Wood-

Thev  have 
met  with  some  success  and  each  n'.einb  r 
of    the    club    has    pledged    herself    to    not 
support    stores     and      shops        employing 
young   girls  after  i!   o'clock   in   th."   even- 
ing,   and    are    enlisting    other    ladies       to 
make   similar    pledges. 

Mrs.  Welch  brought  up  the  matter  of 
a  bill  to  be  presented  to  the  Ie<l.slMture 
at  the  instance  of  the  state  retail  clerks' 
association  providing  an  S-hour  law.  Shi 
said  that  the  clerks'  ass.,ciation  is  anx- 
ious for  the  endorsement  of  the  Women's 
fi deration  and  have  asked  that  action  be 
taken  in  the  matter  at  this  convention. 
Mrs.  Welch  reciuested  that  those  present 
give  an  expression  of  opinion  on  the  mat 
ter.  Mrs,  J.  L.  Washburn  of  Duluth, 
.said  that  she  did  not  believe  the  federa- 
tion should  pledge  itself  a-f  an  organiza- 
tion for  the  bill  although  her  sympathies 
and.  she  believed,  the  sympathies  of  .i 
niujorlty  of  the  members  of  the  federa- 
tion were  In  fav.>r  of  the  bill.  She  sug- 
gested that  if  the  members  wished  to 
work  for  the  bill  Individually,  that  would 
be  well,  but  not  to  pledge  the  federation 
to  work  for  it.  At  Mrs.  Washburn's 
suggestion  Mrs.  Tomllnson  of  St.  Peter 
was  appointed  a  committee  of  one  to  pre- 
pare a  letter  embodying  this  Idea,  to  be 
.sfiit  to  the  retail  clerks'  as.so.Mation  bv 
the  executive  committee  and  recom- 
me-ndlng  that  such  committee  .send  it. 
This  will  be  done.  After  a  few  minor 
disposed  of  the  council  ad- 
reception   was   held.

Chicago,  Feb.  17.— Doctors  W.  S.  Haines 
and  O.  W.  Lewke,  who  have  been  analyz- 
ing the  stomach  and  liver  of  Mrs.  Marie 
Welcker-Hoch.  the  latest  alleged  victim 
of  Johann  Hoch,  declared  definitely  today 
tlial  the  woman's  death  was  due  to  ar- 
senical poLsonlng.  Mr.  Lewke.  who  is 
the  coroner's  physician,  said  the  arsenic 
in  the  stomach  indicated  an  Intent  to 
murder.  "With  the  evidenice  of  four 
analyses  before  us."  said  EH*.-  Lewke. 
"there  is  no  doubt  left  thar  Mrs.  Welcker 
died  as  the  result  of  work  which  would 
have  done  credit  to  a  Borgia. 

"First,  I  analyzed  the  stomach  and  liver. 
Then  Dr.  Haines  analyzed  them.  Then 
I  both  of  us  made  tests  in  conjunction.  In 
every  case  the  result  was  the  siime.  Each 
test  showed  large  quantities  of  ar.senic 
in  both  stomach  and  liver.  We  did  not 
get  ordinary  reactions,  sho^^-ing  simply 
traces  of  the  drug.  All  our  traces  showed 
arsenic  in  quantities  large  enough  to 
kill." 

Dr.  Haines  is  professor  of  chemistry 
iti  Rush  medical  college,  of  the  university 
of  Chicago.  He  is  recognized  as  one  of 
the  foremost  chejnists  of  the  I'niteJ 
States  and  an  authority.  e.speiMaily,  upon 
all  questions  of  toxology.

Thf  name  ut  Jay  Cooke,  who  died  yesterday  at  his 
home  in  Pcnn>ylvania,  will  be  inseparably  conncci'c  1 
with  th.it  :'  Duhith.  He  early  developed  a  genius  I'c  r 
finnnoierin^  :unl  dispof.ed  of  most  of  the  bonds  whicli 
brought  llic  nioney  f  >r  carrying  ou  the  Civil  war. 

When  tl)e  o>iif!ict  closed  he  turned  his  attention  t  ) 
railroad  IjuiMiu:;  and  dc\cl.pmeiit  ..f  the  Noriliwest.

its  force  and  turning  its  army  and  navy  into  a  collection 
bureau  for  his  benefit.     Neither  should  it  be  the  duty  ; 
of  a  nation  to  enforce  the  terms  of  contracts  entered  into 
between  its  citizens  and  other  governments. 

But  even  if  this  so-called  international  law  should 
be  considered  by  congress  and  the  executive  as  binding 
upon  rhe  United  States,  why  should  this  country  alone 
be  held  responsible  for  the  collection  of  these  debts? 
If  it  is  not  desired  to  permit  European  governments  to 
take  charge  of  South  .Vmerican  custom  houses  why  not 
submit  the  question  for  settlement  to  a  congress  of  rep- 
resentatives of  all  American  nations?  The  United  States 
should  have  no  more  to  say  about  this  matter  than 
any  of  the  others.  Because  it  is  the  largest  is  no  reason 
why  it  should  be  the  dictator. 

If  such  a  congress  were  called  then  whatever  action 
was  taken,  being  perfectly  satisfactory  to  the  majority, 
would  necessarily  be  accepted  by  the  minority,  and  if 
the  United  States  should  be  selected  to  dt»  the  collecting 
there  would  be  no  grounds  for  antagonism  on  the  part 
of  the  other  nations. 

But  I'iie  president  has  not  only  acted  on  the  theory 
that  he  alone  has  a  right  to  sanction  the  justice  of  that 
so-called  international  law  but  he  alone  has  authority 
to  make  treaties  and  enforce  I'hem  under  that  law.  This 
is  not  only  a  mistake  but  a  rank  violation  of  the  Con- 
stitution. On  this  latter  point  The  Herald  (luctes  the 
words  of  Hon.  Wayne  MacVeagh,  attorney  general  in 
Presidents'  Garfeild's  cabinet:  "The  language  of  our 
Constitution,  framed  by  the  wisdom  of  our  fathers,  is 
exceptionally  plain  and  imperative  as  to  the  treaty-mak- 
ing power.  It  requires  as  a  condition  precedent  to  I'he 
making  of  any  treaty,  and  every  agreement  between 
this  country  and  any  foreign  power  should  be  called  a 
treaty  because  the  Coi.stitution  so  calls  it,  thai'  it  shall 
be  submitted  to  the  senate  and  that  two-thirds  of  the 
scnatV^rs  present  concur  in  the  wisdom  of  making  it. 
Their  concurrence  makes  it  part  of  the  supreme  law  of 
the  land.'  Is  it  conceivable  that  in  view  of  such  provi- 
sions a  president  alone  can  make  any  action  of  his  a 
part  of  the  supreme  law  of  the  land?  If  so,  our  'su- 
preme law'  would  be  subject  to  the  caprice  of  every 
sucessor  of  President  Roosevelt,  and  the  wise  men  who 
framed  the  Constitution  knew  it  would  be  unsafe  to 
trust  the  law-making  power  to  any  one  man." 

The  Herald  believes  that  the  senate  should  reject  that 
treaty,  recall  United  States  officials  from  the  Santo  Do- 
mingo custom  houses,  and  call  a  contrress  of  American 
nations  and  dependencies  to  decide  whether  those  debts 
shall  be  collected  and.  if  so.  b-  whom.  .And  congress 
should  send  delegates  to  that  conference  instructed  to 
oppose  the  idea  that  any  nation  has  a  right  to  use  force 
to  collect  debts  owing  to  its  citizens  by  other  nations.  If 
this  country  should  endorse  the  theorv  that  it  is  right 
for  nations  to  collect  debts  by  force,  then  it  should  not 
stand  in  the  way  of  foreign  governments  collectmg  de- 
faulted debts  from  states  of  this  Union  in  the  same 
manner.

THE  FIREMAN'S  HAZARDOUS  LIFE. 

The  accident  that  occurred  at  the  fire  in  the  Zenith 
Paper  company's  warehouse,  whereby  two  firemen  were 
severely  injured,  again  calls  forcible  attention  to  the 
fact  that  the  calling  of  a  fireman  is  one  of  severe  hazard 
and  danger,  too  little  appreciated  by  the  public  as  a 
general  rule. 

It  is  almost  miraculous  that  neither  of  the  men  who 
fell  wdien  the  ladder  collapsed  hjst  his  life.  No  doubt 
the  ladder  descended  in  such  a  way  as  to  partially  break 
their  fall,  else  they  would  have  been  fat'ally  injured  or 
instantly   killed. 

Two  other  members  of  the  department,  in  their 
efforts  to  get  at  the  blaze,  were  badly  cut  by  broken 
glass,  but  fortunately  neither  was  seriously  injured.  It 
is  a  matter  of  general  satisfaction  that  all  were  so 
lucky  as  to  escape  death  or  irreparable  injury. 

This  incident  should  serve  as  a  warning  to  officials 
responsible  for  equipping  the  department  that  all  t'ools 
and  appliances  shall  be  of  sufficient  strength  to  meet 
the  severe  tests  to  which  they  are  subjected.  The  risk 
to  human  life  is  too  great  to  run  any  chancers  with 
flimsy  ladders  or  other  appliances.  It  should  also  bring 
about  a  resolve  on  the  part  of  the  citizens  to  deal  lib- 
erally with  these  men  in  a  financial  way.  There  is  no 
more  hazardous  employment  nor  one  requiring  greater 
moral  courage  and  the  recompense  should  be  com- 
mensurate.

has  further  proceeded  on  the  theory  that  as  president 
he  has  a  right  to  iicgtUiate  treaties  and  act  thereunder 
without"  the   consent   of   the   senate.

From  a  bunch 
or  box  of  cigars  which  he  carries  he 
seleecs  a  .s.ample  and  hand.s  it  to  his  pros- 
pective customer,  with  the  Invitation  to 
smoke  It.  It  looks  like  ea.sy  money  to 
the  prospective  purchaser,  so  he  lights 
up  and  smokes  a  really  rtr?t-elji3a  cigar. 
The  cigar  vendor  then  offers  to  sell  the 
remainder  of  the  box.  comprising  ninety- 
nine  cigars,  for  $4.  and.  under  the  sooth- 
ing inlfuenCe  ot  the  good  cigar  that  he 
smoked  the  person  approached,  many 
times,  gots  the  impression  he  is  getting  a 
snap,  so  he  buys  from  one  to  two  ooxes, 
while  the  vendor  politely  withdraws  to 
nnd  another  customer.  He  Hnds  it  neces- 
sary to  make  sales  rapidly,  for  his  stay 
In  a  city  Is  usually  very  limited. 

It  Is  reixirted  on  good  autliority  that 
L.  H.  Martin,  the  wpll-known,  astute 
timber  and  tie  dealer,  toll  under  the  se- 
ductive Inrtiienee  of  one  of  the  sample 
cigars  and  recently  purchased  two  boxe.s. 
The  .-sample  was  all  right,  but  when  Mr. 
Martin  and  his  frknds  tackled  others  ol 
the  "clear  Havanas"  there  was  strong 
talk  on  tlie  j)ari  of  their  neighbors  of 
having  a  new  smoke  ordlna.n<:e  framed 
to  present  to  the  city  council.

THE  SCIENCE  OF  LIVING. 

Medical  News;  Dr.  George  F.  Butler 
recently  delivered  an  address  on  this

AN  APPRECIATION  OF  "BAT." 

Washington  Post:  There  is  cer- 
tain to  be  a  vast  amount  of 
Insufferable  rot  written  about  \N  il'.lam 
Barclay  Masterson.  who  answers  to  the 
name  of  '■Bat."  who  has  just  been  ap- 
pointed a  deputy  United  States  marshal 
in  and  for  the  city  of  Now  York,  with 
the  appreval  and  apparently  at  the  sng- 
gesrtlon  of  President  Roosevelt.  Tli.>  New 
York  papers  are  already  at  it.  pi-'turlng 
Masterson  as  the  pallet  n  from  which  tlie 
stage  desperadoes  have  fashioned  their 
eoritumes,  bearded  like  a  bard,  carrying 
hardware  enough  to  stock  an  arsenal, 
an<i  perforating  his  talk  with  curdling 
oaths.  From  the  stories  printed,  one 
would  think  that  Masterson  liv.>s  exclu- 
sively on  wolf  meat  and  waaiis  it  raw, 
with  a  sup  of  smokingly  warm  blood  as 
a  beverage  at  meal   time. 

The  real  Masterson  is  not  built  on  those 
plans  at  all.  While  he  halls  from  the 
country  of  ■b-.a-d'  men,  he  U  not  one  ot 
thtm.  He  acted  as  city  marshal  of  Doige 
City  Kan.,  in  the  days  when  the  pistol 
was  the  chief  justice  from  whose  d.cis- 
lons  there  was  no  appeal,  except  to  tiie 
undertaker.  He  cut  some  notches  In  hl.i 
gun.  but  each  of  them  marked  the  pas-,- 
Ing  of  a  man  who  was  attempting  to 
force  his  hostility  to  the  law.  %MLh  the 
burial  of  each  of  them  the  hone.^t  men 
and  women  who  were  seeking  homes  in 
Kansas  and  the  West  in  p'oneer  day.s 
slept  easier  at  night,  and  In  the  daytime 
felt  more  secure  In  tiie  poss-e.-sK^n  of  their 
lives  and  property.  M^terson  had  a  no- 
tion more  or  less  old-fashioned  in  thes- 
days,  that  the  laws  were  made  to  »)e 
enforced,  and  out  in  that  country  at  thai 
time  the  enforcement  of  the  law  w.as  .se- 
cured only  bv  the  survival  of  the  httesl. 
Masterson  has  serene  confidence  today 
that  he  never  killed  a  man  who  woalfl 
rot  have  been  legally  handed  If  his  case 
had  been  fairly  tried  before  the  courts, 
which  were  then  in  a  formative  state  ui 
the   West,   if  they  existed  at  all. 

It  is  but  fair  to  state  in  Masterson  s 
behalf  that  there  is  no  record  of  his  hav- 
i.ng  ever  provoked  a  quarrel.  An  exce--d- 
in^ly  mild-mannered  man,  he  will  take  a 
Ei-eat  deal  of  abuse  before  acting  on  the 
aKRresslve.  He  does  not  drink  or  gamble. 
Is  not  profane,  and  his  home  life  is  said 
to  be  almost  ideal.  He  is  well  read  and 
better  educated  than  the  average  man 
and  keeps  in  touch  with  p  ditieal  and 
business  affairs.  A  few  of  his  o'-d  habits 
still  cling  to  him.  He  prefers  to  stand 
with  his  back  lo  the  wall,  and  mak  s  it 
a  point  to  see  everj-  man  who  passes 
within  close  range  of  him.  This  is  a 
habit  resultant  from  a  precaution  adopiel 
in  the  days  when  there  were  many  men 
who  were  courting  the  opportunity  to 
take  a  shot  at  him.  Some  of  them  triea 
It  but  somehow  Masterson  .s  "Betsy,  a^ 
he  termed  his  pet  gun.  spoke  hrst.  an.J 
she  never  stuttered.  Masterson  na.s 
"trained  prize  fighters,  operate.!  arnuse- 
ment  places,  and  figured  in  a  immber  ol 
enterprises  that  were  never  indorsed  b> 
the  pulpits,  but  even  his  enemi-'S  agree 
that  he  was  ".square."  He  has  lived  in 
m  my  states  and  cities  of  the  West,  and 
officials  will  testify  that  In  a  war  against 
thieves  and  crooks  they  never  had  a 
more  active   ally   than   -Bat  '    Masterson. 

That's  the  kind  of  a  man  the  new  dep- 
uty marshal  for  New  York  city  s.  The 
president  knows  Masterson  and  is  .I'J-'ii- 
hed  in  '.lis  confidence  that  -no  man  will  go 
further  In  the  enforcement  of  the  law. 
It  may  be  tliat  the  "bad  man  fr  »m  the 
West"  is  needed  to  enforce  a  wholesome 
re-spect  for  the  statutes  in  New  York  elty.

Gate  City,  Va.,  Feb.  17.— For  nearly 
half  a  century  the  people  of  .Southwest 
\irglnia  believed  that  Baxter  Paio, 
alias  McDaniel  Rhea,  paid  the  penally 
for  the  murder  of  John  Llttrell,  one  of 
his  most  intimate  young  men  friends, 
and  Pate  was  hanged  on  a  gallowa 
^ereeted  in  a  hollow  of  the  mountam, 
southwest  of  Gale  City,  in  t>cott  couiny, 
Va. 

The  murder  was  committed  in  a 
room  of  the  Central  hotel  here,  forly- 

seven  years  ago.  Pate  and  Littre'.l 
played  cards  and  Llttrell  won  all  of 
Pate's  money,  amounting  to  $r.O.  i*ate 
Implored  Littrell  to  return  part  of  t'ne 
momy,  alleging  that  he  had  secured  it 
unfairly.  Llttrell  refused,  and  in  the 
tight  which  followed  Llttrell  was  killed. 
Pate  escaped  to  North  Carolina,  his 
formtr  home,  but  after  a  few  months 
he  was  tried,  convicted  and  executed 
under  the  name  of  McDaniel  IJhca. 
Soon  after  the  execution  it  was  learned 
that  his  real  name  was  Baxter  Paic. 

Pate's    body,    immediately    after    the 
I  xecution,   was  turned  over  to  his  two 
bnthers.    who    di  parted    with     it       f  ji 
their  home  in  North  Carolina. 
t      Now   comes   a   strange   and   very   re- 
markable story  in  connection  with  iiie 
affair,    related    by    Elys    Lawton,    who 
was    born    thirty-five    years    ago    near 
i  Gate  City,  but  who  moved  to  Colorado 
I  about    twenty   years   ago.       He   claims 
'  that  Baxter   Pate  still   lives,  and  is   a 
!  rich  riiiiu-  owner  in  Colorado.  He  says 
that    he    has    been    In    the    employ    of 
Pate  for  the  p.isi  ten  years.      He  says, 
too,   that   before  going  to   Colorado   he 
had    often    heard   of   the   Littrell    mur- 
der,   but    that    he    had   always    undtr- 
stood  that  the  murderer  of  Littrell  was 
McDaniel  Khea. 

Lawton  arrived  in  Scott  county,  his 
former  home,  cnly  a  few  days  ago,  a.MJ 
was  discussing  the  Littrell  tragedy 
with  some  friends  when  one  of  them 
spoke  of  the  murderer  as  Baxter  Pate, 
a  name  answered  to  by  his  former  i 
employer.  Lawton  then,  he  says,  re- 
called the  faet  that  Pate  had  once  con- 
fided to  him  that  when  a  young  man 
he  had  killed  one  of  his  friends  over 
a  card  game.  He  also  remembered  that 
Pate  had  told  him  all  the  particulars 
regarding  the  murder,  exicpt  the  place 
where  it  was  committed,  and  also  how 
cltverly  he  had  managed  to  evade 
justice. 

Pate,  according  to  Lawton.  said  that 
his  brothers  had  manufactured  for  him 
a  small  steel  Irame.  which  was  secretly 
conveyed  to  his  cell  a  few  days  be- 
fore he  was  to  be  executed.  It  was 
worn  under  his  clothing  the  day  he 
was  supposed  to  have  been  executed, 
and  contained  hooks  which  fitted  into 
his  clothing  at  the  collar,  and  was  at- 
tached to  bands  around  his  body.  The 
hooks,  he  said,  caught  the  rope  just  in 
time  to  prevent  his  neck  from  being 
broken. 

Simulating  death,  he  w\ts  immedi- 
ately placed  in  a  coffln  by  his  brotheis, 
who  started  with  it  to  their  home  in 
another  state.

WASHINGTON  BUREUA. 

Washington,  Feb.  17. — (Special  to 
The  Herald.) — Exports  from  the  Unit- 
ed States  to  Cuba  in  the  calendar  year 
1904,  the  first  year  under  the  new  reci- 
procity treaty,  were  larger  than  in  any 
earlier  year  in  the  history  of  our  trade 
with  that  island,  and  were  38.9  per  cent 
in  excess  of  tho.se  of  the  immt^diately 
preceding  year.  Practically  every  ar- 
ticle of  importance  exported  to  Cuba 
showed  an  increase  in  1904  compared 
with  1903,  and  in  the  few  articles  show- 
ing a  decrease  the  reduction  in  value 
was,  in  some  cases  at  least,  due  to  low- 
er prices,  while  quantities  were  great- 
er than  those  of  the  preceding  year. 
Flour,  cattle,  lard,  lumber,  coal,  boors 
and  shoes,  corn,  cotton  cloths  mineral 
oils  and  furniture  in  the  order  here 
stated  form  the  largest  items  in  the  ex- 
ports to  the  island  during  the  year. 

Cotton  cloths  showed  a  remarkable 
increase  in  1904  compared  with  U)OZ, 
the  number  of  yards  exported  being  in 
11'04,  12,419,293,  against  3,861.295  in  1^03. 
Crude  mineral  oils  showed  a  material 
increase,  the,  quantity  being  in  1904, 
7,187,085  gallons,  against  5,604,475  gal- 
lons in  1903.  Refined  mineral  oils  also 
showed  an  increase  the  exports  to  the 
island  in  1904  being  2,031,622  gallons, 
against  1,468,832  gallons  in  1903.  Hj;^ 
products  as  a  whole  formed  an  im- 
portant item  in  our  exports  to  the 
islands.  The  value  of  the  lard  ex- 
ported to  Cuba  was  $1,593,086  in  1904, 
while  the  value  of  hams  exported  to 
the  island  in  the  same  year  was  5466,- 
701;   bacon,  J395,829,  and  pork,  1269,303. 

Products  of  the  factory  showed  an  in- 
crease in  practically  all  of  the  ex- 
ports named  in  the  schedules  of  the 
bureau  of  statistics.  Boots  and  shO'.s, 
for  example,  showed  a  total  value  :n 
the  1904  exports  to  Cuba  of  $1,130,202, 
against  $744,119  in  1903;  cotton  cloths, 
?655,991  in  1904,  against  $271,582  in  1903; 
other  cotton  manufacturers,  $355,893  in 
1904,  against  $236,403  in  the  preceding 
year:  furniture,  $479,834  in  1904,  against 
$334,848  in  1903;  builders'  hardwan?, 
saws  and  tools,  in  1904,  $389,844,  against 
$366,325  in  the  preceding  year;  paper 
and  manufactures  thereof,  $336,075  in 
1904,  against  $250,343  in  1903;  sewing 
machines,  $291,140  in  1904,  against  $198,- 
542  in  1903;  locomotives,  $221,089  in  1904, 
against  $127,845  in  1903;  leather,  $200,- 
254  in  1904,  against  $116,494  in  the  pre- 
ceding year;  books,  maps,  and  engrav- 
ings $155,807  in  1904,  against  $98,314  In 
the    preceding    year;    agricultural    im- 


plements, ?141.679  in  1904,  against  $83,- 
1  313  in  1903;  typewriters,  $53,886  in  1?'I4, 
i  against  $30.;!26  in  1903;  electrical  ma- 
chinerv,  $35,195  in  1904,  against  $28JilC 
in  1903,  and  bicycles,  $33,838  in  1904, 
against  $17,199  in  the  preceding  year. 

The  tables  which  follows  show  the 
quantities  and  values  of  the  principal 
articles  exported  from  the  United 
States  to  Cuba  during  the  calendar 
years  1903  and  1904,  and  afford  a  com- 
parison of  our  exports  to  Cuba  during 
the  first  year  under  reciprocity  with 
the  exports  during  the  immediately 
preceding  year,  since  the  reciprocity 
treaty  went  into  effect,  on  December 
27,  1903:

1903,  and  the  number.  160.158  in  1904 
against  93,915  in  1903.  Lumber  al.so 
showd  a  marked  increase,  the  figures 
of  value  being  in  1904  $1,423,975  against 
$980,468  in  1903.  Coal,  both  bituminous 
and  anthracite,  showed  a  gain  over  the 
preceding  year,  the  value  of  bitumin- 
ous coal  sent  from  the  L'nited  States 
to  the  island  In  1904  being  $1,379,J".3. 
and  of  anthracite,  $106,386,  while  in  the 
preceding  year  the  value  of  the  bitu- 
j  minous  coal  exports  was  $1,277,471  and 
of  anthracite,  $97,654.

A  few  whi.-pen-d 
words  from  the  woman  had  appri.^cd 
him  of  radical  action.  Signs  of  a  panic 
developed   rapidly. 

"There  is  no  danger,"  shouted  Ihe 
conductor.  "Everything  is  all  right. 
Only  don't  wait  for  an  explanatnui. 
tret  into  the  forward  car  as  fast  as 
possible.       Hurry   up!"

The  Coachman  Frightfully 

Burned  and  Died  In 

Short  Time. 


Moscow,  Feb.  17. — While  Grand 
Duke  Sergius  was  driving  today  from 
the  Nicholas  palace  through  the  senate 
quarter  his  carriage  was  followed  by 
two  cabs.  At  the  law  courts,  a  sleigh 
in  which  were  two  men,  one  of  whom 
was  dressed  as  a  workman,  went 
quickly  ahead  of  the  grand  duke's  car- 
riage. The  sleigh  then  slowed  up,  to 
allow  the  carriage  to  pass  and  at 
that  moment  a  bomb  was  thrown 
beneath  the  carriage.  The  force  of  the 
explosion  brt»ke  all  the  windows  of  the 
law  courts  and  the  report  was  heard 
outside    the    city.      The    carriage    was 

blown  to  pieces.  nothii*g  but  the  four 
wheels  remaining.  The  hor^^e  were 
not  hurt,  and  bolted.  The  grand  duke 
was  instantly  killed.  His  head  was 
blown  off,  actually  being  separated 
from  his  body,  which  was  frightfully 
mangled. 

T'ne  coachman  was  also  killed.  He 
was  so  frightfully  burned  by  the  explo- 
sive with  which  the  Ixinib  was  charged 
that  he  died  while  being  taken  to  the 
hospital.  On  th^arrest  of  the  murder- 
ers, neither  of  whom  were  known  to 
the  police,  one  of  ijiem  coolly  said; 

"I  don't  care,  I  have  done  my  job." 

An  Immense  crowd  gathered  at  the 
si)Ot  and  made  a  demonstration  against 
a  number  of  students  who  commenced 
scattering  revolutionary  proclama- 
tions. 

Within  a  few  minutes  after  the  ex- 
plosion people  might  have  been  seen 
gathering  up  pieces  of  wood  and 
clothing  as  momenfoes  of  the  tragedy. 

When  the  Grand  Duchess  Elizabeth, 
widow  of  the  Grand  Duke  Sergius.  was 
Informed  of  the  occunence,  she  imme- 
diately went  to  the  scene  of  the  assls- 
sinatlon  without  waiting  to  put  on  a 
hat  or  cloak. 

The  gates  of  the  Kremlin  were  closed 
as  soon  as  the  news  of  the  assaslnallon 
was  con  .'eyed  to  the  authorities  and 
the  remains  of  the  grand  duke  were 
taken  to  the  Nicholas  palace.

Tiie 
auestlun  of  the  admls.-=ibilliy  i:i  tne  im- 
peaulmient  ptoceedings  of  Judge  Swayne's 
testimony  Lefore  tlie  liousc  committee 
was  still  under  consideration  arid  Mr. 
Clarke  (,Ark.)  who  had  the  Iloor  at  the 
close  of  ye.^terday's  .se.sslon.  resumed  h;-' 
argument   in   suppoiL  of   admlision. 

Mr.  Cullierson  opposed  admission  on  tiie 
ground  that  the  pr  teeeding  is  ir;  the  na- 
ture of  criminal  proseeution  and  comes 
within  the  class  of  tribunals  trom  th.- 
proceedings  of  which  congress  meant  to 
protect    witnes.ses    before    lis    commiit>  es. 

Without  deciding  the  point,  ihe  senate 
deors  were  opened  at  12  o'cloclc  and  leg- 
lsl;ition  proceeded. 

As  soon  &ii  the  doors  were  opened  the 
clerk  of  the  house  upper-red  wit'i  tlie 
resolution  of  the  house  reluiniiig  tlie 
agricultural  bill  beeau.se  ot  the  o!)Je  •- 
tion  ot  the  iKjuse  to  the  senate  amend- 
ment construing  tlie  provision  of  the 
Di»ngley   law    imposing   a   duty    on    wheat. 

Mrs.  Hansbrough  offered  a  motion  tiial 
the  senate  recede  from  its  i)osilion  in 
the  amendment  affecting  the  laritf, 
which  was  placed  on  the  agricultural 
appropriation  bill.  This  means  that  tlie 
senate  will  yield  to  the  house,  that  uii- 
deisiiinding  iiaving  been  readied  among 
se.iators. 

Mr.  Hansbrough.  who  Is  the  author  of 
the  .senate  amemlment.  moved  that  the 
senate  recede  therefrom,  but  before  do- 
ing so  expressed  regi'et  at  tlie  action  ot 
the  house.  He  called  attention  to  the 
facf  that  notwithstanding  tiie  .session  liad 
progressed  to  within  two  weeks  of  its 
close,  the  house  had  taken  no  cognizance 
of  the  ruling  of  the  treasury  department, 
which  ruling  he  said  absolutely  nullifi-d 
a  law.  He  said  that  In  view  of  tlie  great 
pressing  of  business  there  was  nothing 
left  hut  to  allow  the  hou.se  to  have  its 
way  in  the  matter  and  therefore,  entered 
his    motion    to    recede. 

Mr.  F')raker  also  protested  against  the 
action  of  the  hou.sc.  .x>ntending  that  the 
on-stttutional  provision  that  bills  to  ndse 
revenue  must  origniato  in  the  house,  did 
not  preclude  the  senate  from  originating 
measures  affoeting   revenue. 

Mr.  Patterson  asserted  that  the  opinion 
given  on  the  rebate  on  wlieat  by  .Vltornev 
General  Mo'xly  waa  "In  tlie  fa^e  and  teeth 
of  law." 

He  .iilded:  "I  protest  a^inst  any  ac- 
tion by  any  pxecutlve  offltj.nn.  who  for  the 
benefit  of  any  trust,  changes  or  repeal.s  a 
law  " 

Mr.  Miirgan  was  of  opinion  that  the 
hou.se  had  "entirely  transcended  Us  au- 
thority under  the  constitution"  adding 
that  that  bo<ly  had  no  right  to  send  the 
bill  back  as  It  had  done. 

Mr.  Spooner  defended  the  action  of  the 
house  on  the  ground  that  the  senate  had 
Invaded  Its  perogatlves.  He  characterized 
the  house  protest  as  respectful  and  dig- 
nified, and  expressed  tiie  hope  that  the 
.senate   would  meet   it  in   the  same   spirit. 

Messrs.  Bacon.  Teller  and  Money  con- 
curred  In    Mr.   Spooner's   view. 

The  vote  by  which  the  agricultural  bill 
was  passed  was  then  reconsidered,  the 
amendment  stricken  out  and  the  bill  afeuln 
passed. 

Senator  Morgan  today,  offered  the  fol- 
lowing amendni'^nt  to  the  Panama  bill; 
If  the  presiil>»nt  In  the  exercise  of  the 
powers  conferred  upon  him  ijy  law  <liall 
remove  all  or  any  members  'jf  the  Pan- 
ama commission,  or  If  any  such  officers 
shall  become  vacant  for  any  cau.se.  no 
appointments  shall  be  made  to  till  such 
vacancies   during   the  recess  of  congress. 

IN    THE    HOl'SE. 

Washington.  Feb.  17.— The  house  met 
today  at  the  usual  hour  of  noon.  Through 
a  misunderstanding  of  the  onler  for  de- 
bate on  the  naval  appropriation  bill  the 
members  assembled  at  11  o'clock,  as  on 
yesterday  and  tlie  day  before,  but  It  was 
discovered  too  late  to  apprise  them  thai 
the  order  did  not  cont"'mplate  an  early 
convening  beyond  two  days. 

The  iiouse  ordered  a  yea  and  nay  vote 
on  th''  previous  question  to  consider  a 
resolution  from  the  committee  on  rules 
to  disagree  to  the  senate  amendments  to 
the  statehood  bill  and  ask  for  a  confer- 
ence. 

The  previous  question  was  ordered,  160 
to  127.  a  strict  party  vote. 

The  resolution  sending  the  statehood 
bill  to  conference  was  adopted,  I'Jl  to  127.

A  quartet  .sings 
the  accompanying  words  and  the  music 
is  concluded  in  excellent  time,  with 
scarcely  a  wrong  note,  says  the  New 
Vork  Herald.  The  piano  has.  of  course, 
been  especially  armored  to  stand  the  un- 
usual  thumping. 

Capi.  Hardy,  a  six-foot  cowboy,  recent- 
ly gave  a  remarkable  exhibition  of  his 
skill  in  shooting  before  the  Lincoln  (Neb.)

Relics  Brought  From 
The  South  Pole. 

The  Antarctic  expedition  which  was 
made  by  the  steamship  Discovery 
brought  back  many  curious  relics  from 
that  unknown  region  which  Ups  south  of 
the  Fire  Islands  and  well  below  Cape 
Horn.  One  thing  Is  the  strange  canoe 
used  In  these  Ice-clad  far-Southern  wa- 
ters, which  has  three  holes  in  It  for 
the  boatmen  to  sit  In.  All  the  rest  of 
this  "kayak,"  as  the  savages  call  these 
curious  craft,  l.<?  covered  In,  or  generally 
simply  three  round  holes  are  first  burnt 
out  and  then  dug  a  little  deeper.  In 
these  tiny  boats  the  skin-covered  na- 
tives of  the  regions  nearnst  the  South 
Pole  go  fishing  and  dare  the  terrible 
storms  which  abound  In  this  country, 
whicli  is  much  less  known  and  explored 
than  are  the  Ice  grounds  about  the 
North  Pole. 

Another  Interesting  thing  brought 
back  was  a  harpoon  gun  carried  by  the 
expedition,  with  which  was  a  spearhead 
attached  to  a  rope.  The  spear  head  was 
simply  loaded  In  over  tlie  powder  as  If 
it  were  a  bullet.  A  thin  rope  attached 
to  the  spear  point  unrolls  automatically 
as  tlie  spear  point  is  shot  toward  Its 
victim.  The  penguin,  that  strange  bird 
which  has  fled  from  man  In  every  other 
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The  chief  magistrate  of  a  city  whose 
wealth  exceeds  that  of  whole  nations 
of  the  third  class,  with  a  population 
In  its  walls  equal  to  that  of  half  a  dozen 
German  kingdoms,  is  evidently  an  in- 
dividual of  no  Uttle  power  and  impor- 
tance in  this  worlds  affairs.  When 
plain  Mr.  Jolin  Pound,  of  Highbury,  be- 
came lord  mayor  of  London  he  Imme- 
diately began  to  draw  upon  a  salary  that 
exceeds  by  $5,000  annually  the  yearly 
stipend  ao  generously  bestowed  by  the 
American  people  upon  the  president  of 
this  great  republic.  Moreover,  while  it 
may  be  true  that  no  American  president 
has  ever  been  able  to  live  on  his  salary 
alone.  It  Is  a  self-confessed  fact  that  it 
will  cost  Mr.  John  Pound  close  on  to 
half  a  million  dollars  a  year  for  the 
privilege  of  being  lord  mayor  of  Lon- 
don, privy  councilor  to  King  Edward 
of  England,  and  by  right  the  leading 
personage  in  the  greatest  city  on  the 
globe. 

The  Lord  Mayor  lives  in  a  mansion 
bouse  which  for  hundreds  of  years  past 
has  been  occupied  by  Mr.  John  Pound's 
predecessors  in  London's  mayoralty 
cliair. 

It  is  Interesting  to  note  that  the  word 
mayor  comes  from  the  latin  major,  and 
used  at  one  time  to  be  spelt  "malr." 
The  lord  mayor,  who  Is  the  chief  mag- 
istrate of  a  city.  Is  supposed  to  have 
had  a  prototype  In  the  Roman  prefect 
and  the  Saxon  i>'Drtgrave.  He  Is  only 
111  and  right  honorable  by  courtesy 
during  his  term  of  office.  At  the  same 
time,  the  lord  mayor  takes  precedence 
not  only  of  peers,  but  of  the  reigning 
sovereign  within  the  precincts  of  the 
city.  He  has  the  right  of  private  audi- 
ence with  the  monarch,  and,  as  a  privy 
councilor.  Is  summoned  on  the  death  of 
England's  ruler. 

The  election  of  mayor  Is  subject  to  the 
approval  if  the  crown,  and  if  any  pub- 
lic feast  Is  ordered  by  the  sovereign, 
the  m.ayor  and  corporation  attend  St. 
Paul's  Cathedral  In  black  robes.  The 
lord  mayor  has  the  badges  of  royalty 
attached  to  his  office  in  the  scepter,  the 
words  of  Justice  and  mercy,  and  the 
mace.  The  gold  chain  Is  one  of  his  most 
ancient  distinctions. 

But  more  Important  than  the  Lord 
Mayor  Is  his  shows.  The  Lord  Mayor's 
Show  can  boast  of  a  history  of  nearly 
■even  hundred  years,  for  It  was  in  1215 


tliat  the  "ridings"  began,  which  follow- 
ed the  enactiient  of  King  john  that 
mayors  of  L.ji<don  "must  be  presented 
for  approval  either  to  the  King  or  his 
Justice."  From  this  originated  the  pro- 
cession to  Westminster,  where  the 
King's  palace  »ras  situated;  and,  as  the 
Judges  also  sat  there  It  was  necessary 
for  the  cltlaenh  In  either  Instance  to  re- 
pair thither,  vchlch  they  did  annually, 
on  horseback.  "A  water  procession," 
Charles  Knlglit.  the  best  historian  of 
the  show,  tells  us.  "came  Into  vogue 
earlier  than  Is  generally  Imagined;  the 
accounts  of  tl  e  Orocers"  Company  for 
the  year  1436  c  mtains  Items  of  expendi- 
ture for  "hirlag  of  barges"  for  such 
water  processions  19  years  before  the 
date  of  their  iupposed  Introduction  by 
Sir  John  Norn  an,  who  Is  lauded  by  the 
city  laureate,  MIddieton,  In  his  pagcnt 
for  1621,  callet!  the  "Sun  In  Aries,"  as 
the  first  Lord  Mayor  who  was  rowed  to 
Westminster  v  Ith  silver  oars  at  his  own 
cost  and  charKes. 

The  annual  "procession  of  presenta- 
tion" was  carried  on  for  a  long  time, 
partly  by  lai  d  and  partly  by  river. 
The  latter  portion  of  the  Lord  Mayor's 
Show  fell  into  lisuse  over  half  a  century 
ago,  but  Its  plctures(iue  details  are 
still  perpetuated.  From  the  reign  of 
James  I.  dow  nwards,  allegorical  cars 
have  always  firmed  an  Important  part 
In  the  chic  pi  ogress.  The  Royal  Solo- 
mon had  an  innate  love  of  display  of 
every  sort  an.  i  kind,  and  his  weakness 
In  this  respect  was  certainly  gratified  by 
the  costly  pa« -ant  organized  at  the  cost 
of  Alderman  J  Jhn  Leman,  a  member  of 
the  Flshmonjters'  Company,  In  the 
archives  of  w  ilch  the  drawings  of  the 
various  symb*  lie  groups  which  figured 
In   it   are   still   preserved. 

There  were  i  o  shows  between  1639  and 

1655,  when  Ollv  it  Cromwell  ruled  London 

with   an   Iron    land.     In   the   latter  year 

Sir   John   Detlilck   revived   the   "riding," 

and    the    Rest  >ratlon.    five    years    later. 

was   a  signal    for   a   complete   return   to 

the   old    lines.     Hogarth's   famous    plate 

Immortalizes  «  ne  of  the  great  shows  of 

George  II.'s  n  Ign,  possibly  that  of  1731, 

portrayed    In    \  he   second    Illustration   of 

the  same  perl  >d.

Cipriani  made  the  present  coach  In  1757. 

at  a  cost  of  over  five  thousand  dollars. 
The  novelty  p  ir  excellence  of  the  show 


which  followed  the  accession  of  Queen 
Victoria  consisted  of  two  colossal  fig- 
ures of  Gog  and  Magog.  Each  figure 
walked  along  by  means  of  a  man  on 
either  .side,  who  ever  and  anon  turned 
their  faces,  and  as  they  were  14  feet 
high,  their  features  were  on  a  level  with 
the  second-floor  windows.  They  were 
extremely  well  contrived,  and  appeared 
to  call  forth  more  admiration  than  fell 
to  the  share  or  the  human  personages 
in  the  procession. 

THE   WORLD'S   ore:.\test   SHOlVr. 

From  the  moment  that  he  steps  Into 
"Four-wheeler  A  1."  as  the  Irreverent 
have  styled  the  gorgeous  state  coach 
weighing  almost  four  tons,  that  was  de- 
signed and  painted  by  Cipriani  In  1757, 
the  Lord  Mayor  finds  the  day  dedicated 
to  him,  his  show  and  his  banquet.  From 
early  morn  until  fogg>'  eve  Lord  Mayor's 
day  sees  the  chief  magistrate  of  the 
metropolis,  figuratively  speaking,  ladling 
forth  money  for  the  amusement  of  the 
multitude  and  the  entertainment  of  1,000 
honored  guests  who  are  summoned  to 
Gulldliall  to  listen  to  speeches  and  to 
assimilate  tepid  turtle  soup. 

Lord  Mayors  Day  represents  an  out- 
lay on  the  part  of  the  chief  civic  digni- 
taries that  works  out  at  115.00  a  minute 
or  25  cents  per  second,  throughout  the 
day.  In  view  of  the  fact  that  this  single 
outburst  would  account  practically  for 
a  third  of  the  official  salary  awarded 
him  for  his  year  of  office.  It  must  be  a 
matter  of  congratulation  to  each  suc- 
ceeding occupant  of  the  mayoral  throne 
that  his  predecessors  firmly  established 
the  happy  precedent  whereby  the  two 
city  sheriffs  have  the  extreme  felicity  of 
paying  between  them  for  one-half  of 
the  day's  Junketings. 

Although  the  elaborately  decorated 
cars  cost  as  much  as  $3,'»0  each  to  pre- 
pare, the  cost  of  the  show  today  and 
the  subsequent  banquet  la  nothing  like 
as  great  as  was  the  case  during  the 
palmy  days  of  municipal  extravagance, 
when,  as  In  ISS?.  the  Lord  Mayor's  half 
amounted  to  $14,000,  and  each  of  the 
sheriffs  had  the  pleasure  of  signing  a 
checque  for  $7,000.  which  Is  about  one- 
third  of  the  sum  that  each  of  these 
unsalaried  officials  has  to  pay  for  the 
privilege  of  being  one  of  the  "eyes"  of 
a  Lord  Mayor. 

It  is  not.  by  the  way.  generally  known 


that  the  worthy  company  of  patten- 
makers  In  the  most  exemplary  manner 
pay  every  three  years  the  charges  in 
respect  to  Its  appearance  In  the  proces- 
sion. A  thoughtful  member  of  the 
Guild,  one  Thomas  Scrimshaw,  left  In 
his  will  the  sum  of  $3,000  to  trustees,  who 
were  empowered  to  apply  the  interest 
tricnniully  for  this  purpose. 

Taken  In  $5  gold  pieces  the  Lord 
Mayor's  Day  money  would  form  a  col- 
umn of  those  useful  coins  that  would 
exceed  In  altitude  those  fearsome  deni- 
zens of  the  Guildhall,  Gog  and  Magog, 
whose  ISO  Inches  (15  feet)  would  make 
even  the  famous  six-foot  drum-major 
of  the  "Kilties"  look  small  while  the 
same  gold  would  furnish  an  auriferous 
football  that  would  stand  six  inches 
high;  a  football  by  tlie  way  which  would 
require  some  kicking  as  can  be  grathered 
from  the  fact  that  It  would  weigh  631 
pounds. 

Although  the  Lord  Mayoral  coach, 
which  originally  cost  $6,000,  entails  an 
annual  outlay  of  from  75  pounds  to  100 
pounds  to  keep  it  in  a  state  befitting 
his  dignity,  and  the  noble  liveries  donned 
by  the  coach  and  footman  cannot  In 
Initial  cost  be  much  less  than  the  gar- 
ments donned  by  similar  domestics  In 
the  King's  employ,  whose  state  uni- 
forms are  set  down  at  about  $600  apiece, 
a  hat  alone  costing  $80;  the  main  ex- 
penditure Is  In   respect   to  the   banquet. 

Out  of  the  total  sum  expended  that 
would  form  a  slab  of  gold  as  high  as 
the  average  L-ird  Mayor,  that  would 
have  a  width  of  one  and  a  half  Inches 
and  a  depth  of  one  inch,  the  banquet 
accounts  for  about  $8,000. 

How   Enormons   Feast    Is  Prepared. 

Naturally,  for  so  considerable  a  sum, 
a  very  recherche  repast  Is  expected,  and 
those  bidden  to  the  feasts  are  certainly 
not  disappointed,  although  they  may  be 
surprised  to  find  that  the  result  of  the 
consumption  of  14  tons  of  coal  for  cook- 
ing purposes  only  provides  a  cold  col- 
lation. 

The  kitchen  In  which  the  meal  Is  pre- 
pared has  copper  vessels  capable  of  ac- 
commodating two  or  three  hundred 
pounds  of  meat  at  once:  fi.sh-kettlea  that 
will  deal  at  the  same  moment  with  100 
pounds  of  salmon,  and  potato  steamers 
that  can  successfully  wrestle  with  the 
problem  of  how  a  quarter  of  a  ton  of 
that  vegetable  can  be  served  up  at  the 
same  time. 

1^'hnt  Some  Historic  Banqneis  Cost. 

In  1575  William  Smyt.he,  a  citizen  of 
renown,  who  prepared  a  work  entitled 
"A     Breffe     Description    of    the    Roj-all 


Cltie  of  London,  Capltell  Citle  of  the 
Realme  of  England,"  put  on  record  the 
fact  that  the  feast  "costeth  four  hun- 
dred pounds,  whereof  the  Mayor  payeth 
two  hundred  pound  and  each  of  the 
Sheriffs  one  hundred  pounds,"  and  at 
a  banquet  In  1706,  at  which  the  great 
Duke  of  Marlborough  was  present,  and 
the  music  cost  "50  libs,"  the  company 
was  regaled  with  "clarey  at  eighteen 
pence  a  bottle,"  that  was,  doubtless,  not 
so  bad  as  It  sounds.  This  age  of  com- 
parative economy— for  the  value  of 
money  was  considerably  more  then  than 
now— has  long  since  vanished,  and  it  is 
now  whispered  about  tliat  the  cham- 
pagne quaffed  at  the  high  tables  entails 
an  outlay  of  $6<).00  per  dozen.  It  Is  esti- 
mated, by  the  way,  that,  placed  at  In- 
tervals of  one  foot,  the  bottles  of  wine 
;  prepared  for  the  fray  would  extend  n 
i  mile,  while  the  contents  would  fill  one 
•  bottle  as  high  as  the  City  Hall  In  Lon- 
don. 

WHAT  THB   MENU   ALW^AYS   IS. 

The  quantities  of  the  viands  and  the 
menu  Itself  naturally  vary,  but  a  small 
Idea  of  the  extent  of  the  feast  can  be 
gauged  from  the  following  particulars: 
Tlie  characteristic  dish,  turtle  soup,  Is 
represented  by  40  tureens  of  thick  and 
80  tureens  of  clear,  which  Is  followed  by 
122  calsses  de  sole  a'  la  Normande.  One 
hundred  and  seventy  roEust  chickens  are 
eaten  that  would.  If  placed  on  separate 
dishes,  form  a  pathway  from  one  end 
of  the  city  hall  to  the  other  (150  feet),  22 
game  pies,  25  capons,  28  pigeon  pies,  3 
ox  tongues,  70  lobster  salads  and  53  cas- 
seroles of  partridges  and  2  barons  of 
beef  weighing  about  145  pounds  each. 
The  ovens  In  which  the  barons  are 
cooked,  it  should  be  mentioned,  are 
heated  by  gas  and  measure  9  feet  by 
10  feet.  It  takes  eight  hours  to  cook  a 
baron  of  this  size  satisfactorily.  In  addi- 
tion to  these  viands,  of  which  the  turtle 
soup  would  alone  fill  a  vessel  6  feet  In 
length,  2  feet  wide  and  1  foot  in  depth, 
there  are  such  trifles  as  50  aspics  and 
de  fole  gras.  45  Jellies,  58  fruit  salads,  72 
dishes  of  meringues  and  a  mountain  of 
Ice-cream  that  would  almost  strike  ter- 
ror In  the  heart  of  the  skipper  of  an  At- 
lantic liner  if  he  overtook  It  on  a  foggy 
night— and  was  told  to  eat  it. 

Many  years  ago,  when  the  Prince  Re- 
gent and  the  allied  monarchs  were  ban- 
queted at  the  city  hall,  the  viands  were 
served  on  silver  plate  that  was  valued 
at  £200,000,  but  today  ordinary  porcelain 
suffices  for  the  requirements  of  the 
guests,  before  whom  are  placed  4.000  of 
the  8.500  plates  that  the  municipal 
fathers  own  that  would  extend,  If  touch- 
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Ing  one  anotlier,  for  a  mile  and  a  quar- 
ter. Four  thousand  forks  and  3,000 
knives  are  also  required  for  the  guests. 

LORD  MAYOR'S  CHRISTMAS 
DINNER. 

One  of  the  most  striking  points  In  the 
whole  existence  of  London's  Lord  Mayor 
Is  the  monster  Christmas  dinner  by  His 
Excellency  to  the  deserving  poor  of  Lon- 
don. It  differs  only  in  size  from  the 
public  dinners  frequently  given  in  our 
own  American  cities  on  Thanksgiving 
Day  or  Christmas  Day  by  individual 
philanthropists.  Of  course,  the  Lord 
Mayor,  despite  his  enormous  wealth, 
will  not  try  to  feed  all  the  poor  of  that 
city  In  which  the  greatest  slums  on 
earth  exist,  but  6,000  or  7,000  lucky  and 
hungry  members  of  London's  lower 
classes  receive  through  the  various  char- 
itable organizations,  cards  of  admission 
to  London's  City  Hall,  where  a  feast  ex- 
ceeding In  size  that  given  by  the  Mayor 
on  the  day  he  Is  Inaugurated,  Is  served 
up  by  the  gorgeously  liveried  servants 
of  His  Honor.  A  small,  but  most  ac- 
ceptable, present  of  some  useful  kind  Is 
given  to  each  of  the  Lord  Mayor's 
guests  on  Christmas  Day.  English  plum 
pudding  and  roast  beef  are  the  leading 
dishes  set  forth.  The  grand  scramble  to 
get  Into  the  City  Hall,  of  course,  at- 
tracts Its  curious  crowds  of  London's 
well-to-do  citizens.  While  not  so  gor- 
geous a  proceeding  as  the  historic  march 
to  the  City  Hall  on  Lord  Mayor's  Day. 
the  Christmas  Dinner  In  the  Guild  Hall 
has  a  warmer  touch  of  human  Interest. 

W^HO    THB    NEW^    LORD    MAYOR    IS. 

The  Right  Hon.  John  Pound,  London's 
new  lord  mayor,  was  born  In  Leaden- 
hall   street    in    1829.    over    his    father's 


portion  of  the  globe,  is  still  to  be  found 
hovering  over  the  Antarctic  waters.  It 
still  has  Its  curious  erect  pose,  which 
makes  it  resemble  dummy  soldiers,  and 
refuses  to  budge  from  the  Intruders  and 
allows  Itself  to  be  killed  without  making 
any  protest.  It  Is  because  of  its  stu- 
pidity that  the  bird  has  been  killed  off 
everywhere  else,  but  until  the  Discov- 
ery ventured  further  south  than  man 
had  ever  gone  before  the  bird  had  found 
a  place  of  refuge.  However,  such  are 
the  terrible  difficulties  of  tlils  country 
that  the  penguin  may  consider  Itself 
still  safe  from  the  hand  of  the  hunter. 
The  marvelous  courage  of  the  men  on 
the  Antarctic  expedition  may  bo  won- 
dered at.  These  explorers  reached  a 
point  82  degrees  17  minutes  south,  which 
Is  still  four  degrees  short  of  the  near- 
est approacli  to  the  North  Pole,  made  by 
the  Duke  of  Abruzzl.  The  men  were 
gone  three  years,  and  It  was  feared  that 
the  entire  expedition  had  been  lost. 
Smaller  curios  brought  back  from  the 
South  Pole  region  are  candles  made  from 
the  blubber  of  seals,  wooden  goggles 
used  for  sledding  over  the  glistening  ice- 
floes, which  had  cross  silts  made  to  al- 
low the  drivers  to  get  a  glimpse  of  the 
direction  taken;  crampons  which  were 
made  to  enable  the  men  to  walk  over 
the  mountains  of  Ice,  and  other  trifles 
which  the  necessity  of  existing  In  a  tem- 
perature at  times  reaching  80  degrees 
below  zero,  caused  the  adventurers  to 
manufacture.

An  Impression  That  Kuropatkin  Will

.St.  Petersburg,  Feb.  18.— An  extraor- 
dinary sitting  of  the  council  of  the 
empire  ha.s  been  summoned  to  consider 
the  situation  resulting  from  the  aa- 
6ai>sination  of  Grand  Duke  Sergius. 


Toklo,  Feb.  18,  6  p.  m.— The  foreign 
office  pronounced  as  unfounded  the  .St. 
Petersburg  report  that  Japan  has  un- 
officially Informed  HuBsia  of  the  terms 
of  peace  she  would  be  willing  to  ac- 
cept. 


Tokio,  Feb.  18.  10  a.  m.— According 
to  reports  from  the  Shakhe  river  the 
Kupslans  are  .showing  increased  activity 
on  both  flanks  and  ar«  extending  and 
strengthening     their     right.     They  also 


seem  to  be  concentrating  a  heavy  force 
on  their  left  in  front  of  Gen.  Kuroki. 
Fushun  is  the  base  of  the  late  opera- 
tions, and  it  is  estimated  that  the 
Russians  there  number  six  divisions. 
The  impression  exists  that  Gen.  Kuro- 
patkin is  preparing  to  assume  the  ag- 
gressive. The  weather  is  still  unfavor- 
able, but  the  excessive  cold  will  soon 
t>e  over. 

Chinese  reports  to  the  effect  that 
Gen.  Kuixjpatkin  is  preparing  to  aban- 
don the  Shakhe  river  line  ancl  retire 
northward  are  discredited  here.

PANIC  IN  i^OR  SHOP. 

Fire  Starts  While  Customers 
Have  Trousers  Pressed. 


Moscow,    Feb.      18.— The        telegraph 

operators  of  the  Moscow-Rlasan  rail- 
road have  struck  demanding  a  mini- 
mum wage  of  $20  and  an  eight-hour 
day.  Instead  of  twelve.  The  telegraph 
operators  of  the  Moscow-Windau  roacl 
have  also  walked  out,  nece.ssitatin^-  a 
suspension  of  the  train  service. 

At  Voronezh  the  telegraph  operators 
and  other  employes  of  the  southwestern 
road  and  3,000  men  employed  in  the 
railroaod  workshops  have  struck  for  an 
Increase  of  wages  and  shorter  hours.

For  some  tim.e,  despite  the 
1  official  attitude  maintained  by  the  gov- 
ernment, there  has  been  a  growing 
appreciation  cf  the  difficulties  of  pio- 
eecuting  the  war  In  the  midst  of  in- 
creasing complications  at  home,  and 
as  announced  by  the  Associated  Prets 
yesterday,  the  matter  was  actually  the 
subject  of  formal  consideration  by  the 
emperor  and  his  ministers  Feb.  16. 
Strong  Intluences.  which  is  is  under- 
stood in  spite  of  denials,  are  headcJ 
by  M.  Witle,  president  of  the  commu- 
tee  of  ministers,  have  been  working 
quietlv  In  this  direction.  Gen.  Grippcn- 
berg's  revelations,  followed  by  the 
murder  of  Grand  Duke  Sergius.  in  iho 
opinion  of  some  of  the  ablest  diplo- 
mats are  not  unlikely  to  lead  the  em- 
peror denitely  to  decide  ur-on  peace. 
In  this  connection  the  war  office  is  con- 
.slderably  alarmed  by  the  new  danger 
threatening  the  Manchurian  army  from 
the  systematic  attempts  made  by  the 
Japanese  and  Chinese  bandits  to  cat 
the  line  of  communications  back  of 
the  army.  According  to  reports  about 
10,000  men  split  up  into  bands  of  several 
hundred  each  are  operating  from  Mon- 
golia and  are  striking  at  the  railroad.

SHADOW  OF  DOOM 

Seems  to  Be  Hanging  Over 
Russian  Capital. 

St.  Petersburg,  Feb.  18,  1.05  p.  m.— 
Oppression  like  the  shadow  of  doom 
sctrns  to  be  hanging  over  the  Russian 

;  capital.  Bells  are  tolling  "and  the  peo- 
ple in  the  streets  are  awe-struck  at 
yesterday's  bloody  crime.  Every  one 
seems  to  shrink  before  the  contempla- 
tion of  what  may  happen  next.  The 
tragedy  struck  deep  In  the  heart  of  the 
perplexed  and  tired  emperor,  and  many 
who  were  unsparing  in  their  criticism 
yesterday,  today  have  only  expressions 
of  sympathy  for  his  unhappy  lot.  The 
bitter  cup,  which  during  the  last  year 
has  been  pressed  again  and  again  to 
his  lips,  is  once  more  filled  to  the  brim, 
and  in  most  pathetic  words,  this  morn- 
ing, he  implores  his  subjects  to  pray 
for' the  repose  of  the  £Oul  of  his  mur- 
dered uncle.  Death  is  in  the  air  and 
no  one  knows  where  the  next  blow 
may  fall,  although  precautions  have 
been  doubled  in  every  direction  for 
the  preservation  of  the  members  of  the 
imperial  family  and  ministers,  and  the 
secret  ixilice  a.i-e  seeklngout  and  arrest- 

I  :ng  those  known  to  be  associate-d  with 
the  fighting  organization.  The-  author- 
ities realize  their  impotency  to  ward 
off  the  swift  acts  of  terrorism,  murder 
in  the  streets  being  possible  at  any 
instant.  The  only  safety  seems  to  lie 
In  seeking  refuge  behind  palace  walls, 
and  all  the  imperial  family  have  been 
warned   not  to  venture  out. 

Although  only  the  official  papers  and 
the  Grashdan  appear  with  black  bor- 
ders, the  editorials  of  all  of  them  are 
strangely  sober.  Some  papers,  which 
in  the  past  have  been  ready  to  lay  al- 
most any  charge  at  the  door  of  Grand 
Duke  Sergius.  are  drawing  back  before 
the  pro.spect  of  a  reign  of  terror,  fear- 
ing that  it  may  destroy  the  bright  pros- 


pects of  reform  and  lead  to  an  era  cf 
repression.  But  even  In  the  midst  of 
universal  reprobation  of  the  crime,  the 
majority  express  the  hope  that  after 
all  the  darkest  hour  comes  just  before 
dawn.  Among  the  revolutic»narie8, 
however,  there  is  a  sentiment  of  ela- 
tion. They  openly  glory  in  the  deed, 
proclaiming  that  it  removes  the-mcst 
reactionary  influence  at  court,  and  a'so 
proclaim  the  general  theory  that  in  the 
absence  of  armeel  resistance,  only  by 
terror  can  concessions  be  wrung  from 
the  h-and.«  of  the  auto.rracy.  According: 
to  their  view  any  weapon  is  justifiable. 
As  a  matter  of  fact,  it  is  too  eariy  yet 
to  s.'^.y  what  the  political  effect  will  be. 
For  the  moment  everything  is  at  a 
.standstill. 

Expressions  of  condolence  have 
reached  the  emperor  direct  from  prac- 
tically all  governments,  those  of  Presi- 
dent Loubet.  Emperor  W^illiam  anij 
King  Edward  being  especially  wann 
and  sympathetic  in  tone.  It  is  p>rot»- 
able  thai  several  government.s  wiii  send 
represcTitatives  to  the  funeral  of  Grand 
Duke  Sergius. 

KAISER    IS   HORRIFIED. 

Berlin,  Feb.  18. — An  hour  after  the 
news  of  the  assassination  of  Grand 
Duke  Sergius  reached  Berlin.  Emperor 
William  drove  to  the  Russian  embassy, 
expres.sed  personally  to  Count  Von  Os- 
ten-Sacken,  the  Russian  amba.ssador, 
his  horror,  and  reque.'sted  him  lo  con- 
vey his  deep  sympathy  to  Emperor 
Nicholas. 

A  requiem  service  at  the  Russian 
emba.'s.Ky  today  for  the  repose  of  the 
soul  of  Grand  Duke  Sergius  w-as  at- 
tended by  many  high  personages  and 
the  officers  of  the  Third  regiment  of 
Uhlans,  of  which  the  grand  dijke  was 
honorary  colonel.  The  emperor  did 
not  attend  the  recjuiem,  as  the  service 
was  informal. 


BELLS  ARE  TOLLING 


And  Masses  Are  Celebrated 
For  Murdered  Duke. 

Moscow,  Feb.  18. — The  bells  of  Mos- 
cow's 500  churches  are  tolling  today, 
requiem  masses  are  being  cel..»brated 
and  before  many  shrines,  priests  are 
ceaselessly  chanting  prayers  for  the 
repose  of  the  soul  of  the  murdered 
Grand  Duke  .Sergius.  His  remains  still 
re.st  in  the  palace.  The  bier  is  covered 
with  flowers  and  surrounded  by  burn- 
ing tapers.  Two  monks  remain  con- 
Bttmtly  at  the  foot  of  the  coflfin  re- 
citing prayers  for  the  dt^ad. 

The  widowed  Grand  Duchess  Eliza- 
beth is  prostrated.  She  keeps  to  her 
apartments  in  the  little  palace  and 
was  not  able  even  lo  attend  the  re- 
quiem mass.  Touching  messages 
have  been  received  by  the  grand  duch- 
ess from  Emperor  Nicholas  and  her 
sister,  the  empress. 

Troops  are  patrolling  inside  the 
Kremlin,  all  the  eiitranees  of  which 
continue  to  be  closed  to  the  public. 

The  crime,  while  actually  not  un- 
anticipated, in  view  of  the  rei>eated 
threats,  has  nevertheless  created  a 
profound  impression  in  the  ancient 
capital. 

All  the  shops  are  closed  and  the 
newspapers  appeared  in  mourning 
borders.  Se.me  students  have  been 
roughly  handled  in  the  streets. 

It  appears  to  be  confirmed  that  the 
grand  duke  when  killed  was  on  his 
way  to  the  governor  generals  palace 
on  Tvorskaia,  where  he  resided  while 
governor  general  for  the  purpose  of 
taking  a  bath.  The  grand  duke  was 
a  lover  of  Russian  baths,  those  he  had 
arranged  in  the  palace  being  most 
sumptuous.  Vice  Governor  Sabouroff, 
who  was  proceeding  the  grand  duke 
from  the  Nichola  palace  noticed  a 
crowd  in  red  sijuare  and  turned  back 
toward  the  grand  duke  to  proceed 
through  a  .side  street,  but  it  was  al- 
ready too  late.  The  explosion  oc- 
curred as  he  reached  the  Kremlin 
gate. 

While  the  a.ssasin  was  dressed  as  a 
peasant,  it  is  evident  that  he  belongs 
to  a  higher  cla.s.s.  His  papers  were  all 
forged  and  there  is  no  clue  yet  to  his 
identity. 

Policemian  Lonitieff,  who  was  near 
the  Nikolsky  gate  and  who  seized  the 
assa.ssln  says  that  as  .soon  as  the  grand 
duke's  carriage  drove  into  Senate 
square,  the  murderer  moved  out  and 
with  unerring  aim  hurled  the  bomb 
directly  into  the  carriage  window.  A 
blinding  flash  followed,  the  force  of 
which  reduced  the  carriage  to  splin- 
ters?. The  air  was  absolutely  filled 
with  a  red  haze,  blood  being  spattered 
to  a  distance  of  300  feet.  The  mad- 
dened, wounded  honses  dashed  for- 
ward dragging  the  coachman,  a  man 
of  gigantic  stature  with  ease.  The 
officer  covered  the  remains  with  a 
blanket.

Calanthe's  tears  and  soft  en- 
treaties, together  with  Dionysius'  p:ot- 
tlng.  do  not  shake  Pythias  in  his  loyalty 
to  his  friend.  Damon  returns  to  his  wife 
and  ciiild  and  after  an  effecting  parting 
seeks  his  horse.  laicullus  In  his  devotion 
to  his  master  has  slain  the  horse  thus 
preventing  Damon's  return. 
The   moment    of   executl-n    is    now    fast 

i  approaching.  Dionysius  s.lll  dli»gulsi-d 
tells  Pythias  .ind  (^alanthe  that  his  tde  of 
Dionysius  intercepting  Damons  return 
was  a  fabrication  and  derides  Pvthlas 
with  his  frhiid's  treachery.  Calanthe 
with  her  mother.  Arria.  are  at  the  idace 
of  execution  and  as  the  dial  hand  points 
to  the  moment  of  execution  bids  Pytldas 
a  last  farewell.  Dionysius  still  dlsgui.sed 
asks  Pvthlas  if  he  fears  to  die.  Pythias 
replies.  "No.  by  .nil  the  good  Gods.  no. 
Tis  sweet  to  die  for  tho.'se  we  love!"  The 
exi'cutloner  advances.  At  this  mom«^nt 
Calanthe.  observing  a  horseman  In  tlie 
distance  delays  the  execution.  Distant 
shouts  are  heard;  the  ery  Is  tak*>n  up 
from  lip  to  Up,  "He  comes!  He  comes!  " 
At  tills  critical  moment  Damon  reaches 
the  place  of  executb  n  travel  staire  I  and 
fainting.  Finding  Pythias  still  alive  he 
takes  his  place  at  the  block.

"You  may  state  positively  that  the 
Minnesota  Naval  reserve,  stationed  at 
Duiuth,  will  have  the  naval  training 
ship  Pern,"  sajd  Ueut.

"The  recent  reports  about  the  Fern 
in  the  papers  have  been  somewhat  mis- 
leading, and  we  think  it  is  best  that  it 
be  fully  understood  by  the  reserves  and 
their  friends  that  the  Fern  is  coming  to 
Duiuth.  and  there  is  not  a  single  string 
on  her,  as  the  reports  would  seem  to 
indicate. 

•'Congressman  Bede  has  been  emi- 
nently successful  In  securing^  the  Fern 
for  us,  and  I  have  In  my  possession 
numerous  telegrams  from  Washington 
that  will  coiUlim  everything  1  have 
said. 

"Arrangements  are  already  underway 
for  two  .special  cars  to  run  through 
from  Duiuth  to  Norfolk,  without 
change.  The.se  will  carry  a  crew  of 
picked  men.  those  who  between  now 
and  the  time  the  trip  Is  to  be  made, 
show  themselves  ,fltted  to  it.isume  the 
duties  that  they  Will  be  called  upon  to 
attend  to  on  the  cruise.  The  cruise  will 
cr^nsume  anywhere  from  twenty-five  to 
thirty  days,  and  It  Is  our  expectation 
to  be  somewhere  on  the  lakes  July  4 
next,  when  a  suilute  will  be  fired  In 
honor  of  the  flag  and  the  day. 

"Previous  to  the  sending  of  the  re- 
sei  ves  after  the  p-eni.  two  engineers 
and  some  of  the  officers  will  Ix"  sent  ou 
ahead  to  take  over  the  boat  and  have 
her  ready.  They  will  probably  go 
down  about  two  weeks  ahead  of  the 
men.  The  reserves  will  board  the 
Ferr.  as  .soon  as  they  arrive  at  Norfolk 
and  the  return  trip  wlM  be  started. 

"Clyde  Kelley,  the  special  agent  of 
the  census  department  who  has  been 
in  Duiuth  for  the  past  few  days,  is  ahso 
an  ortlcer  of  the  naval  reserves  at 
Washington,  D.  C.  He  sjjtys  that  we 
must  not  make  the  mistake  of  suppos- 
ing that  the  Fern  Is  an  old  boat,  and 
not  equipped  for  the  use  to  which  .she 
is  to  be  put,  but  th.xt  it  is  a  fine  vessel, 
well  equipped  in  every  way  and  ca.sy 
to    handle. 

"There  is  onl.v  one  possible  thing 
that  can  occur  to  prevent  the  Fern 
from  coming  and  that  is  a  decision  bv 
the  governmenV'*to  send  a  larger  and 
better  boat. 

"The  Fern  has  bten  undergoing  a 
certain  amount  of  overhauling  in  the 
shipyards  and  is  even  now  In  guol 
shape.  It  Is  possible  that,  in  view  of 
her  long  ocean  and  fresh  water  voyage, 
a  little  extra  work  will  have  to  be  done 
on  the  boilers,  but  It  should  be  und  *r- 
slood  that  this  does  not  depend  on 
whether  the  state,  the  United  States 
government,  or  the  naval  reserves 
themselves  furnish  the  funds.  After 
the  Fern  Is  here,  one  of  the  changes 
contemplated  in  her  will  be  made,  that 
of  changing  the  water  condensolng 
boilers  to  Jet-condensing.  After  this 
is  done  the  boat  will  be  similarly 
equipped  In  this  particular  as  the  lake 
boats. 

"Another  thing  that  Is  fully  under- 
stood, it  seems,  is  that  the  government 
has  now  In  the  treasury  $1,600  subject 
to  the  needs  of  the  Duiuth  division. 
The  annual  appropriation  bill  for  $8,500 
is  practically  certain  to  pass  the  state 
legislature  so  that  the  reserve.-?  will 
have  a  fund  of '  IIO.OOO  on  which  to 
draw  for  any  necessary  changes  or  re- 
pairs It  may  be  desired  too  make  on 
the  boat. 

"The  naval  reservess.  while  they  are 
on  the  cruise  which  brings  the  Fern  to 
Duiuth  will  be  under  pay  from  the 
time  they  leave  Duiuth  until  they  get 
home. 

"The  Pern  is  already  fitted  out  with 
three  rapid  fire  six-pounders.  There. 
Is  is  probable,  will  be  slowed  away  on 
the  trip  t<>  Duiuth  and  remounted  after 
the  boat  gets  here."

Crook.ston,  MiT\n..  Feb.  18. — Some  Idea 
of  the  bltterne.ss  6f  the  county  seat 
fight  that  is  on  in  Red  Lake  county  is 
indicated  by  the  .fact  that  the  Red 
Lake  Falls  representative  has  been  in 
the  city  for  the  past  two  days  copying 
the  names  from  the  Crookston  land 
ofllce  records  of  those  who  flled  on  the 
land  that  was  sold  at  the  sale  held  at 
Thief  River  Falls  last  June  and  later 
at  the  adjourned  sale  held  in  this  city. 
There  were  eleven  townships  thrown 
open  for  settlement  at  that  time,  and 
1.050  names  of  new  settlers  who  are 
eligible  to  sign  the  petitions  for  or 
against  calling  a  special  election  to 
vote  on  the  county  division  proposi- 
tion were  secured. 

This  Is  an  indication  that  it  is  the 
intention  to  canvass  every  voter  in  the 
county,  and  the  balance  of  power  will 
lie  with  the  settlers  who  have  home- 
steads on  the  eleven  townships  opened 
during  the  past  season.

The  service  of 
notice  by  Mr.  Allison  on  the  Interoceanlc 
canal  commi.^sion  that  interference  with 
the  commission  would  not  be  tolerated, 
was  accepted  as  conclusive  and  tlic  bill 
reportf'd  yesterdny  by  Senator  Kittredge 
contains  no  provision  for  disturbing  the 
commi.ssion.  The  bill  Is  closely  like  the 
Mann  bill.  pas.sed  by  the  hou.se  yester- 
day, with  the  exception  that  the  Mann 
bill  reduces  the  membershii)  of  the  com- 
mission to  three,  while  the  Kittredge 
bill  leaves  the  commission  unchanged. 

If  the  senate  pas.ses  its  own  mea-suro 
as  a  substitute  for  the  Mann  bill,  thus 
throwing  the  whole  matter  into  confer- 
ences, a  lively  struggle  for  mastery  will 
follow.  The  house  favors  reducing  tlie 
commis.«lon  to  three  members.  The  sen- 
nte  would  do  tlie  same  but  for  the  in- 
fluence of  Mr.  Allison,  the  chairman  of 
the  appropriation.s  committee.  Mr.  Alli- 
son is  Interested  in  the  retention  of  Ad- 
miral Walker  as  a  member  of  tlie  com- 
mission and  will  consent  to  nothing  that 
affects  his  service.  Mr.  Alll.son's  wife 
Wfui    Admiral    Walker's    foster    sister. 

The  president  has  already  arranged  his 
program  in  the  event  that  Senator  .Allison 
Is  successful  in  preventing  either  the 
abolition  or  reduction  of  the  commission. 
He  has  consulted  legal  advice  and  will 
decide  that  under  existing  law  he  has 
the  right  to  give  the  individual  memi)ers 
of  the  commission  specific  a.ssignments 
and  outline  just  what  work  each  will 
perform. 

He  will  divide  the  work  into  .sections 
and  give  the  various  members  their  in- 
struction.

Prof.  Bailey  has  been  gathering  data 
from  3iH)  seniors  and  juniors  he.e  on 
the  sizes  of  the  families  of  which  they 
are  members.  lOach  student  was  provid- 
ed witii  a  blank  which,  when  filled  out, 
comprised  a  brief  family  history. 

Prof.  Bailey  already  had  gathered  sim- 
ilar data  from  the  poor  in  New  York 
and  elsewhere.  Comparison  of  the  two 
Sets  of  figures  showed  the  average  fam- 
ily of  the  rich  as  three  and  tliree-fiftiis 
children,  while  for  the  poor  it  is  a  frac- 
tion  lesss  than   four.

Seventy-Eight  Prairie  Cliick- 
eus  Captured  at  Frazee. 

Frazee,  Minn.,  Feb.  IS. — (.Special  to 
The  Herald.)— Deputy  Game  Wardtn 
Corbett  seized  seventy-eight  prairie 
chickens    in    the    business    place    of    a 

prominent  citizen  here  yesterday,  and 
he  was  given  a  preliminary  hcdrltigr 
before  the  local  justice.  The  ca.se 
was  adjourned  until  next  wt^k,  when 
State  Game  Warden  Fullerton  is  ex- 
pected to  be  present  and  prosecute. 

Corbett  made  a  fine  record  in  secur- 
ing the  game.  Mr.  Fullerton  in- 
structed him  that  there  was  game  in 
Frazee  and  that  certain  traveling  men 
had  given  the  information.  Acting  on 
these  instructions  Corbett  came  here 
yesterday,  secured  a  search  warrant 
and  before  the  people  in  town  knew 
he  was  here,  had  secured  the  seventy- 
eight  birds.  The  minimum  cost  is  $10 
a  bird,  which  is  $780  fine  and  costs,  or 
the  maximum  is  $25  a  bird,  or  a  fine  of 
SL'.OdX  This  is  the  biggest  seizure  of 
game  out  of  season  ever  made  in  Lliis 
county.

This  was  the  mes- 
sage which  was  returned  to  the  governor 
to  .supply  .a  newpaper  clipping,  which 
concerned  his  political  backers.  Governor- 
elect  Dawson  and  United  States  Marshal 
Elliott. 

The  bomb  was  exploded  in  the  sena- 
torial cauldron  when  Senator  Colcord 
Insivted  on  calling  up  ids  resolution  re- 
'luesting  an  Investigation  of  the  charges 
contained  In  the  governor's  message 
wldeh  was  sent  to  the  senate  ai:d  return- 
ed t>y  that  body  on  Wednesday. 

Senator    Caldwell    delivtred      a    speech 


which  was  rampant  with  charges  of  ille- 
gal practices  against  Governor  Wnile  and 
Governor-elect    Dawson. 

When    the    charges    had    been    stated    a 
resolution     for    an     Investigation     of    the 
I  charges  against  the  go\'ernor  was  offered. 
I  providing  that   if  said   charges   should   be 
I  found  true,  the  house  should  prepare  and 
,  present   articles   of  impeachment   of   Gov- 
I  ernor  White.    This  was  afterward  amend- 
I  ed  and  the  mere  investigation  ordered. 
In  addition,  a   resolution   was  offered   to 
include  in  the  investigation  charges  of  an 
alleged   ante-election   ileal   with   liie  Stan- 
dard   Oil    company,    b.v    the    Republicans 
which   could   not  be   substantiated  in  evi- 
dence   adduced    before    the    investigation 
committee    which    closed    its    session    last 
wt'ek.     This    resoluti«in    was   not   adopted, 
but  will  be  copsiilered  later. 

Senator  Caldwell,  in  making  his  charges 
on  the  floor  said  that  Governor  While  was 
guilty  of  dividing  with  the  secretary  of 
Slate  the  fees  of  the  latter  office  In  con- 
se<iuence  of  the  apr)ointmnt.  Governor- 
elect  Dawson  Is  the  present  insumbent. 

Senator  Caldwell  also  said  a  letter  had 
been  sent  tiut  from  New  York  by  a 
Charleston  attorney  offering  to  secure  a 
reduction  of  tax  on  bueign  cfirporations 
in  return  for  support.  He  said  that  t>aw- 
son  and  White  were  the  authors  of  the 
leller. 

All  these  charges  with  those  of  alleged 
briber.v  of  senators  in  connection  with 
pending  legislation  will  ,all  come  under 
the  scope  of  the  investigating  committee.

TRADE  REVIEW 

Weather  Conditions  Have 

Checked  the  Revival  of 

Business  Somewhat. 

New  York,  Feb.  18.— R.  G.  Dun  & 
Co.'s  Weekly  Review  of  Trade  says: 

Weather  conditions  still  dominate 
the  trade  situation.  Low  temperature 
and  deep  snow  have  interfered  wilh 
traffic  and  checked  the  revival  of  busi- 
ness. Retail  distribution  Is  not  main- 
tained, and  the  deleterious  effects  are 
visible  in  all  outdoor  work,  while  the 
Interruption  to  movement  of  freight 
has  affected  manufacturing  to  some 
extent.  Prices  of  staple  commodities 
at  the  exchanges  are  advanced  by  re- 
stricted receipts.  There  is  a  partial 
off-set  in  the  largely  increased  demand 
for  heavyweight  wearing  apparel  and 
other  winter  goods,  which  promised  to 
reduce  supplies  in  all  positions  at  the 
end  of  the  season.  Meanwhile  there  i.= 
evidence  that  confidence  in  the  future 
remains  unshaken,  preparations  for 
spring  and  summer  trade  continuing 
unabated,  except  where  fuel  or  other 
supplies  are  temporarily  blocked  In 
transit.  Jobbing  trade  in  dry  goods  Is 
on  a  liberal  scale.  Railway  earnings 
thus  far  reported  for  February  were 
1.9  per  cent  smaller  than  a  year  ago, 
probably  another  result  of  bad  wea- 
ther. Foreign  commerce  for  the  last 
week  made  a  remarkable  record  for  im- 
ports, exceeding  in  value  those  of  the 
corresponding  week  last  year  by  $4,- 
766,710.  Exports  decreased  $1,804,8SS. 
Dispatches  from  leading  iron  and  steel 
centers  indicate  no  check  to  progress, 
except  the  temporary  interruption  to 
output  and  delivery  caused  by  storms 
and  continued  cold  weather.  It  is  pos- 
sible to  trace  the  eflect  of  the  elements 
upon  receipts  of  coke,  which  prevented 
resumption  of  work  at  several  blast 
furnaces.  Quotations  are  firm,  with 
little  fluctuation,  although  in  several 
departments  it  Is  probable  that  higher 
prices  will  soon  be  asked,  particularly 
for  tin  plate,  which  the  mills  cannot  de- 
liver promptly.  In  the  textile  Indus-

Accepted    By    Congress 

and    Now    Adorns 

Statuary  Hall. 

Washington.  Feb.  IS.— A  special  feature 
of  yesterday's  session  ot  the  .senate  was 
the  acceptance  of  the  statue  of  Frances 
E.  Wlllard,  the  distinguished  temperance 
advocate,  which  had  been  placed  in 
statuary  hall  in  the  national  capitol  by 
the  State  of  Illinois.  Notwithstanding 
there  are  about  forty  pedestals  in  the 
hall,  the  statue  of  Miss  Willard  is  the 
first  of  a  woman  to  find  a  place  there 
and  the  members  of  her  sex  showed  their 
appreciation  of  the  compliment  by  turn- 
ing out  in  lai-ge  numbers  to  listen  to  the 
eulogistic  addresses  maclc  in  connection 
with  the  ceremony.  The  speech  of  pres- 
entation was  made  by  Representative 
Rainey   of    Illinois. 

In  beginning  his  speech  Mr.  Rainey  al- 
luded to  the  fact  that  until  today  no 
state  had  contributed  to  statuary  hall 
the  statute  of  a  woman.  He  continued 
in   part   as   follows: 

"When  the  act  was  pa.ssed  which  estab- 
lished this  h.'ill  of  fame,  men  w«re  win- 
ning  the  riglU  to  a  place  here  iip.)n  the 
lit  Id  of  ba'-tle,  at  the  head  of  crushing 
squadrons  of  caxalary.  or  directing  the 
movement  of  long  lines  of  infantry  amid 
the  roar  of  cannon.  But  the  real  battle 
which  made  this  a  nation,  one  and  indi- 
visible, was  fought  and  won  after  the 
surrender  at  Appomattox. 

'In  the  years  which  followed  the  war 
one  of  the  forces  most  potent  to  sweep 
away  the  mists  and  let  in  the  sunlijiht. 
upon  North  and  South  alike,  was  th" 
army  of  women  led  by  France--  K.  Wlll- 
ard marching  through  the  No.  th  and 
South  following  the  white  banners  upon 
which  she  had  inscribed  the  motto.  "For 
Ood  and  Home  and  Native  L;ind.  "  In  the 
dark  days  which  followed  the  war,  she. 
furnished  the  common  ground  upon' 
which  all  could  stand— whether  they  live  1 
imder  bright  skies,  where  the  mag-vdia 
blooms,  or  under  grayer  skies  in  the  cold- 
er   North. 

"She  led  the  fight  for  the  home— for 
personal  purity— for  better  h.ibits  of  liv- 
ing—for the  rights  of  children— for  the  up- 
lifting  of   women. 

"If  peace  hath  its  victorys.  It  is  r-ecul- 
iarly  appropriate  that  Miss  Willards 
state  shcuild  stand  here  under  this  d->me. 
Ip  the  st.-ite  which  produceil  a  Lincoln,  a 
Douglas,  and  a  Logan,  we  consider  her 
to  have  been  one  of  our  gri'atest  ( itiz-ns. 
The  women  of  America  ha\e  ere.^ted  in 
memory  of  Frances  E.  Willard,  a  m.mu- 
ment  not  m.-tde  ot  marble,  whl  -h  ciumV'les 
with  the  passing  centuries,  hut  mide  of 
that  enduring  material  which  withstands 
the  ravages  of  time- a  monum-nt  of 
human  love  and  human  admiration  and 
human  sympathy."

DEFINITE    PLANS 

Shaping:    For    Inter-Church 
Conference  on  Federation. 

New  York.  Feb.  IS.— Definite  plans  are 
taking  jhape  for  the  great  inter-church 
conference  on  federation  to  be  held  here 
next  fall,  and  to  which  official  delegates 
have  already  been  named  by  religious 
bodies  with  "an  aggregate  membership  of 
nearly  2<J.O<».0(>0.  The  federation  confer- 
ence will  have  Its  sessl<ms  in  Carnegie 
hall,  where  the  Ecumenical  mission  con- 
ference met  five  years  ago.  extending 
over  fl\e  days,  from  Nov.  15  to  -JK  The 
conference  is  looked  forward  to  by  lead- 
ers in  all  bodies  as  the  most  important 
religious  gatliering  this  country  has  ever 
seen,  since  it  will  represent  a  co-opera- 
tion of  rf-llgious  bodies  which  would  have 
been  impossible  a  few  ye;irs  ago.  Details 
of  the  plan  are  in  charge  of  a  general 
committee  of  arrangements,  of  which 
the  Rev.  Dr.  William  H.  Roberts,  .secre- 
tary of  the  .Alliance  of  Reformed  Church- 
es hold  the  Prosbvterian  sy.«:tem.  Is  chair- 
man, and  Rev.  Dr.  E.  B.  Sanford.  secre- 
tary of  the  National  Federation  of 
Churches,  is  secretary.  At  a  meeting  of 
this  committee,  just  h^ld,  it  was  re- 
ported that  official  delegates  are  al- 
ready assured  from  nearly  all  the  larger 
religious  bodies  of  the  United  States,  and 
from  most  of  the  smaller  ones.  The  de- 
nominations that  have  already  voted  to 
send  delegate.^  include  the  Methodist, 
Methodist  South.  Presbyterian.  United 
and  Cumberland  Presbyterian,  Baptist, 
Congregational.  Di.sciples  rf  Christ,  Luth- 
erans. Reformed.  Evangelical,  and  Mo- 
ravian Other  bodies  will  act  at  their 
national  meetings  this  spring.  The 
Episfcopal  church.  It  is  expected,  will  be 
represented  by  this  commi-ssion  on  Chris- 
tian  unity.  ,       ,  ^       ., 

The  purpose  of  the  federation  confer- 
ence as  stated  in  the  letter  sent  to  the 
religious  bodies  asking  the  appointment 
of  delegates,  is  as  follows:  '"We  believe 
that  the  great  Christian  bodies  In  our 
country  should  stand  together  and  lead 
In  the  di.scussion  of,  and  give  an  impulse 
to  all  great  movements  that  make  for 
rightei>usne.-^s.  We  believe  that  questions 
like  t.h.it  of  the  saloon,  marriage  and 
divorce  Sabbath  de=?ecration.  the  social 
evil,  child  labor,  relation  of  labor  to 
capital,  the  bettering  of  the  condition  of 
'  the  laboring  classes,  the  moral  and  relig- 
i  lous  training  of  the  young,  the  problem 
crented  bv  foreign  Immigration,  and  In- 
I  ter national  arbitration— Indeed  all  greii 
I  questions  In  which  the  voice  of  the

The  work  is  yet  in 
its  beginnings,  but  much  has  already 
been  accomplished,  especially  among  the 
soldiers  and  the  young  men  In  govern- 
ment offices.  A  new  church  building  is 
about  to  be  erected.  American  Pr-'s- 
byterians  assisting  in  the  cost.  Dr.  Ros- 
siter finds  lots  of  difficultie.-;.  of  course, 
not  the  least  of  which  is  the  lack  of 
proper  transit  facilities  in  Manila.  There 
is  no  street  car  .service,  and  in  rainy 
weather  people  living  at  a  distance  from 
the  church  have  to  use  the  livery,  paying 
as  much  as  a  dollar  and  a  half  fare.

Park  Board  Decides  Not 

To  Comdemn  Pavilion 

Site. 

On  the  ground  that  it  would  estab- 
lish a  bad  precedent,  the  park  commis- 
sioners yesterday  recommended  to  the 
council  that  condemnation  proceed- 
ings again.st  the  lots  adjoining  Lincoln 
park  be  abandoned,  and  as  a  result 
the  dancing  pavilion  burned  last  sum- 
mer will  be  rebuilt.  ^ 

Three  hundred  property  owners 
from  the  West  End  petitioned  the 
council  lo  prohibit  the  rebuilding  of 
the  pavilion  on  the  ground  that  it  was 
detrimental  to  the  morals  of  the  com- 
munity. The  only  means  to  prevent 
this  would  be  to  purchase  the  lots. 
Mrs.  Mabel  Cox.  the  owner,  held  them 
at  $10,000,  and  stated  that  she  would 
carry  the  case  to  the  courts  if  they 
were  condemned  for  a  less  amount. 

The  park  board  did  not  have  suffi- 
cient money  to  purchase  the  lots  at 
this  figure  and  even  If  they  iiad  been 
purchased  the  pavilion  could  have 
been  erected  on  another  site. 

President  Haven  introduced  an  or- 
dinance last  summer  prohibiting  the 
erection  of  a  dancing  pavilion  within 
500  feet  of  any  public  park,  but  there 
is  a  grave  doubt  as  to  its  legality,  and 
it  has  never  been  reported  on  by  the 
committee   on   ordinances.

The  municipal  bureau  In 
this  city  is  also  rei  eiving  a  liberal 
patronage.  although  business  was 
rather  ij^uiet  with  It  tor  a  few  months 
after  It  waa  established.  Secretary  P. 
Haley  reports  that  a  large  numlier  of 
men  are  ])eing  given  work  through  the 
medium  of  the  agency  each  month. 

The  great  opposition  to  the  estab- 
lishment of  a  public  bureau  comes 
from  the  private  agencies.  It  is  lo 
correct  the  abuses  of  the  private  sys- 
tem that  the  legislators  of  the  state 
have  taken  the  malt-r  up.  At  iiresent 
a  man  seeking  and  needing  emploj'- 
ment  is  compelled  to  yield  up  his  last 
dollar  for  a  chance  to  work  aujl  even 
then  with  no  positive  assurance  of  em- 
ployment. Cases  are  known  where  m?n 
have  been  sent  hundreds  of  miles  on 
free  transportation  only  to  find  no 
work  when  they  arrive. 

The  general  feeling  Is  that  this  cn- 
dition  of  affairs  should  not  exist  and 
based  on  the  successful  workings  of 
other  states  every  eff'Jrt  will  be  made 
to  pass  the  state  employment  agency 
bill  now  before  the  Minnesota  legis- 
lature.

When  a 
demurrage  charge  is  inflicted  on  the  road. 
It  Ls  getting  nothing,  but  is  leing  punit^hed 
I  for  failing  lo  do  something  that  it  cannot 
do.  The  part  of  the  bill  requiring  loaded 
cars  to  be  mox'ed  at  least  lifty  miles  a 
day  is  Impracticable.  The  average  move- 
ment is  more  than  tliat  now.  but  acci- 
dents, storms,  etc..  would  prevent  that 
rate  being  maintained  every  day,  as  the 
bill  requires.  To  comply  with  the  re- 
quirements of  the  bill  the  roads  would 
have  to  have  '2»  per  cent  more  cars  than 
they  own  now. 

A.  E.  Clarke,  attorney  for  the  Minne- 
apolis &  St.  Louis,  said  that  the  demur- 
rage charge  now  made  hy  railroads  Is 
as  much  in  the  Interests  of  the  shippers 
as  of  the  roads.  It  is  inflicted  when  tho

intetition  of  remaining,  would  be  a 
citizen,  and  the  law  is  that  the  child 
cannot  be  seimrated  from  its  lawful 
guardian.  Whether  the  infant  is  boy 
or  girl,  the  fact  of  its  being  born  this 
side  of  the  Canadian  boundary  would 
have  the  practical  effect  of  making  the 
mother  a  citizen  of  the  Tnlted  States. 

Miss  Anderson  is  ni>w  at  the  Bethel 
Rescue  home.  She  is  grief-stricken  at 
the  idea  of  being  taken  back  to  Cm- 
ada.  The  girl  arrived  in  Duluth  Jan- 
uary 24  last,  and  went  to  the  home  of 
Mr.  and  Mr.s.  A.  L.  Anderson,  132  Elev- 
enth avenue  West,  mere  acquaintance*. 
She  asked  to  be  taken  care  of,  but  af- 
ter remaining  there  fur  a  time  wae  re- 
moved to  the  Bethel  home  last  Mon- 
day.    Her  story  is  a  sad  one. 

Miss  Anderson  says  she  is  a  Swede, 
and  that  she  landed  at  Quebec  in  July, 
191K).  From  there  she  went  to  the 
home  of  a  sister,  who  resides  at  Rut 
Portage,  In  Canada,  the  only  relative 
she  has  in  America.  At  Kat  Portage 
she  became  aciiuainted  with  a  man, 
who.  she  asserts,  betrayed  and  then 
deserted  her. 

She  stayed  at  her  sister's  house  for 
several  inonths  aiter  this,  but  after 
she  had  Ik  en  there  seven  months,  she 
came  to  Duluth,  because  the  sister  did 
not  want  to  be  disgraced.  The  Ander- 
sons were  the  only  people  known  to  her 
in  the  city.  Her  acquaintance  with 
them  was  very  slight,  but  she  went  to 
them  and  asked  for  a«sistance, 

Mr.  Anderson  is  a  man  of  small 
means.  He  wai<  having  all  he  t  ould  do 
to  support  his  own  family,  it  is  said, 
and  did  not  feel  capable  of  taking  care 
of  the  extra  burden.  The  matter  was 
brought  to  tne  attention  of  ('<»unty  Su- 
perintendent of  Poor  Cook,  who  report- 
ed it  to  Mr,  Dean,  having  been  previ- 
ously made  acquainted  by  the  inspector 
with  rules  of  the  immigration  depart- 
ment governing  case*!  where  a  foreigner 
becomes  a  public  (harge  within  two 
years  after  his  or  her  arrival  in  the 
United  States.  If  an  alien  becomes  a 
public  charge  within  two  years  af tt  r 
entering  the  country,  he  or  she  may  be 
deported  to  the  country  from  which  he 
came. 

In  her  condition  Miss  Ander.son 
should  not  have  been  allowed  to  cross 
the  border  in  the  first  place,  it  is  said, 
and  it  was  owing  entirely  to  the  care- 
lessness of  the  physician  stationed  at 
the  boundary  line  for  the  purjiose  of 
examining  into  the  physical  condition 
of  incomin.g  immigrants  that  she  wa-s 
allowed  to  enter  the  United  Slates  at 
all. 

The  investigation  conducted  by  Mr. 
Dean  resulted  in  the  order  directing 
that  the  woman  be  depoited.  She  will 
be  taken  to  Winnipeg  and  will  probably 
bo  place.l  in  .some  charitable  institution. 
It  Is  said  that  considerable'risk  is  at- 
tendant upon  the  r.moval  of  Miss  An- 
derson at  this  time,  tnvlng  to  her  condi- 
tion, but  the  govf  rnn-.ent  authorities 
have  so  ordered  and  there  appears  to  be 
no  alternative. 

When  informed  this  morning  that  she 
was  to  be  taken  back  to  Canada  the 
.voung  woman  wept  bitterly.  She 
seemed  heart  broken  at  the  prospect.

E.  Davies.  court  clerk.  Further,  it  is 
alleged  that  Vi.v  reason  of  this  bias  and 
prejudice  the  persons  in  wlKise  behalf 
the  affidavits  were  filed  could  not  have 
a  fair  and  impartial  hearing  before  that 
judge.

Tundra  Claims  at  Camp 

Said  to  Be  Veritable 

Bonanza. 

Seattle,  Wash..  Feb.  IS.— The  many 
tundra  claims  at  Nome  between  the  St.jn- 
dard  Oil  company's  warehouses  and  Dry 
creek  are  said  to  be  a  veritable  bonanza, 
according  to  advices  received  from  the 
North  by  way  of  Dawson.  The 
Nome  Nugget  of  Nov.  10  sa.vs  thiU  many 
rich  striites  have  b'en  made  near  Nome 
since  the  last  boats  left. 

Just  before  navigation  closed  in  B<  ring 
sea,  news  came  south  of  a  big  strike  i>n 
Little  creek,  near  Nome.  Since,  then 
many  similar  sti-ikes  liave  been  made, 
and  a  great  deal  of  winter  mining  is  now 
in   progress. 

Regarding  the  recent  strikes  the  Nug- 
get    says: 

■'Probably  the  most  important  recent 
strike  was  that  en  the  Juanita  ber.oh 
claim,  wiiich  was  made  about  a  week  ,igo. 
but  kept  <iuiet  for  various  reasons.  The 
first  shaft  sunk,  pay  was  struck  at  a 
depth  of  fourteen  feet.  Two  additional 
hole?  were  sunk  to  determine  the  widtli 
of  the  pay  streak,  each  being  dug  about 
titteen  feet  on  either  side  of  the  original 
shaft.

Ciiicago. 


"Henry  Taylor,  Britislj  vice  consul."  is 
the  new  way  that  Mr.  Taylor,  chief 
deputy  surveyor  general  of  logs  .md  lum- 
l>er  for  tbe  Duluth  district  will  write  his 
name.  Mr.  Taylor  received  his  appoint- 
ment yesterday  from  Alexander  Finn,  his 
Britannic  majesty's  consul  in  Chicago. 
Enclosed  therewith  was  a  recognition, 
signed  by  John  Hay.  .secretary  of  state. 
According  to  his  appointment.  Mr.  Taylor 
is  "by  all  lawful  means  to  aid  and  pro- 
tect his  majesty's  subjects  trading  in, 
visiting  or  residing  in  his  district." 

Ths  i:^  the  first  time  Duluth  has  been 
honored  l)y  any  foregn  nation  in  the  way 
of  providing  a  vice  consul  for  this  city. 
It  has  been  generally  expected  at  dif- 
ferent times  that  the  king  of  Sweden  and 

Norway  would  api>oint  a  vice  consul  here 
and  mdeed  it  has  gone  so  fai"  as  having 
the  consul  at  Chicago  visit  here  witli  tlie 
object  in  view  of  liaving  somebody  ap- 
pointed. But  nothing  hius  been  done  as 
yet. 

Last  year,  the  British  consul  at  Chicago 
came  here  with  a  similar  object  in  \iew 
but  he  was  desirouB  of  appointing  some- 
l)otly  who  was  still  a  Britisli  sut>ject. 
Such  an  one.  who  would  l>e  satisfactory, 
was  not  found  and  tlie  matter  was  al- 
lowed to  re.><l.  A  few  weeks  ago  .\lex- 
ander  Finn,  the  new  British  consul  Jit 
Chicago  visited  Duluth  and  Mr.  Taylor 
was  recommended  for  appointment.  Mr. 
I'-inn  would  also  have  liked  to  appoint 
somebody  who  is  still  a  British  suljje<  t 
l>ut  could  not  find  iine  wlio  would  do. 
Mr.  Taylor  has  been  a  citizen  of  th«.* 
I'nlted  States  for  a  gt«id  many  years,  but 
Mr.  Finn  decided  tiiat  as  he  still  had  a 
feeling  in  his  heart  for  the  old  sod.

Owing  to  the  fact  that  prompt  ac- 
tion is  necessary  if  the  present  legis- 
lature is  to  increase  the  length  oi  the 
judge's  term.  President  Haven's  reso- 
lution in  regard  to  the  lengthening  of 
the  terms  of  all  city  officials  wili  come 
up  for  discussion  Monday  evening,  at 
the   council    meeting. 

The  object  of  President  Haven'^  reso- 
lution is  to  decerase  the  numbe;-  of 
I  electioi  s.  In  the  motion  which  ne 
submitted,  he  urged  the  charter  com- 
I  mission  to  present  an  amendment  to 
the  people  lengthening  the  term  of  the 
mayor,  treasurer,  comptroller,  aiuer- 
men  and  all  the  appointive  omtvi-s, 
except  the  city  clerk  and  the  sealtr  of 
weights  and  measures,  to  four  years. 
The  two  latter  officers,  who  are  ap- 
pinted  by  the  council,  would  serve  for 
two  years. 

If  this  were  done  it  would  bring  about 
a  municipal  election  every  two  years 
Instead  of  every  year,  as  at  preaent. 
This  would  save  the  city  from  $3,000  to 
$5,000  every  two  years  In  election  ex- 
penses, and  many  of  the  citizens  are 
of  the  opinion  that  it  would  be  prefer- 
able to  holding  an  election  every  year, 
owing  to  the  bad  effect  of  the  alinoxl 
continuous  turmoil  caused  by  the 
numerous  elections. 

Owing  to  the  fact  that  the  municipal 
judges  serve  for  terms  of  three  years, 
and  special  elections  would  have  to  be 
held  for  them,  the  motion  further  urgcfi 
the  legislature  to  increase  their  term  to 
four  years.  This  would  not  have  to 
be  done  by  the  present  legislature, 
however.  Judge  Windom  comes  up 
for  re-election  next  spring,  and  i»e  or 
his  successor  will  serve  until  i30&. 
Judge  Cutting  will  serve  until  190s.  If 
the  charter  amendment  were  adopted 
next  spring  and  no  elections  were  neM 
for  two  years.  Judge  Cutting's  term 
would  still  hold  over  until  that  time. 
The  legislature  of  1907  could  there/ort 
pa.ss  any  needed  leglslati<  ii  along  the 
line    of    lengthening    the    term    of    t.-ie 

judges.

Sui)i>«n-ting  orders  are  of  the 
best  character,  and  they  have  been  for  weeks  back.  The  market  is  not  only  healthy,  but  so  far  as  supplies 
and  demands  are  concerned  is  in  an  exceptionally  strong  position.  Our  advices  are  that  the  big  shipping 
movement  is  ovt-r  in  Corn,  as  it  is  in  Wheat  and  Oats.  The  good  quality  has  letl  to  a  much  better  coii- 
smiiers'  demand  than  expected,  and  apparently  the  maximum  estimates  of  the  crop  were  too  large.  At 
any  rate,  advices  from  the  country  show  that  seldom  before  at  this  date  were  farm  reserves  as  small  as 
now.  In  some  instances  in  Illinois,  Iowa  and  Nebraska  50,  GU  and  even  75  per  cent  of  the  crop  has 
been  shipped  out  and  gone  into  consumption. 

TluM-e  are  numerous  rea.sons  for  the  present  low  state  of  country  supplies.  The  feeding  began  earlier 
because  there  was  nothing  carried  over  from  the  1903  crop,  and  has  been  on  a  larger  scale  than  ever 
before.  E^xports,  too,  have  been  larger,  and  it  is  expected  that  depletion  of  supplies  will  go  on  from 
these  causes  for  some  time  to  come.

LINCOLN'S  BIRTHDAY 

Was    Celebrated   In   Happy 
Style  at  Independence. 

Indeiiendence.  Minn.,  Feb.  18.- (Special 
to  The  Herald.)- The  literary  society  of 
the  l.incoin  school  celebrated  Lincoln's 
birthday  with  a  sleigh  ride  to  the  n(  w 
school  in  the  northrn  part  of  the  dis- 
trict. Winn-  it  h.id  bt  en  invlttd  by  the 
le.o'fter.  Miss  <.'oi>ks'..'n.  to  a  theatrical 
piogTam  as  well  as  a  bantpnt.  Captain 
Seavey  led  tlu  choir  and  Prv>f.  Pauls<uis 
string  band,  consisting  of  twt  Ive  pieces, 
furnistud  the  music,  and  as  I'rof.  I'aul- 
son  is  a  pupil  oi  tb.f  late  Ole  Pull.  It  will 
be  '•iisily  understoo  1  th.-it  such  a  treat  is 
seldom  if  ever  had  outside  the  largest 
cities.  It  w.is  fully  appreciated  by  the 
overciowd»-d  scho.d  house  of  peopls  of  all 
ages  that  had  i.>m<'  there  by  the  county 
roads,  the  town  ro;ids.  the  Kigging  roa<ls, 
Indian  trails  and  short  cuts  over  the 
lakes   and    swamps.

As  the  markt-t 
advances,  there  should  be  occasional  speculative  reaction.s,  and  on  little  declines,  especially  from  this 
level,  Corn  can  be  bought  safely. 

As  the  conditions  surrounding  the  Oats  market  are  quite  similar  to  those  in  Corn,  it  is  not  surprising 
to  note  the  advances  from  around  30c  for  Chicago  ]\Iay  and  the  i)resent  very  strong  undertone  which 
the  market  possesses.  The  statistical  situation  is  more  bullish  now  and  shaping  a  condition  that  sh<mld 
eventually  extend  this  upward  movement  a  great  deal  further.  The  tjuick  rallies  fnnn  reeent  low 
levels  is  good  evidence,  we  think,  that  offerings  at  that  price  or  on  any  declines  from  present  figures  are 
not  going  to  be  a  drag  on  the  market. 

The  new  feature  in  the  market  is  the  report  that  large  sales  have  been 
for  ex])ort  to  Japan,  and  advices  from  New  York  that  on  account  of  the 
better  inquiry  and  prospects  that  large  sales  to  Europe  will  be  made  out 
fluence  that  should  stimulate  prices  is  the  fact  that   receipts  are  light,  and 

the  country  at  large  has  so  reduced  stocks  that  the  only  bearish  argument  the  trade  lias  had  to  ccmtend 
with,  that  of  liberal  supplies  in  sight,  is  now  disappearing,  and  the  more   careful   trader,   understanding 
this,  is  convinced  today's  prices  of  15c  under  a  year  ago  are  too  low  by  at  least  several  cents,  and 
many  look  for  the  market  to  sell  a  great  deal  higher,   the  advanc  will  be  checked  at  times  by  realizing 
and  it  is  on  these  forced  depressions  that  purchases  should  be  made. 

Attention  just  now  has  been  attracted  from  the  Provision  market  to  the  grains  because  of  the  bullish 
developments  in  them,  yet  values  for  the  products  are  \\q\\  maintained  and  are  likely  to  bt  advanced  at 
any  time.  As  the  only  thing  against  the  price  is  lack  of  interest,  tliere  could  be  a  turn  of  affairs  in  this 
market  very  suddenly,  and  for  this  reason  it  should  prove  right  to  accumulate  some  Pork,  Lard  and  Kibs 
for  ]^ray,  while  values  are  still  sharply  under  those  prevailing  last  year  at  this  time. 

The  country  has  had  a  very  satisfactory  market  to  make  sales  of  their  llogs,  and  now.  with  (liicago 
prices  around  $5.15  per  cwt.,  the  movement  is  very  disappointing  to  the  packers.  This  eondition  is 
expected  to  i)ievail  throughout  the  spring  montlis  for  two  reasons.  First,  the  big  January  reeeipts  of 
light  weight  llogs  show  that  the  farmer  had  heard  so  much  about  large  supplies  of  Hogs  and  enormous 
yield  of  Corn  that  he  rushed  everything  to  market  before  his  Hogs  had  matured  and  now  must  stop  and 
feed  a  new  lot.  and  this  will  require  some  time.  Second,  country  roads  will  soon  be  iu  an  inqiassable 
condition  and  much  longer  than  usual  because  of  the  heavy  snows.  Packing  interests,  knowing  this,  are 
said  to  be  more  anxious  about  their  supply  of  live  Hogs  than  stocks  of  manufactured  products  in  ware- 
htmses  and  are  not  making  hedging  sales  but  look  for  considerable  advance  for  the  entire  list.  It  seems 
safe  to  anticipate  active  demands  for  cash  products  for  both  foreign  and  domestic  account,  which  should 
have  a  strong  influence  on  the  course  of  prices.

New  York  Feb.  18.— (Special  to  The 
[  Herald.)— Four  principal  causes  pro- 
duce the  street  boy.  He  may  be  an 
I  orphan.  He  may  be  a  member  of  a 
family  which  has  been  broken  up  and 
scattertd  by  misfortune.  He  may  nave 
a  home  which  is  no  home. 

This  last  classification  may  require 
little  more  explanation  for  the  bi 
of  those   who   have  no  conception 
w^hat    tenement   house   life     i«— of 
crowding,  squalor  and  ab.sence  of 
fort  and  of  all   but   the  most  ordinary 
necessaries.      A  boy  may  have  a  piac3 
to  tat  and  sleep  in  some  such  barrack 
as  this,   but   there  is  no*  room   for  him 
there    at    other    times,    and    into        the 
street'  he    must   go.       After   he       gets 
there   he  becomes  u.sed  to  its  free 
and    liberty,    very    often     ending 
abandoning    the    home    which 
home  at   all  and  becoming  a 
and  outcast. 

Mornay  Williams,  president  of  the 
board  of  directors  of  the  New  York  ' 
Juvenile  asylum,  says:  '•There  are 
two  mam  types  of  street  bov.  The 
first  IS  physically  small,  lean,  wiry  and 
ntrvcus,  alert  or  eyt  and  lithe  of  iia-.b. 
a  young  nomad  with  not  a  few  of  liie 
characteristics  of  the  American  Indiai;. 
somewhat  callous  to  pain,  but  fond  of 
iinfljcting  torture,  revengeful,  wuh 
[flashes  of  genero.sity,  despising  wrk 
I  manual  or  intellectual,  and  intokrant 
I  of  control,  content  to  starve  one  dav  if 
he  may  gorge  another.  This  boy  is 
lawless,  but  not  in  any  proper  se.is^ 
a  criminal,  and  generally  quite  cap- 
able, with  proper  traiiiing,  of  bci.ng 
converted  into  .-.n  unright  citizen,  but 
left  alone  or  stupidly  interfered  with 
he  can  be  easily  turned  into  a  boy  rf 
the  second  type.  This  second  tvpo  of 
boy  is  dull,  embruted,  cunning,  but  not 
clever,  hateful  and  hating  others— a 
criminal  in  little. 

"The   street    boy   is   naturally     alert 
and  has  received  a  very  complete  edj- 
cntion  in  the  school  of  the  street.   Tii;? 
street   is   not   only  his  playground,   but 
also    his    home.        But    beyond    ail    this 
the   street   is    his   school.       It    is    there 
that    he    has    learned    all      the       sued 
maxims  of  his  code— that  he  who  ligiits 
and   runs   away  may   live   to  fight   ar- 
'■other   day:    that    the   blunder 
e-ji.ught  'with  the  gends  on'  is 
than   the  crime  of  steal'.ng: 
blackest    offense    possible    is 
ori   a   pal,'   and    so   on." 

Mr.  Williams  Kays  th.^it  the  juveiiile 
asylum,  of  which  he  is  presidrnt,  re- 
ceives 1  per  cent  i>f  the  entire  iuvenic- 
immigratiin  at  the  port  of  New  Y\.rk. 
He  explains  this  interesting  but 
alarming  fact  by  describing  the  groat 
tide  of  niien  life  which  sweeps  into  thb 
port  of  New  York  and  some  of  out 
other  ports  of  entry.  Men  and  women 
who  ocfcme  here  to  carve  out  a  heun'; 
and  a  career  in  this  new  land  nn.l 
tV.em.selves  stranded  at  its  very  sliorcL,, 
shut  up  in  the  slums  of  the  great  c-itv. 
speaking  a  foreign  tong^le.  untarined  la 
the  customs  of  the  land  and  often  be- 
c<)me  outcasts  and  strangers  in  a 
strange  place.  They  are  robbed  of  the 
old  ass-ociatioiiS  without  finding  the 
room  to  make  a  new  home.  They  arc. 
as  it  were,  divorced  from  their  owr, 
children.  The  child  has  no.ie  of  the 
•  id  restraints,  none  of  the  old  com- 
panionships that  he  had  in  his  fathet- 
land.  and  is  largely  si>arated  from  the 
training  to  which  he  had  been  sub- 
.lectcd.  He  is  turned  out  to  find  a  iie-vr 
life  in  the  streets,  with  the  result  that 
the  new  teaching  is  a  teaching  of  bad 
manners.

[ing,  but  when  they  ace  cencerned  with 
I  the  vital  facts  of  life  they  sometimes 
j  tell  a  story  more  vividly  than  the  most 
I  practiced  writer  can.  It  appears  from 
i  the  records  of  the  Juvenile  asylum  that 
I  the  total  of  commitinents  to  the  insti- 
!  tution  since  its  establishment  is  38,172. 
I  Of  these  12,0S3  were  committed  by  a 
magistrate,  10,420  were  committed  by 
!  a  magistrate  at  the  retjuest  of  parents 
[  or  friends,  and  14.543  were  surrend?red 
I  by  parents  or  friends.  Thtse  figures 
j  appear  to  indicate  that,  roughly  speak- 
I  ing.  about  one-third  were  intractable 
I  or  vicious,  and  considerably  more  than 
I  one-third  could  not  be  maintained  or 
cared  for  by  their  natural  protectois. 

The  ages  at  which  most  commitments 
have    btM:'n    made    also    furnish    matter 
worthy  of     consideration.     These     ages 
were  8  years  old  and  under,  an  14  years 
old  and  over,  the  respective  totals  being 
6,6CH  and  6.382.     The  smallest  number  of 
commitments   was   4,067,   at   9   years  of 
age.      For   each    age    between    the    two 
extremes  of  8  and   14  the   total   was   a 
few   sco:e  over  5,000.     The  evenness  of 
the  totnls  in  question  is  rather  singular, 
sincet  hey  varj-  so  little  that  they  might 
be  ce.nsidered  as  practically  identical. 
Another  class  of  interesting  statistic^ 
:  deals    with    the    habits    of   the    children 
j  committed:      12.317    are   designated      as 
i  "unfortunate."  3,S17  as  "pilfering."  3,:;67 
I  as    "vagrant."    3.824    as    'bad,"    f.69    aa

I  and  truant."     The  .<m-;ail  proi>ortion  set 
'  down   as   "bad"   should   be   p.irticu!arly 
noted,    while     vagrancy     and   pilferlnff 
can  hardily  be  called  crimes  among  the 
I  homeless     and     hungry.       Disobedience 
'  and  truancy  are  the  ineluctable  results 
I  cf   unattractive   homes  and   the   unset- 
I  tied  habits  that  they  breed. 
I      In   regard   to     education,   about   two- 
thirds    couid    at    least    read.      All    bat 
about  one-tenth   had   one  or  both   par- 
ents  living.     Again,    the    proportion    of 
temperate  to   intempeiate   jiarents   was 
almost  six  to  one.    From  this  the  infer- 
ence   is    that    misfortune    rather    than 
vice  was  the  inain  factor  in  forcing  the 
children  into  a  ch.iritable  institution. 

There  is  perplexing  difficulty  when  it 
come?  to  the  ejuestion  of  deciding  what 
to  do  with  the  stre-et  hoy.  It  has  long 
ago  been  founel  that  reformatories 
which  do  not  reform  are  nr  place  for 
nlm.  It  is  hard  to  contred  his  restless- 
ness and  love  of  freedom.  He  is  at 
first  horne-sick  for  the  life  of  the 
tire^eis.  and  ire  must  be  interested  in 
something  useful.

Many  years  ago  the  Princess  Cbar-  i  subjects 
lette  of  Prussia  noticed  among  the  ' 
jewelry  of  her  .Swiss  governess  a  curi- 
ous little  ring  of  Gothic  design.  "What 
a  cuiious  ring,"  she  exclaimed;  "it  re- 
minds me  cff  seme  ancient  talisman;  do 
let  me  try  it  e>n,"  The  princes.s  put  the 
ring  on  her  finger,  but  to  her  tlismay 
fC'und  it  impossibic  to  atke  it  off  again; 
whereupon  the  governeiss  begged  her  to 
accejit  it  as  a  seepsake-.

It  is  of  massive  gold,  contains 
a  dark-colored,  seiuare-shaped  stone, 
and  is  said  to  have  been  taken  by  a 
German  knight  from  the  hand  etf  Sai- 
adii}  himself,  more  than  seven  cen- 
turies ago.  It  cam.e  later  into  the  pos- 
session of  Ulrich,  Margrave  eif  Nurem- 
burg,  and  has  been  handed  down  the 
long  line  of  his  descendants  until  it 
adorns  a  finger  of  the  kaiser  of  today. 

The  kings  of  Itlay  have  a  ring  which 
is    regarded    with    similar     reverence,

Henry  VIII.,  one  of  the  most  credul- 
ous of  monarch.*,  used  to  wear  with  re- 
ligious reverence  a  jewel  which  had 
once  adorned  the  shrine  of  the  murder- 
ed Thomas  Becket  at  Canterbury. 
The  gem  had  originally  been  presented 
to  Btckefs  shrine  by  Louis  VII.  of 
France,  ai:d  before  its  association  with 
the  archbishop's  memory  ha<3  been  re- 
garded as  a  charm  of  miraculous  pow- 
ers. 

Queen  Elizabeth  to  her  dying  day 
wore  suspeneded  from  her  neck  a 
piece  of  gold,  on  which  strange  char- 
acters were  engraved.  It  had  been  be- 
quested  to  her  majesty  by  an  old 
Welsh  woman  who  "bv  virtue  of  that 
piece  of  gold  had  lived  to  the  age  of 
120  years,  and  at  that  age,  having  all 
her  body  withered  and  con.anmed,  she 
died,  commanding  the  said  piece  of 
gold  to  be  sent  to  the  eiueen,  alle^ng 
that  as  long  as  she  wore  it  on  her  body 
she  could  not  die."

THE  EXPLOSION

Tiie  Monterey  foun<iry  was  new.  its  out- 
fit n/vv.  even  m.any  of  its  men  were  new. 
for  foundr.vnien  were  not  so  plent.vful 
that  a  new  concern  could  fully  -suppli' 
itself  with  experienced  men  at  tlie  .start. 

Bud  Ellis,  however,  in  spite  of  the  fact 
that  he  was  the  youngest  and  held  the 
most  .suburdtnati-  position  in  tlie  foundry, 
was  not  new.  Hi.s  father  had  b'-i-n  kilk-d 
in  an  exxplosion.  and  soon  after  he  had 
commenced  to  add  the  pittance  of  his 
own  labor  to  the  family  incoine.  I^aler 
he  had  been  allowed  to  help  with  the 
sand  beds,  and  with  the  polishing  of  the 
completed  work.  Jiut  through  all  the 
five  years  of  his  foundry  experiencf  he 
had  had  a  horror  of  everything  conmcted 
with  the  casting  molds,  for  it  was  in  the 
explosion  of  a  too  wet  mold  that  his 
father  had  been  killed.  Whenever  he 
:4pproached  a  mold  into  which  the  liquid 
iron  was  hissing,  lus  face  whitened  and 
he  shivered  as  though  with  a  strong  im- 
pulse to  turn  and  flee,  and  when  he 
WJis  obliged  to  remain  near  the  workers 
to  hand  them  things,  so  near  that  the 
glare  of  tiie  hot  iron  liurned  his  face 
and  hands.  It  required  .all  hi.s  fortitude 
and  determination  to  staii<l  his  ground, 
with   wliile  face  and  clinched  teeth. 

He  had  fought  th.»  weakness.  stiib)»orn- 
ly.  flrcely.  and  in  a  measure  had  over- 
come it— was  overcoming  it  .still.  The 
first  time  he  had  approached  a  casting 
after  his  father's  death,  he  had  experi- 
enced a  falntness  and  nau.sea  which  had 
obliged  him  to  rush  into  the  open  air; 
now  he  could  remain,  steady  and  quiet, 
iielping  the  workmen,  and  only  from  the 
look  In  his  eyes  and  the  tremor  in  Ids 
voice  when  he  spoke  could  it  be  known 
that  the  terror  was  still  upon  him.  But 
It  had  taken  five  years  of  constant  and 
determined  self-watching  to  accomplish 
it. 

As  he  grew  older  another  terror  had 
taken  posse.s.sion  of  him.  the  terror  of 
proving  a  coward,  of  turning  and  rushing 
away,  ignominiously,  at  some  critical 
moment.  There  had  been  no  accident  in 
the  foundry  since  his  father's  death,  hut 
he  was  always  thinking  of  one.  watching 
for  It.  expecting  it,  and  he  believed  that 
should  he  come  upon  signs  of  an  accident, 
of  an  explosion,  uii'-xpectedly,  his  terror 
would  control   him   hi-fure  his  reason. 

This  dread  made  him  extra  careful  and 
vlgilant-so  much  so  that  it  became 
noticeable,  and  he  wa.s  given  oversight  of 
the  molds  that  were  bring  made  ready 
for  the  castings.  The  danger  of  explosion 
came  from  excessive  moisture  of  the  clay 
into  which  the  hot  iron  was  run,  and  too 
much  care  could  not  be  exercised  In 
watching  the  almost  only  source  of 
danger. 

In  making  the  molds,  the  models  of 
the  iron  to  be  ca.<^t  .are  pres.^ed  Into  moist 
clay,  making  perfect  impressions  of  one- 
half  the  model,  then  the  two  Impressions 
whleh  form  the  wliole  are  clamped  firmly 
together  in  a  strong  frame,  with  a  small 
opening  through  whicli  the  liquid  iron  is 
to  be  i>iurcd.  It  is  neces.sary  for  the 
clay  to  be  slightly  moist,  but  if  it  Is  too 
wet  tlie  hot  iron  creates  .a  sudden  steim 
which  ha,s  no  means  of  e.^cape.  Tliis 
may  causg  a  terrific  exjilosion.  with  dis- 
astrous consequences,  especially  if  the 
casting  Is  a  large  one. 

Bud  Ellis  h.sd  been  watching  for  and 
dreading  another  of  these  explosions  for 
five  years,  and  then,  as  often  happ<'ns, 
during  a  momentary  relaxation  of  vigil- 
ance. It  came.  Bud,  however,  was  not  to 
blame. 

He  had  examined  the  molds  carefully 
that  morning  as  usual,  plaeing  those  that 
were  ready  upon  a  hand  truck  and 
wheeling  them  to  a  convenient  distance 
from  the  furnace.  Only  one  was  left,  a 
mold  for  a  threshing  machine  shaft 
weighing  perhap.s  seventy  or  eighty 
pounds.  The  clay  in  this  was  very  wet, 
through  some  carelessne,ss  of  the  molder. 
and  Bud  left  It  for  further  drying.  It 
would  not  be  ready  under  one  and  per- 
haps two  days.  Soon  after  Bud  was  .sent 
by  the  foreman  on  an  errand  to  another 


part  of  the  works. 

But  it  so  happened  that  this  morning 
a  rush  order  wa.s  sent  in  for  the  shaft 
casting,  and  a  workman,  after  a  hurried 
.•-•earch  among  the  molds  near  tlie  furnace. 
Went  to  tile  room  where  they  were  made. 
Finding  this  all  clami>ed  and  apparently 
ready,  and  .supiKjsing  that  Bud  had  over- 
looked it.  lie  threw  it  upon  a  hand  truck 
and  hurried  it  to  a  very  front  place 
among   the   molds,    for  immediate   u.se. 

When  Bud  returned,  the  traveling  crane 
had  just  swung  a  great  kettle  of  hhsslng 
metal  directly  al)ove  thi.s  mold,  and  a 
workman  was  in  the  act  of  dipping  the 
kettle  to  run  in  the  iron.  At  first  Bud 
did  not  iiolii-e,  and  it  was  only  when  the 
very  stream  shot  down  and  his  gaze 
followed   it   th-dl   he  understood. 

As  he  realized  the  catastrophe  that  was 
coming,  his  linii.s  trembled  so  ne  had  to 
gra.sp  an  ujpright  for  support.  For  an 
Instant  his  face  gre-w  ■white  and  his  gaze 
swept  in%'oluntarily  toward  the  entrance, 
but  only  for  an  Instant.  Then  the  im- 
pending danger  of  the  workmen  around 
the  shaft  mold  seemed  to  drive  every- 
thbig  else  from  his  mold,  and  with  a 
winl  cr.v  and  a  trt^mendous  bound  that 
carried  him  half  the  intervening  dislaiK^e, 
he  threw  himself  fi;iward  and  upon  the 
mold,  grasping  it  with  extended  arms  and 
tense   mu.-^cles. 

Already  the  metal  Was  hissing  down 
into  the  mold,  and  a  few  drops  of  it 
touched  his  forehead  and  seared  down 
acros.^  his  cheek,  making  a  ll\id  BCtir 
that  would  remain  with  him  for  life. 
But  he  did  not  know,  did  not  oven  feel 
it.      His  face    wa-s   set.    his   teeth  clinched. 

He  w;is  a  strong  l>oy.  but  ordinarily  he 
could  not  have  lifted  the  weight  in  that 
sh;ipe,  with  the  addiuiui  of  the  metal  al- 
ready in  and  with  the  liot.  scorching 
glare  blistering  his  face.  But  now  he 
raises!  it  swiftly  to  his  knees,  and  then 
with  one  ficn-t-.  tremendous  exertion  of 
his  strength  ho  hurleil  it  through  a  win- 
dow a  few  feet  away,  breaking  glass  and 
sash  as  it  shot  out  and  down  into  the 
yard    beyond. 

By  this  time  the  workmen  understood, 
and  the  ketth-  was  swung  htick.  cheeking 
the  flow  of  metal.  A  setond.  and  then 
came  a  terrifi«-  explosion  fuitside.  whieli 
tore  a  long,  ragged  hole  in  tlie  side  of 
the  building,  luirling  sjilinters  In  every 
direetion  and  injuring  several  of  the 
workmen,   liul   none  seriously. 

Bud  was  lying  fai'e  d'>wn  upon  the 
e.nrih  floor,  gasping  and  tremhling.  faint 
from  the  horror  and  weak  from  the  exer- 
tiim.  Sevei-al  of  the  wurkmen  lifted  him 
and  carried  him  f>ut  into  the  open  air. 
He  tried  to  rai.se  liis  hand  In  expostula- 
tion,   liut    wa.s   too   weak. 

.■\s  he  lay  tliore.  liowe\-or.  a  sudden 
eomprehendlng.  joyous  light  flashed  Into 
ji.is  eyes,  and  he  smiled  hapi>ily.  But  It 
w.i-s  not  on  account  of  tho  admiration  In 
the  faces  of  those  around  him,  or  the 
words  of  congrntulatlon  and  prai.se  that 
were  coming  from  their  li]>s.  No;  It 
was  of  far.  far  more  significance  th.in 
that.  He  lia<l  not  prov<-d  a  coward.  No 
longer  need  he  have  dread  of  the  future.

TO  CAW  OYSTERS. 

Louisiana  Going  Into  Industry 
on  Large  Scale. 

New  Orleans.  Feb.  18.— Louisiana  is 
going  heavily  into  the  canning  of  oys- 
ters. Formerly  the  busines.s.s  here  con- 
sisted largely  of  packing  oysters  In  ice 
and  shipping  them  to  the  markets 
available,  and  that  I.s  still  an  immense 
business,  but  caiiiiing  is  growing  up 
so  rapidly  that  Louisiana  and  Missis- 
sippi are  already  rivaling  the  old  can- 
ning centers. 

Louisiana  oysters  have  been  shipped 
fresh  a.s  far  North  as  Seattle,  and  the 
business  between  this  section  and  the 
nearby  big  cities  Is  Immense. 

A  r.ew  cannery  entering  into  the 
business  is  about  opening  at  Avery's 
island,  where  E.  A.  Mcllhenny  has  fin- 
ished a  new  plant  with  a  capacity  of 
1,(K)0  barrels  a  day,  which  may  be  in- 
creased to  2.000  without  increase  of 
buildings. 

Henry  Cage,  chief  inspector  of  the 
state  oyster  commission,  who  returned 
from  a  trip  through  the  state,  com- 
mented especially  on  the  Mcllhenny 
plant.  He  said  that  it  would  have  ex- 
ceptional facilities,  being  located  near 
and  In  Vermilion  bay.  The  business  will 
be  devoted  entirely  to  the  handling  of 
canned   oysters. 

Mr.  Mdihenny's  fleet  will  consist  of 
eight  large  schooners,  three  steam  ves- 
sels and  a  number  of  barges  for  carry- 
ing the  oysters  to  the  factory. 

The  outlook  for  increased  area  of  o.vs- 
ter  fields  and  the  continued  develop- 
ment of  the  canning  industry  is  good.

The  pris- 
oners would  use  two  or  three  boxe?  every 
day. 

'You  can't  imagine  how  many  ways  the 
prisoners  contrive  to  8;tve  and  get 
matches,"  .said  Jailer  Emmons.  "I  have 
seen  forty  prisoners  light  <  i^an  ties  from 
a  single  match.  On  a  day  when  matches 
are  sc;irce  a  pri.soncr  will  never  think 
of  wasting  a  whole  match.  He  will  sjlit 
it  up  Into  four  pieces.  This  c:in  be  done 
easily  with  a  pin.  Then  he  announces  to 
the  crowd  that  he  is  about  to  light  a 
cigarette  and  a  crowd  gathers  about  him 
with  papers  and  tobacco.  The  man 
strikes  the  match  with  great  deliberati;  n. 
and  those  who  can't  'li:z)it  up'  .from  the 
malLh  do  so  from  the  lighted  cl:<;.reltes 
of  the  others.  Every  bod  v  gi's  a  smoke 
off  of  one  match.  Tho.se"  on  the  outside 
of  the  cells  ran  accommodat-rg  to  thosi 
on   the   inside. 

"The  women,  too,  often  w.int  matches. 
The  women  are  in  a  separate  ara'tme.it, 
tut  there  is  a  .<-m;ill  hole  through  the  d'or 
between  the  two  s(.o:ns.  and  it  is  n  thing 
uncommo-n  to  see  a  man  luH  a  lightefi 
cigarette  up  to  the  hole  in  the  dco:-  so  a 
woman  on  the  other  tide  can  gtt  her 
light."

Doi\nas— No  Chance  Here  at  Present  For  Un- 
tried   American    Singers    to     Win     Laurels. 


Some  of  the  young  American  .singers  at 
the  Metropolitan  Opera  hou.se  mu.-t  won- 
der If  it  really  was  worth  while,  after  all, 
lo  come  back  to  the  l"nlte<i  States  from 
the  European  cities  In  which  they  had  en- 
gagements. It  was  a  successful  enough 
return  for  .some  who.  like  Olive  Freni.stad. 
for  instance,  had  already  made  reputa- 
tions abroad.  But  there  has  been  little 
artistic  joy  In  the  home-coming  of  most 
of  them,  .says  thi»  New  York  Sun. 

Miss  Marlon  Weed  mu.st  have  enjoyed 
herself,  for  Instance,  in  pa.st  winters.  Sh*" 
had  a  place  among  ilie  first  .suprano.s  In 
the  opera  house  at  Hamburg.'  where  she 
s:ing  Kls;i.  EllsalM'th  and  such  role.s.  She 
sang  them  al  regular  intervals  a.s  an  im- 
portant member  of  the  ompan.v.  This 
year  Mi.^s  Wee.f  .so  far  his  «uiig  only 
three  limes  in  the  Metropolitan  Operri 
house.

Conried  to  think  of  a  long  opera  season 
without  iho  stars  and  at  clieaper  prices 
wa.s  to  give  the  beginners  some  oppor- 
tunity to  get  on  the  .stage  and  .show  what 
they  could  tic.  Within  a  year  or  two  11 
will  be  necessary  to  get  liis  pupils  on  the 
.siage  at  the  Meliopolllan,  or  the  fu- 
tility of  the  whole  scheme  will  be  ap- 
parent. 

It  w;us  shown  last  year  that  these  young 
persons  usually  .spoiled  every  opera  ini'> 
which  they  were  put.  and  there  hay  been 
no  rea.son  lo  think  that  they  will  do  \cry 
much  better  after  tlii.s  year. 

Amateur  performances  of  opera  with 
casLs  made  up  of  the  pupils  would  not  m. 
of  much  service  to  them,  a.s  such  appear- 
aiice.s  would  necessarily  l)e  rare  and  they 
would  never  be  the  le.st  that  public  repre- 
.sentation  would  afford.  In  Italy,  Ger- 
many and  France  .singers  begin  in  their 
own  countries  and  reach  their  highest 
eminence  there,  but  .such  a  thing  Is  not 
possible  In  the  I'ntted  States. 

All  the  successtu!  blngers  who  have  ap- 
peared in  our  opeid  house  in  recent  ye-.trs 
received  their  training  in  Europe.  There 
have  been  famous  American  .singers  who 
learned  all  they  knew  in  their  own  roun- 
tr.v  and  made  their  reputation  .shere  be- 
fcire  they  went  abroad  to  increase  them, 
l)ut  that  was  a  long  time  ago. 

Of  course,  all  the  singers  who  have  Eu- 
ropean education  and  experience  do  not 
have  success  here.  Alma  Webster  Powell, 
who  made  a  few  appearances  at  Bresl.iu 
and  Berlin,  did  not  please  at  the  Metro- 
politan, but  she  undoubtedly  came 
through  her  ordeal  there  better  than  If 
she  had  been  altogether  Inexperienced. 
Other  American  singers  who  have  met 
with  genuine  success  In  Europe  have 
failed  to  repeat  their  happy  experience 
here.  But  they  all  want  to  come  to  New 
York  at  the  finst  chance. 

Miss  Weed,  who  had  gained  a  respect- 
able place  for  hersi-lf  in  Germany,  can- 
not have  made  much  advance  in  her 
career  -since  she  came  to  tlils  country 
What  Mr.  Pollock  and  Mr.  Nuibo,  who 
Is  not  American,  but  a  beginner,  exrccf 
to  accomplish  here  it  is  difficult  to  tell. 
They  appear  more  often  in  the  corridors 
of  the  Metropolitan  Opera  house  than 
anywhere  el.se.  Mr.  Nuilx)  haw  lo  his 
credit  so  far  only  one  part  <yt  ihe  pev- 
fo'-mance  of  "Romeo  el  Juliette."  Mr. 
Pollnck  has  not  yet  su4ig  in   opera  at   all. 

Lloyd  Rand  has  not  appeaieJ  much 
more  this  year  than  any  of  the  young 
singi'rs  in  {lie  opera  .«chool  will  have  an 
uliportunlty  for  any  c  JUsiderable  artistic 
proKres-s  at  the  Metropolitan.

New  York,  Feb.  IS.-Miss  M  iri--  t'ahll!, 
the  feminine  star  of  "It  Happened  in 
Nordland;"  a  musical  play,  does  not  be- 
lieve that  good  music  is  the  most  impor- 
tant requisite  for  a  successful  musical 
play. 

This  is  a  most  remarkable  statement, 
coming  as  it  does  from  a  star  whose  nime 
has  b.'en  associated  more  clo.sely  with 
song  hits,  and  whose  artistic  interpreta- 
tion of  them  has  been  more  talked  about 
than  is  the  case  with  any  other  star  in 
the  country. 

"I  believe."  said  Miss  Cahill.  "that  the 
foremost  consideration  in  pioducin?  a 
successful  play  is  a  good  ijojk,  one  whicn 
tells  a  conn'Cted,  Intelligent.  toh'^ient 
storv.  and  In  wliich  there  is  some  wit  and 
humor  It  must  ha\e  a  dramatic  ml(ie>t, 
with  coinedy  dominating.  It  must  »>e 
(•l^an  and  wholesome  above  every  other 
consideration.  Ladles  and  children  from 
a  m.ijoritv  'if  our  theater  audience-,  and 
thore  mu.st  be  nothing  in  plot  or  pdalogae 
to  which  the  most  reiinod  and  fasidious 
can  object.  ,      ,      . 

"Tho  day  of  the  slapdash,  low  comedy 
musical  melange  is  over.  The  book  of 
a  mu.slcal  comedy.  In  short,  must  be  al- 
most strong  enough  to  have  it  playe  I 
without  any  music  and  hell  the  atten- 
tion and  interest  of  the  audi* nee.  In 
othe-  words,  the  musical  nnumbers  ot 
a  play  must  be  looked  upon  as  adjuncts, 
not  as  the  b.ickbone  of  a  production. 
Humor,  howevor.  must  not  be  sacri- 
flcert  in  dramatic  intere.«t.  for  a  thea- 
ter audience  which  is  attractt-d  to  a 
musical   play   wants   above  everything  to 

"Another  reason  why  I  think  that  the 
book  overshadows  the  music  In  import- 
ance is  that  mediocre  mo.sic  may  be 
carried  to  success  by  go  ;d  voices  or 
novel  costumes.  or  stage  busine-<s, 
whilo  the  dialogue  and  plot  must  stand 
bv  themselves.  The  music  of  the  play 
is"  subs.-rvient  to  the  artists.  It  is  their 
interpretation  of  the  meter  and  tlie 
m^lodv  and  the  meaning  of  the  wo: a* 
which'  makes  or  mars  a  song. 

"With  the  book  and  music  .satisfa-"- 
torily  provided  for.  the  next  mo-t  Im- 
porta.nt  thing  is  the  staging,  or.  in 
other  words,  the  arrangement  of  the 
.situations.  the  step.s  of  the  dincers, 
and.  in  fact,  every  movement  which  is 
made  bv  the  players.  Novel  and  prett\ 
or  thrilling  and  dramatic  stage  busi- 
ness has  often  saved  a  mediocre  play 
from  failure,  or  turned  a  sec  >n  l-class 
one  Into  a  .succe.ss. 

"Next    In    importance       is    the   costum- 


ing. A  pn  tty  picture  is  alway.^  ai- 
[  tractive;  although  costumes  alone.  no 
matter  how  pretty  and  costly,  can  not 
I  save  a  bad  play  from  failure,  th<y  adi 
much  to  its  attractiveness.  In  the  same 
category  is  the  scc^nery,  and  this  is 
fiuiie  as  important  as  the  costumes.  If 
these  facts  are  borne  in  mind,  and  on- 
can  secure  a  play  whose  merits  seem 
to  graduate  by  this  rotation,  os  •  may 
he  pretty  confident  of  a  successful  pro- 
duction. To  sum  up  in  thiee  words, 
the  attributes  of  a  successful  play,  one 
should    .say    that    success    will    c  jme    witJi

Companies  In  "The  Brighter  Side"  and  "Love  In 
Idleness"  -Maude  Adams  In  "  'Op  o'  Me  Thumb." 


New  Vork,  Fib.  IJ.— Ktg'.rt  las  been 
duly  expressed  an  1  keenly  felt  that  so 
good  an  actor  as  E.  S.  Willard  has  twice 
encountered  disaster.  His  revivals  of 
"The  Middleman"  and  "The  Professor's 
Love  Story''  will  quickly  obliterate  the 
unpleasant  memoi  i  s.  But  he  should  be 
reprimanded  witiio  it  compromise  for  iiis 
wretched  company.  Mr.  Willard  and  Ed- 
ward Terry  are  actor-managers  of  wealth, 
accumulated  from  years  of  public  favor; 
yet  both  liave  broi  ghl  to  Broadway  this 
season  organizatio.is  that  would  barely 
puss  muster  ai  our  ciieapesl  theaters. 
Both  players  have  met  disaster.  Doubt- 
less tiiey  will  poll  t  to  the  poorness  of 
their  plays  as  the  killing  fault,  and  iu 
so  doing  they  will  k  justified.  But  more 
than  a  few  nails  In  the  Willard  and  Terry 
coffins  havt  been  lammered  securely  in 
by  their  amateurish  associates.  The 
Terry  company  has  a  few  adequate  mem- 
bers, the  Willard  las  none.  Not  to  go 
back  to  the  visits  of  Beerbohm  Tree,  or 
the  many  ctimings  of  Sir  Henry  Irving, 
these  men  might  c  hserve  the  recent  ap- 
pearances of  Sir  Carles  Wyndham,  who 
has  almost  two  c<  mplete  companies,  so 
that  liis  three  plajs  may  be  acted  with 
every  whit  of  tlie  'xcellence  of  the  Lon- 
don representation*.  It  Is  doubtful  if 
there  was  hiia'  tim»  in  the  iictor-knight's 
stay  when  at  least  -even  admirable  actors 
In  his  employ  were  not  idle.  And  it  may 
be  justly  oLiSCived  that  Mr.  Wyndham  has 
more  re.  fon  lo  hi  lieve  hitrself  cajtable 
of  "carry:T:g  a  show"  than  Mr.  Willard  or 
Mr     'Uny.

Lucltn  Gultry.  th^  actor  manager  of  the 
Theater  de  la  Ren.'nssance  in  Paris,  acted 
the  leading  part  li  the  first  production, 
and  Jane  Hading  ^va.s  llie  chatelaine;  In 
Sir  Charles  Wyi  dham's  presentation, 
which  ciccurred  in  I..ondon.  the  actor- 
knight  and  Mabel  '!  erry-Lewls,  a  niece  of 
Ellen  Tt  rrv.  \indtrioc>k  tluse  roles;  and 
now  Mr.  Willard  :  nd  Alice  I..onnon  are 
the  prominent  couple.  The  endless  talk, 
ujirellevfd  by  tiie  ^ lightest  verbal  bright- 
ness, give  thorn  no  opportunity  for  acting, 
in  the  gt  nera!  senf-«?.  EvUkntly  realizing 
tne  inactivity  of  th  >  continuous  chat.  Mr. 
Willard  indulges  in  an  unseemly  exercise 
of  hands  and  feet,  to  no  purpose  of  en- 
l,Kht»^i)ii.ent  and  to  no  avail  in  lifting  the 
rrionolony.  He  i>  rsonates  a  reformed 
rake,  the  "optim  st,"  who  found  the 
happiness  money  cm  mean  to  the  needy 
only  when  he  gave  to  a  beggar  woman 
the  few  sous  that  -eckless  gambling  had 
left  cf  his  fortune.  The  instance  of  char- 
ity in  which  we  se.'  him  is  the  purchase, 
at  an  extravagant  Mim.  of  an  tild  chateau 
from  an  unhappih  married  woman,  on 
the  brink  of  financ  al  ruin.  He  learns  lo 
love  the  helpless  creature— the  "chate- 
laine"—and  the  sliirht  Impediment  of  a 
husband  temporarl  y  opposed  to  divorce 
Is  the  only  compU  aiion  In  the  sluggish 
plot. 

What  may  have  >ecn  In  the  original  a 
strong  scene  occur.-  in  the  'ast  act.  The 
husband,  in  Gallic  anger,  challenges  the 
optimist  to  a  duel,  and  is  scornful  when 
he  refu.ses  to  fight.  Then  our  hero,  in  a 
veritable  burst-watt  r-main  of  words,  tells 
how  hcmor  may  b'  maintained  without 
either  swords  or  plsols.  An  American  as- 
semblage can  hardly  be  blamed  for  slum- 


taring  sereni  l.v  through  tills  "prcat  ' 
scene.  In  the  dregs  of  what  was  spark- 
ling wit  we  find  this  allusion  to  Ameri- 
cans—a Parisian  Clyde  Fitch  s  point  of 
view.  The  optimist  explains  his  haste  in 
buying  the  ancient  castle  by  saying  th.at. 
at  any  miiment,  some  Ameiican  milli<in- 
alre  may  eome  ahmg  "in  his  automobile, 
with  a  few  of  his  daughters,  and  the  rest 
following  on  bicycles."  and  pay  the  high- 
est price  just  for  the  pleasure  of  spending 
his  money.

The  fraud  is 
harmless  of  course,  and.  any  wav,  the 
piece  is  like  hund'-eds  of  others  "in  its 
subject,  although  original  In  the  tieat- 
ment.  Tlu  hu.sband  who  lies  to  his  wife 
as  to  where  he  has  spent  a  night  is 
perfectly  innocent  of  infidelity  in  this 
instance,  and  the  novelty  of  a  farce  from 
the  French  without  Frenchv  indelicaev 
seems  to  be  to  our  liking.

presentable  mock  gypsy  and  real  lady  In 
"The  Little  Minister."  The  newer  girl 
is  the  drudge  in  a  London  laundry,  a 
fouiulling  from  a  workhouse,  with  a  bad 
complexion,  straight  hair  in  braids  and 
a  fnx:k  that  gives  a  ridiculous  sliatie  to 
her  She  talks  with  a  yuckney  dialect, 
walks  Ike  a  clumsy  cosier,  and  is  in 
looks  and  a  manner*' as"  gawky  as  our 
Sis  Hopkins.  She  is  i\  butt  for  the 
laundi esses'  jokes,  and  stijlf.rs  from  their 
contempt,  too.  In  her  ticglected  misery 
she  taKcs  to  the  pi  asirTes  of  Imagina- 
tion. She  pretends;  -HKci  m  ikes  believe 
so  persistently  that  lier  companions  al- 
most believe  her  tai^  of  fine  parentage 
and  a  swell  lo\er.  ^Indtfed.  she  dreams 
tibout  this  .qweetheart  so  .vividly  that  she 
comes  to  regard  him  when  awake  as  a 
real  thing.  The  only  basis  it^r  her  fiction 
Is  that,  a  year  ago,  a  fellow  left  a  shirt 
with  her  to  be  done  up  and  has  never 
called  for  it.  He  was  a  very  common 
cockney  huckster,  but  in  her  Imagina- 
tion he  has  grown  into  a  princely  gal- 
lant, who  will  c-ome  to  take  her  as  his 
bride  to  the  castle  which  she  has  built  in 
the  air.  Her  lies,  which  were  bejjun 
for  the  purpose  of  making  her  laundry- 
mates  envious,  have  become  as  serious 
to  iier  as  truths,  and  she  exists  hopefuily 
in  her  self-made  atmosphere  of  false- 
hood.

This  playlet  resembles  Mrs.  Burnett's 
"The  Little  Princess,"  In  which  the  or- 
phaned drudge  'A  a  boarding  school  kept 
up  her  courage  by  pretending  that  she 
was  comfortable,  and  Mr.  Zangwlli's 
"Merely  Mary  Ann,""  in  which  the  over- 
worked slavey  of  a  lodging  house  was  a 
Cinderella,  who  found  her  prince  in  .a 
gentleman  who  first  disregarded  and 
finally  loved  her.  But  the  wretched  little 
lauiulres,>i  doesn't  come  to  any  liappiiiess. 
The  young  man  who  left  his  shirt  be- 
hind him  is  no  gentleman,  and  when  he 
calls  for  his  garn>ent,  which  she  li.os 
fondly  Wiished  and  ironed  every  week  of 
his  ab.sence,  we  see  that  he  is  as  uncul- 
tured as  she,  if  not  as  uncouth.  And  he 
will  neither  pretend  nor  maKe  believe  that 
he  Is  her  lover,  though  she  vcrv  pitifully 
begs  him  to.  but  makes  fun  of"  her  more 
heartlessly  ihiui  her  mates  do.  So  her  air 
castle  falls  with  a  cr.ish.  and  the  last  we 
see  of  her  she  sits  moaning  in  Its  ruins. 
Maude  A<lams  is  such  a  thorough  blend 
of  chann  and  art  that  one  can't  separate 
the  two  elements  in  her  acting.  Her 
pathos  as  the  creature  nicknamed  "Op  o" 
Me  Thumb  is  a  matter  for  tears  and 
smiles,  but  never  for  laughter.  bccau.«e 
her  case  is  too  sad  to  Ije  merry  over. 
This  may  safely  be  rated  as  her  best 
achievement  in  a  weepy  way,  and  she  is 
being  reiwarded  with  mich  praise  for  the 
extra  work  which  she  does  with  it. 
There  was  no  business  neeessitv  for  add- 
ing it  to  "The  Ijttlfc  Minister""  for  she 
was  crowding  the  theatci-  with  that  by 
I  Itself.  In  a  week  of  little  new  stage 
material  to  write  about  I- may  take  spare 
I  to  gossip  of  personal  affairs  of  Maude 
I  Adams.  Is  she  ihe  wife  ttf  Charles  Froh- 
I  man?  No  Impertinent  (fuestion  is  asked 
oftener  among  i>eople  who  see  her  on  the 
stage.  I  answer  no.  Yet  I  can't  prove 
my  denial  positUely.  But  I  argue  that, 
if  they  were  husliand  and  wife,  they 
wouldn't  want  to  keep  it  a  sc<ret.  anil 
couldn't  if  th?y  would.  Any  effort  by 
them  to  conceal  wedhKk  would  result  in 
scandal,  from  which  IxXh  are  absolutely 
free.  Tliey  ar?  alike  In  a  disjMjsiiioh 
to  be  known  publicly  by  their  theatrical 
works  alone.  I  have  seen  him  show  him- 
self on  the  stag-  at  thiee  first  perform- 
ances only,  and  eaeh  tlm*.  he  was  liankd 
on  by  main  strength  I  have  never  seen 
her  show  herself  off  the  stage  at  any  of 
the  places  of  actresses'  resorts.  He  lives 
in  bachelor  apartments  'at  Sherrv's.  in 
New  York,  at  the  CaJleton.  in  lA>ndon, 
and  has  a  fine  country  seat  in  West- 
chester, where  his  privacy  is  impenetrable 
to  other  than  his  cronies.  She  has  a 
fashionable  residence  in  town,  a  summer 
villa  on  Long  Island,  and  the  seclusion 
of  neither  home  is  ever  invaded  bv  bio- 
graphers. Nc»w,  if  these  two  were"  mar- 
ried, how  could  they,  and  should  thev, 
keep  so  apart? 

\\  e  Americans  are  given  to  reckoning 
up  professional  success  in  dollars,  and 
'"What's  her  Income?"  Is  asked  about  Miss 
Adams  as  It  is  other  stage  leaders.  All  I 
can  tell  you  on  that  point  Is  that  she 
draws  more  money  than  anv  other  actress 
on  earth,  witli  either  Mrs.  Carter  or  Julia 
Marlowe  second.  Sarah  Bernhaidt  prob- 
abl.v.  and  Kieonora  lUise  surely,  are  ex- 
ceeded by  our  Mrs.  Flske  in  "pecuniarv 
value,  if  not  also  by  Ethel  Barrvinoie 
and  Blanche  Bates.  It  Is  noteworthy  that 
seven  of  these  eight  actresses  were  borii 
and  bred  on  the  stage,  while  the  one  ex- 
eeption,  Mrs.  Carter,  was  so  thoroughly 
doen  over  by  David  Belasco  that  she  was 
practically  made  in  the  theater.  The 
point  I  make  Is  that  cash  and  cheek  are 
not  for  the  transfer  of  novices  from  so- 
ciety to  the  celebrity  of  stage  land,  and 
that  managers  can't,  with  al  Itheir  re- 
sources, force  mediocrity  into  theatrical 
success.  No  doubt  .a  great  deal  of  genius 
is  obscured  by  a  lack  of  luck  with  which 
to  make  itself  known,  but  no  tricks  of  ex- 
I  ploitatlon  ever  yet  made  a  pubUc  favorite 
of  a  performer  who  hadn't  tlie  ability,  of 
one  kind  or  another,  to  entartain  audi- 
ences. Charles  Frohman  has  put  Maude 
Ailams  foremost  among  our  actresses,  and 
if  he  hadn't  probably  no  one  would  have 
done  It;  but  what  I  hold  is  that  all  tnc 
Frohman  facilities  couldn't  have  fixed  her 
where  she  is  if  she  ha<ln't  deserved  the 
plaee  by  natural  charm  and  acquired  skill. 
Even  if  you  make  dramatic  purses  of 
sows"  cars  the  public  knows  they  are  not 
silk,  and  won't  put  money  in  ih.em.

Ada  Rehan's  tour  of  pleasure  for  herself 
and  others  brings  her  li.ek  to  town.  She 
is  too  wealthy  to  need  to  earn  an  hicome. 
and  she  has  sufficient  f..me  and  age  to 
justify  a  retirement  Iroin  the  stage,  but 
'In-  likes  to  act.  a.id  many  people  like  to

She  has  visited 
seventy-two  one-night  towns  where  her  ' 
fame  but  not  herself  had  reached,  and  in  i 
the  way  of  receipts  her  progerss  was  cir-  | 
cus-like.  In  mc>st  of  the  big  cities,  too.  ' 
her  business  was  satisf.actory.  If  she 
hadn't  ownt  d  a  dollar's  worth  of  property, 
instead  of  about  a  third  (»f  the  Daly  es- 
tate, at  the  outset  of  this  season,  she 
still  would  be  a  rich  woman  now.  It  is 
plain  that  she  expected  no  acclaiming 
welcome  home,  for  she  arranged  to  divide 
the  fortnight  of  her  eiigagement  between 
her  best  two  roles.

"I  remember  a  recent  case  of  a  woman 
who  was  absolutely  convinced  that  she 
was  suffering  from  an  internal  tumor.  Cu- 
riosuly  enough,  she  had  been  operated  on 
for  this  complaint  some  eight  years  before 
when  a  large  tumor  was  removed.  Six 
months  ago  she  received  a  fright  through

her  room.  On  awakening  she  found  two 
ti  ained  nurses  creeping  about  the  aj  art- 
ment,  one  of  whom  imnH.-diately  held  a 
cup  of  beef  tea  to  her  lips  and  asked  her 
to  try  and  swallow  a  little.  After  n  c  m- 
siderable  effort  she  succeeded,  cl^nHding 
to  the  nurse  the  fact  that  she  felt  terribly 
Weak  and  languid.  There  she  rem;si!ied 
for  ten  da  vs.  after  which  she  was  alluwed 
to  get  up  for  a  time,  and  her  friends  were 
permitted  to  see  her.

"This  remark  gave  me  an  idea  and  I 
asked  her  if  she  would  allow  me  to  ex- 
amine her  head.

One  Firm  Supplies  Men  To  Assist  at*  Weddings, 

Another  Takes  Children  In  Pawn  and 

Another  Sells  Sea  Air«

"Pledging  done  here"  Is  the  legend 
on  a  card  In  the  window  of  a  barber 
shop  and  hair-dressing  parlor  on  a  side 
street  near  the  New  York  Rlalto,  says 


the  Chicago  Tribune.  The  shop  is  In 
the  heart  of  the  district  where  music 
hall  stars — ^both  rising  and  falling — con- 
gregate, and  the  proprietor,  a  prosper- 


the  man  in  the  slow-going  country 
town  whj.se  dutiesdemand  that  he  .shall 
be  at  work  long  ahead  of  others.  To 
him  the  services  of  the  night  witch- 
man  as  'callboy"  are  well-nigh  indis- 
pensable. As  he  walks  through  the 
streets  of  his  district  the  watchman 
calls  his  customers  at  whatever  hour 
they  may  order,  receiving  from  15  to  25 
cents  a  week  for  his  efforts,  and  thus 
adding  quite  a  bit  of  pin  money  tn  his 
regular  salary  without  at  all  Interfer- 
ing with  his  regular  duties. 

A  new  way  of  earning  a  living  has 
recently  been  made  public.  .Smart,  well 
built  and  properly  educated  men  may 
make  a  comfortable  living  by  acting  as 
"btst  man"  at  weddings.  An  EnglLsii 
firm  recently  supplied  a  smart  "best 
man"  to  order,  and  the  innovation 
proved  exceptionally  successful.  The 
result  has  been  that  several  advertise- 
ments have  since  appeared  from  firms 
ready  to  undertake  this  new  "protes- 
sion."  One  firm  oft>rs  suitable  "bes/C" 
men  a  retaining  salary  of  $25  a  we^k. 
while  another  house  will  pay  the  "best" 
man  $5  for  every  wedding  at  which  he 
acts  his  part. 

Another  Englishman  makes  an  excel- 
lent living  by  receiving  children  In 
pawn.  The  parents  of  the  child  aj"e  in 
want  of  money,  perhaps  to  pay  a  debt 
or  a  fine.  Their  goods  and  chattels  are 
practically  worthless,  and  there  Is 
nothing  upon  which  they  can  realize 
any  cash.  They  accordingly  place  the 
child  "in  pawn" — that  is,  allow  the 
■pawnbroker"  to  have  the  services  of 
the  boy  or  girl  for  a  certain  period  in 
return  for  a  sum  of  money.  Of  course, 
amount  paid  is  nothing  near  commen- 
surate with  the  work  the  child  does, 
but  the  parents  think  only  of  the  Im- 
mediate advance. 

Sea  water  is  frequently  recommended 
by  physicians  for  many  purposes,  and 
there  is  now  quite  a  large  number  of 
people  who  are  making  handsome  in- 
comes in  Eastern  towns  by  the  sale  of 
bottled  sea  water.

says  the  Kansas  City  Star. 

The  Lndian  agency  performs  many  of 
the  functions  of  a  big  bank  or 
house.  It  is  estimated  that  more  than 
.^1. 000.000  pa.ss  through  the  hands  of  the 
Indian  agent  each  year,  some  of  which 
he  handles  twice.  This  does  not  include 
money  paid  out  for  .salaries  or  running 
expenses  of  the  agency,  but  merely  the 
funds  which  are  Intrusted  to  him  arising 
from    tribal    revenues. 

Mr.  Wisdom  estimates  that  the  agency 
at  Muskogee  handles  as  much  business 
as  all  the  other  Indian  agencies  in  the 
United  States  combined.  It  handle-  the 
finances  of  five  of  the  most  powerful  and 
highly  civilized  of  Indian  tribes,  some 
of  which  are  immen.sely  wealthy  and  none 
of  them  lacking  revenues. 

In  the  Chectaw  and  Chickasaw  nations 
the  common  funds  of  the  two  trib's  re- 
ceive big  revenues  from  the  coal  and  as- 
phalt lands,  as  well  as  from  the  oil  and 
gas  fields.  These  revenues.  aris.i  largely 
from  leases  and  royalties.  They  are  place  1

WINS  HIS  SUIT. 

Dr.  Grinnell  Awarded  $10,000 
For  False  Arrest. 

New  York,  Feb.  18.— Dr.  Ashebell  F. 
Grinnell,  for  twenty  years  dean  of  th3 
inedical  department  of  the  University 
of  Vermont,  in  the  second  trial  of  his 
action  to  recover  $50,000  damages  from 
Edward  Weston,  once  commodore  of 
the  Atlantic  Yacht  club,  for  false  ar- 
rest and  impri.sonir.eni,  which  termi- 
nated yesterday  in  the  supreme  court, 
obtained  a  verdict  for  SIO.OCO.  Upon 
the  former  trial  Dr.  Grinnell  got  a  ver- 
dict for  $12,5(X)  but  this  judgement  was 
reversed  upon  technical  grounds. 

As  Dr.  Grinneil  and  his  wife  W'3re 
about  to  board  a  train  at  the  Grand 
Central  station  In  March,  1901,  private 
detectives  placed  the  doctor  under  ar- 
rest at  the  alleged  instigation  of  Wes- 
ton and  turned  him  over  to  the  police 
authorities.s,  by  whom  he  was  chartfoJ 
with  having  committed  a  felony,  and 
confronted  for  the  purp  se  of  identiti- 
cation  by  a  number  of  detective  ser- 
geant.s  as  a  professional  criminal. 
From  police  headquarters  he  was  taken 
to  the  police  court,  where  his  identifi- 
cation by  a  former  student  of  his  savetf^ 
him  from  a  committineiit  and  he  waa 
discharged. 

He  then  brought  his  suit  and  claimed 
punitive  damages  for  the  indignities 
lie  had  been  subjected  to.  Weston 
claimed  that  Dr.  Grinnell  wa.s  in  real- 
ity a  man  named  Raynor,  who  iiad 
swindled  him  out  of  $90.

A  Snail  Farm. 


Bnall  fanning  will  no  doubt  strike  read- 
ers as  a  very  singular  industry,  nnd  prob- 
ably many  will  now  learn  for  the  first 
time  of  Its  existence.  But  to  appease 
the  quaint  taste  of  the  French  for  the 
slimy  mollusc,  there  are  hundreds  of 
farms  dotted  nil  over  France  where  snails, 
and  nothing  but  snails,  are  farmed  In  their 
millions,  much  as  poultry  and  cattle  are 
farmed  elsewhere.  Indeed,  so  great  Is  the 
demand  for  snails  In  France — Paris  alone 
eats  10  tons  in  a  year,  representing  about 
IMHhrKKXWXJ  snails— that  farms  have  been 
established  In  Germany,  Switzerland  aud 
Italy. 

One  of  tlic  largest  snail  farms  in  France 
Is  situated  at  Orgelet,  In  Jura,  wliere  one 
gazed  o\er  a  vast  expanse  of  wliat  looked 
like  innumerable  boxes  ranged  In  rows 
ucro:ss  a  lO-acrc  cabbage  tleld.  There 
were  hundreds  of  these  boxes,  each  meas- 
uring six  feet  In  length  by  three  in  width. 
A  distance  of  a  yard  separated  them  one 
from  another,  wliile  there  was  a  space 
of  two  yards  dividing  the  rows.  So  it 
will  1)0  seen  tliat  of  the  total  area  the 
boxes  occupied  just  one-iiaif.  They  were 
the  cradles  of  the  growing  snalis,  which, 
though  not  visible  at  the  moment,  were 
there  In  their  millions,  for  a  family  of 
2.(MK)  occupied  each   box. 

Examination  of  the  box-like  erections 
proved  they  were  not  reniiy  boxes,  but 
shelters  witii  wooden  sides  and  roofs.  In- 
side tho  earth  was  cove'e<l  with  a  bed  of 
hone-dry  moss,  wherein  t!«e  snails  repo;sed 
from  the  heat  and  glare  of  the  sun  during 
the  day,  emerging  orly  at  night  to  feed. 
Tliey  feed  to  some  purpose,  too,  for  in 
wet  weather  a  huiulred  thousand  of  them 
will  demolish  in  a  single  night  a  market 
wagon-load  of  i-abbages  that  two  horses 
could  not  easily  pull. 

As  they  have  to  be  maintained  from 
three  to  four  years  before  thev  attalii  a 
saleable  size  at  good  prices,  it  naturally 
follows  that  to  cover  the  exj.eiisc  of  their 
keep  and  the  pay  of  the  farmhands  they 
need  realize  good  prices  when  thev  are 
sent  to  the  market.  Commercially,  "there 
are  two  kinds  of  snails— a  large,  wliltish 
breed  known  as  Gros  Blanc,  and  a  smaller 
having  a  dark  shell,  known  as  the 
They  are  sold  by  th(>  thou- 
prlces    fluctuate    according    to 
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Petit    Gri.^. 
sand,    and 
Season. 

Snall-collpctlng  gives  emplovment  to 
thousands  of  people  living  !n  the  neigh- 
borhood of  the  farms,  and  whole  families 
engage  in  it.  earning  a  good  living.  The 
collectors  men.  women  and  children  -set 
out  at  daybreak,  carrying  big  baskets  and 
Iron  hooks.  They  searc-h  along  the  foot 
of  hedge  rows  and  under  the  Ivy  covering 
trees  and  walls.  With  luck  a  good  col- 
leetoi-  can  .secure  from  l.n<V»  to  l..?fiO  snails 
a  day.  whi<  h  means  a  weight  of  from  20 
to  'M  pounds.  This  earns  about  .$1.2.'5  each 
day,  which  Is  good  for  these  localities.
